treate according ro the affeltion of him,whoſe patronage they require 
in countenancing their ma This (I ſay ) though it be practiſed 
of all writers now adaies, and might haue ſerned as a fit preſident for 
me to haue followed: yet I haue ſwerued and digreſſed from ſo gene- 
ral a cuſtome, in preferring this labour of mine to the view of your 
Honor (the matter ſo farre diſſenting from your Honors diſpoſtion) 
ſo that as it may perhaps not without ſome colour be obi:ted, that I 
might haue pronided farre better (had I bene any way (ufficient) bot hi 
for the accept ation of my Iabonr and 4ʃſo for the fit anſwering of your 
Honors affeftion, if 1 had treated of the politickę gonerument of our 
countrey, and of the weilding of a commonwealth : to the neceſſity of 
which calling, not Fortune the Queens of the old Philoſophers , bm 
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| THE EPISTLE DEDICATORIE. 
Godbimſelfe bath called, or rather enforced you, if that opinion of 
Plato be true, t hat euery good Magiſtrate taketh upon him bu office 
wmwilingly. But that obiection will ſoone be taken away, if we conſt» 
der how fooliſh a thing it were to inſtrult him with bu imaginarie 
precepts, whom (beſides a great tight of nature) moſt happie expe- 
rience bath made a perfell and abſolute gouernour. Plato. that moſt 
ane and wiſe deemer of the ſtate tyrannicall, was ſo many times 
connilted of folly bow often be aduęent qed in the preſence of Kings to 
diſcourſe of the regiment of a Commonwealth. Dionyſſus (of whom 
it was doubted, whether he did more harme by his extreme crueltie, 
or good by his prouident wiſcdome , which both be left ahke to his 
ſucceſſours to imitate) calledt hat notable Phyloſopher (whom 1 cuen 
now named) into Sicilia of purpoſe to heare him, and with great pa- 
tience liſtened to him as he diſputed of mans felicitie, and admired 
him as he handled thoſe morall vertues, which Socrates his maiſter 
was feigned to haue brought from heauen, and as he treated of the 
frame and machine of the world: but on a time (taking aduantage 
by the Kings attention) when be hadſtolen into the diſcourſe of Po- 
licie, Dionyſius felt himſelfe ſo moued, that he bad exerciſed bi ty- 
raunie againſt him alſo, if Dion and eAriſtomanes had not recoue- 
red him out of hi iawes, and ſo rid him out of the land, by ſelling 
him to Polis tbe Lacedemonian e erchant. And this was the der- 
dill that the wiſe King (when hu farie was ſomewhat calmed) gane 
of that moſt learned Phuloſopber for his wholeſome counſell( as he 
thought ) namely, that his diſcourſes ſeemed vnto him to be the 
prattles ef idle old men: ſo much Experience diſdaineth to be con- 
trolled by Art, aud ſo impatient is he of inſtitution; whoſe knowledge 
is acquired Vſu & Memoria (the two ancient parents of wiſedome. ) 
What 4 great argument ef folly therefore ſhall be giue, that ſpall go 
about to lay a plot for your Honour, from whente you may derius 
an example of gouernment, who haue ſo manyyeares , in ſo trouble- 
ſome a common wealth, and to the moſt wiſe and vertuous Princeſſe 
inthe world, bene retained as a moſt Honourable and graue Coun · 
ſelour? I will not (ay as Zopyrus onto his Darius, or as Cineas vnto 
his Pyrrhus, or as Creſus vnto his Cyruiʒ the one of which by policy 
adwiſed bis King to cirrumuent bis enemies the other allure d them 10. 
br: ſubiecſ ian by big elequence,and the third by bis owne unfortunate- 
— eu 
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experience, directed him how to conuey any dangerous enterpriſe; al 

which ſerned their Princes to none other vſe, but to helpe them to par- 

chaſe the worſt part of glory by blaudie oppreſſion : but rather a1 4 

Neſtor unto his Agamemnon, as a Xenophon onto his Cyrus, and as 

a Plutarch vnto his Traian,who thought it not ſo glorious to tie their 

enemies to t hem with forced feare, as their friends and neighbours by 

peaceable amity the ſtrõ geſt guard that Princes can truſt vnto. I muſt 
neeas confeſſe, that theſe compariſons do faile in repreſenting ſo much 

as I do conceiue. For that I may not feare the ſuſpition of flattery mſo 

manifeſt a truth, can the whole Scene of mans life, ſo gorgeonſly and 

ftately [er forth by the Hiſtorians of ſeuerall ages, ſhew vis at one time, 
on one ſtage, two ſuch notable actors; namely, ſo redenbted, ſo peere- 

leſſe, and ſo vertnons a Princeſſe holding the Scepter!ſe graue, ſo wiſe, 

& ſo proudent a Counſeller ſuſtaining the perſon of Eubolus?[ wonld 

I might (my credit ſaned with your Honour) purſue your praiſes yet 

farther; but I hnow very well that you (who wit h an vnvwearied aſfe- 
dtion do not ceaſſe continually to cmit ſuch vertuous deeds as deſerne 

to be eternized for euer) are ſoone tyred, when you heare them remem 

bred by another, And truly I would not baue ſhoken ſo much for frare 

of offence, but that I know for a certaintie. that you aſcribe the being 

pf your vertues to God the giuer of al good thingi before whons to ex- 
tenuate our graces, I know net whether it be more blameworthy then 
ſbamleſiy to aſſume vnts our ſelues what ſoeuer is wrong fully attribu- 
ted vnto vs by flattering friends, But to what end (will you ſay) are 
all theſe words? Namely to t bis: to excuſe my ſelfe gn that I haue not 

laboured to fit your affection in the preſentment ef this my labour, 
which is ſo 1mpeſſivle in reſpett of your ſingular knowledge in all kind 
of good learning, that there is no man ſo ſelfewiſe or loftie which fea- 
reth not to come vnder your learned cenſure, Which excellency of 
jours when I had looked into, and had found my ſelfe altogether vna- 
ble ts anſwer, I purpoſed ( as I thought ) more politickly to aſſay your 
humanity; which indeed, graceth all the reſt of your vertues : which 
(1 thought) I might ſoone abuſe, in offering ſuch a ſubiect, in which 
ſome ſtudie and induſtrie (beſider many yeares) had made me in part 
able to indge; and ſuch a one, as the earneſt affaires of the common - 
wealth, in which you are alwayes buſied, together with the inconue- 
rent vſe of the ſtudie, hath kept your Honour from being acquainted 
A 3 with, 
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with. Which bold attempt of mine, your Wiſedome ſhall ſo much the 
« eaſier be brought to pardon, by bow much the more earneſtly your 
rare . encouraged me to enterpriſe it. For I do plainly con- 
feſſe, that I haue not thorghit this booke of mine worthy to be peruſed 
ef your Honor, as well becauſe of mine owne vnability, who am alto- 
gether inſufficient to performe any thing that your Honor may like of, 
44 alſo in reſpect of thoſe manifold graces wherewith the Lord hath- 
filled you:by the vertue of which you could in a tongue farre more elo- 
quent then this of our 5,diſcerne & know the ſecrets of Phyſicke, which 

I haue now in part reuealed, if the common weale of vs all aid not ra- 

ther carrie you away, then that delight which is otherwiſe reaped 
private ſtudie. And yet neuertheleſſe, when I conſider with my ſelfe, 
that it was not the «ffeftatio of any popular praiſe,but an honeſt ⁊cale 
to benefit my countrymen which begot in me t his deſire to publiſh thts 
wor ker and alſo (if I may without the ſuFpetl of vaineglo) ie ſeeme to 
deuine of the iſſue of my labours ) perceraing that they might bring 
ſome commodity unto the more ignorant ſort of onr common Pracli- 
tioners and Emperiques (if they were with diligence peruſed:) and 
thirdly , when [perceined in my ſelfe a certains earneſt willingzeſſe 
which I haue alwayes had (though of late it hath bene more vehe- 
mently inflamed) to commend ſome peece of ſeruice vnto your Honor: 
I ſay, theſe cauſes meet ing thus together, did e5Þecially induce me 
(though many doubts ſtept afore me in mine enterpriſe, offring to re- 

' inforce my ouer preſumptuous determination) with ſuch a bold confi- 
dencie as it were to ruſh into our preſence, and to demand without 
any ſhew of merite your Honors moſt fuuourable Protec ion, that this 
book of mine (vnable of it ſelfe) may run vuder your patronage which 
as it were Gorgon his buckler, I will ebnert and turne againſt all the 
venimous bytings of ſlanderous tongues. The Lord God (who hath 
made you anotable wſtrument to worke the aduancement of bis glo- 
rie, the furtherance and prepagation of good learning) lexgthen, and 
protratt your life beyond your fatall period, and gine you a will to line, 
4 deßre till to beare vp that burthen which her Nlaieſtie bath laid 
vpon your ſhoulders; and with theſe,all good ſucceſſe in this world and 
eternall happineſſe in 2 kingdome,

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Hen God had perfected that wondet full worke of his ( 
meaue the frame of the world) aud had afligacd to euety 
part thereof his ſpeciall dutie : damely to the water to hat · 
I bour fiſhes to the aire to vphold all tethered foules, to che 
end to foſter beaſts, and to produce & bring forth good 
f WN and wholſome herbes and trees : and ouer all theſe, as te · 
— oent and gouernour, bad appointed man, his laſt and no · 
bleſt creature: de demanded of bis Angels who were preſent with him at this 
worke, what might be deſited in this lo rare and ſtrange a workmanſhip: who 
anſwered, Nothing but a tongue to vofold the ſeerets of his labours, totalke 
and commun otihem; with the which alio, he, as workman of all, might be 
extolled and magnified: who partly moucd by this ſuggeſtion, perceiuing it to 
be anotable meanes to aduance his glory; as before he had infuſed into man 
2 conceiueable minde, apt to vaderſtand his myſteries ; ſo now he gaue him a 
tongue able to viter the ſundry conceptions of the beart, whatloeuer it ima - 
giaed. This fable(proceeding | kaow not from what brain) is remembred of 
Philo the le ia his Treatiſe of the world, which leemetbh to imply thus much, 
that as there is nothing within this mortall circuite, that God bath as it were 
kept to himſelfe, and not made ſubiect to the induſtrious capacity of man: ſo 
there is uo meanes by which a man can approch nearer vato the perfection of 
that oature which he firſt enioyed, and then loſt by his fall, then by the paine- 
fall indagation ofthe ſecreti of nature, or any way whereby be may more 
truly glorific his maker, theo in his life time with his tongue to communicate 
that kaowledge which he hath by his induſtry atchieued, aud to haue a care 
alſo that it may be faithfully commended to his poſterity, And doubtleſſe this 
was the conGderation that moued the wiſe king Salomon to wade ſo tarte in the 
ſearching ot the cauſes of things, who abandoning all thole gliſtering ſhewes 
which his riches & kingdome profeted him, applied his miad to the ſtudy of 
nature,and compiled a great volume, herein he largely diſcoutſed not onely 
of birds & beaſts, but of all herbes and ttees, euen from the Cedar of Lebanon, 
to Hyſope that groweth out of the wall, And the ſelfe ſame opinion of the cx- 
cellencie of that kiode of life, hath from time to timeinuaded the mindes of 
many Kings and noble perſonages, vowing to themſelues without any light of 
their forefathers to go through the clondie darkneſſe of oature, And alihough 
they ſometimes ſtumbled, yet are they to be pardoned. if we conſidet both ihe 
obſcurity,and the length of the way they went in. Zoroaſtes the reputed ſoune 
of Noah was the fuſt that of many confuſed cxperiments, began to faſhion out 
and a3 it were to delineate the beginniogs of an Art, by ſetting downe certaine 
A 4 
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of the ſame;and after bim 0ſir the Kiog of Ægypt, and Zeſofris alla 


by demonſtration of the courie otthe beaucns,and of Phyſicke, by opening the 
nature of many berbes, and alſo the ſecrets of their water ot Nilas. To the wor- 
thinefle ol which lecret, Plata that great Philoſopher did williagly ſubſcribe, 
hen falling into a gtieuous malady in Ægvpt, and being not able by bis ou ne 
experiments (chough he had aſſayed many) to cute himſelſe, he was preſerued 
by the Uricſts of that countrey , who taught bim the vertue of their water, 
4 OR after in rerwembrance ofthis benefit he wrote this vetſe, rehearſed by 
Larrtine: Mare vniuerſa proluit hommnum mala: The [ea doth waſh away all the 
infirmitics of man. So that by this we may ſce, that this noble and Icarned Phy- 
loſopher had neuer broughtthis newes out of /Egypt,citber of their policie and 
goucrnment of their counttcy.or ot their rare and exquiſite knowledge in A- 
ſtronomie, if he had not taſted of the benefit which the phyſicke of that time 
affoorded bim. But we will temembet ſome of thoſe Kings, who had an eſpe- 
ciall fantafic to this Art,whoſe names are deuolued and brought vnto vs by the 
ſucceſſion of ages though their workes haue not eſcaped the wracke, but haue 
periſhed in the ſea- ꝑulte of antiquity, which hath ſwallowed the doings of ma- 
py men. And M:tbridat's the King of Pontus ſhall be che firſt, who at one time 
vadettooke two mighty battels, the one with tbe Romanes, the other with na- 
tute. lu the laſt of which, the more dangerous, be prenailed like a conqueror: 
and io the firſt he dealt fo valiantly, that the glory of his forepaſſed viRories 
ſuppreſſed and killed the remembrance of his laſt ouenthrow. The which (28 
Pliny remembreth ) was alike profitable to the commonwealth and to mass 
life : ſot in his Manour where be lay, there were found many bookes written 
by his owne hands, both of the vertues of betbes, and of the conſtitutios of 
maus body, with remedies for many infirmities of the ſame.Egax alſo the King 
of Arabia wrote a booke of the effects of ſimples, which he dedicated to Nero 
the Emperour, But what ſhould I reckon particularly the names of every one, 
when in tormer ages there was no King either of Athiopia, Ægypt, or Ara- 
bia, who did not himlelte either write fomewbat concerning this Art of Phy- 
tcke, orel'c by bis libetality encouraged others to employ their time in the 
ſame Which may make much (no doubt) to the credit of the Art, when as 
Kings baue appropriated it to themſelues. and haue thought themlelues bono- 
red by the proleſſion of the ſame. And, as many arguments do induce me to 
beleeue, beſides the witnefſe of Hiſtorians, that Pbyſicke is the Art wherein 
many Kings have travelled and delighted: ſo pothing more ſuongly theo this, 
that whereas other gods were tied to their ſeuetall places. as Iupiter to Elis, Dia- 
na to E pheſus, Apoll to Delos, and ſo forth: Aeſculgpins the ſonne of Apollo 
by the daughter of Pliegias, made a god tor his cunning in Phyſicke, hath his 
temple and altars euery where, in Coi iuth, in Lacedxmonyia Athens, in Thebes, 
in Epidause. in Arcadia, Meſlenia, and ia many other countries (as Parſanias 
remembreih) all which bonors ſo done to him were inſtituted (no doubt) by 
the Kings and rulcrs of thole countries, ho eſpecially fauoured that Art, thin- 
king i greatrealon, that be who inuetcd an Art ſo generally auailable for man. 
king, ſhoald be generally honoured of all med. And (I pray you) how much 
10! criour 
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inferiour was the reno mne of Hippocrates, who deſcended of his line, ſauin 
chat the one was placed amongſt the gods in he auen, and the other reu 
23 a mortall god vpon carth# Did not he make Coos, the place where he was 
borne,ofan inglorious [land,a famous countrey,onely by the acceſle of other 
nations,who were brought thither by the report ofthis wondetfull akill in Phy» 
ficket What familiaritie bad he with King hat eſtimation among the Phy. 
loſophers of that time, ac Democrates and others} And to conclude, how was 
his fame ſpread vuiuerſally throughout all Gteeceẽl will oot tarrie the re» 
cifall of the famous PhyGrions who baue liuedbetore vs in ſcucrall ages; as 
Diofcorides, Gaien,Paulus Aetine, Aeginetazaud others, Fot it will cafily appeare 
of what credit this noble ſcience of Phyficke was in times paſt, if you conſider 
the inlolency and pride of ancient Phylitions, whereof many of them diſdained 
the tellowſhip ol Kings, and ſome of them emboldened oocly by the credit of 
their ſcience purchaſed amongſt men, re to ſuch impudency,that they would 
haue ceremonies add cites periormed vato them as vnto gods, Ove ſuch was 
Ihemiſon cyprius the daintie of Ini cu, avother was Theſſalus whom Galen 
maketh mention of, who went about to innouate and change the method of 
Phyſicke ſet downe by Hippocrates and others, But the moſt famous of all was 
Nenecrates the Syracuſan, who fooliſlily vſurped the name of Iapiter, often» 
times boaſting hat by his Art he could breathe life into montall men, aſtet the 
manner of Jupiter ; which arrogant title the people neuer went about to dero · 
gate from him, but taihet ſuppoled that it was deſerued on his part, becauſe be 
cured many of the falling euill, which diſcale eſpecially reigned in his time. 
This Menecrates in a certaine epiſtle which be wrote to Philip che Kiog of Ma- 
cedon, victhiteſe words: Thou art King of Macedon, and 1 of |Phylicke : it 
lycth in thy power at thy pleaſure to deſtroy men which enioy their health, and 
in miae to preſetue ſicke men, and reſtore dead men to lite, and to keepe the 
bealch of men vnſpotted, euen voto their old age, if they will obey me. Vurea- 
{onable ſurely and monſtrous was the pride of this man; and it was ſo fed with 
the applauſe aod approbation of his cuizens, who wondred at his tate cunuing, 
that bz marchedin the City with a traine of gods after him one io the habue 
of Hercules, another inthe ſhape of Mercurie: anotbet tooke ypon him the 
forme of Ae, and he himiclte ſupereminent inthe midſt reſembling Jupiter, 
wore a purple tobe, and a crowue of gold vpon his bead, and held in his hand 
a mighty Scepter, The opinion of this Science did ſo poſſeſle the minds of the 
people in thoſe dayes, that they imagined the proſeſſot of the ſame to be ſent 
immediatly from heauen, tor the commodity ot the whole countrey, and tor 
the preſetuatioa of mankiode:which made them not to doubt to do vnto them 
ali ſupetſtitious reuerence that might be; whereof grew this exceſſiue pride, 
which bath atreſted as it were the minds of many Phyſitions. I would not wiſh 
that the Phy ſitions of out time ſhould draw this yato an example, but rather 
with all lowlineſle to viſit euen the pooteſt, whentheir helpe is required. For 
ſeeing the lite of the moſt milerable vaſſal is as deate in the fight ot God as the 
life ot the molt renowned Monarch , fliall oot the Phyſuion looke to haue a 
ſhicwd checke at Gods band, if he either hath proudly denied his helpe to the 
pooꝛe, or negligently viſited them? I will got deſcend into this common =_ 
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ancy of many of our Phyſitions might 


iaſolency ot Menecretesand the reſt, and to tract rather in the ſtepr of Hippo» 
crates and Galen, of whom it is thus written: that they neuer diſdained to ſhrowd 
themſclues render the ſimpleſt roo e in their countrey, to do the pooreſt man 
good : and as they themſelues (aid (beſides the glory that they purchaſed by 
ir courteous benignity) they added alwayesto their cunning, and by expe. 
rience confirmed their Art and koowledge, which might well ſtagger, if 
reſpeR the infinite variety ofdiſcaſes,and the ſtrange diucrfities of mens po- 
ſitiont. And truly if nothing elle, yet the enriching of their koowledge, which 
is gathered eſpecially by long experience, might be cauſe good enough to at- 
tract and draw them to lay hold of any occaſion to go to the difcaled perſon, 
And in mine opinion, the negleQing of this, which proccedeth either from co- 
uetoulnelle or pride, hath bene the onely cauſe, chat euen from the begit niog 
there haue benereckoned fo tew good Phyſitions. For (exempt onely Hippo- 
crates, Galen, Anicen, ᷑gineta, Aetizs and Soranw , though the number of 
common Phylitions hath bene great) you ſhall not finde any that haue climed 
vp to the perteion oftheir (cience;vay farre ſtom that which 174 chalenge 
the fift or fixt place. Which although ſome men will aſcribe to the laborious 
difficultic & confuſed vaſtneſſe of this Are eſpecially; yet I dare boldly affitme, 
that there harh not bene, nor is, any ſuch blockce or ſtay, which bath impeached 
ſo much their endeuouts, as the defect of experience, And truly I cannot more 


ficly compare our Emperiques and praQtitioners,then to him ihat purpoſeth to 


be a ſca-man and trauellet, who though he ſtudiouſly ſtriueth to artanne to the 
perfettis ot his Ait, though he care fully buſieth bimlelfe about the coſmogra- 
phicall maps, though he induftriouſly peruſeth the bookes of Nauigation, nay 


| (whichis more) though be conferre diligently with very expert ſaylers : yet 


when be hath forſakenthe quiet hauen, and launched out into the rovgh ſeas, 
and bath taken ypon him the goucrament of the ſhip, when he ſhall behold ſo 
many horrible mountaines of water, the roring of ſo many huge waues, and 
the outraging ſurges of the diſquieted monſter; he will then confeſſe, that he 
onely dreamed before, when he imagined of the courſe of the ſeas; that his 
bookes were lame {choolemaiſters, that the tales of his cõpanions were a great 
dealc leſſe then the things themſelues:wben be ſhall caſt vp bis eyes, and thinke 
that euery ſtarre a bich he had hoped to haue vſed as guides and directions, had 
threatoed his tuine and deſtruction: when he ſhall looke downe, and tremble 

- attberifiog of euery waue: when he ſhall turne him about, and with great feare 
lecke to eſchue ihoſe rocks, which he had read were couched in that part of the 
{ea : and to conclude, when he ſhall confider the hugeneſſe of the Occan ſea, 
and the ſmalneſſe of his barke, he will thinke furethe leaſt pertie or gale were 
of force to ourrwhelme him, notwithſtanding his great canning he had 

. thoughthe had gained on the land, Euen fo fareth it with our common Pbyſi- 
tions, who while they containe themſelues within the compaſſe of their little 
ſtudic, where they do as it were c tabula pic los ediſcere morbos, where they 
deiue their ſcience tedacted into a method, where they ſee Galen reach 
hand vnto them io leade them through the whole body of Ehyſicke, by 
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they are taught ihe couſtitution of the body the diuerſuſe the 
variety of diſcaſcs,the cauſes, ſigoes, and ſymptomates ofthe ſameithey * 
way imagine, that they haue ranne the race , and that they haue acquired as 
much koowledge as becometh an Emperique. But aſter that, when they ſhall 
go iato the commonwealth to praiſe, when they ſhal meet with diſeaſes which 
Galen never dreamed of, when they ſhall view the matuellous and ſecret affe- 
Qions and properties of mens bodies he ſudden and momentadie changes of 
the ſame (which a man can ſcarcel/ follow with his mind,) when they ſhall 
perceiuethat in reſpeR of the ſtrange temperature of the body,and the violent 
alteration ot the ſame, they ſcarcely can aime at the diſcaſe, when they ſhall 
ſtrike vpon ſo many rockes, beides theirgreat paioes and watchfull induftrio; 
will ic not (thirke ye) amaze themiwall th y not confeſle then that their Art is 
voperfeA? will they not acknowledge (thinke you) that as experience was the 
ancient beginoer of Phyficke, ſo that uc it is the true and fincere accompli- 
ſher of the peifection ot the ſame? Since therefore the caſe ſo ſtandeth, that 
Art is wezke without praQliſe , and that (as Galen faith) experience is gotten 
long rerum vſu, let the Phyſition (1f he preferre not lying fame and vile lucre 
before ttue ard abſolute koowledge) let him, | ſay, that bis minde may be en- 
riched, not leaue the pooreſt houle vufrequented. But to ſay the truth, nothing 
derogatcth ſo much from the excelling in their ſcience, as doth tke opinion of 
perfection, which is eſpecially gotten by the iudgement of the multitude, the 
peruerſe determiner of things, For, when a mas knoweth his name to flie a- 
mongſt them, he ſitteth till, and admiceth bimſelfe,thinkiog theo that he bath 
ſtudied enough both for hiqſelfe and bis countrey, when he hath gotten his 
name enrolicd amongſt the number of excellent Phyſitions, by that ignorant 
and vnaduiſed tegiſtet. I baue ſpokenthis by the way, and the interiecting of 
theſe few lines bath not made tc e to forget good Readet)that before I diſcour. 
led of the glory of this Science, and how it hath bene accounted of in times 
paſt: the dignitic whercof, though it be ſomethiog leſſene d and empaired, 
(which whether it bath happened by the ignorance of our Phyſitions, or by the 
lioiſter opinien ot the world, I will not gow diſcuſſe.) yet if we will vprightly 
weigh with our ſeiues, we may perceiue that the iudgement of men hath not 
any whit detracted from the true dignitie of the thing it ſelfe. For truly, what 
can be more noble, then to pteſerue the body of man in a good eſtate, which of 
the Philoſopher is termed, ane world, inreſpeR of the variety of bis ſeuerall 
funions?W bat can be more excellent, then to be able to maintaine and keepe 
in order that beſt workmanſhip ot God, and (which is more) to correct, re · 
forme, and amend it, and as it were a cunning pilote to gouerne and rule it as 
a litle veſlell caſt out into the great Occan, ſubiect to | know not how many 
rockes and dangers, if it be not vprightly weilded? And 2 is nothiag 
giuen vnto vs of God more acceptable then the health of the body, bow bhono- 
rably muſt we thinke ot the meanes by which it is continued, and reſtored if it 
be loft? pyrrhus ihe King ol Epice did ſacrifice vnto no other god or goddeſſe, 
but oaly rato Health, to vbõ he erected a famous temple in bis owne country, 
calling it Templum Sanitatis. He contemned,or at the leaſt neglected all oracles, 
which other Princes buſily ſought after, as ptedictions of ghe cuent & . 
. 


ofthe battels which they attempted, or any other thelike enterpriſe. He erme4

nothing atthe hands of the gods, but onely the fruition of his health; thinking 
thatinduſtry and diligence meeting with the health ofthe body; were able to 
atcbi-ue any thing, were it belet with never ſo many dat gers. And in mine opi- 
nion, (as the Hiſtorian very gravely diſcourſerh) men do fooliſhly erte, when - 
they complaine of nature, for limiting the age of man within the compaſſe of 
ſo few yeates,as three or fouteſcore: when as truly, if the matter were well ex · 
pended. we would confeſſe, Induſtriam potius quam tempus deeſſe (as he ſan) 
and that there is no Art ot ſeiente, he it neuer lo difficult, but might be perfect - 
ly knowne within that ſhort precindt, if the greater part of our life did not paſſe 
and vaniſh away in darkneſle, (loutb and ignorance drowning and ouerwbel- 
ming in vs all light of oatute, )ox if the coutſe thereof were not toterrupted and 
cut oft by votimely death, which is haſtned on our parts by out inordinate and 
beedlefle huing, The yong man flouriſhing as it were in the Aprill of his age, 
cocketeth io himſdlfe a fooliſh imagination ot his owne luſtineſſe. and teputeih 
it as a diſcredit vnto him to ſeeme to feate the approach of any diſe aſe, leauing 
the prouident gouetament of the body tb dectepite and withered old age. In 
the meane time be layeth the reines vpon his affections, and expoſeth himlelte 
to any inconuenience: either he weltereth in idleneſſe, or is tyred wich im- 
moderate exetciſè, or (which is incident ſpecially to that part of our age) he 


admitteth vnſeaſonable watchings, ſurfetting banquets, and the vnſatiate exe- 


cuting ot che follies of nus thinking indeed that there is nothing leſſe agree · 
ing vnto youth and adoleſcency, ihen to be pliant and obedient to any com- 
meodable and wholſome method of life: yea many of them are of this mind, 
that the time of their youth is intamouſly oueiſlipped, when they do not ruſh 
into their voluptuous and inordinate demeanor, at what time the luſtie prime 
of their age doth lome what enable & ſupport them. Audit at any time they be 
ouertaken with any infirmity which often happeneth)as vowilling to be behol- 
diog tothe ſcience of Phyficke, they leaue it to be worne away by the ſtrength 
ol theit body; which indeed I confeſſe bideth many diſeaſes, and for the time 
taketh away the ſenſe of tbẽ, but neuer vtterly extinguiſneth a y. For although 
in the infancy of the infirmity, in teſpect of the weakneſſe of it, it is eaſily de · 
pteſled and ouermaiſtred by the valour of the body (which in youth is ſome- 
thing puiſſant and forcible,) yet when age cometh on with bis ſtealing ſteps, ot 
elſe tetebleſſe liſe doth dettact from the force ofthe one, & maketh way for the 
other to ſpread and gather power, the diſeaſe being as it were the ſuruiuour, 
poſſeſſeth the whole body, and at the laſt procureth bis vttet ſubuetſion. And 
many times it hapneth, that a diſeale breaketh out in old age, the cauſe whereof 
perhaps was giuen in our youth. And it fareth with vs as it doth with them that 
are bitten with the little ſerpent of Arabia, which ſtriketh a man, but ſo le+ 
cretly that he neuet feeleth it, neither doth he know it but by the wound which 
ſhewerhir lelte a long time after the foundation thereof was layed.” The opi- 
vion that the ancient Phy ſitions had of the effect of Snow-water is of force to 
perſwade this who bane titten, that if ſnow reſolued into water be drunke of a 
yong child, it will az it were maintaine warre againſt naturall heate, and that 
with ſuch cootinuance,as it will not ſhew his effect, vaull he bath attained voto 
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extreame old age. I do not belbeve dhe, the, 
which'is — water -may le ade me to thinke: chat it i — 
operation. But there is nothing more certa ine then this that many men rep 
ſiag ewo much truſt iu ihe ſtrength of their bodies, and lo — is 
gaioſtanding aodrefiſting the beginning of maladies (which their :ffolure 
order of lite hath begotten and ingendred) haue bene yoked by old age he- 
fore the courle of their yeares did require it, and haue brought it io to paſſe, 
that their bodies haue bene notbing elle but ſtotehouſes & manſions of diſea- 
les. Which kind of men I may well compare to an euill and negligent tenant, 
who being (ctled in a faite dwelling houſe by his land. lord. ſuffereth it torui - 
nate, and in the end to fall vpon be owne head for want of repairing: ſo they, 
when God hath beſtowed their bodies ypon them as gorgeous alaces or mã « 
ſion houſes, wherein the mind may dwell with pleaſure and: delight; do firſt 
by this evil] demeanour,ſhake and diicraſethem, and then being altogether 
careleſſe of repairing them,do ſuffer them to run to deſtruction, or clic white 
they go about too late to yaderpropthem declining to ruine, (as he that is lod- 
ged in an old cabbin, feareth left dhe puffe of wind it ſhould be ouer 
turned) they quake at the leaſt — f bodice, and at euery little paiae 
do expect a finall diſſolution: then they will conſeſſe vnto you, ihat while they 
rioted rnaduiledly ia their yourh, they did but build matter for te 10 
age. And what do they elfe but by their examples giue ys to Jearn< that as ihe 
interception and preuenting ok dilcalesis very: whichcaiabaman 
| es his race with pleature and delight, even ſo nothing cometh mote 
neare vato the goodneſſe thereof,tben(it by chance when we he plunged into 
any diſeaſe) careſully to ptouide that the beg therof may be unpeached: 
the which that thou mayeſt the beiter do, i haue (good reader) for thy benefit 
collected out of ſundry Authors, as it were a bremary or abtidgetment of Phy- 
Gck;& together with thoſe deductions, l haue emerlaced expenments of mine. 
owne,which by long vſe and practiſe l haue oblerue d io he uue. I hour. 
the whole bookel haue bin more curious in gen the ſundtie cutations 
and waics to helpe the diſeaſes, then caplaing the ne fem my rea · 
ſon was, becauſe if my boaks ſhould come to ;valcarncd, a lit 
tle would ſuffice (the former being more — A — knew that the: 
learned would not be contented or ſatisſied with it, WAY it had bene neuer 
ſo great : and yet I haut not omitted any neceſlanic ſigne, that the diſeaſe may: 
appcare eaſily ta auy capable braine. I ſhall ſeeme boldly to haue aduentured- 
the Edition of this 4 ſeeing thatT hal runne into the babble of eurcoun- 
rrey Phyſitions, vWbo thinke cheit Art to be diſcredited, when itis publiſhed in a, 
bale tangue; aud againe, arc loath to haue the ſecrets of then ſcience revealed, 
to cucry man.

what, but yet they may vnderſtand, ibm I baue followed the 2 of many

And 
no doubt they were all touebed with an eſpeciall cate to profit theit owne 
countrey,bemg willing that all men as indeede it concerneth all) ſhould: 
reapethe commoditics ot theit lahauit. Fot I caonct ſee how that ſaying 
of Oo ineibian can be verified in his oe Art(which 1sthis) That then all Artes 
ſhould be truly happie, when the proteſſoars of the ſame ſhould onely iudge 
of them: but | baue alwayes bene ofthis minde, that it behoueth every man 
to be cunning in his owoe conſtitmion, and to kaow ſo much as may ſerue to 
foreſtall the coming of many otdinary diſcalcs, which commonly light vpon 
the ignorant : yea and fometimeto be able to chaſe away a malady hen it 
bath alte adie caught hold of che bodic : my teaſon is, both becaule euery 
man may iudge beſt ot his owne bodic, add perceiuethe declivings and al - 


tetations ot the ſame. Add againe we know, bow many haue died, and do die 


continually for want of helpe, (the Phyſition being not ahvaies at iheit elbow) 
whereas in the beginning of their ſickneſſe, a little knowledge might haue 
topped the paſlage of the infirmitie. In the old time when Pbyſicke was 
brought voder no forme, but conſiſted only of a few experimtts which paſſed 
from hand to hand yong children, together with other Artes, did receiue cer- 
taine precepts and rules, how to order and gouerne the body, and learned 
alio pteſeruatiues againſt poyſon, and the receipt of ſalues to cure any greene 
wound, and the meanes to helpe certaine ordinary diſeaſes, which (indeed) 
were but few, the age ofman being then farre more ſtrong. We reade how 
Linus who was ſchoolemaiſtet to Hercules, when be had inſtructed him in the 
Ano wraſtling, (which then was honoured eſpecially} and in Muſicke, that be 
gaue him the receipt of a certainebalme, which he often vſed in many of his 
aduentutes. And what was it that gaue mattet to the table of Achilles, how 
bis mother Thetis bad made his bodie impenetrable, but that knowledge of his 
which he had learned of his maiſtcr Chyron the Centaure, who taught him the 
vertue of an herbe, which to this day beareth his name, by which be healed all 
the wonnds he receiued in battell? What an honorable mention doth Homer 
make of Machaon and Podalirius the ſonnes of Æſculapius, in that they could 
cure themſelues when they were at any time hurt ofthe enemie ? This cun- 
ning alſo had A ithridates, and Fabricius the Romane, he that vanquiſhed Pyr- 


rbas, andallo Mareus Carine, and many other who ate recorded by hiſtories, 


whoſe names I would remember, if I did not ſeethe enlarging of this com- 
mon place by examples to be altogether vnneceſſary, when there is no man 
which fo farre {warueth from common ſenſe, that will not confef{ce it to be ye- 
ry expedient and needſul for all to know the eſtate of their oe bodies. I will 
therefore forſake the proving of lo manifeſt a thing, and returue voto thee 
(good Reader) whom I have alreadie offended in exceeding the length of 
a Preface, hke voto that wayfaring man, who when he had purpoſed to vnder= 
take a long journey. ſtumbled euen in the very threſhold ot his doore, But if 
it be an x, | did voluntarily tunne into it, chuſing rather to be carped at 
ol che Rbetorieian for vũing too many words, then to be wonthily repreben-

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ded ofthe readers ſor be ing too ſparing io vitering the teaſons whereby I w

bath not a delectable ſubiect, i beboueth bim to ſhew many graue & (ubſtan» 
tiall reaſons of his doings, or elſe they will not ye eld their hoped ſor benefit, 
which is to be benignely eonſtrue d, and peruſed with bumavity, So that it a 
man couet to baue bis bookes fauourably accepted and read, be muſt be haue 
himſelfe (6 io writing as Solon did in framing bir lawes, ho (as Plutarch laith) 
did not faſhion them according to the true line of equity, but ſer downe ſuch as 
be thought the people would willingly obſerve ; enen ſo the iniquitic of the 
time hath brought to paſſe,that thoſe, bookes whuch are generally peruſed and 
read throughout, mult not ſerue the time but mult ſatisfie the opinion of men, 
A man may e aſily diſcourſe of this, but the fantaſies of men are too vatiant to 
prevaile a whit in diflwadicg them.

and full as it were ſti etched out and (wolne : but if the multttude of bhumouts 
be with obſttuction, it cauſeth moderate paine ifthe obſtruction be but little, 
but it the obſtruction be gteaiithere (hall be very great paine. Allo it the mul- 
titude of humours baue a fharpe aud biting quality, according to that qualitie 
the paine will be pricking and thooting, It with the heauine ſle ot ſtretchiog of 
the head. chere be beating, and as it were a pulſe, it betokeneth inflammation in 
the head: but it the ſtretchiog be preſent without heauineſſe or pulſe, it decla- 
reth abundance of windie Ipitits, and in this kind of headach there will be noiſe 
in the cares, Thoſe that haue beadach coming of an externall caule, as of beats 
of the Sunne, cold ol the aire,druokepnefle,ſtripes, or of any hote ſauouis, can

Alſo it is 
ſometime cauſed of immoderate mouing, ot by bote bathes, ot by being lo 
nigh the flame of the fire, ot through anger, ot furiouſnes, or laſt of all th 
hote dileaſes, or hote ſauours of outward things, The fignes which declare 5 
headach by burning beate of the Suune, are, that beſides vebemett paioe, you —_ 
ſhall ſeele their head hot: as ſoone as you touch it, and their ckinne drier 
it was wont to be; their eyes do looke tedde, and they are delighted with the 
{prinkling or annointiag of cold things, and do teele great caſe by them, As 
tor the other cauſes, they mav be knowne by relation ofthe ſicke. For the cure 
of this kinde of headach, yo nuſt firſt prouide that the aire and the chamber Ayre. 
where the ſicke abideth, be very cold ot nature, ot elle n muſt be made ſo 
your diligence, as by ſtrewing in the houſe flowers and brinches of cold thingy 
(as Roſes, Violets, Water-lilly-Aowers,and Vine leaues, Bryer boughs, Willow, 
and ſuch like.) Allo it will coole the aire well to ſprinkle cold water in the 
houſe,or to poure it out of one veſſell into another. Great reſpeQ muſt be bad 
to bis ſleeping, for be muſt ſleepe longer then he was wont to do, he muſt al- 
together eſchue long watching, and keepe bimſclte quiet: he muſt not re · 
taine his excrements, but auoide them by and hy after ſleepe if he can, or let 
nature be helped to expell thẽ by a leditiue cliſtet, for their retention iocrealeth 
paine in the head, Let him eichue caraall copulation, exetciſes, and bathes, 
Let him eſchue all perturbations of the minde, eſpecially anger and fury. Let 
him haue but a little meate, of good digeſtion, aud let it be cold ia operation, a 
is bread dipped in cold watet, iuyce of Ptiſan, Lettuce, Eodiue, Putſlaine, fleſſi 
of Chickens, Hens ot Pigeons, with veriuyce made of Grapes. Fiſhes are good 
that come out of ſtonie riuers, and that are teadet. Allo Almond milke,Pom. 
granates,R aifins, and ripe Peates may be giuea to him. He muſt obſtaine trom 
milke, and meates that tame into the head, or that be bard of digeſtion, For De 
his drinke, let him vſe water altogether, it bis ſtomacke will beate it At not, rink. 
ſeeth a little Cinamon in it or Coriander ſeed preparate, or mixe with the wa- 
tet, iuyce of ſoure Pomegranates,or ſytupe of Endiue, or Syrupus Acetoſm ſim - 
plex, or Oxyſacacharum: or if they cannot abide that, you may giue them (mall 
wine well allayed with water. The paine ofthe head cauſed of heate, is cured ea. 
with ſuch things as do coole without manifeſt reſtriction , eſpecially if they 
be of thince and piercing ſubſtance. Therefore in the beginning nothing is bet · 
ter theo to powre on the head good oyle ot Roſes, made of rnripe oyle, and Ohe of Roſes, 
it alitle vineget be added to it, ĩt wil pierce the faſter and the deeper, The places j 
that you muſt poure or annoint it on, is the forepart of the head, where the 
ſeame goeth ouerthwart, for it is the thinneſt place of the ſcull, and the ſeames 
haue pores on them: alſo you mult vᷣſe it on the top of the forchead, where 
the haire leaueth growing, and on the fides of the temples where the baire 
growcth towards the earcs, The beſt thing next oyle of Roſes,is oyle of Cam» ole of Cam» 
momill to be vſed in like fore, eſpecially in thoſe bodies that we would not „il. 
coole to much,as womens, cunuches, children, and other that have ſoft fleſh, 
and are white in colour, If there be neede of great cooling, you may adde to 
the oyle of Roſes iuyce ol Houſleek, or Purſlaine, or Knotgraſſe, or of vuripe 
grapes, or Nightſhade,or Sorrell,or Pſilium, or luch like. Vic not iuyce of Pop · 
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pie, or of Mandrake in this cauſe, for they do burt: you may make medi- 
cines ofthe former things, or ſuch like, in ibis ſort: R. oyle of Roſes, 3. ij. Roſe 
watet. 3. j. ſtrong vineger,F iᷣ. ot iuyce of Houſlecke,or Purſlaioe,or Lettuce, 
3. j. and ſo commite them, thus. Re. diſtilled water of Houſleeke, Lettuce, ꝛpd 
Nightſhade, ana. 3. ij. water of Cammomill,Z.j B. vineget, 3. j. commixe them 
dip a cloth in it, and lay it all ouey the torebead, and the temples where 

the baire groweth not. But let not this medicine touch the hinder part of 
the head, for that part cannot ſuffer cooliog without hurt, becauſe the mar- 
row of the backe · bone beginneth there. Thoſe medicines which you will vſe 
for cooling,clpecially in Sommer, muſt ſtand a Nile in very cold water. This 
alſo is good for abundance of humours and yapours that be lifted vp into the 
head.

Y cold, is meant in this Chapter, a cold diſtemper fimply, without the fluxe Cavſe, 

ol any cold humour. This paine inthe head is cauſed of outward cold, as 
when the aire is very cold, eſpecially when one tarieth in it long time 
bare headed; à allo it may be cauled by the ſudden applying of any cold thing 
to the head. The fignes of beadach cauled of cold, are contrary to thoſe igncs Sg 
that are cauſed of hote diſtemper. For in this, thoughtbe paine be vehement, 
yet the head when it is felt, is not hote, and the face and eyes do not looke 
red, nor theit face is not drie and ſhrunke, but contrariwiſe full and pale, and 
their eyes ate ſwoloe and ſwart. Allo hey neither defire cold things, nor do 
ſeele eaſe by them, Concerning the diet of tholg thathavethis kinde of bead- Y jug ratio. 
ach, they muſt eſchue cold aire,and abide altogetber in bote ayre, They muſt 
ſleepe moderately, but no longer then they were wont. They muſt vſe mo- 
uing ol the whole bod, eſpecially walking and riding. Let their bodies be ſolu- 
ble rather then coſtiue, ſo that they may each day haue a ſiege either by nature 
ot by art, as by a ſuppoſitarie or a cliſter. Let ibem eſchue ſadneſſe, aud deepe 
cogitations, and other immoderate affectious of the minde. Let them cichue 
all meates and driakes that be cold in operation, 28 milke, fiſh, and ſuch like, 
Let rem eate reare egges, and fleſi of Hennes, Chicken, Partrich, Pheſants, 
and ſuch like. For their drinke let chem vſe wine ibat is thinne of ſubſtance, tor 
that doth moderately extenuate and heate. For the ſame caule alſo hote baths 
are to be vled; and generally for the cure hereof , you muſt vſe thiaga that be cura. 
hote in operation But yet in applying medicines to ihe head, you muſi diligeot- 
ly conſi der the naturall temperature of the braine, tor it is ſuch a thing as can- 
not luffer medicinesychement bote nor yet vehement cold. Therefore (a8 G. 
len afficmeth) if oyle of Rew bepowred hote vpon the forepart uſ the head, i 
bealctb the patient perteAly. But it there be need of greater heating, you may 
pur pepper or Ewpborb5um into the oyle ; or you may mixe ſome wh of Pep- 
per or oyle of Euphorbium with the oyle of Rew,or in the ſtead of oyle of Rew, 
you may vſe oyles of Lawrel, Ireos,Dill,or Cammomil, of Spikenard,Serpillune, 
Marior am, and ſuch like.

Y dtineſle, is meant in this place a drie diſtempet of the quality alone, and 
bymoiſture,.a moiſt diſtempet of the bare quality. Neuber of theſe qua 
lities alone, except heate ot cold be ioyned with ihem, do cauſe any.beadach at 
alllas Galen teacheth in the 3. Chapter ot his booke de Symptomatum caufis.) 
Therefore we do not make mention here of theſe diſtempers, as though bead- 
ach might be cauled of them alone, but that the ſtudious in Phylick might baue 
ore of medicines, when beadach cometh of heate and dtineſſe, or moiſture 
with heat, or when cold mixed with drigesor moiſture cauſeth headach. Head 
ach through dt ineſſe is cauled through driveflc of the aire, ot by drie medicins, 
by hunger, exerciſe, lecherie, and perturbations of the minde. And beadach of 
moilture,is cauſed by moiſtneſſe ofthe aire, or by moiſtening medicines, by 
baths, hote waters, and other things that moiſten ouermuch.Drineſſe is koowne, 
by theſe lignes, it there come few excrements , or none at all out of the nole; 
il the eyes be hollow, and the patient baue watched much before: theſe; be 
- fignes of beadach of dtineſſe. Allo in it the skinne of the head. is drier when it: 
istelc, then it is wonted to be, and ſome drie diet hath bene vſed/ But iu bis. 
kind, dr:e medicines do not calc the paine, but rather increale it. Moiſtneſſe ia 
knowne by theſe ſignes; much filth cometh out of the noſt, the eyes be puffed 
vp and ſwolne , and the patient ſleepeih much: but of this diſtempet alone there 
dorb no headach enſue, Thoſe that haue headach cauſed of drinefle, let them 
remaine in a moiit aire, and let them cate meatesthat do moiſten, and that be 
of good iuyce, as the yolkes of eggei, Cocks ſtones, and the broth of them, 
Phelants, Pattrich, and ſuch like things that do nouriſh much and moiſten. 
Let ibem drinke thione wine allayed with water: let them Qleepe largely: let 
them eſchue motion of the body and exerciſe, and vſe quietueſſe and teſt: let 
ther eſchue cat tall copulation, hunger , thirſt, and all things, that do drie: 
let them vic baths of (weete waters that are warme: let them be mertie, and 
elchue all other perturbations of the minde. If headach be cauſed of moiſture, 
you mult vie the couttarie diet to this that is before preſcribed (that is, all ſuch 
things aao dric, which you may eaſily koow by that wbich hath bene aid.

which cometh by conſent, And firſt of that headach which cometh through 
cuil affe con of he ſtomacke And that is cauſed moſt commonly when ſome Caf 
ſharpe humour abounderh in the ſtomacke, eſpecially in the mouth ofit, from 
whence the corrupt vapouis arifing do alceod to the head. It may be knowne Sons 
by the gnawivg and biting paive that they feele which haue that beadach, nd 
by the Tedre to vomit that the patient hath: eſpecially itthe mouth of the ſto- 
macke be affefted.Moreouer in this kind of headach,if the ſicke faſt and ſuffer 
bunger long, the paine is more vebement, for through long abſtinence the 
malice of the humour iocreaſeth. You muſtcure thoſe that are thus grieued, Coratis. 
not by applying remedies to the head, but to the humours in the ſtomacke, 
which taiſe vp vapours to trouble the bead. Therefore you muſt with ſpeed 
purge the ooyſore bumours that are in the mouth of the ſtomacke. They may 
be purged out by drinking of warme water, if ſo be the patient can eaſily vo- 
mit: if not, he muſt thruft his finger or a featber dowu his throate, & ſo ptouoke 
the ſtomacke to vomit. Nate that yellow or pale cholet, becauſe of bis natural 
lightneſſe, doi teadily aſcend to the mouth of the ſtomacke: but the hameurs 
that be flegmaticke, ot loute, or ſalt, do rather temaine in the middeſt of the 
ſtomacke, then in the mouth of it. It is heſt when ſuch humouts are in the hot- 
tome of the ſtomacke, for then they wall _ auoid the ſtomacke, and paſle 
into the guts. It is wo:ſt of all when noyſome bumours do cleaue lo faſt tothe 
*- filmes and tunicles of the ſtomacke,and do ſo furre them that they can ſcatce · 
ly be ſcoured out. Therefore il any humour do furrethe tuaicles of the ſio- , _ 
macke, miniſter Hierapicraqwhicb is a loucraigne medicine therefore, And after Hierapicra. 
pur ging, let the patient haue good meates, eaſie of digeſtion, and wholſome 
for the ſtomack And for as much as lack: of good digeſtion, and eakneſſe of 
the mouth of the ſtomacke, be the gteateſt caules ot increaſe of voyſome hu 
mouts in the ſtomacke . ĩt muſt be prouided that good digeſtion be procured, 
and that the mouth of the ſtomacke may be ſtrepgthened by ſuch medicines 
as be aſtrictiue, and haue vertue to ſtreogthen, whereof you ſhall ſinde plentie 
hereafter in the third booke, and therefore it were ſuperfluous to recite them / 
here, As we haue in this Chapter ſpoken of headach cauſed of the ſtomacke, Note. 
and referred the cure to the third booke, ſavnderſtandlikewiſe if headach be 
cau'ed of the dileaſe of the liver or ſpleene, or any o:ber member: ſot the affect: 
of thoſe members being cured, be headach ceaſſeth. 


CHAP. X. 
Of headach cauſed by drunkenne(ſe. 


He cauſes and fignes of druakennelle are cuident enouph , chiefly hote , coſe 
wines and ſtrong drioks are cauſes thereaf,for that they fill the braiac with ; 


vapours , and that ſo much the more (as Galen (aid) ifthe braine be bote by 

nature: ſometime allo hote humouts aſcending to the head, do caufe drun- Curatio. 
kennefle. The cure of dtunkenne ſſe generally conſiſteth in two points : that is, Farme wat er- 
in euacuation and refrigeration, Thetſote it the wioe be yet vndigeſt, & do flow and 4 litle yr. 
io the ſtomacke , cauſe him that hath the beadach to vomit. by drinking of bote Acetoſe com- 
water. But and if the headach do remaine after digeſtion, you mult vie me- mixed,caaſeth-. 
&:iges that de teſtigerate, and drive backe vapours which aſcend to the vomit, 
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head: at ĩs oyle of Roſet alone, or mixed with vineger, or with ĩuyee of Tuie, 
or Coleworts. Alſo the leaues of Coleworts ſteeped in warme water, and bound 
about the bead, do naturally teſiſt drunkeuneſſe. Moteouer the broth of Cole- 
worts being eaten, is good tor that putpoſe. To pteſerue one from dtunkennes 
(as Attias laith) let bim eate v. ot vij. bitter Almonds faſting, ot let him drinke 
Worm wood wine firſt of all. But to take away drunkenneſſe that is preſent give 
the decoction of Centory the leſſe to drinke,or Harts horne, ot the ſeed of Ver- 
uaine boyle d in water, You muſt haue a ſpeciall regard, and procure that the 
patient do ſleepe and reſt; which being done all day, at night bathe him in a 
bath of ſweet water, & when thou haſt waſhcd him, let him cate meats of good 
iuyce, but not oucr-hote. Letthetefore his food be Ptiſan broth, (ouppiogs 
made of Alica,bread dipped in water, reare eggs, and ſuch like, For pot herbs 
Lettuce is of good iuyce and cooleth, and Coleworts dricth yp yapours. For 
drinke, let him vic water onely,ithe bath bene accuſtomed thereto,and can wel 
beare it, otherwiſe giue him ſmall drinke, ot a little ſmall white wine. After his 


meate , giue him of a Pomgtanate, or a Peare, or a Quince, or Raifins, To 


conclude, let all his diet be ments of good iuyce, pleaſant to the ſtomacke, and 
chat driue away vapours, Let him abſtaine from Dates, for their propertie is to 
cauſe headach, And it it chance that of the vapours and humours aſcendiog to 
the head, there remaine part of them impact and ſtufted in the thin pores, and 
ſo dogauic headach after two or three dayes, then leaue oyle of Roles, and vic 
firſt in ſteed of it, oyle of Cammomill moderatly warme. Aftet ward, apply oyle 
of Ireos, After that, if need require, you may apply things that beate more, 
commixing with the oyle of Ireos, oyle of Nard, ot oleum coſtiuum, ot other 
oyles and oyntments of that ſort. 


CHAP, X. 
Of headach cauſed by feauers. 

1 headach do moleſt thoſe that haue a Feauer, you muſt diligently examine 

and conſider, whether the ſame began at the firſt beginning of the feauer, ot 
whether it ſprovg the feauer increafiog : for it the beadach began not with the 
firſt fit of the feauer, but afterward while the feauer ineteaſed, and came nigh 
to the Crifis, then ſeeke not to temedie it, lor it portendeth and foretelleth that 
vomit or a decretorie fluxe of bloud at the noſe will follow ſhortly , as Hs 
crates declarcth in his booke of Predictions, and Galen in his third booke de 
criſibus, and in bis firſt booke ad Glancenem, cap. vltimo. If the headach began 
at the firſt with the feauer, it cometh of vapouts or bumours diſperſed abroad 
through the greatneſſe ot the feaucr,and as it were boiling hot eleuate it to the 
head, and partly alſo through weakneſſe of the braine. Therefore if the paine 
do come of abundance ot humours,you muſt let him bloud after the firſt or ſe- 
cond fit (it nothing prohibit it)elpecially in luſtie bodies, and in ſuch as abound 
with bloud. Allo you muſt draw the bumours a contrary way. & pull them back 
by ſharpe cliſters, ſuch as ſhall be preſcribed io the Chapter of Apoplexia, and 
by often binding and much trication in the neather parts. Mor eouer you may 
ſer cuppio 
ply do the 


bead itrigations and ointmenrs, that haue vertue to repell and driue 
backe 


glalles tothe hinder part of the bead,or to the necke. You muſt ap- 
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backe from ir, and afterward you muſt vſe diſcuſſiue medieines : laft o f all. ſuch 
things as do ſtrengthen the bi aine. To repell and drive backe, vle oyle of Roſes, 
and other ſuch like as are rehearſed before in the 2. Chapter. Vic them in Som- 
mer tie, and in hote complexions cold and mixed with a little ĩneget ; but 
in winter ſeaſou, and in cold comple xions, 11 them bloud warme. It the ſe · 
uet be vehement, and ouet mach watching do trouble the ſicke, vie irrigations 
made of P oppie beads, Houſleeke, and ſuch like medicines as haue vertue to 
coole and prouoke ſleep, in this ſort. R. flowers of Violets, Watetlillies, and Ro- 
ſes, ana l. j hulled barley 3. j. heads of Poppie, 3 f;. Houſleeke, M B. ſceth all 
theſe ja lufficient quantity ot watet, vutill the third part be conſumed/ and make 
an Embrocation. Or it the paine continue vehement, take greene leaues ol Embrochs, 
Henbane or Poppie,with oyle of Roſes, a little vineger and crummes of bread; 
commize them, and apply them to the forepart ot the head, and tothe fore- 
bead. When the braine is ſufficiently cooled, then apply thoſe things which Note 
can heate the head againe, and lo auoid and diſperſe the humors that ie maine. ; 
And thereſote you may vie oyles of Cammomill, Dill, or Iress, or decoctions 
of Cammomill, or Althea, or ſuch like. And ifthe humour be groſle & tough, 
you may boile with the aforeſaid thing: Serpill um, Peniroyall, Calamint, Mints, 
or ſuch like. Laſt of all the head muſt be ſtrengthened by oile of Roles, and ſuch 
hke,that is, Betony,Cammowill, Melitor,&c, The reſt of the cure of headach 
cauled through the vehemencie of the feuer, is to be ſought ourto the treatiſe 
of Feaueis. 


CHAP, XII. 
Ofinueterate headach. 


2 both in Creeke and Lative is the name of headach which is ex- 


cceding painfull,continuing long, and hard to ceaſle, wbich vpon lightoc. S gu. 
caſions hath very ſharpe and great fits, ſo that the patient can neither abide 
noiſe, not loud ſpeech, nor cleare light, nor drinking of wine, not ſauours chat 
fill the braine, not mouing, but deſireth for the gteatneſſe of the paine to fir 
or lye quiet inthe darke, ſuppoſing that bis head were ſtroken with a hammer. 
Alſo ſome of them de feele thoſe things that are about their bead, as though 
they were bruſed or tacked. lo many the paine proceedeth voto the roates of 
the eyes. This diſeaſe ſometime doth continue paiuſull alwayes, ſometime it 
hath firs and intermiſſions, either or dinate ot inordinate. For in ſome there is 
intermiſſion in the fits, as in the falling ſickneſſe, fo that for a time they ſeeme 
to be perfe ly whole. This diſeaſe doth vexe women more then le 
of their long baire, Ip ſome of them the filmes that couer the braine are pai- 
ned: but in ſome, onely the filme that coueteth the ſcull is gtieued. It is cauſed Cauſe, _ 
ot abundance af bloud and other humours, or by the ſfiarpueſſe of humouts or | 
vapouts contained within or without the ſcull, and inflaming the head, ar it is 
cauſed ibrough weakneſſe of the head. The paige chat inuadeth the ficke with Sign. 
grauity and heauineſſe, declateth plenitude and abundance of bumours : if it 
come with pricking, guawing and ſhootiog,it betokeneth ſharpnes of humor 
ot vapours:af it 5 the pulſes,it beto inflammation: if there be felt 
eſtcofion and boloing inthe head without kgauineſleor beating, ig declareth. . 
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vindioes. But if chere be beating with it, there is inflã mation in the filmes of the 


pead: and ifthere be heauineſle with the diſtenſion, then it declateth abundance 


of humouts within the filmes. And it the paine be felt ſuperficially, 23 ir were 
outward, then it betokenech that the filme which coueteth the (cull is grie- 
ned. But it it be felt deepe within, the filmes of the brame are yexed, Note that 
chole that haue paine within the (cull, they fecle griefe at the rootes of their 
eyes, becaule that the tupicles ofthe eyes haue their beginning of the filmes 
of the bree. And it lo be that a putrified humour io the head do ware hotter 
aud hotter, then there is a feuer ioyned to the headach. They alſo are vexed 
wich a feuer which haue headach cauſed by inflammation. As for diet to be vſed 
in this griefe, you may eaſily preſcribe it out of the former Chapters, accor- 
diag to the diuerſſtie of the cauſes thereof: aud thetefote I omit it here willing. 
ly. Ic 1 ſhou!d vic a fond repetition of one thing often, The cure doth di 
according to the diuetſity of the cauſe. For it you find abundance of humours 
ot vapours to be the cauſe, it it be ingendred of plenitude of the whole body, 
you muſt begin with euacuation of the whole body. Aud therefore you muſt 
et him bloud oo the Cephalica on the ſame fide, if his ſtreugth will ſuffer it, and 
no other thing let it. Rut if the head doth receme the humours and vapour 
that do aſcend, for that it is weake, then you muſt pull backe the matter vnto 
the whole body, and ſo temedie the part affected. Theretore you muſt vic very 
ſharpe cliſters, aud bindings of the armes and legges, and mavy frictions of 
the neather parts : and ſomtime allo io this caſe you may let bloud in the arme, 
And it after that bloud do ſeeme ſtill to abound, you may open a veine in the 
noſthrils, and draw bloud from thence, as much as ſhall be requiſite, Shortly 
after you mult purge the body with Hierapicra, or other things that ate pre- 
(cribed in the former Chapters, Atier purging of the hole bodie, you may 
laſely come to purging of the head. and in the end vie medicines toſtrengrhen 
it. The head is to be purged with Gargariſmes, and with medicines put into 
the noſe, as iuyce of Leekes or of Cyclaminm, or ſuch like, which be reheatſed 
before in the leuench Chapter. To the head it ſelfe you mult firſt apply thin 
that do tepell aud driue backe. luch be, oyle made of varipe Oliues, and oyle 
of Roles alone, or applyed with vineger, alſo oyle made of Poppy heads and of 
luie berries, and of gteene Mints, and ſuch like, whereof we haue ſpoken be- 


tore. But note, if the humours that abound in the head be cold and crude, tben 
apply the former medicines warme;but if the humours abounding be hote and 


cholcricke, then apply thoſe medicines cold. Afterward you muſt apply thoſe 
medicines that do diſculle and diſperſe bumours , as be oylts af Cammomill 
and Dill, and ſuch like before rehearſed; but if the humots abounding be thicke 
and tough, boyle Ser>i{um, or Peniroyall, or Calamint, or Mints in oyle, and 
thou ſhalt extenuate them by applying thereof. Beſides, theſe things do ſtreng - 
thenthe patt affected, and thetefote they ate to be vled vntill the cure be fi- 
niſned. Abouc all other things Veruaine doth dilperſe bumours, aud mightily 
corroborate the head, eſpecially being greese. Allo being drie, and boyledin 
Ale, tootes and all together, with Serpiam, it dotbthe like, if the head be an- 
noted therewith, Moteouet if you boile Veruaine alone io oyle, & do iprinkle 
the head chetewith, it helpeth all paine of the head of long continuance , it it

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were cauſed of cold, and groſſe and viſcous humpurs, as Galen witne ſſeth, 1:b.

CHAP. XIII. |

| Hr is a pᷣainfull euill remaining in one bald ofthe bead, either on 
the fight halte or on the left, and is diſtinguiſſ ed by the ſeamt that runneih 

along in te ſcull, from the middle fo rehead to the hinder part St che head: this 

griefe in Engliſh is called he Migrime. This paine go aeih often by firs, and 

io ſome the gtiefe is felt without the zkull, io ſome within deepe inthe btaine, 

and in ſome other nighto the temples in the muſcles thete. This paine is cau- 

ſed by aſcending and flowing of many vapours or bumours either hote or cold, 


either by the veines,or by the arteries, ot by both. Sometime they onely pro« + 


eeed from the part contained inthe skull, that 1s,from the braine and his | 
which thruſt᷑ out their excremeots and ſuperfluttics from ther, and ſometime 
from the patts of the bodie beneath the head, which ſend vp corrupt yapours 
and bumours from themſelues to the braine. The ſignes whereby you ſhould 
know whether vapouts or humours do abound, ind whether they be hote or 
cold, are to be gathered out of the former Chapters, As alſo to kuow in what 
part of the head the grie fe is, whether within the skull or without, reade the for- 
mer Chap. of cephalæa. Oely this I adde here, chat if in this diſeaſe the filme 
that coueteth the skul be affected. then is their paine ſo vehementtha they can- 
not ſuffer to be touched with ones band : fo that it ſeemeth the sxkia it ſelfe is 
affected in this euill. As for their diet v hatthey ſhould vle & hat they ſhould 
elchue, may readily be gathered and preſcribed out ofthe former Chaptere, 
according to the diuetſity of cauſes : but ſpecially let the patient retraine trom 
{uch things as do ſend abundance of ſharpe vapours vp to the head, as be Gar- 
licke, Onions, Muſtard, Radiſh roots, and ſuch like. The cure is diuerſe accor. 
ding to the diuerſity of cauſes, Abd therefore when you will cure the Migrime, 
confider diligently firſt whether the patient needeth bloudletting or purging. 
For if the pricfe come through plenitude and abundance of bloud & hamours, 
then cut tho ceyhaliea in the arme onthe ſame (ide that the griefe is, but if the 
Migrime be cauſed of abundance of one humour, then purge that humour by 
cooucnient medicines, Which are preſcubed inthe former Chapters. I he whole 
body being purged, you may come to locall and outward medicines, and firſt 
caule the patient, either with his owne fingers, or with a linaen cloth, to rubbe 
and chafe the halfe of his forchead whych is grieued, and ſpecially about the 
muſcles of his temples, vntill it be red and bote; and this muſt be done before 
the fit of paine cometh. After the fit (26 Galen teacheth in the end of bis 
ſecond booke Ne Compoſe. medic. ſerundum loco) you muſt apply medicines 
which of the old Phyfitions were called Hemicranie, for that they were vſed for 
the Migrime : noting this alwayes, that if with the paine there were much 
beate feſt, then you ought to apply ſuch things as ſomewhat coole. But 
| C 
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it nere were no euident beate felt, then vſe thoſa things chat are very bote. But 
you muſt commixe with either ot theſe ſomewhat that is reſltictiue, and hath 
vettut to corroborate and ſtrengthen. Thisointment following is a very good 
remedy ia a cold aſtect. N. of oiles of Dill and frees , ana. . G. ot white Pepper, 
and Serpillum,ana. O. j fl. of caſtoreum O. j. of Eupberbizm. {5 of Ware, ꝗ̃ f & 
make an ointment to be applyed vpon the halſe of the forehead, and the muſ- 
cle of the temples. Allo in this caſe it profiteth much to poure this oile follow - 
ing into the care. N Tweer oyle Oliue, 3 j.Euphorbium, O. j commire them, 
and drop one drop into Fe cate warme, You may put in more Ewphorbium or 
elle accoi ding as che body is quicke or dull in ſenle but beware yo vſe oor 
this medicine iũ thoſe that haue the Migrime engendred of bote vapours or 
humours. Atiw ſaiib, that Eayborbium diſſolued in vineger, add applyedto the 
leſt fide of the head, if the right ſide be grieued or contrariwiſe ou the right ſide 
when the paipe is on the left fide, doth of a cettaine bid ptopettie helpe the 
Mligtime. The fame Author alſo ſaith, that earth wormes beaten to powder, 
and apply ed to the griefe, as allo the fleſh of Snailes bruiſed and applyed, doth 
profic much, The kerne!s of Peaches bruiſed and applied vpon the gnefe (28 
report hach bene) doth profit much. A ercellus ſaith, that the dung ot a Goate | 
ftawped and commixed with vine ger ſquilliticke, if the forebead and temples 
be annoioted sberewith, it ceaſſe ih the paine ofthe Migrime for euer, Allo his 
counſell is, if there be ſudden paine of the Migrime, take Frankenſence, Micrhe, 
and an oggeʒ beate them together, ad apply that to the fotebead and temples. 
If che Migrime be cauſed ot hote humour ot vapours, then ſe thoſe remedies 
which wete preſcribed betorte ia the cute of headach comiog of heate or cho · 
leticke humofirs. Here l thinke it requiſite to preſcribe certaine Pils, good to 
be vſed againſt inuetet ate beadach and the Migrime. Firſt it choler abound, 
R. powdet of Hiera ſimplex Galem, I. ij. pilularum Arabicarũ, ;. ij. trochis kes 
of Myrabolanes citrim. 3 3. P Reubarbe, 3.3. Spikenard, J. j. comwixe them 
with lytupe of Violets, and reſerue the compoſition. When neeg requireth mi- 
viſter Z. j or . iiij. five or ſixe houres aſter ſupper, and let the patient fleepe vp- 
on it. This you may do once in ten dayes, or once in fiſteene dayes at all times 
(Sommer excepted.) But it fleame abound make your Pils thus. R. of Aga- 
ricke trochilcare, 3 ĩiij pilulæ Arabicæ and Hiera ſimplex Gal. ana. . j {5 floures 
of Stechado;, aud trochukes of Myrabolanes Chebulorum, ava, 3. j. with lyrupe 
of Stachades, and Oximel ; commixe them, and when occafion ſeguerth, mini · 
ter 3 j. or O. 11). at each time in forme afoteſaid. But if melancholy be cauſe 
of the Migrume, N. of the aforclaid PH Arabice, Z. ij. of powder of Sene 
20d Fpichimum, ana. ij. E. of Hiera ſomplex Gal. 3. j G. ot trochiskes of Myra» 
bolanes Indorwm, O. in j. wich ſyrupe of Fumitory and Balme water make pils and 
when need requiteth, miniſter them in forme atore ſaid. 


CHAP. XIII. 


| Of Vertigo and[wimming in ihe head. | 
12 which the Latios call ert ig, is a dileaſe wherein the patiert doth ima- 
pine that his bead is turned round about. There is another dileale lome- 
whaikbe vnto thus, whichao Latioe is Called, Tenely iceſe Fertigo, & that is wow 


the patient doththiokerhat all thathe ſeech turncth abdut, aod faddenly with 
it, his ſight faileth him, he ſuppoſing that he is compaſſed about with miſt and 
darknes, It is commooly of the Phyfitions called Scorome,” Fuchſſus doth thiocke 
that they etre gre e 2 difference betweene the former kinds, bur 
it may be confirmed out of good authors, Hippocrates, Ca en and others. Both 
the atoreſaid kinds be engendred after one fort, and that is through the inor. 
dinate mcuing of windy rapours and ſpirits eontained in certaine parts of the 
braine. This diſea(e is cauſed eithet ot the braine it ſelfe being diſtempered and 
euill affected, or ot the mouth of the ſtomacke offendiog the braine. The braine 
it lelſe is cuill affected, when a groſſe and tough humour is contained in it, 
from whence a vaporous and indy ſpii it being reſolued by weake beste, is 
moued inordinately abour in the brane. The mouth of the ſtomack doth affect 
the braine, when through corrupt humour: being gathered abuodaotly in it, 
yapours and windy exhalations are carried vp to the braine, and lo tw ne about 
the animall (pirits contained in it. Thoſe that are troubled with this dileaſe, a 
darknes and miſt appeareth before their eyes vpon euery light occafioo, ſpeci 
ally if they turne about. For it chancethto them by turning once about, az it 
doth to other when they tutae olten, and therefore the patient many times fili 
dowue. Allo it doth aſtonie him, if he lee another man, or a wheele,or any ſuch 
thing turne about. Allo it he ſee whitlepoles in the water ture about: for the 
viluall pirits beholding a wheele that turneth about, or any ſuch like thing, 
do allo turne about in like ſort, and ſo the moving of the humour and the [p1- 
rits are troubled,vnequall, and inordinate. When this diſeaſe doth proceed of 
the btaine being euill affected, then there proceedeth ſound of the cares, ve · 
hement paine and heauineſſe in the head. Al o ihe ſmelling and the other ſon- 
ſes proceeding from the head are hurt. Their fit is then chiefſy, ben the 
Sunne doth heate them, or when their head is hote by ſome other meanes, 
and ſo the humours beiag diſſolued, doturne about in the braine. When the 
diſcaſe proceedeth from the mouth of the ſtomacke, then they feele before it, 
a gnawing ia the ſtomacke, as it were the beartbarne, and a. diſpoſition to vo · 
mit. This diſeaſe maybe diſcerned from the falling ſickaeſſe, ſor that this doth 
neither take away the ſenſes from the patient, nor cauleth the crawpe and wri- 
thiog of the members ia the ſit. This dileaſe is not tobe lightly eſteemed, for 
the Vertigo (as Galen ſaith) is nigh to the falling ſickneſſe and the Apoplexie, 
and therefore it would be well looked to. For the Fertige and Scotama will 
quickly be changed into pernitious diſcales, or that they we very nigh to them, 


lpecially to the falling tickneſle and the Apoplexie. Ard if thoſe things that the Pregnoſlica. 


patient doth imagine to ſee before his eyes, appeare bloudy and reddiſh, he 18 
apt to fal into madneſſe,butthoſethat ſeeme to ſee purple colouts, ate di poſed 
to the falling ficknefle, The Scetema or darke Vertige becomerth moſt vebe- 
ment in Winter or in the 1 . ol the Spt ing. Beſidet in many it is a ſigne 
that the fall:og ſickueſſg will follow : and many do vſe to call it a little Epilep- 


fic, As concerning diet, let the patient remaine io an aire that is remperate, Ncfus raise, 


pute, bright, and cleare; and let him eſchue groſſe and cloudy aire, Let bim eſ · 

chue indes. ſpecially South windes . let him allo auoid the beames of the

him, He muſt eſchue all things that cauſe vapouts to aſcend into the head, as 
Onions, Gatlicke, Leck's, and uch like. And therefore ii he diioke wide, let 
it not be very did : (mall white wine may be pet miited him. After meate it is 
good tor him to vie ſome reftritue thing to ſtop the vapours that they aſcend 
not to ihe head, and that peciaſly if the ſtomacke be caule of this diſeaſe. Let 
his exerciſe be moderate, ſei him eſchue ſleepe of the day, neither let him ſleepe 
within two houres after meate. Let not the place be too hote where he flees 
th. and let him not keepe his head too hote. In his ex erciſes, let him not ſtirre 
is head much and therefore jt is good for him to vie frictions often, ſpecially 
in the moraiqe before he · ileth : begin at the vpper parts, and end withthe ne« 
ther. He muſt refraine from perturbations and aflections ofthe mind, ſpecial» 
ly from anger,feare,and ſadaeſſe, as alfofrom loud crying, and ſinging. Carnall 
cobul⸗tion is/not good for him, It he bath not a ſtoole once in a day, you 
muſt helpe nature either by cliſtet or ſuppoſitary, For tbe cure, il the fit be pre- 
ſent you muſt reuĩue the patient againe with ſweet and odoriferous ſmels, and 
with frictions and ſuch like. At which time alſo if need be, you muſt vie a ſup- 
politary or a cliſter, Afterward if the patient be ſtrong, and no othei impediment 
preſent, let him bloud on the Cephalica veine, whether it be the beginning of the 
dileaſe or otherwiſe, But take heed that you draw not much bloud at once, for 
the patient will quickly fall through euery.light occaſiog, Therefore you mult 
draw away the bloud at lundiy times vntill you haue ſufficient, But if any thing 
do binder you from bloudletting, firſt you muſt purge him with a ſharpe cliſter, 
whereof you (hall haue example afterward ia the chap. of Apoplexy, Afterward 
miniſter a prgation accordivg as the humour abounding doth require, But for. 
get not firſt to vic a prepatatiue. Wheo the whole body i ſufficiently purged, 
you mult vſe locall things to the head, and firſt apply cuppiog glaſles to the 
hinder part of the bead with ſcarification. Afterward vſe to miniſter gargariſ- 
mes & ſterputotions to draw teume from the head. Poure into the noſe iuyce 
of Chickweed, Beets or Cyclaminus, Allo Nitram beaten with Nigella and 
mixed with old oile, purgeth well by the noſthrils, Alo odors made of the de- 
coCtion of Maricranf,Hylope,and flowers of Stæchados, a litle Cafforess, Muske, 
and vincger being added, is good. After that let the patient enter into a bath, 


ſpecially a naturall bath that is of / lume, and if his head be over hote io the + 


bath, you muſt coole it often with oyle of Roſes and vineger applied in clothes 
to it, ſpecially onthe forepart ot the head, and about the forchead and the 
temples. And it the diſe ale do ceaſſe by thele remedies , then vie no other. 
But if it cootioue ſtil}, you muſt cut the arteries that be nigh the temples a- 
boue the cares, ſpecially if the diſeaſe come of hote vapours alcending to the 
braine by the atteries And this is not onelythe precept of Galen , bur alſo of 
Eine and Paulus Ægineta.

espe, and cry out ſuriouflyahey babble words without order or ſenſeʒbeing al- 
ked a queſtion, bey anſwet not directly, or at the leaſt taſlily, and that with ſoud 
voice, eſpecially it vou ipeake gently to them, Their eyes be bloudſhotten and 
bleared they tub hem often, lometime they ate de, and ſometitne full of harp 
teares, Their tongue is rough, and bloud will often drop out oftbeir noſe. Mote · 
ouer they pull motes and flockes from ihe bedding and clothes about them. 
Their pulſes be imall & weake, and lomew bat bard and finewy: they ſetch their 
breath but leldome. Note that they wbich haue the Frenſy cauſed of blond, 
do laugh in their madneſle. Bui iboſe that be frenticke through choler,do rage 
furiouſly,to that they cannot be ruled without bands, and ſuch do vic to forget 
all things ihat they do or ſay, lo that ſome of them. hes they te quire the cham- 


ber pot do forthwith fotget to make vrine, or when they haue done it, they te- 


member aot to reſtore the ve ſtell againe. fs touching the prognoſtiemion of 
this diſeaſe . Galen and all other learned Phyfitions do confeſle that it is moſt 
ſharpe and moſt petillous, and indeed vncutable and deadly, for the moſt part. 
Hippocrates (aith in his 72. Aphoriſme of his fourth booke, thatvrine white and 
cleare in thoſe that do raue, is a very euill and deadly token. Concerning diet 
et the ſicke be vled in this fort. If it be Winter, let bim lye io aggarme place, if 
it be Sommer, let bis lodging be in a coole place; let ihe aire & light be made» 
rate, and let chere not be diuerſe pictures in the place. And for that ſome be 
troubled with the light, and ſome with darkneſſe, it is beſt to try them in bath, 
and to lay him in the hgbt which is afraid of darkneſſe, and contrarily be that 
is offended at the light, let him be in a da ke place, But it the ſicke perſon do 
finde no difference in the places, then, it he be ſtrong, let him baue light; if 
weake,keepe him in a datke place, Let his deareſtfiicods come tohim, and let 
them ſometime ſpeake gently and ſoftly vnto him, and ſometime rebuke hit 
ſharply. Let his meate at the firſt be Priſan broch, and busked Barley. boiled, or 
the crummie of btead often dipped in aqua mu a, ibat is, water and Hony ſod- 
deo together,or io hony of Roles. Boile in his broths Eudiue,Succory, Lettuce, 
Mallowes, aod ſuch like, which haue vertue to coole and moiſten. Wben the 
dueaſe dettealeih, you may giue him ſcaly fiſnes, ſuch as liue in gravelly rivers. 
If he be very hote within,you may giue him Pomegranates,& >. ries, Let his 
drinke be water wherein a l:tle Cinamon or barley bath bene boiled, you may 
commit with it ſi;upe of Violets, or of Roles ot of water Lillies. But beware 
you giue them not too much at once, nor oftentimes, but ſeldomes and litle at 
once. When ſigne: of concoction appeare inthe vine, andthe vehemeney of 
ale. Mofcouer let the ſicke be kept quiet without mouiog as much as is poſſi»

giue him broth made with Barley or Oatmeale, ot Alice vn] Oxymel or Pei» 
royall. Let his drinke be Hydrome!, that is, water and booty ſodden together, 
Meade, or watery thin v hie wine being aſtriogent; After he hath eaten, it is 
not amiſſe to bind the extreme parts tor a certaine ſpace, that the vapouit do 
not aſcend to the bead. For the cure (it ſttength permit, and nothing elie do Coratio. 
let) it is good fortbwith to let bloud. You muſt cut the middle veine or the 
ioward veine of the arme, and draw out as much bloud as ſtrength will petmii. 
But if you may not ſafely let bloud, then muſt the bowels be ſcoured with ſharp 
cliſters, whereof you ſhailfiade examples in the C hapter of Apophexia, Aſter- 
ward the humour abounding muſt be prepared with decoction of Hyſope in 
honey and water, or with [ bime,Peniroyall,wel Reſarum,or Oximel commixed 
with lyrupe of Borage, or iaſuſioa of Koſes, & waters of Hylope, Betony, Mar- 
ioram, and Borage.

Moers tealon is burt with it. lt is cauſed ofthe Lethargie and othet ſo · 


poriferous diſeaſes, It comethto paſſe al o that the ſoporiferous diſeales wore; 


ended, there enſueth forgerfulnefſe : which ben it chanceth, then a*cold 
diſtemper is the cauſe that the memotie is periſhed or gricuovfly hurt. This 
coldnefle hath ſometimes moiſtueſſe toyned with it, and ſometime dtineſſe: 
ſomtime any one of the former diftempers may cauſe this diſeaſe alone: there 
fore the Phyſition muſt diligently diſcetne the cavtes, The cau es of this dileaſe 
be either external! or interoall - it they be internall.cither abundance of fleame 
or melancholy is cauſe of it. If there be no ſignes of thoſe humouts abounding,; 
then muſt jt needs come ot ſome externall cauſe, eſpecially if it come not 
through extreme old age, The exterirall caufes you may learne by relation of 
the ſicke, and thole that are about him, as if any diſcate be newly paſſed, and ſo 
rurvediivto obliuion, or if medicines were miniſtred inwardly, or applyedout- 
wardly to the head which bavevertuetocoole extremely, Or if it came of im- 
modetate labour, with ſtudy, and wa'ching, or ſuch like, If the memory be bur 
a little hutt, it betokenech that the braine ts but a little cooled, If realon be loſt 
ther with the memory, then the aff:ctis called-Fdtwitas ot ſtolxitia, chat it, 
tSoliſhnes ot doltifhnes; and both thęſe do come of one diſpoſttion : but that is 
more vehement chete both are hut. As tbrichitig i guest only a dry qiſtem ·

diuerſity of the caules, But whatſoever the cauſe be, let the aire that ibe fickere- 
maineth in, be incliumg to heate,and let his lodging be light: let not his win 
dowes be North nor South, for the one cooleth, and the othet filleth the head 
Let him eſchue much ſleepe, ſpecially in the day time, & vpon a tull ſtomacke.

Allo Carat vſeth to ſucceed other ſymptomates and accidents, For it cometh of- 

ten ia the firs of feauers and in the falliog ſickneſſe, aud iu preſſing of the braine, 

as well when the braine pan is cruſhed together, as alſo il the fiimes that couet 

the fotemoſt yeorricle of the braine be thruſt downe, But the Lethargy hath a 
certaine peculiar confiſtence of himſelfe. Allo Caras doth differ from the Apo- 
plexy,for that in it the breathing is very ſtraight, fo that the ficke can with much 

ado ſcarce breathe at all. But he that bath Carus( as Galen witmeſſeth in his 

fourth booke de loci affecta) bath bis breath at libertie.

His egeſtion 
and vr ine ate detained, ot eliethey come forth in (mall quantity : and that is not 


in relpect of drineſle, for the ſicke ſometime doth abound with much moi. 
ftuce,bur for lacke of ſenſe. Their tace is ſometime red, and that is wheatbe e- 
ill is engendted of bloud;and fometime it is {\wargand that is when melancho. 
ly cauſcth the diſcaſe, Motcover the eyes in this diſeaſe remaine immoneable, 
as though they were frozen, This euill geh from carus (as Galen laith) tor 
chat io it the cye liddes are euet ſhut, but in this diſeaſe they ſometime remaine 
open. The diet in this euill muſt be diuetſe according to the diuerſity of cauſes, 
Let hit ſood be Ptilan broth, and (uch like. Let his dtinke be aqua Holſa well 
boyled, or Barley water, or ſmall Ale; for ſeeing they fume not iuto the head, 
they do much good. It ĩs huttſull for them to drinke wWatet, for it cauſeth windi> 
neſſc, ſwelleth the ſplene, and quencheth not thirſt. As concerning the cure, it 
the face of the ſicke be ruddy, aud bloud ſeeme to abound, if ſtrengih permit 
and yearet, let him forthwith bleed on the outwardmoſt veine of the arme, and 


let him bleed according to bis ſtrength, Afterwitd if the head be bote, apply 


thoſe things chat coole. Fot that purpoſe you may boile the ſhelles of Poppy 
heads in oyle, and annoint the head there with. But in other that haue their face 
ſwart, and ſo haue tokens of melancholy abounding, you muſt ſitſt cleanſe the 
guts with chiſters, made of flowers of Borage,Bugloſle,Fumitory, Time, Epithis 
um, tootes of Polypodh, leaues of Sene, adding to it oyles of Cammomill, and 
Dill, and ca, Diacatholicon, Diaſena, ot confectio Hamech, in conuenient quan 
titie. Wheteof you ſhall finde examples afterward in the Chapter of Melancho+ 
lia. And if the belly become not ſoluble by this meanes, then it ĩs not amiſſe to 
boile io the former decoction tootes of Ellelorus niger. The muſt be an- 
pointed wich oyle wherein wilde Time is ſodden, or with oile of Lillies ot Dill, 
or ſuch lilte, and that you muſt do chiefly when the head icemeth cold. More» 
ouer it bit tine appeate groſſe and thicke , you muſt giue him to drinke the 


decoQiion of Dill, Apium,Calanfint, and ſuch like as baue vettue to extenuate. 


It profiteth alſo to annoint all their whole body with oyle of Dill, ſpecially in 
Winter. Alſo they that haue trembliog with this diſeaſe, may haue Z. j. of caſto- 
reum commixed with aqua mula, and powred imo their mputh, Thereſt that 
conceroethe cure ofthis diſeaſe may be gathered partly out of the Chapters of

Therefore you muſt make a difference betweene theſe two 
kindes. The ſiceping Come (as Galen witueſſeth) is ſometime cauſed by ouer · Canſe, 
much moiſtening of the braine, as it chanceih to many drunken perſons, Al- 

ſo in teauers, onely hote and mouit vapour aſcendiag from the iofetiour parti, 
and moiſtcniog the braine, do cauſe this euill. Moreouer ſometime onely cold 
occupying the torepartof the braine is cau'eof this euill. Sometiche profound 
ſleepe is cauſed of coldoes and moiſtneſſe ioyned together. The other euill ca} 
led Vigilans ſoper,or Coma, that is, the watching drouſinefle,is cauſed of fleame 
mixed with choler, and fot the molt part it cometh torlacke of ſtrength, that 
they are not able to keepe open their eye hddes. The party th. t is vexed ich 9 
the lopotiferous and flecpy Come, doth ſleepe with his neather jaw open, and 
as often as he is awaked, be falleth into a new ſleepe forthwith; They that haue 
the watching Coma, {peake they. wote not what, and lye with tbeis 
whole bodie out of order,. and they haue partly lach ſigoes aFappeare in the 
Frenke, and p 23 in the Lethargy. The cure is of two ſorts, according Coratio. 
to the diverſity of For in the ſoporiterous and fleepy Come, you m 
ve thoſe remedies that are preſcribed inthe Chapters of {ar«,,aod the Lethar« 
gy: and to ſpeake briefly, alter the whole body is purged, it the euilbe cauſed of 
moiſtneſſe, theo you muſt apply ſuch thiogs as will drie the braine, made with 
ſharpe gineger. and Mes, and Cammonuli commixed, and you may alio let 
the fue thereot go vp into ihe noſthrils, It it be cauled of cold, then apply oile 
of Dill. and Cammomill warmed; and it the cold be great, you may fometime 
koile in oile, Peniroyall & Dill, and vic it. But it the euill be cauſed of cold and 
moiſture wyned together, then muGir be cored as the Lethargy. If it come of 
weakeneſle and Ike of ſtreagth, then you may vſe reſtoratiues to recouer it a+ 
gaine. Suppoſitat ies are very good to be vſed in thele kinds of diſeaſes, tor that 
they ſtitre and prouoke nature. For the watching Coma , fiace it confiſteth of 
mixed and.contrary cauſes, it muſt be cured by contrary medieines, partly as 
the Frenſie, ard partly as the Lethargy. And to know which of them you-mult® 
vſc moſt, you may leatae that by the humour moft abounding. For ifflcame a+ 
þeund mere thencholer, then you muſt vie moſt the remedies againſt the Lo- 
thargy : but if contrariwiſe choler do abound, ien muſt your remedies be 
for the moſt part ſuch as are good agaioſt the Frenſie. Aud therefore you may 
lecke conncvicnt remedies out ofthole Chapters, azoccaſion leruetb.

buwour that is cold, gtoſſe, and tough, which doth at one time 
fill the priacipall ventricles of the braine, which humout, ouermuch cruditieg 
and chiefly dtunkenneſſe doth engender. Allait is cauſed by a fall or a blow 
which ſhaketh and bruiſeth the braine, and cauleth humouts to flow thither, 


Alſo very cold aire which doth thicken and congeale the humidities and ex - 


crements of the braine; doth ſometime cauſe this diſeaſe: it may alto be eau 
ſed of a groſle melancholy humour. Concerving jenes there goeth before this 
diſeaſe 2 full and ſharpe paine of the head, and a welling of the veines in the 
neckeʒ the Vert ige, and brighines betore the cies, alſo cold ot the extreme 
without cauſe, panting of the whole body ſlovneſſe to moue, and gnawing of 
the teeth while they ſleepe. Their vrine is tle in quantity, blacke, like ruſt and 
canher in mettall, aud hath a reſidence like meale. They that fall into this dil. 
eile, do lacke ſenſe altogether, they lye as they were aſleepe with their eyes 
(hut, aud do ſnott. The vehemency and greatneſſe of this diſeaſe may be dif 
cetued bythe impediments that they haue to breathing. For when it is very 
much diffeting from natural order, it berokeneth the rehemency of the diſeaſe, 
and that it is a great and ſtrong Apoplexy. But wag” a little impedi- 
ment in the breathing, then you may iudge that ther little hurt in the 
braine, and ſo you may account it a (mall and weake Apoplexy. The worſt 
and ſtrongeſt Apoplexy is, wherein the breathing is ſo diminiſhed that it can 
very hardly be perceiued: andrhat is almoſt as euill, wherein the breath ſtop- 
peth tor a while, and then is fetched with great violence This diſeaſe for 
moſt part doth chance to old men, which be of a flegmaticke complexion, and 
which do yſe ſuch a diet az iacreaſeih fleame. But it lo be it inuade any yong 
perſon, and that in Sommer ſeaſon, it is moſt petillous. This diſcaſe is yncura« 
ble, or at the leaſt is ſeldome cured. And therefore Hippocrates writetlvin the 24. 
Aphber.ot his ſecond booke: it is impoſſible (ſaith he) to cure d vehement Apo- 
plexy, and not eaſie to cure a weake one, For it thteatneth ſpeedy death. Be- 
fide, if it ebance by medicines to be taken away, forthe wn wc it departeth 
leaning the Palſey bebind it, either in the whole body, or in ſome part thereok 
ten allo it corrupteth the memory,whereupon we may conchude that reme- 
dies are npt to be vſed againſt a ſtrong Apoplery , for that is of nature deadly. 
But if it be weake,which you may know by the ſignes aforeſaid, altbough there 
be (mall hope to remedie it, yet (a3 Galen teſtifieth)couueniedt temedies being 
miniſtred, it may pethaps be cured, as experience hathproned in ſome. Thoſe 
therefore whole cure is not altogether deſperate, it there be ſignes of pleni 
& fulnes,& ſtrength permit alſo muſt be let bloud on both the Cephalica veiwes. 
But you muſt forete]] the peril,for bloudlettiog doth either kill them, or deliuet 
thE: ſothat if after bloudlertiog(! atth ZErivs) both mouing and ſenſe come not 
vnto him againe, thete is no more hope. You muſt not draw away much bloud 
at once, but rather at ſundry times, avd y6u muft haue regard to bis pulle, the 
colour ot his face, & hu breathing. Belide, you muſt do to the ſtoole 
with ſharpe cliſters, in this ſort: N Sage, Origan, Betovy, ew, aua.

Allo it 
may be cauled by an inflammation, or a Scirrus (which is a hard ſwelling with» 
out ſenſe) chancing inthe backe bone, ot in parts nigh adioyning, or in other 
finewy parts whereby the tinewes are craſhed and pteſled . & to ſtopped that the 
animall facultic cannot paſſe. As allo the finewes may be cruſhed together by 
ſome cxternall cauſe, as by binding with a cord, or ſuch like meapes,& ſo cauſe 
reſolutiõ: allo whe there is Juxat'6 ot fracture in auy of the ſpondils ot the back, 
or in other ioynts or bones, there may follow relolutid by means of edprefſion 
and cruſhing together of finewes, Allo reſolution or Palley may be caulcd by 
meanes of a wound, or anvicer, either in the braine, ot inthe-marrow ol the 
backe, or in any particular finew. There need not many fignes to know this dil- 
calc by. tor any may iudge eaſily that part or membet to baue the Palley which 
s deſtitute of mouing. To know of hat cauſe it proceedeth, you may paniy 
leaxpe by the telatiõ of the tick, & partly by the ſignes rehearſed before in the 7

An Ophthalmy 
is a corrupt bloud ingendred ot hote humours, and commonly it ſtaodeth and 
appeareth in the white of the eyes, and round about the tunicles and blackneſſe 
of the eye, and it procecdeth of immoderate ſorrow and burning, and of abun- 
dance of teares, which cauſeth the eyes to ſwell, and make them to bolne, that 
from that time torth the patient may take no reſt nor ſleepe : for it euet lee- 
meth to him that his eyes are full of grauell, or of thornes, or of ſmoke. In this 
kind of iofirmitie n is good to vſe this powder, which many ( in reipe ot the 
notable vertue thereof) do call Pulis benedic tus, vhich is thus made: R. white 
Sarcocoll, and beate it to very fine powder, and fill the patients eye wich it, and 
let him lye with it wide open till the powder be conſumed : and in the meane 
ume make a plaiſter of flaxen herds, and waſh it well io cold water, which 
when you haue drained out with your hand, lay it on the patient his eye,which 
he (hall ill keepe open, and it will procure him to take his reſt wy well. M 
igootant practitioners, while they haue endeuoted to cure this infirmitic wi 
many imperticent medicines, haue added ſorrow to ſottow, and have brought 
the eye without his lids, and ſo made it vncurable, which by the forciaid po- 
der might eaſily haue bene healed, And vote, that tbere be ſome, which by the 
occaũon ofthe Ophthalmy, are greatly troubled in their eyes, and haue them 
- famous and wiſty : which proceedeth of euill keeping or becaule they eate 
contrary meates.

He Pannicles haue the ſame cauſe that the Ophthalmy bath, that is to ſay, 
ſuperflaity of bloud, Sometime they ate ingendred of euill keeping, and 
There be foure ſometimes by greatpainesio the head as the * where the cxtremity of 
kings of Pan- paine alcendipg into the temples, and ſo into the browes, maketh the veines to 
nicles. beate, by which painful beating the eyes are troubled. There be foure kinds of 
I Pannicles : the fitſt is, when vpon the tunicle ſaluatrice there groweth a liile 
2 pearle,like the ſeed or graine of acorne called in Latine Malliam. The ſecond 
is when it appeareth in the aforeſaid tunicle in the likeneſſe of a ſpot or freckle 
3 of the face, or like the ſcale of a fiſh. The thitd appeareth on the one fide of the 
4 eye, like as it wete a flake of ſuq w when it ſnoweth. The fourth is when all the 
eye appeateth white, and no blackneſſe, neither of the tunicle, neither of the 
ugꝑbt appeateth. The firſt panoicle is neither cured with laxatiues nor powders, 
nor Colliries, not EleQuanies,nor yet with cauteries; for any of theſe (it they be 
miniſtred) do annoy rather then helpe. But you ſhall make this precious oint 
ment for the cute of it, which of many practitionets is prouedto be of gteat 
eredit: R. forty tender crops of the Bramble, and ſtampe them ſmall. & a good 
handfull ot Rew,powder of Alabaſter · . j. G. powder of Fenel ſeed, 3 ſꝭ. oile of 
Roſets, B j. all theſe incorporate well together, put into a new earihen pot with 
a quart ot new wh. te Wine, and to all theſe put 3; iiij. of dry lowers of Cammo- 
mil, and of Ware $ j and then ſet the pot on the fire, & let it boile with an eaſie 
fire, till the Wine be conſumed, fo farre forth that it ſeemeth to fry in, and then 
put thereto the whites of fixe Egs, aod alwaies ſtitte it well, till it be incorpota- 
ted together, and then ſtraiue it through a faite linnen cloth; with this ointment 
thus made, annoint the temples of the patient, and the forehead, downe to the 
browes, and it will cute ihis kind ot Pannicle. T his ointment is not onely tie d 
to this cure, but it hath many vertues: ſome of the which I will expteſſe, though 
it be vmpertiaent io this dilcourſe. It is very good agaiaſt agreene wound, tor 
it both purgeth and cleanſeth it. It is good againſt the tooch · ach or paine ip the 
gums, it the cheeke be anointed therewith, It is good agaiofi the paine ia the 
matrioe,it it be beaten like an Ele ctuary. It is good fot them al'o who ate mo- 
leſted in exceſſc, if their ſtomack be aunointed & their feet, together with their 
bands. it auaileth againſt the Nugrime, & generally for cuery paine of the eyes, 
if the patient be aonointed therewith ypoo N 23 before, The ſecond 
pannicle mult be cured atche yery begianing: lot if it be incarnate aud bardned 
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pon the tunicle,it may not by any ſubteltie be remoued (the tunicle ſaued, jand 
there fore it is not ſafe to adacnture to cut᷑e it, when by continuance of time it 
hath vnited it ſelfe with the ſaluatrice. But at the farſt you (hall cure it thus: firft 
make a cautery in the temples with a round cautery (as ſhall be ſhewed aſter- 
ward when I ſpeake ot Caute ties: ) for fire diſſolueth & conſumeth the paonicle, 
& lo keepeth it from vniting & iocatnating with the tunicle, & maketh the eye 
ſit io be clarified with this medicine following. When the eye is cautcrized,puit 
into the eye ſome of the powder called Pulau Nabetus which I will teach after- 
ward & while he lieth with this powder in his eye, take foure crabs, & toſt them 
runder the embers very well, and then take them, and being pilled and cored, in · 
cotpotate them with the white of an egge in manner of an ointment, and lay it 
vpon 2 cleane flazen herd, and bind itto the eye with a linnen band, and fo te · 
new this plaiſtet morning and euenivg till you haue abſolued your cure. Like 
as bloud begetteth many infirmities ot the eye, as namely Ophthalmies and 
Paunicles:ſo likewiſe many maladies are iagendted of fleame, but the moſt no- 
table ate foute: the fitſt is procured by ouer abundance of teates, whereby the 
ouer eyelids ate ſo ſoftened and molliſied, that within there grow haires,which

ſed them, yet aſtet ward (the haires being hardened with plucking out) do gall 
them farre wore then before, and ſo in the end the patient being deſtitute of 
any other aide, loletb his fight, (the haires frgtring and conſuming the ſub. 
ſtance of his eye.) But indeed the beſt way which as yet experience bath 
found out to cure that maladie, is this: Take two needles of the length of the li · 
tle finger, and put a thred through the cyes of both of them, and biod them 
well together at both the ends, then with your fingers lift vp the ouet eye- 
lid, and with theſe needles take off the leather where theſe baires grow, that 
the patient may ſhut and open bis eye, and let the needles hang till they fall 
away, together with the leather which was betweene them: which done, you 
ſhall put no medicine in the wound, tor it will heale of it ſelfe: but if any Pau- 
nicle be ingendred in the eye by reaſon of the vehemencie of the paine, it ſhall 
be cured by Puluy Nabetus put into the eye twiſe a day, til ſuch time as they be 
clarified and healed, And tbis powder is made of Sugar Candy of Alexandria, 
which powder is very auaileable againſt many ficknefles of the eye. The ſe- 
cond iofirmity which happeneth to the eye by flea me, is when the eyes appeare 
troubled and full of veiacs,'o cloſed with a Pannicle,that the patient cannot wel 
ſee nor diſcerne any thing. aud this ſicknes is called Pannicum vitream which 13 
thus curcd:firſt cauſe his head to be ſhineo,& then cauterize him with a round 
cautery in the ſoft of the head, and with a long cautery in his temples, which ſo 
done, put into his eyes the powder of Candie once inthe day, till that he bath 
teceined ag aine his full ſight, and twi'e inthe moneth purge him with the pils 
Called Pillule Ieraſolymitan e, and at his going to bed lei him receive of the Ele- 
Qtuary called Diavlrbanum ſolar/ mit anum till he be whole. The third infirmity 
cauled by fleame, is when the eye appeateth catuous or fleſhie, the which car» 
uoſitie (if it be waren hard by the ſpace of a yeare oi two) giueth place to no 
medicine. But in the beginaioggcauterics ( io that mancr that I preſcribed them 
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before) will bealc it, lo that after cauterizing you very warily cut away all the 
carnoſity with a ſharpe razor, without offending the tunicle Saluatrice; which 
when you haue done; fil the eye ful of powder of Candy, and then cauſe the pati - 
ent to ſhut bis eye, and then lay to it a plaiſter of axe & the white of an ege, & 
change the plaiſtet twile co the day xv. daies: and alter xv. daies make this plai- 
ſter: N. a bandtul of Carduws Benedic lu, ſtampe it well, & mingle it withþalf the 
white of an Ege, and ſo make a plaiſtet with flazen herds, & lay it vpon the eye, 
remouiug it twile on the day, and after three dayes leaue all plaiſters,and letthe 
paticot lye with his eye open, aud euery day in the morving put into his eye the 
powder called Pulus bened cus, and at eue aisg the powder of Candy, till be be 

etlectly v bole in the meanc time let bim abſtaine fro Eeles, Onions, Beet, and 
all ſuch meates. The fourth maladie cauſed of fleame, is wheu the eye appeareth 
all bolue: and alwaies ſheadeth teates, lo that the patient may not open his eyes 
by reaſon ofthe he auine ſſe of the eye- lids, for there is a fatnes on the vpper eye · 
lid which troubleth the eye very much ; and this difeaſe is called the [cab of the 
eye, and it proceedeth trom ſuperabundance of ialt fleame: the cure of it is this: 
you thall firſt purge the ſtomack and braine of the patient with this receipt: R. 
Turbith, ofthe beſt Aloes and Rewbarbe ana. Z j. then take of the iuyce of the 
toote ot Walworr. 15 j and the afore ſaid things being beaten and diſſolued in 
the ſaid iuy ce, let it ſtand all uight, and in the morning cleanſe it, and let the pa» 
tient take thereof a good quantitie, and the next day ſubtilly with your Razor 
pare away the aforeſaid —_— euen from the one lachrimall to the other: 
which done, lay on a plaiſter ot herds and the white of an egge dine dayes after 
(cuery day changing the plaiſtet twile,) and then let the patient lye with his eye 
open, and put into it of the Colliry called Collirium Alexandrinum, which is 
taught before inthe cure ot the third Pannicle, and that will heale it very well. 
haue heard that women did rub away that fatnefſe with Sugar, but it returned 
2paine aſtetwai d. though for a time they were eaſed. There is an Electuatie ve · 
ry auailablc agaiuſt thele teates, which is thus made: N. Olibanum, Caſtoreum,, 
Nutmegs, Nx India, Cloues, Quibibes, ana. 3; j. leaues of Laurell, Spikenard, 
Saffron, and cardamom um, an 3 ij. ſeeds of Dill, Smallage, Baſilicon, Alilander, 
Angiſe, Feunell, foure ſeeds ot Henbane, white Poppy, Musk, and Camphet, ana. 
3 i. all theſe muſt be beated together to powder, ſauing the Olibanum, which 
mult be boiled with cla ified Hony till it be molten, and theo powre it into a 
taire large wopddeo plattertogether with the powder before made, and incor- 
porate them together by oftea ſtirring, and let it abide in the platter ſtill - and 
when you will miniſter it, giue as much as a Cheſtnut at the patients 2010g to 
bed. It deftroyeth the teares together with the fleame, it warmeth the braine, it 
driueth away the paine of the N igrime, it openeth the eyes, relieueth the eye- 
lids,and clarificth the fight. It is good for them that haue the gout aud the Pal. 

ſey, and for them that haue an impedimeot in their ſpeech,

Of the maladies in the Eye proceeding of choler. 
Tx kinds of grieſes are incident to the eyes by cholet, the firſt whereof is 
that which is cauſed by abundaoce of choler in ſhe ſtomacke, ſtom whence 
| " 
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#riſeth a corrupt fumoſitie into the braioe, which annoyeth the braine, & trou- 
bleth the viſible ſpirits, ſo that the party thus affected ſhall imagine av obiect 
planted betwecne him and the light in maner ofa darke ſhadow, We cannot 
outwardly iudge of this maladie. for it hath no euident marke, either in the eye 
or without the eye, but the cauſe of it abideth in the it , which muſt be 
taken away by an Electuarie mitigatiue, & preparatiue, wbich will aſſwage the 

ine, and open the oppilate netues and ſine wes, whereby the viſible ſpirits may 
Love tee paſſage. vou ſhall make it thus: N. Rewbatbe, Eſule minors.red Sau- 
ders. Mirobalani ciirini, ana J. ur the roots of Fennell, Spmage, Ban ci, Pai ſty, 
Aci, Sicacelle, Simoty, and Maideohaite, ana. M. j. Polipody of the Oake, 5 ij. 
boile all theſe roots in faite water till halt the water be waſted, and then cleanſe 
it, and take the aforeſaid ſpices well beaten and put them into the aforeſaid li 
cout with w] pounds of good Sugar, and make thereof a ſirupe laxatiue. But 
you ſhall boile it but litle the ſecond time, for the ſpices will loone loſe their 
vertue, and thencleanſe it againe the ſecond time, and let᷑ the patient take of this 
rwile in the weeke. The ſecond infirmity ariſing of cholet is, when there appea- 
reth betote the tunicle, as it were a thiu cloud in a cleate aite, and this is brought 
by an euill diet, but it bappencth only to thoſe that be cholericke. For ihe cure 
you ſhall take a Saphire, and bteake it in a mortar, and keepe ihe powder in a 
veſſellof gold, and once in the day put this powder into the patients eye, and be 
ſhall be I in ſhort time. The {ame effect hath the gall of a Haze dried, and 
beaten into powder, aud ſo put into the eye. 


C HAP. XXXVI. 

Ofthe infirmities of the Eye cauſed of melancholy, 
F the humour of melancholy be engendred in (undry folks many & diuets 
ſickneſles, by reaſon of the oppilation of the ſpirits viſible, which cometh 
by the diſtemperature of the braiae which is diſquieted by the abuadance ot 
melancholy, In theſe diſeaſes therefore it leemeth to the patient, that there are 
flies flying in the aire, and that ihere ate three or foure moones, and three or 
toure faces, when he beboldeth but one: but theſe infitmities happen moſt 
commonly to aged perſons which ate melancholick, tuperfluity of melancholy 
dimmiog their eye fight, There muſt not therefore any medicines be put into 
the eye of the patient, but make this Electuary mitigatiue & apparatiue, which 
will opẽ the oppilations of the netues which did before ſorecloſe the way to the 
vifble ſpirits. The Ele Auarie is thus confected. R. the iuyce of Liquorice, Eye · 
bright, Sileris mon ani, ana Ih. G. ihe ſeeds of Re, Baſilicoa, Netiies that come 
from beyond the ſeas, ot Cecilian, or Fenel, of Alilander, of Apium, of Caraway 
ſeed, ana 3j Maſtick, Cloues, Nutmegs, Ciuamon Quibibes, Gummi, Almouds, 
Ceracbe pemi gummorũ, Aragunton,& laffton, aua. 3 fl kernels of quince apples, 
3. j. all theſe muſt be beaten togethet into ſmall powder well learced, and then 
you mult conſe them with good Sugar, & make an EleQuaty of it, and of this 
let him receiue morniog and euening till it be healed, It auaileth alld againſt 
that dimueſſe of the eyes which cometh by thought, and of much heauineſſe, 
& maketh them to lee more clearly, and of that effect it batb his game (chat 18) 
Cleriſicaiui oculorum. There is allo another inſimmity which coineth of melan·

choly, and that is when the paine ſuddenly aſcendeth into the eyes, and grieuet h 
ſo extremely , chat it ſeemeth to the patient that bis eyes would ſtart out : they 
appearc alſo moſt commonly very boloe. Many which are troubled with this 
kind of malady, do loſe their fight altogether, though there be ſome which do 
ſce, notwithſtandigg but very weakely. But the ſeaſonable applying of teme - 
dies, preuenteth either diſcommodity. After this (@rt then you ſhall cocoun, 
ter with this euill. You ſhall firſt purge the ſtomacke and the braine with theſe 
pils: R. Aloes, Mirobalani Citrizi, Turbith, Sanders, Citrine and Rewbarbe, ang, 
5. 8.5cammopy, Mirrhe, Saffron, Balſamum, Maſtick, Lignum Aloes, Olibanum, 
white Agarick, Nex Indie,iuyce of Liquorice, ſeed of Ap;wm, Lettuce, Succory, 
Baſilicop, ana Z.j.Beate all theſe to powder,and confect them with the iuyce of 
Roles, aud make pils ofthem, and giue the patient after his powder, The ſto- 
mack and the braine thus purged, lay vpon the eye this plaiſtet: N. foure Apples 
or Crabs, and roſt them vader the embers till they be ſoft, then core them, and 
pate them, and bruſe them well in a mortar; and to foure of them put alfe the 
white of an Egge, and ſo bray them together till they be well incorpotate, and 
ſo lay them vß on flaxen herds, and morning and cueniog apply it to the eye, 
and you ſhall find that it will do much good, for it both aflwageth the ſelling, 
leſſeneth the paine, refreſheth the fight, and with all theſe fixeth allo the eye in 
his place. There is another infitmity alſo which proceedeth by the abundance 
of melancboly,and that they call Yagula:for it is much likethe naile ofa finger, 
ſometime it breedeth inthe cornet of the eye to the care-ward,and ſo breaketh | 
ouer the eye if it be not hiodted & reſiſted betime: ſometime it alſo happeneth 
that another vile ariſeth in the other cotnet, & if they meet, it maketh the cure 
more yncertaine; yet by heedfull skill and diſcretion, it may be healed by the 
hand. Take therefore a twich of ſiluer, and there with lift vp ſubtilly the vngle 
from the tuoicle,proceeding to thelachrimall where it grew, and there cut it a» 
v ay.and then lay the white of an egge and flaxe ypon it ten dayes together, re- 
mouing ittwiſe on the day, and at the end of ten dayes waſh his eye with hote 
water, and put into it Polai Nuhetus before named, till the eye be ſufficiently 
cleared. Let him abſtaine from ſuch meates as do feed melanchoſy. It happeneth 
allo ſomtime that the ſuperfluous abundance of melãcholy ſeated in the brain, 
begencth a dtineſſe in the eye · ids, which afterward turneth to itching and bur. 
ning. But this diſeaſe is cured by letting the patient bloud on the middle veine 
io the forchead, and after with vſiag this Collity: R. torty tender crops oi ihe 
Bramble, and itampe them ſmall, then put them io a new earthen veſſell toge · 
ther with a quatt of good white Wine, and ſo boile them till halfe be conſu- 
med, and then cleanſe it and preſerue n in a glaſſe to your vſe, and twilc iu the 
day put lome of it into your patients eye till it he whole. Of the like ſuperfluity 
of mclancholy groweth ſometime a corrupt humour u ithout the eye vpon the 
lid, the which bolneth all the one fide of tue face with extreme paine, but with 
no offcace io the ſight of the eye. The ſignes of this diſeaſe are theſe: it maketh 
the eye lid hard and red, and keepeth che eye ſo ſhut,that the paticot may not 
open it. For the cure of it you ſhall take fine floure of old wheate,and yolkes of 
cg3.20a. F.j.ot Saffron, 3. j. and ſtampe them well together with womans milke 
ull u be as an oictment;tbeo make a plaiſtet of it, and apply it ſo, that Hone en- 
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ter into the eye. Tou may all vie this: N. a Lilly root and Crabs, and roft them 
in the embers til they be loſt. then taking away the core and the pils of the crabs 
ſtampe them bath of like quantity with the whites of egs,aod ſo vſe it, Ou the 
ſtep of the wound where the fore was, lay this ointment, that it may draw the 
fiſh together,ſo that no ſcatre do appeare: N. Aloes, Hens greaſe, vile of bitter 
Alnonds, and white Waxe, and incorporate them together into an ointment, 
& apply it. It u very good in all tbe diſeaſes of the eyes tounnoint the temples 
of the patient and the torchead with vngu enttm Alabaſirum before named, tor 
it aflwageth the paine , and helpeth the other medicines in their operation, It 
happencth many times ia this infirmputy, that the patient his eye lids, for want 
of prouide nt 8kil do reverſe, which is a great blemifh, la this caſe you muſt lub- 
ully with the Razour diuide the eye lid trom the wound, and part them with 
alitle role made of fine linnen cloth, dippedin the white of ao egge, Which 
you ſhall lay betwixt the lid and the ſore xv. dayes together, changing it daily, 
and theo make the ointment of Hens greaſe and white Waxe,aodlay of it ypon 
the tole, and it will conſume the wound,ſo that there ſhall appeare no cicatrice. 
The like cure you ſhall vſe whenthe reverſement of the eye · lids is cauſed of 
ſuperfluity of Loud, Of the melancholicke humour there is alſo ingendred in 
magy mena ſicknes which groweth betweene the nole and the eye, and it ap- 
peare th like a peece of a lung or light, It is grauelly, and auoideth out alwayes 
61th, This ſore is called Vu galpus. For the cure of it, you ſhal only take a twich, 
and lift the lo re vp ſubtilly, and with the poiat of a Razonr cut vp the ſore by 
the roote, and cautcrize it with an hot iron, and vie the ointment before rehear - 
led. which they callYaguentwrmſubtile, that is, Hens greaſe and white Ware, 
and annoint the. place with it till it be whole, 


CHAP, XXXVII. 
Of diſeaſes happening to the Eye by outward cauſes, as 
by blowermith ſtickes, ſkauer,or ſtones. 


He onely thiog generally that you ſhall vſe when the eye is ſmitten, is the 
Tobi ol an egge & flaxen herds, to the which God bath giueo three eſpe - 
cial properties: The firſt is to aſſwage ihe paine: The ſecond to puriſie & cleare 
the fight : The third it to let and keepe away all ſuperfluous humours, which 
othcrwiſe would fall into the eye. You ſhall remoue it foute times in the day, 
and twiſe inthe night, by the [pace of fitteenc daies togethet, annointing in the 
meane time the temples ef the patient with ointment of Alabaſter, which as [ 
told you before, was an adiuuant and aide to all medicins. Now after the fifteen 
daies be expired, ityou ſhall perceiverhe tunicle laluatrice to be butt and bro- 
ken,ycu ſliall then take ij ſtt eines of the new laid egges of white beps, and put 
ty em in a mortat, la om iog them with a peſtil till they be vnited in mauer ot an 
ointment, and ſo reſetue it in a glaſſe, and twile in the day and once in the nigbt 
put a litle of it in the eye, and it will knit together, aud make {ound againe 
the tunicle if it he broken or hurt: after this maner I haue cured many wounds 
ia the eye, which haue leemed dangerous, and vncurable to tbe \ rang Lan 


holder. But ſometime is will happed, hat through the force ofthe blow, ghers.

will growa CataeaRt, and ihen in the beginniog, the tovicle mnt be ſaved by 
this toxeaamed 1 Cataract muſt grow without let to his full ae 
feRion; and to be healed by the needle. Some vnakilfull praftitioners vie to lay 
2 plaiſter made of Waxc and Comin tothe eye, if it be ſwitten,and other ſome 
vic Olibanum and Wormwood:but both thoſe and all ſuch like hote ointments 
are paſſing euill, becauſethey conſume and waſte the ſubſtance t the eye, It 
followeth now that f ſpeake of waterie eyes and of corrupt humouts like teares, 
which the Phyfitions call f/ules.to diſcerne betweene the fiſtula and the watery 
proflucnce of teares. You ſhall therefore vſe this skill: Jay your forefinger be. 
eweene the noſe and the corner of the eye, and ſtraining the place a litle, if it be 
2 fiſtula, you ſhall ſee the matter of it runne out of the points of the eye liddes. 
but if none appeare, then indge it to be a watety humour. Many boiſterous 
fellowes, (ſecing the place of the iſſue of the #/?#ls) haue vſed to cauterize it 
with a hot iron, thinking by that meaocs to haue dryed vp the matter. which in- 
deed they haue done; but they haue deſtroyed the fight, and deformed allo the 
place. This therefore is the ſuteſt way or courſe that you can take to cure the 
Ful. Fuſt purge the patient his ſtomacke with pilles of Terulalem, and then 
with the point of a razour you ſhall make alitle inciſon betwixt the neather 
eyelid and the noſe, ſo direRly that the lid be not touched, and this inciſion ſhall 
be througbont the skinne in a long wiſe, add into the lame put in the gtaine of 
2 Fitch, binding it on with a litle pillow of liunen, and ſo let it lye till the next 
day : then temouing the Fitch, you ſhall in the hole where it lay, put in alittle 
of ſome powder cottaſiue. After the powder is put in, lay a plaiſter of flaxen 
berds, and the white of an egge (the patient alwayes ſhutting his eye for feare 
ot the powder.)In the morning after,you ſhall apply nothing but eleane Swines 
ꝑteale, till the mottified fleſh be raiſed; and hen it is raiſed and remoued, put 
in a peece of a ſponge, as much as a Fitch, i the hole which the powder made, 
& it will purge the drineſſe of the wound: & hen you ſhal perceiue it through · 
ly dryed,leaue the ſponge, and bind nothing to it elle but faire dry lint of linnen 
til the patient be whole, Now concerning the teares, they iflue out ofthe eyelids 
both the vpper and the neather : but there is difference betweene the cauſes of 
their illuing from both places : for they which proceed from thoneather eye · 
lid, come from the heart, by reaſon of ſorrow, dtead, or ſmart, or they be cauſed 

by ſorne manner of violence: but the teares which flo out of the hole of the 
vpper eye · lid proceed from the braine, by reaſon of corruption and abundance 


of hamours, and their courle ceaſſeth not vnleſſe the matter be purged with 
Electuaries and Cauterics, as l haue ſhewed before, 


All CHAP. XXXVI1L | 
Of the diſeaſes which come by ckipping in of tones 
or chips by chance into the Eyes. ; 


Heſe diſeaſes happen ſpecially to Maſons , Millers, Carpenters, Wri el 
Ts Smithes: tor it any chiue, chip, or duft skip into the eye, and — 
naegligenee be left behind, it will incarnate vpon the tunicle Saluatrice, and then 
can you not cure the eye butby remouing and drawing the ſaid chiue, which 

you 
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derdle, dividing ir cauningly from the nice. And if ft 
ebe uay pa in the place where ala, hy reaſon that 

loog therein, then pus into the eye the ſtreinet of eg, ordered asl Abe⸗ 
fore,qwile in the day, and once in the night; and ep on the eye lay a plaiſter of 
flaze and the white of an egge, & within three dayes it will heale the partie des · 
led. And attet this ſott you ſhall alſo remoue the ha in the eye. Bat you ſhall 
in drawiog out the haw, bind two needles faſt together at the top, and ſo take 
the haw betweene the two points, & ſo eaſily rolling the needles, bring it away. 
Sometime it happeneth that the eye i 2 with a bee or waſpe, or ſome other 
vemmous thing, ot blaſted with an infected aire: and if any of theſe h the 
eye is much diiquieted and grit ued. ſo that the patient may take noreſt, and ĩit 
belocth vp that he may not tee. The onely cure for ſueh and the hike accidents 
is bis, a l haue by experience often tried. Take a handful of carduus benedict us, 
ſtxunpe it mall, and remper well with balfe the white of an egge, and theres 
with make a plaiſter laying it on flaxen herds, binding it hard to the eye, where 
it ſhalt lye till it be dtied. and then apply another: and fo conſequeutſy vic it till 
your patient be th whole, Theſe qualities this herbe hath: it aſſwageth 
well og, and eaieth the paioe, deſtroyeih the venime, and puneib away bſoud 
tom the eyes. Fhis is alſo a preſem remedie for the eyes that ate bloudſhed, 
when they burne a though there were grauell in them And thus much for the 
elpeciall diſcourſes of ſundrie die aſer whith do moſt commonly bend to that 
lice membet, tho eye, together with their particular cures,

there be heauineſſe is the head and the hearing the paine is eauſedofprofie and 
clammie humota.

be cauled of ioflmmation, or groſſe and viſcous humouts, you mult vſe medi. 
cines which do diuide and take away obſttuctions and ſtoppings: as be all bittet 
thiags which purge and cleanſe without eroſion, 28 ĩs, Iriſillirica, all kindes of 
4 lch bitter Almonds, the roote of Nitiſalba, Centorie the leſſe, Poliam 
and Cinamon. Allo oile of Almonds, and other which do purge, cleanſe, wipe, 
and vaſtop the pallages without gricic. Therefore of thoſe you may make me. 
dicioes and drop thereof into the cares, Among other alſo the juyce ot Leekes 
droppedintothe care warme is good, ot iuyec of Leekes mixed with hony, If 
that the paine be cauſed of inflammation, you mult by and by let bloud on the 
Cephalica veine that is on the ſame fide: and with cliſters you mult pull backe 
the humouts that do flow, Afterward you mult drop in Oxyrhodinum warme, 
or goole greaſe, ot hennes greaſe, with oyle of Roſes, But if the ioflamma» 
tion be vehement, then to ceaſſe paine, drop warme into the eare the white of 
an egge with womans milke, Allo this medicine is good, R. iuyce of Seacs 
greene,Z,jj. oyle of Roſes, 3 G. vineger, 3. . commire them all, and drop 
it into the ſore eare, Apply thoſe things outwardly which ceaſſe paine, and do 
digeſt the matter heaped together. lt the inflammation be vety vehement, it 
is neceſſarie to vſe thoſe things which do aſtonie the ſenſe eaſily; and it is no 
ſmall danger, leſt that the finew by which the vertue of hearing is diſperſed in 
the braine, be hurtthereby, But commixe a litle Ohm with womans milke 
and the white of an egge. Allotemper Opium with Caftoreum ? there muſt be 
ot each a like quantitie, or double as much Caſtorewws, The liquor in which 
the aforeſaid medicines ought as be tempered (being fuſt finely beaten) muſt 
be Sapa: for it doth ceaſſe paine much more then ſweete wine. Sap is new 
wine ſodden till it come tothe third part. There be ſome that commine Opium 
with oile of Roles, or Violets, after this ſort; R. of Opium. Q. j. oile ot Roſes and 
Violets, ana. 3. j. G. Alſo the Antidote Philonium diſlolued in womans milke, 
aud dropped in, is good. Without you muſt nouriſh the eare continually with 
commonoyle, ot with a bote fomeat, and vou nauſt dip wooll in it, and put it 
into the care : but in ſuch wile that it may not touch the places that be troubled 
with duflammatiou. But when the paine waxeth old, and turneth to ſuppurarion 
and impoſtumatioa, you (hall drop into the care a medicine of the iuyce of 
Lineſeed onely, vu oyle of Roſes or Cammomill mixed with it. f

For if ihe founding do come, and then teſt Of windie v 
tor a certaine ſpace, it iz euident iat a windie vapour is thut in and cannot get powrs, 
out, and ſo cauſeth ſounding, and ſpecially when the ficke hath eaten u indie 
meates. But if ſuch ſouad in the eares do not come ſuddenly, but by litle and o greſſe bu- 
litle, and there is felt withall a heauineſſe and weight : then it delareth the cuill „s; 
to be cauſed of groſſe and viſcous humours, For the cure, it the ſound in the e p i» (come 
cares be eauſed of groſſe and viſcous humours, or of vapours, in the beginning, f greſſe bo- 
purge the bead with Pilube {ochie and ſuch like. But fitſt mioiſter before them ,, ; AM UN 
potions and medicines which haue vertue to exteruate and divide, Then you pours, 
muſt vſe maſticatoties and ſternuramenty, Moreoner you moſt drop into the 
cares oile of bittet Almonds, or oyle in whick caſloreum is brayed, Allo let tbe 
eare be inclined to the yapour of the water wherein Stæchas, Worm, wood, Mar- 
toram, Mints aud Origan haue bene ſodden. luyce of Rewſodden inthe rynd 
of a Pomegranate is matuellous good. Alfo Sacculi made of Betonie, Stechadvs, Sactuli. 
Cammomill, Martoram,and other things alitle betore rehearſed are very good, 
if tbey be applied tothe care warme. It the {ound in the care be cauſed through Ii come of 


ſharpacſle ot the ſenle of hearing, which is knowne,if when the patient is hun- preſſe of 
grie it iocreaſeth, and when he is full the noiſe is leſſe; then you muſt vie thoſe bearing, 
things which do aſtonie the ſenſes: but you muſt take good heed thereof, and 
therefore begin with the eaſieſt, and it need be proceed afterward to fironger, 
Oile of Roles is onely commended with a graine or two of Opium put to it.

CHAP. XLI. 
af Deafneſſe and ſlau bearing, 
Ew care is fo aiflited,that it cauſe /h not onely dulneſle of hearing, but alſo 
deatueſle, that one can heare nothing at all. Sometime deafneſle beginneth 
at ones buth, and ſometiuue it chancetb atter we be botne; which doth chance, 
either through cholcricke humours flying vpward,or through crude and groſſe canſa 
bumours ſtopping the heat iag. If deatnefſe come of cholericke h 
cially aſter feuer, then it is wont with ſudden incurſions to tunne to the braine. Signa, 
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Alſo the face and all the ſtate of the body will ſhew a cholericke temperature, 
But if it come of grolle humouti, hete is heauinelle of the bead, and other to. 
kent be preſent which ſhew flegmaticke bumouys. They which remaine 

from theirbirth, or alſo ſoone after they be botue, being perlectiy deate'of 4... 
long time, are vucutable, neither doth any of them euer peake. They that be 
not altogether deaſe, yet if it haue long continued, it is very hard to cute. Deal ·

You mult put into the care medicines that diuide and cut groſſe and viſe 
cous hamors,whereof there be many declated in the Chapter agaiaſt ſound in 
the cares. But privatly iuyce of Re with Hooy, or Ce//oreum with oyle of Dill 
is good, Allo you muit vic foments, and leane your eate ypon a quill or reed, 
hauiog one end made fit for the care, and the other tor the hole in the couet of 
the pot being cuery where faſt ſtopped, Let there be in the pot Wormwood, 
Mints, Marjoram, Origan, Stec1,or ſuch like ſodden in water, that the vapout 
that cometh from thence may paſſe into the courſe of heating. Alſo this medi- 
cine drapptdintothe eare is good. R. oile of caſtoreum 3 ff,Cumin leed, 3. ij. 
powder of caſtoreum, 3. j. and put in the oile, and wind it vp in wet papers, and 
put it voder the hote embers; and when it it roſted, ſttaine it hard, and let it be 
dropped into the care, Moreouet the yapor of Vineger taken with a reed, as is 
taught before, is maruclloufly good. Let theit diet be altogether ihin, & meatet 
ot light digeſtion. 
CHAP. XLII. 
Of Impoſiumes breeding in the Eares, 


P trotide in Greek, be ioflammations which are wont to iſſue out in the ker 
nels which be by the eares. It is aauſed of abundant hote bloud, which is ei- 
ther mixed with choler, or fleame, or melancholy. And ſometime it is cauſed 
of humors compadt inthe head, and ſometime ofthe reſt of the body by ſick- 
neſſe, and eſpecially by feuets. Parotides which ate cauſed through fulneſſe and 
plentie of hote bloud they do ingender moſt vehement paiue. They which are 
cauſed of cholericke bloud, they ſeeme much like Eriſepelas; and they vexe the 
place that is diſeaſed with no griefe. That which is cauſed of melancholy bloud, 
they be not red, nor they vexe not with vehement paine,burthey be hard. They 
which be ipgeodred of flegmatick bloud, inthe lwelling they be raiſed ſharpe 
vpward. Let their diet be ſuch in a manner as is appointed in other inflamma- 
tions. The cure (if age and other things will ſuffcr) muſt be begun by letting 
of bloud: ou muſt cut the Cephalica veine on the ſame fide. Furthermore, we 
vic not in Paretides (at we do iu other ioflammations) to apply in the begin · 
ning things that repreſle, bur conttariwile things that do draw. And if 
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be not in effect, faften cupping glaſſes ot apply continually foments. To tniti · 
gate the paive, you mutt chule thoſe thing which haue heate with moderate 
moiſtneſſe, mitigating and ceafſing painegmeer to ripe and digeſt, as is, decocti- 
ons made of Wheate or Barley, ot the meale of Linieed, with Malſa or Fenn 
greeke,or Aithæa ot Cammomil: for the (ame purpole annoint the place con- 
tioually with utter, putting to it the whitet of egges. Allo Swines greaſe with 
butter me'red with alicle Ware put to it, that it may be a ſoſt cetote, may be 
well applied. But ia them that be meeke, that is, in genile Paxotedes, in whi {ure of vi 
there low not ſuch plenty of humors that they caule . 2 nor there t be we 
is no beate ofthe bumout, ſuch ate eaftly cured with foments of brine, aud plai · * 
ſtets and medicines altogether dit cuſſiue, as is Hiactr ln. If the Parotidgs can« 
vot be diſſolued, you muſt vie medicen:s to ripen and bring the impoſtume to 
wattet, 2s is,wheate meale with the decoction of figs & oile. Allo the medicine 
that is made of meale and floure and leuen, When the Parotides be riped,cither 
cut the skinne with a knite that the matter may be let out, or the botch may be 
broken with a ſharpe medicine, as that which is broken with Garlicke and luch 
like; or to proue how to diſlolue it by medicines which haue vertue to draw 
and exteuuate, removing it twiſe daily, and nourithing it vntill the paine by 
ſomewhat releaſed, and the more part of the matter diſſolued. And it there be 
hardneſſe, that alio muſt be molliſied. Therefore you muſt make medicines 
that be ot mixt qualities, ſo that you muſt Commire drawing thiogs with mol 
lificrs,as is Calues ſuet, Goatesſuet,the marrow of a Hart, BdeKium, Styrax, Am- 


woniacum, and luch other like. 


CHAP. XLIII. 
Of olcers iu the noſe. 
| Zenæ in Greeke . be vicers in the role that be dead and rotten, out of the 
Orbe is breathed an vnkind and ſtinking ſauot. Through ſharp and rotren 
humours which flow to the noſthrils, fikhiacſſe is iogendred, which if they be 
onely ſharpe, they ingender vicers hardto be cured, but yet they ſtinke not 
much. Therefore the cure of theſe vicers cooſiſteth chiefly in this, that in the 
beginning the head be dryed and ſtrengthened. Becauſe vicers come through 
the flowing of corrupt bumours,which-flow out of the head to the noſthrils, the 
whole head muſt be ſtrevothened and dried, that no ſuperfluities do flow from 
the noſtrils, You ſhall adde ſtrength to the bead after this (or t,firft you muſt clip 
the head then ſtraight you Muſt lay on it things that do reftraine and bind, as is 
oile of Roſes, Aume, vntipe gals, willow leaues,vioeger, and ſuch hke:this muſt 
be continually laid & annointed onthe head nine daies. Whe with thoſe thiogs 
the bead, is made ſtrong, then go about to cure the noſthrils,that you may dry 
vp the matter with medicines that be repulſiue and diſculſine, Therefore thoſe 
thingsthat repel and driue back, be things ſharp and ſowre, whish alſo are recs | 
koned with teſtrictiue things. Dilcuſſive things maſt be hot and wt — vertue. NN 
Therefore to our Oꝛent you muſt drop in the iuice of Calamint, ot blow in the 
powder theteot beiog dried with a quill, or drop in hony into the noſthrils A 8 
white aſter miniſter Sternutamenti to bting ibem to ſcurſi which vill fall oft io a

CHAP. XLIIII. 
Of bleeding at the noſe. 

Luxe of bloud 1tthe nole, is cauſed partly outwardly, and pantly inwardly, 
Out ard cauſes be falling from a bigh place, à ſtripe, vehement exercile, aud 
tarying in the Sunne. Iuwatd cauſes is plenty ot bloud, or thionefle of the ſame, 
You may know it it come through plenty ot bloud by heauy pain in the head, 
much bloud ia the face, and teduc ſſe of the eyes. Let the diet be thione, and 
luch that it may coole and make thicke the bloud. Thertore let the aire be cold, 
and the meate ot good iuyce and eaſie to digeſt. If the bloud be very hot, lei ihe 
ſicke cate Lettuce, nd ue, beates Quinces, Chickens toſted, or boiled with Vers 
iuyce. Let him dr inke thicke ted wine mixt with water, or cold water, or deco- 
ction of Cinamou, by which throughout my booke I meane water in which a 
lule Cipamon is ſodden, leſt water through his coldnes might hurt a weake ſto- 
macke. Let the patient ſpeake litle, and lei him eſchue mouing, trouble ot mind, 
and chiefly aoger. Allo it is good to haue the lower parts of the head higheſt, 
For the cure, you muſt take heed that in bleeding at the no{e, the lower parts 
lie bighcſt,and the head downward, The cure muſt be beguo with thoſe teme 
dies which turne the bloud to other parts of the body.Fuft therfore if the body 
be full, aud age will iuffer it, and if the ſicke be not teſolued, you muſt cut the 
veine on the atme, right agaioſt the flowing of bloud at the noſe. When you 
haue drawne out a litle, then let it alone an houre, then draw out ſome agaioe, 
and atterward againe and agaice, as the patients ſirengih will (ufter.it, Mote · 
ouer, ſtiction and rubbing of the inferiout parts, as the armes, bands, thighs, 
ſhare and feet, is very profitable: and it is matuellouſly good to put the feet in- 
to warme water, euer rubbing them vp and do we. Alto ſtroug binding ot the: 
eꝛttemities is to be accounted among the remedies that pull backe. Allo great: 
cuppiog glaſles faſtened to ihe ſides, do tetaine blond breaking out at the noſe. 
It the bloud Jow trom the right noſthnill, taſten the cupping glaſſe vpon the: 
lucr; if at the left noſthrill, vpon the ſplee ue. If the bloud come from both the 
noſtbrils, faſten cupping glaſſes to both places, Alla faſten them to the thoul+ 
ders with ſcatiſicatioa. Thole being done, miniſter both within the body and 
without, things which coole and reſtraine. Outwardly apply to the forebcad- 
an Epiiberpa of wyce of Plantaine, Lettuce, Sorrell, Shepheards purſe, Koot- 
graſſe, or make it with the waters ot them diſtilled. A linnen cloth wet in cold 
vineget ia matue llous good, being applyed to the forchead ard necke againe 
and againe. Allo nouriſh the forchead with ſponges of cold water. Allo it is

Let 
him vſe meats of good iuyce, eaſie to be digeſted. Let him eſchue thoſe thi 
that ſend plentie ot vapours tothe bra ine, as be Onions, Garlick, Muſtard ſeed, 
Radiſh, 5 very hote odoraments, Moteouer they which haue the diſtillation, 
muſt cate}ellc at ſupper then at dinner: let their drinke be Aqua mulſa, or de · 
eoction of Cinamon, or Barley: let bim eſchue ſtceping in the day, and lying 
vpright in the night. For the cute, vhen the head is vexed with a hot diſtempet, 
ou mult vie hoſe remedies which are good tor paine in the head ingen · 
dred of ſuch a cauſe. The moſt preſent remedie of the head is to ſprinkle and 
powre vppnthe bead plentie of hote water: that is able to diiue out the hote ya. 
pors ingendred in the head, Moreouer ſuch muſt take comfort ot warme baths 


ol lweet water. They which haue their head vehemently hote and burning, and 
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for that ate troubled with contiuuall diſtillation, it is beſt for them in Sommer 
to be annointed with oile of Roſes, If acold diſtemper vere the head, it mult 
be — with hote and thinne oiles, as oiles of Ireos, Rew, and ſuch like. 
Oyle of 1 rens is not onely vſed as an omniment, but dropped into the noſe. Allo 
other things may be applyed, which are ſpoken ot in the Chapter againſt paine 
of the head cauſed ot cold. If a hote bumor diſtill from the head.rogetber with 
a Feaver,and it there be fulneſſe of the body, you mult letbloud out of the Ce» 
phalicaveine: but it any iuſt cauſe be againſt it. waſh the belly with a cliſter, that 
u may draw the humours that do abound in the head downward : or miniſter 
a meddiciqe purging choler, as is Pilule auree, Alephangine, Axarum, and ſuch 
like. Alſoyou muſt turne the humours from the head, by ſrictions, ligatures, aud 
faſtening of cupp ng glaſſes to the ſhoulders, Minifter within the body ibiogs 
that a. ber to alter and quench the burniog heate of choler,as is firupe of 
Violets, Nymth-2,of Poppy. & their conſetues. Alſo Embroche and odoraments 
rebeaſed before in the Chapter of headach way be applied. Alto a plaiſtet of 
Terra lemniaror Bolearmomake, and iuyce of Plantain, made and laid vpon the 
head being ſnauen is good. If it be a cold humour which diſtilleth, you ſhall 
emptie with iboſe things which purge fleame: for which purpoſe a firong cli» 
ſter is good: which being done, you muſt draw and turne away the hamom 
from ihe head. Then when the humors be digeſted, purge the bead with Maſti- 
catories,(Garganimes,znd ſuch like. Moreouer,apply to the head Sacroli made 
thus: N. flowers of Cammomill, Vichlor, Betony, Origan. ana. M. K.Cinamoo, 
Clones, ana g. j. Maces, 3 ff. Nutmegs, 3. ij Galle Moſchate, Z. j. powder

The diſeaſe may be known 
by light; and there chanceth in it difficulty ia twallowioe, paine, ſwelling, red- 
neſſe of the Columella,& ſeauet. The diet in a maner,tmuſt be ſuch as is ordained 
in other inflammations, & ſpecially. quietne ſſe, reſt. ſilence, & hunget, ate good, 
and to eate litle or nothing at ſupper. For the cure, it there be fulacſſe of the

reine in the atme, & afterward the veine vnder the tongue. Allo the bellie muſt 
be purged by cliſters, lo that by that meanes, not onely the bellie way be ſo- 
juble, but allo that flowing of humours to the gricte, may be taken away. 
Allo for the ſame purpoſe you may faſten cupping glaſſes tothe ſnoulders.nei · 
ther muſt we let paſſe the remedics which ate good to tepreſſe and op flaxe 
of humours, For as they do in all other diſeaſes cauſed ofthe fluꝛe of humours, 
fo in this behalfe, for ther: firſt remedreabey ſtop the luxe of humours. Thete- 
fore ſuch remedies muſt be of a teſtiictiue nature & facultie. It tbatthe fluxe of 
bumours be moderate, miniſter thio gs which teſtraine moderately, as thoſe be 
which be called ſoure. But it it be more vehemest, adde to it ſharpe things, for 
both be teſtiictiueʒ but ſoure be weałe, and ſharp things ſtrong, as Galen doth 
lay in his fourth booke of the yertues of ſimple medicines, cap. 6. and 7. There · 
fore vie collutions made of choſe things: as it they ſhould be moderate, ſeeth 
Dates ſometime in tet alone, and (ometime with a litle bony put to them 
Likewiſe make decoctions of Roſes, Vice buds, Brambles, Cipreſle, the firſt 
buds of Pomegranate flowers, S ilig ua toots of Mulbe rie, ſoure Apple, and Ser- 
bus. Thoſe be ſtronger thea theſe, which be made of the detoction of Mintles, 
and their berries. Alio of ſharpe Quinges. & vong buds of Oake,or the maſt of 
Oak:allo of Medlars, & a fruit called c ornus:the beſt colluti6s are made of Gali

it is in other inflammations. Let his meate be ſoupings,for otherwiſe he cannot 
ſwallow it. For the cure, if the inflammation be light, you muſt vic gargariſmes, Coratio. 
reſtrictiues, ſuch as be taken in the beginning of an inflamed cola mella. But you 
muſt beware ia the beginning, that you put no Hony to the gargatiſmes, tor it 
bath a ſharpneſle in it. If that the inflammation be vehement, fo that he be in 
perilof choking,you muſt cut the cephalica veine inthe arme on ihe ſame fide, Vena ſectis. 
And if the belly be not ſoluble enough, caſt in a cliſter. You muſt prouoke 
childrens bellies by putting ia a ſuppoſitatie, and by annointing the tuell. Af- 
ter purgiag you muſt vie reſtritiue medicines, vntill the vigour ofthe diſeaſe 
be ſomewhat ceaſſed.

Alſo at this time boter gar- 
gatiſmes do profit. Outwardly you mull put about the necke, ſoit wooll dipped 

in oyle: and if that by vſing of ſharpe collutions, or gargariſmes, the inflam- 

mations be increaſed,and biting & guawing come thereby, you mult vſc gent · 

ler, as it, iuyce of Ptiſan: alſo gargariſe warme Milke, When the inflammation 

and paine ceaſſeth, annoint with the aforeſaid remedies of the mouth, putting 

it in with your finger: ſo that by gentle aonointiog, the parts of the tonſils 

which are ſwelled, may be thruſt, whereby they may put out the matter con- 

tained in them. But yet you may not thruſt bard, as _ vſe to do, whereby 

they cauſe the irflummation to be augmented And therefore if by that meanes 

any hurt do chance, we muſt be content with mioiſtring gentle garganimes 

without any annointing, If that by miniſtriog the remedies aforeſaid, the griefe Siznes of ſup - 
be not calcd, then looke for rotting of it, which you may know by increafing puration, 
of the ioflamamation, and by fharpe cxulcerations, exacerbations, and gnaw- 

ings inthe evening, When you looke for luppuration and rottivg, you muſt 

helpe that it may quickly come to paſle : ſherefote ſben you mult muailter

hoter gargariſmes, as is, Aqua mule, and decoQtion of Figs, Hyſope,and feed | 
of Althea, Outwardly lay plaiſters of Barley meale and Fenugreeke, with de- 
coction of Figs, Althea and hony. When it 15 perfectly rotten, the paine will 
dimioiſh, and the ſwelling and inflammation will be made ſoſtet, ſo that it

CHAP, IIIT, 
Of malignant Ulcers of the tonſils, 


1 E R k beginne malignant vicers of the tonſils, ſometime with a flaxe of 
them going before : ſometime they ate cauſed of an accuſtomed inflam« 
mation being augmented, They chance often to children, and alſo to them of 
perfect age, elpecially to thoſe which do abound with vicious humours, Th 

chance to children after the Apthis in the mouth. In colour they be like voto 
ſcurſes which are burnt with iron, Allo there chanceth to the ſicke drinefle in 
ſwallowing, and often choking, eſpecially when redneſſe is vader the chin. It 
onawing and ſharpneſſe of humours hath gone before, there followeth pu- 
tre faction. You mult proceed in the cure ſpeedily : and if he be of perfect age, 
and no other thing forbidding it, it is good to cut the Cephalica veine inthe 
atme, or if that appeare not, the middle veine. If they be maids, whom at perfect 
age,for lacke ot purgation of menſtruis, the diſeaſe doth often infect, then in 
them you muſt cut the Saphena veine, letting bloud but once onely, and yet at 
that time, not till the heart faile, leſt after it vertue be deſtroyed by ouermuch 
fluxc of menſttuis. Furthermore the belly muſt be emptied by eliſte rs, ſuppoſi 
tatics, and by annointing of the tuell. Aud you muſt labour by all meanes to 
turoe the humor from the agrieued place: for the which purpoſe faſten cup- 
ping glaſſes nigh to the loynes, and vie to bind the extremities, as the hands 
and feet. Afterward it is good to vie gargatiſmes, declared before inthe Chap» 
ter of Colymella, and inthe Chapter following. After the beginning of the fick. 
neſſe, miniſter Diamoron, or a collution mixed with Mulſathen alſo decottion 
ot neon and other things rehearſed in the aboueſaid places, We muſt take beed 
that we touch not the vicerate tooſils with our finger, not ſo much as to touch 
it ſoftly. For the voskiltull, ro whom with great ertour men do leeke in doubt- 
full matters, they do aonoy it vehemently, alſo they do thruſt the aggrieued 
place, and pull away the ſcab or toue, which they ought not to do before they 


lee the rque hired vp, and ſcarce cleauing to the ſore. For if we intend to pull 


away the cabbe, whiles it ſtickeib faſt, the ylteration will picrce more deepe, 
and ioflammations will follow, and the paine will increaſe, and they will come 
to veninſous vicerts, Therelore ig is good to blow in drie remedics, aud to an-

There be foure 

kinds of Squinanciesʒ one is, when the iawes be inflamed, (by the iawes | meane 

the place where the ends of the weland andthe trechea arteria do agree. )Ang- 

ther is, when neither the iawes nor other parts of the mouth, not yet the out- 

ward parts do leeme to be inflamed , yet the ſicke feeleth perill of choking in 

the throne, The third is, when the parts about the throate be inflamed both 
outwardly and inwardly. The fourth is, when the joyors betweene the bones 
ot the head and the neck: be looſened to the former part of the necke, where- 

by the place appeatcib hollow, and the ficke fecicth paine wheo it is touched 
without. The Squinaocy is cauſed through abundance of hote bloud , flow- 

iog vnnaturally to the places betore rehearſed. tis knowne by thele fignes; the 

breath is drawne very hardly, and not without the necke be holden tight: and 

there is difficulty in ſwallowing, Alſo in ſonie, a feauer,rednefle oftheface and 

necke. There chaaceth alſo in many, (ſwelling : the ficke yawneth with open 

mouth and draweth breath, Ther fore in the beginning euery S quinancy requi- 

reth a haſty and ſpeedy teme dy. Wherefore you muſtby and by cut the out- : 
ward veine on the ſame (ide of the ſhoulders, except (ome greater perilldo let C. 
u: but you muſttake away the bloud by lutle and lutle, at many times, and ene bumere- 
not all at once, for the bloud beiog taken away all togetheron heapetſthe heart ec fis. 
ſoone faileth, and ſo the perill of eboking comerh vpon him. And moreover , 

alio by the refrigeration and fainting of the heart, the matter is 2 caried 

trom the iawcs vnto the lunge, and ſo bringeth ineuitable peril, Take beed allo 
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that there be licle deduction ofthe veine, for thereof cometh moch failing of

pulſe, and ſharpe like a ſaw. And if his ſpittle be red and bloudy , it ſigoifi- 

eth bloud to haue dominion - it it be yellow and ſubpale, choler hath the ma · 

ſtetie: if itbe white aud froathie,fAl:ame ruleth: if it be blackiſh, it betokeneth 

blacke cholet to haue the maſterie, ot melancholie, The firſt two dayet the id ratio. 
ſicke mpſt de content with the iuyce ot Ptiſan for his meate, Afterward make 
him Almond milke wich the decoction of Ptilan, or the crummes of fine 
bread mixed with the broth of a Chicken ꝭt Cocke, ſpecially it the patient be 
weake, He muſt vniucrially eichue all things that be tharpe and teſtrictiue. Let 
his drioke be water wherein Cinamon is lodden, and let che patient eſchue 
cold water a8 a petoitious thing, becauſe it maketh the ſpiule groſſe & thicke. 
Allo let him eſchue wine altogether, Let him lie vpon the ſide that is grieued. 
Let him auoid wrath, ſorrow, aud other perturbations of the mind. In the bee 
ginning of the cure, the Phyſitian muſt diligently conſider, whether the body 
of the ſicke be grieued with abundance of humours, or not: ſo that be mult 
kao at the fitſt, whether the paine doth mitigate and diſſolue with beating 
mediciaes, and when it doth not. For if the body be not full ot bumouts, then 
ia the beginuing of the Pleutiſſe and inflammation, the paine muſt be mitiga- 
ted and diiculled with foments and medicines that do heate. But if the body 
do abound with euill bumours, ot be full of bloud, you may not beginne 
the cure with thoic thing: that do heate, for they moue fluxe ot humours to 
the aggtieued place: for the place to the which things that do beate are laid, 
draweth more to it then it ſendeth out by vapours againe. Theretore then you 
muſt not vic hote ſomeots which cannot diſſolue the paine, but all the body | 
muſt be empricd by bloud letting, and you muſt cut the inner veine ofthe un ſectio. 
arme, which they call the Liucrveine, or the Spleene veine , onthe arme 

which is right againſt the Pricte on the ſame fide. For bloudleiimg on the 

ſame fide, doth not onely draw bloud away from the aggtieued part , but al- 

ſo it pargeth it quickly, which isgreatly requiſite inthe Pleuriſie, and in o- 

ther inward inflammations, After bloudlettiog, it the wombe do not 

caſt out the excrements ot it ſelte, as it ought to do, then Caſt into the belly 

this eaſie cliſter.

CHAP, IX. 
Of the inflammation of the lungs. 

P Eeripneumoni a is an inflammation of the lungs with a ſharp feuer. This diſ. 
calc for the moſt part is cauled of ſtrong diſtillations falling to the lungs, 

or elle of the Squinancie, or the .457hma , or the Pleuriſie, or of other dilcales, 
Allo ſometime onely inflammation is the cauſe of this diſeaſe. They which 
baue this euill, haue difficult breatbiog , the lungs lying vpon the heart doth 
bring choaking, they haue a ſharpe and burning teuer,, and alſo fulneſle and 
ſtretching out of the breaſt without paine, But it the skinnes which be ioyocd 
all the length ot the breaſt within be inflammare , then they feele paine at the 
breaſt, All the lace, andihe aggtieued place lookered, the hole is crooked io 
the top , the veines of the temples do beate, the eyes dotwell , the tongue is 
drie, the apperite is loſt, the breath is hote, they couet cold water, and rather 
cold aire, they bave adrie cough ,it ij trothy aud cholcricke , or bloudy and 
red, which be the worſt token. If the ficke ſhall die, he ſhall watch much, and 
| haue 
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haue fearful ſhort fleepes, the hands and feete ſhall be cold, the naile s ſhall be 

crooked and ſwart, and be ſhall die the fourth or the ſeuemb day at the funbeſt. 

But if the ſicke ſhall recoucr, there will follow bleeding abundantly,or pertur. 

bation of the wombe, by paſſing toorth of many cholerick and frothy humors; 

and ſometime the ioflammation is changed into matter, and he matter be 

fi thy, is driven out either with egeſtion or with the vrine, and the ſicke is de- 

ligered from all the griafe by and by. And it it do flow into the Luogs,and that 
abundantly, ot do cboke him, then it is changed into a Ptiſicke. For their diet Yifime ratio, 
you muſt miniſter to them —_— made of the iuyce of Ptilan, mixed with 

Hony, Origan,or Hylope. They baue more need of extenuative meates then 

thole that baue the Pleurilie, Allo Alica of Aqua mulſa is good for them. Let 

them drinke little, for moiltnes hurteth the Lungs, You may miniſtertor pre- 

ſeruing of ſtrength((pecially it choking conſtraineth you) m alone, and with 

Pine nuts, ot mulſa whetein Hylope is lodden, the powder of dry I reot to 49 

mulſais good. Generally the diet of thoſe that haue Peripneumonia, mult 10 a 

mander be the ſame which the Pleutiſie ſhould baue, ſpecially if they begin to 
recouer. Fot the cure, you muſt elchue letting ol bloud in ſuch as haue fallen to 

this euill out of other diſeaſes, eſpecially if they hane bene long in this caſe, or 

if they were let bloud before, You mult mollific the bellie with cliſers, if he 

be coltiue, or apply cuppiog glaſſes to the breaſt and ſides, if nothing do let it, 

and that gteat boxiags and many, the skin being cut aod ſcatiſied. But iſ ihe 
Peripneumonia began firit without any other dilcale going beſote, then let him * ” 
bloud,it ſtrength and other things will (uffcr it; you muſt cut the ionet vygiae oo fan 
the atme; and if ſttength will ſluffer it draw bloud on both the armes, and firſt 

but a little, in no caſe vntill his heart faile, lothat ſome ſtreugth may be kept for 

the bloudleiting of the next arme. But it any ching doth forbid bloudleiting, 

you muſt faſten cupping glaſſes to the whole breaſt, and the ſides, and you mult 

get out as much bloud as ſtreogth in them wildluſter. Allo it is good to mollifie 

the belly with ſharpecliſters, wade of the decoctions of Hyſope, Irees and Rew, 

putting to it the pulpe of Cologuintida,Sa! gemme,and other things neceſlary for 

ſuch cliſters. Airer this you muſt labour and ſee, that the breaſt and the Lungs 

be purged bymuch ipittiog,which muſt be made ſwift and eaſie. For the which 

purpoſe you muſt vſe thoſe Ecligmaes, ointments, and emplaiſters, which are 

declared before iu the Chapter againſtthe Pleuriſie, excepting that in this caſe 

you mult miniſter the moſt ſtrong things, and thoſe that haue much ſtreogth 

and vettue in extenuating. Theretore you muſt miniſter loch è ſcylla, lech t pul · 

mane vulph, the decoction of the roote of Ireos aud Enula. And you muſt make 

a cetote of oile of New & Nardinum, putting to it the marrow of an Hart, of 

Ireos, Hylope, and Horebound beaten very fine, and commixed with Venice 
turpentine, and lay it all ouerthe breaſt and the ſides. 1 fe od

bations haue gone before it, as though the patient had vſed many hote baths, 
& bad dwelt in a hote teg ion, vſing hote diet in a hote ſeaſon Ifſpitting ol bloud 
be cauſed through enawing and eating aſundet of the veines,then the bloud is 
not ſpitted forth all on a h*2pe, but by little and little with the cough; andihey 
ate alwai® worſe. Allo it the bloud which is ſpitted, be frothy and palſh, and 
cometh forth now and then with the cough wihout any paine, it is a lure 
token, that the bloud cometh out ofthe Lungs. Ii legmaticke bloud be pitted 
out with eaſie coughings and teaching, then the bloud cometh from the Tra. 
chea teria. It bloud be ſpitted forth being black and clodded tegether,bauiog 
allo the.cough and paine in the aggrieued place, then it is a token that it com. 
meth from the brealt, For the diet, let him vſe meates which haue a moderate 


adſtrictiod, as be tict, hulled wheate called 4/ica,8 ſuch other like, mixing with 
them the juyces of Pomoranates or Peares, For fleſh, let him cate wild doues, 
turtles, and partriches, if they bo boiled with vet iuice, or iuyce of ſoure grapes, 
or with Sumach. Alo be mult ve Quinces, Peates, reſtrictiue Apples, Medlats 
and Mulberies, and luch like te hearled before in ihe Chapter againſt bleeding 
at the noſe, He muſt drinke thicke red wine, or in ſtead ot it, Watet wherein 


ficele is quenched. He muſt eſchue great noiſes, often ſpeaking, all mouigg of 
the body, and anger, As forthe cute, it differeth according to the diuetſuie of 
cauſes: tor it the bloud come out of the bead, itneedeth but a ſimple and ea · 
fie cure: for teſttictiue things applied cold io the palate of the mouth by collu · 
tions and gargatiſes, do petiotme the cure, What things they be, you may ſeck 
in the beginning of the lecond booke, the firſt Chap. But if there do flow much 
bloud from the head theu you mult let him bloud on ſome veiue. Thoſe which 
{pit bloud through diſtillation, you muſt by and by inthe begianing let ibem 
bloud on ſome veine, vuleſſe a fharpe humour doth diſtill vehementiy. Allo afe 
terward miſter a ſharpe clyſter, and emptie ihe wombe, Allo rub the hands, 
the armes aad the legs very much with a medicine that will heate and exteou- 
ate, and bind the outward parts. After that, if the dileaſe endure long et , ſhave 
the head, asd apply thereto a medicine which bath vertue to dry 20d diiculle, 
vis that which is made of the dung of wilq doues, and after three bourts

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Afterward couer them meanly, and nouriſh them with ſoure ſuppings. When 
they go tofl:epe, miniſter to them I heriaca. The next day all the whole body

atuight miniſter to him Theriaca, And if throogh thete the diſtillation be not 

ſtopped, then the third day in the morniug miniſter a little honey ſodden, and 

rub all the body, and ſuffer bim to reſt. Toe fourth day, after the taking of the 

Theriaca, miniſter againe much hony, and lay to his head a medicine ot doues 

duog. And if the euill do codure longer, faſten a cupping glaſſe to the binder Cocarbitole, 
part of the head. Laſt of all, miniſter thoſe things which are able to purge the 

bumoars that ate flowne into the Lungs, But it it be a very ſhatpe humour 

which diſtilleth out of the head, you muſt bewate ofbloudlerting, & you muſt 

rather vſe purgations, and you muſt vſe the nouriſhments and remedies bete · 

after declared, and allo befote in the Chapter againſt diſtillations. T hey which 

do ſpit bloud eomiog from the Lungs by reaſon of breaking of ſome veines in 

it, or by burſting open of their heads, thoſe you muſt firſt of all charge, that 

they do not Heath much aud make a noiſe, and that they ſpeake but lutle, and 

iu a manner not at all, Let them fit in open aite, having a ſtedfaſt bed, and of a 

good height. For ſuch you may by and by cut the inner veine of the arme: and Cure of ſpit. 
you maſt draw bloud twiſe or thrile a little at once, for ſuch haue no need of ting of bana 
much bloudletting. Allo for the ſame purpoſe, that is to ſay, chat the bloud fromthe lung, 
may be drawne another way, you mult tub the extremities, and vie to binde 
them hard with broad linnen clothes. Theſe ſo done, you mult miniſter to him 
a drinke made of vinegar and water intuſed and warmed, and let him drinke 
it, lo that if any cled of bloud do cleaue on the fleſh, it may( being thereby dif. 
ſolued) be caſt out; neither doth any thing let, but that you may miniſter this 
-Potion twile ot thriſe in three houtes. After thoſe you may miniſter both with- 
in the body and without, medicines chat be teſtrictiue, and haue power to 
ſtop the potes.

Alſo ſometime through fluxe of the head, 
and other vppet parts, failling thitber, which is wont often to change into the 
Squinancy, | he ſignes be theſe, heauineſſe is felt in the bottome ot the breaſt, , 
a ſtrong conch and a dtie without paine, and al'o ſometime with moiſtneſle, St. 
whereby they ſeeme to he eaſed. ln the beginning there chanceth to them 
feauets, faint, inordinate,and hard to be iudged. When the impoſtume draw- 
eth near: to a rupture, then they haue a feauer more vchement with quaking. 
and they are troubled in their ſpeech. Being broken, there appeareth ſome- 
whatto flow into the breaſts boitome, according to the often changing of 
their lying, and ſpecially when they change lying from one ſide to another, 
then ſurely the multitude of matter is euident, and oftentimes a cettaine noi e 

of che lowing may petfectly be heard when they turne them. Allo the matter 
that cometh out is ſometimes cleare , ſometimes thicke and dreggy. Some 
impoſtumes do burſt out vpwatd, that is, yoto the voide place of the breaſt, 
and theſe be moſt perillous, Some impoſtumes do flow out downeward vnto 
the panch, and the bowels, and a!fo the bladder, They alwaies labour of the 
teauer Hecticke, yntill all chings be brought out vpward. Thole that be vexed s ratio. 
with this diſeale of ipitting ot matter, lit ihem temaine in a drie aite, let ther 

vie meares of good iuice, eaſie to digeſt, brothes ot cockes, the fleth of hens, 
chickens, birds of mountaines. Allo vie decoctions and broths ofcicers, with 
berbcs(asis)Hylope,ard Parcely. Let his dtinke be aqua mulſa, and thio white 
wine. For the cure in this diſeale, except diligent ſpeed be made by and by, the ,. e 
gathering together of matter cauleth the Pᷣuſicke, the Lungs dra wipg vlcera · | 
tion, Therefore firſt you muſt helpe the concoction of the impoſtume with fo. 
ments, by ſpopges or bladders, with cztaplaſmes or emplaiſters, made of the 
meales of Barley, Fenugrecke, & Liniced, of Figs, Doues dung, Mallowes, Al- 
thea, and a little Roſin. Alo you muſt apply to it Cerots made of butter, Ireos, 
Laurel berries, Rew, & other things which can ripe & diſſolue the impoſtume, 
whereotthou ſhalt fiade mary in the Chapter of Aha betote: and it the euĩ l 

be not diſſolued, you mult apply to it things that will breake the botch. The 
breaking ot the botch is procured by lying vpoo the whole ſide, eating of ſalt 
meats, & theſe pils given voto him when he 1otendeth to ſleep. Ry. of the pow - 

der of Hieraticra Galeni, ⁊ j ofthe pulpe of Coloquintida.J,j. with the iuyce of 
Wormwood as much as is ſufficient to commixe them, and make pils,wherof 

let him hold one at once in his mouth, By this meanes it ſhall come to palie, 
that the ficke ſhall couet to ſpit oſten, and ſo by ouermuch ſpitting the impo- 
ſtume may bieake The tupture being made, you muſt rake diligent beed whi- 
ther the matter runneth, and you mult helpe his auoidivg: for if it ereepe into

It is cauſed for the moſt 
part through a ſharpe and grawing humour flowing ſrom the head into the 
Lungs.Allo it is cauſed through the bloud and matter that remaineth aſter the 
burſting out ol it in them that haue the Pleuriſie, the Peripneumonia , ot Em» 
/e ma. They which labor of this diſeaſe, ate known by waſting of the hole bo. 
dy and the fleſh. Alſo the noſthtils be ſharpe , their temples be ſlidden downe, 
their eyes be bollow, and their ſhoulders ſticke our like birds wings, Moreover 
they couꝑh, and be vexed with the feuer Hecticke, they breath difficulily, their 
cheeke b;zls ware (wart, their nailes do crooke and ſeeme pale. Alſo the euill 
ouercomming, the bellie is troubled, and thirſt dotli vexe them more, their 
haire doth ſnhedde, and that which they do ſpitte out, is of a vehement ſtia-· 
kiog ſauour. As for the vlcers of the Lungs, they are yetie hard to be cuted, be · 
cꝛule they cannot be purged and cleanſed without the cough, and in them that 
cough, the vlcet is btoken, & ſo the euill returneth, as it were by a certaine cit. 
cuit. Allo the Lungs among the other inward members, becauſe of reſpitati- 
on and breathing, are alway in mouing, and alſo are rent with coughing, But 
the vicers which ate to be bealed , would require quiet and reſt, Moreouet 
the ſtrength of medicines cannot come to the vlcers, before it be altered inthe 
ſtomacke, in the body, and inthe Liver, N enerthelefle although the cauſesbe- 
fore rehearſed, make the cure to ſeeme hard, yet we may go about to cure that 
viceration, There fote in the beginning you muſt preſcribe to thoſe that be pti · 
ſicke, a conuenient diet, after this ſort, Let them dwell in a dry aire, temperate 
between heat & coldnesʒ let their meate be Ptiſan, Almond milk, reare egs, fleſh 
of the bitds of mountaines,of Partrich, of Phefants,ot Owſils, of blacke birds, 
ot Hens, of Capons, of Calues, of ſucking Kiddes. Allo ſcaly fiſhes in ſtony wa- 
ters, Crabs of the freſh river. But among all meates, milke is beſt for them that 
be ptiſick, ſpecially womans milke, aſter that Aſſes milk and Goats milk, which 
would be ſucked out of the dugges, if it mi ꝗht be, or let it be drunke by and by 
ates the milking ol it while it is hote. But you m uſt beware, that they take no 
meate by and by after their milke, and ſpecially no wine, for then it would be 
corrupted with it in ihe ſtomacke. Bur if they be very much fenerous, ſpecially 
of a rotten ſcauet. them it is not good to take milke. Among fruits it is good to 
eate Raiſins, (weet Almonds, Pine nuttes, Pigs, Dates, Piſtax, Let them eſchue 
exerciles and mouipgs that be vehement. It is pot vpptofitable to walke eaſily 


before meate, and aſtet meate they muſt altogether reſt; lei them vſe to fleepe 
on 
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on nights meanly: let them eſcbue wrath and ſadueſſe, vnmeaſutable watch- 
ing, hunger, thirſt, lecherie, hot houſes, and what oeuer may empne the body. 
Let his drinke be but {mall aud thin: or ii bis feuer be vehement let him driake 
water wherein a little Cinamon hath bene ſodden, or the dtinke that is called 
Hippacras, whole making is declated in the firſt booke, in the Chapter againſt 
the Palſey. It the euill be :auſedthrough the flowing of a ſharpe humor out of 
the head, you muſt begia the cure by remouipg of the diſtillation , which we 
haue taught before in his proper Chapter. Thetetote now we will ſhew the ex 
ulceration of the lungs, he it it to be cured, And firſt for the cure thereot we Cu atio, 
muſt mioilter thoſe things which baue an abſterſive and ſcouring veitue, and 
that which will cauſe that the matter may eaſily be brought pw ard: for the 
which purpoſe Hydromel is ſpecially good, & allo decoction of Barley with Su- 
gat and hony, allo decoQion of Ireos, Figs, Maidenhaire, Hyſope, Hort bound 
and Licorice, If there come a feuet, you may cõmixe wich the afoteſaid things, 
the fouie great cold leeds, Oui wardly you mult apply emplaiſters, aud cata- 
plaſmes, made ot Linſeed, Fenugre eke, and ſuch like declared in the laſt Chap - 

ter de Empiemate. Allo for the ſame purpole you may leeke many remedies ia 

the Chap. againſt the Aha. The lungs being cleanſed and purgedtrom mats 
ter, you mult miniſter thoſe medicines which will glutioate and hea'e vp the 
vicer, For this purpole conletue ot Roles is commended almoſt of all Phiſiti- 
ons, tot this hath not only the vertuc to glutinate, but allo to cleanle and (coure:

Fot in 
the whole cure, where we yſe frictions: heate is beſt, as a helper of the congos 
ction of crude humours, But to thoſe which haue (wounding cauſed of choler 
which troubleth the mouth of the ſtomacke, to them you mult miniſter cold 
potions, But yet it is good to miniſter to all that haue Sincope, wine that is botg 
by aature, yellowiſh in colour, thinne in ſubſtance, cold, and that which ptouo · 
keth diſtribution in the body: for we would haue the food that is receiged, 
to be diſtributed about the body; and not to tarry in the ſtomacke. They that 
Cure of ſincope ate vexed with wounding through vice ot thinne humouta, thoſe you mult 
cauſed of thin etnptie by little & little, and continually, becauſe they cannot ſuffer much emy- 
humour, tyivg at once: thoſe allo muſt we nouriſh by little and little, and often: the c. 
ward part ofthe tkinve muſthe thickned : and you muſt make the aire of the 
chamber cold and teſtrictiue. Alſo you mult annoiot them with reſttictiue me- 
dicines and ointments , and you muſt give them meates thatdo not 
diſperſe and flow. Therefore givenenher Aqua mulſa;, not Priſan, but

the ill ſtate of rhe body and by the euill colour of it alſo by vomealnrable eua- 
cuations out ot the body before, that is to lay , by menſtruis, by fluxes, by 
extreme exerciſegby hunger, and ſuch like, For the cute of lacking of mile Core of lacks 
which is cauſed of a drie diſt. pere will teach nothing in this place, becauſe of m lhe in 4 
it may eaſily be cured by that which is declared before in other chapters, and dry diſlempen 
ſhall alio be declared after ward in the chap. againſt the feuer Hectick. Therfore 
here we will only treat of the cure of lacke ot mulke,caufed of the liile quantity Ziele blowd, 
or good bloud. In this cure, fitſt you maſt behold the bloud,for cithe: there is 
leſle then there ought to be, or it is worſe then it ſhould be. Therefore when 
there islefle then ibere ſhould be, a diet muſt be aſſigned with moiſt and heate ig ratia, 
meanly : for whatſveucr doth heate mote then is conuenient, or elle doth drie 
or codle, thoſe partly by corrupting the bloud that remaiocth, and partly by di- 
miniſhing of it, do forbid the milke to come. Theretore it is good to giue 
them pure bread, Milke, Veale, Chickens, Pattriches, ; irds, rere egs, fiſhes ſca · 


ly and ſtony, Raiſins, ſveet Almonds, Lettuce, Bugloſſe, Balme,”;ourds.% luch

humoure is tequiſſte, and theu vic the diet before preſcnbed : but if it be fleg- 
maticke bloud, it requireth medicines that do heate in the ſitſt ot ſecond de. 
ęꝑtee . but they may not drie vp, for ſuch by heating of the flzgmaticke humor 
do tutne them joto bioud : but among ſuch (which are not onely medicines, 


BT bur allo nouriſhmears ) the ſtrongeſt be, Rockar, Fennell, Dill, Parfly, and 


thoſe thiags gteene, before they be dried; for being dried, they do heate and 
dric more thca they ought to do. And thoſe things which do diie, they make 
the humor which teedeib the bloud the more grofle,and more (mall in quan- 
titie. The bloud ought to be meanly hote, and not groſſe, that che milke may 
bc ingendred thereof, Moreoner,thole * that do meanly beate and haue 
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no gteat drineſſe ioyned with it, they haue vertue to engender milke: amans 
who bebe . — ate ſpoken of befote, is Seſamwm boiled in wine. AI 
freſh butter, the weighr of one ounce druake with wine, Allo ſweet 

Piſtax, pine nuts beaten, and eaten with butter, Alſo this thing is ſpecially 
ſed, R. Rice, tentimes waſhed and diied again, and beat it to powder,then (eg 
it in good milke ypoo burning coales: while it doth ſeeth, put too as mut 
white Sugar as is ſufficient, d make 2 pottage. It is made the better, it youa 
to it ſweet Almonds, Piſtax, Pine nuts, Barley meale, Cicets, and ſuch like: but 
you muſt labor allo that by gentle tubbing of the breaft, and by hote medicing 
which haue an attractine vertue, the milk may be drawne & enticed to the pi 


CH AP. XVI. 
Of abundance of milke. 
T chanceth ſometime that through abundance of milke, the paps are ſo f. 
I led ahd ſwollen, and ſo ſitetched out with it, that they are ſcarce able to hold 
Canſe. the abundance of it. It is cauſed through abundanee of good bloud. The euill 
Signa. isknowae by fight and feeling. You muſt helpe this by and by, for elſe it i 
curatio. be feared leſt the paps be taken with in flammation. Therfore at E 
cut the veise of the arme, or the middle veine which is in the atme. Aſtet that 
vſe thoſe things which do lightly repreſſe and driue backe, leſt ihat the bloud 
be thruſt into the lungs by a certaine violence. For this purpoſe it is good o 
Poſca is vine- apply a ſoft ſponge dipped in warme Poſca, and to bind it with bands tothe 
ger and water paps, ot apply Dates brayed with bread and Peſca. Allo it is good to apphy 
mixed toge - Emplaiſter made of oile of Roſes, of Sanders, Corianders, Pfillium, Purllaine, 
ther and wine Beane meale, Lintels iuyce of Plantaine, aud of Vineger, after this ſort: N. of 
and water. Beane meale and of Lintels, ana 3. j. ſeed of Puſlaine. Z. j. ſeed of Flaxe and 
Emplaſirum, Althea, aua. 23 j P. of Plantaine, M. j. ſeed of Cotiander, 3. ij. boile them all to- 
gether in water vntill it come to the thickneſſe of Hony, after that, put toi 
oile of Roſes, 3. j. B. boile them againe, and adde thereto the yolkes oftwo 
ceratum. egges , and make an Emplaiſter: or make a Cerate after this ſort R. of ibe oile 
of Roles and Mittels, ana. 5 j {{ the meales of Beanes and Lintels, ana. 3. j fi. of 
Mints and Rew, ana. Z. G. with Ware and Venice Tutpentine as much as 8 
ſufficient, and make 2 Cerate to apply to the paps. Alſo wilde Rapes do pto- 
fit matuellouſly, being annointed with water and hony. Moreouer, the leauet 
of Cherua annointed with the iuyce of greeve Paiſſy, is very profitable, Mages 
ouer, the ſtone Pyrites pow dred, and applyed with oile of Roſes and Vinegei 
doth ſhew a maruellous effect againſt abundance of milk.

Allo the like may chaoce of cold, —— cauſe milketo 
curde aud congeale as well as other licours, Allo ſometime milke of his oe 
nature is groſſe and clammy enougb, and for that cauſe doth eaſily rurneto 
curds. There oced notokens to know this ewill ; for it is kaowne by and by, S ga. 
both by touchiog and by the patic uts words, The diet io this euill is diuerſe, cus ratio. 
according to the diuetſitie of caules, For in a hote diſtemper of the paps let ihe 
diet decline to cold things; but in a cold diſtemper, contranwile to hote ihiags. 
It this euill come through gtoſueſſe of the milke, ſhe mult vſe altogether an 
extenuatiog diet. For the cure, if there beabundance of milke, not being as yet Cora. 
curded in the paps, in them that be ofalawfull age, and being skilſull women, 
let it be eaſily ſacked out by little and little, Let the paps be outwardly annoin- 
ted with the1uyce of greene Parſley , Mints, Fenugteeke, and othet things te- 
heatſed before in the chapter of abundance of milke,Alſothe creame of a Hare 
| beaten with water, it it be annointed, is good agaiolt all (wellings of the paps, 
eſpecially cauled of the corrupt abundance of the milke, Allo Lintels ſodden in 
Brine, is matuellous good, if the paps be waſhed with the decoction, and an- 
nointed with tbe Lintels being ſtamped. Alſo the decoyon of Fenugteeke and 
Althea doth great pleaſure. But if oucrmuch heate doth caulc the milke to 
curde in the paps , then annoint them with the iuyce of Puiſlaine and garden 
Nightſhade. Alſo apply oile of Roſes with Vineger. Allo Moul-care annointed 
is of good effect. Alſo the earth called C imolia, aunointed with Vineger,or with 
water and oile of Roſes, doth good. Moreouer Lintels ſodden in Vineger, and 
applyed as is afotelaid, is good againſt cold diſtemper of the paps. Vſe deco · 
tions of Cammomill, Fenell, Dill, Lineſeed, and Fenugteeke, and there with ſo- 
ment the paps. Allo annoiat them with oiles of Cammomill, Dill, Lilies, and 
ſuch like, but beware they touch not the nipple. Oxes gall annointed is good. 
Crummes of bread are good with Vineger annointed, but you may put to it 
Mints or Parſley, and make the medicine the ſtronger, This plaiſter is excellent 
ood : R of Hoay, 3.

Allo ſometime it is cauſed of an humour being 
contained in the boſome and large ſpace of the ſtomacke, 
which hath power and vettue either to heate or coole, ro moiſten or drie, 
or two of thoſe qual ties mixed together: ſometime i: is cauſed of an bumoyr 
ſtuffed aod drowned in the filmes and cotes of the ſtomacke. Vehement thirſt, 
2bborring of meate, and vnſauorie belkings, do betoken diſtemper onely of 3 
hote quality. Contrariwiſe, litile thirſt, yameaſurable appetite, and ſourebel- 
kings, betoken diſtemper of a cold quality. And to be fhort, if the ſtomacke 
be grieued with hot or cold diſtemper, it changeth the meates that be eaten 
into the nature of the diſtemper , ſo that the meates may be perceined to be 
changed into the ſauour of roſting or ſowerfulnefle, without the commit 
zog ot any humour Moreover, it the diſtemper be hote, you ſhall ſee the pæ 
tient by and by ealed with taking of medicines , or meates or drinkes-that be 
cold. But if the diſtempet be cold, the patient teeleth eaſe in hote meates ot 
medicipes, but he feeleth hurt with cold things. In à moiſt diſtewper , the 
patient feeleth no thitſt, os yery little ; he bath abund ance of ſpittle, and doth 
deſire moiſt meats, In a drie diſtemper there is drinefle of the tongue, cnte- 
nuation of the body little ſpittle, and vehement thirſt. Moteouer, vomiting 
deſire thereto, heauioeſſe of the ſtomacke, and belking , ſpecially after meats, 
b:tokeneth abundance of naughtic and corrupt humours, And if yellow cho · 
er do abound, there followeth bitterueſſe of the mouth, vomiting vp of cho- 


let, chirſt, belkingi, with ſauour rofted, aod gnawing of the ſtomacke: "

CHAP. II. 

Of yelking and vomiting. | 

1 4 5wqms to vomit (called Nauſea) which is a naughty & wicked motion 

Cauſa Nauſeæ Lol che expullive vertue ofthe ſtomach, is cauled of a vicious humour con. 
tained in the ſtomach, being either hot or cold. which humor cither fwimmah 

in the concauitie and hollownelle ot the ſtomach, or it is ſtuffed inthe filmes 

ofthe ſtomach,cleauing like bitdlime, aud can ſcarce be drawoe away: oribe 

bumor being more watry,it is drowned in the cotes of the ſtomach like watet 

in a ſponge. And ſuch humots are oftentimes ingendted through diſtempet uf 

the ſtomach, as wel hot as co!d:{omtimes ſuch humors do flow from the whole 

body,as from other parts (be ing firſt euill affectedhinto the Rowach,as it wete 

the excrements;{o fromthe liucr add the ſpleene, or the head, or from the whole 

body, If thoſe humours be engendred through the diſtemper, you way ealily 

petceiue by the ſigues declared in the laſt Chapter before this, But whether 

that humor ſwim in the hollowneſſe of the ftomach, or be ſtuffed in his corch 

thus ſhalt thou ku it. If the vicious humor do ſwim in the ſtomacb, & cauls 

8 Nauſea, that is, diſpoſition to vomit then for the moſt part vomiting follo weib, 
8. and the ſtomach corrupting the meates, it doth manifeftly inſect it with that

humor, & changeth it into his nature; but if a tough humot be Gomediothe 
$ 
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cotes of the ſtomach, it cauſcth diſpoſtion to vomit, but yet ſach a diſpoſition 
as bringeth forth nothiog , although the patient do provoke and ſttaine bim- 
lelfe az though he could vomit: but if rhe humour be watery and wheyiſh,thcn 
it cauſeih vomiting, not oncly before meate, bur alſo after meate, and eipeti · 
ally if that humour ſwimme 1a the breadth of the ſtomach: for if it be ſtuffed 
and cleaue to the top ofthe ſtomach, it doth move vomiting without biingi 
any thing vp before meate : but when other parts (from which do flow excre- 
ments into the ſtomach ) be cuill affected, the ficke himſelfe doth firſt feele 
the griefe of the member that is diſeaſed : for either he feeleth heate, or cold, 
ot heauineſſe nigh about the place that is diſeaſed, or elſe he cannot ſuffer to 
let the place be touched hard. But it the whole bodie be full of vicious bus 
mours, you may know that by the colour, and by breaking out of wheales | 
and puſhes in the skin , and alſo by the vrine you may diſcerne it. For the cure, curatio Neve, 
you muſt diligently conſider which giiefe it is, whether it be a diſeaſe cauſed ſee. 
onely of the ſtomach, or ofthe whole body, or of ſome other member, For 
if humoursdo flow into the ſtomach trom tome other member , or from the 
whole body, you mult ſitſt t. ke care forthe whole body, or for that member 
that is diſeaſed, but yet you may not neglect the ſtomach altogether: for vn- 
leſſe the whole bodie be fitſt purged of vicious humour, he laboureth in vaine 
that goeth about to reſiſtthe flowing of bumours into ſome other place. So allo 
be that doth cure the member that is firſt diſeaſed, he cutteth off ( as it were) 
the fountaine of all flowings into the ſtomach, If you will know how thoſe 
members are to be cured ihat do ſend excrements into the ſtomach, you muſt 
learne tbat intheir proper Chapters before or after, But if humouta be engen« 
dred inthe ſtomach cauſiog diſpoſition to vomit, you muſt marke whether 
thoſe humour be thinne, choleticke and wheyiſh, and be gontainedin the 
hollowneſſe of the ſtomach : for then you muſt giue him very thinne iuyce 
of Ptilan or hote water, and the ficke mult prouoke yomite with his finger, or 
with a feather being put downe into his throat. But it the humours be ſtuffed 
within vponthe top of the ſtomach , you muſt miniſter one dramme of Aloes 
to drinke being diſſolued in water, For againſt kote humours that be in the 
ſtomach, Aloes is the beſt medicine, lo that oſten it hath healed cuill ſto» 
machs in one day. After the hamoursbe purged; and other medicines mini- 
ſtred, which do ſtop or make temperatethe ſharpnefle of choler, then you mut 
© care the hote diſtemper of the ſtomach as is taught in the liſt Chapter beſote 
this. If they be lzgmaticke, gtoſſe and rough urs,- which doſwimme 
io the breadth of the ſtomach, youmuſſ cure them after that ſort that is taught 
of vs inthe former Chapter, and then you muſt get away the cold diſtemper 
ofthe ſtomach, as is before taught. Now for vomiting , you muſt note, that Of yomitia. 
| in the beginoing it ought not to be ſtopped, if the ſicke be the better for it, , 
Xx according to Hippocrates laying ; In romiting which cometh by itlelteit ſuch 1. 4b. 2. 
thiogs be purged as ought to be, it is good, and may be ſuſfered: bur if not, 
then contrariwiſe it is cuil. Therefore you may not ſtop that vomite which 
is decretotic, or where humours do flow iromthe whole body into the ſto- 
mach, or when humours be engendted io the ſtomach through diſtempet. 
But then you mult rather belpe the motion of the expulfige vertue in 3 
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bote cauſe, by miviſtrivg hote water with oiles of Violers to drink: but ia a call 
cauſe, miniſter — other things before rchearſed, But if the vom 

be immoderate,avd do begin to weaken the ſtrength of the ſick, hen you 

go about to ſtop and reſtraine it. Therefore firſt let the iche lie vpward in 
conuenieut houſe, and contrary tothe diſcaſe ; that is, let the houſe be cold, ij 
the diſeaſe be hote: and contratiwiſe let it be hote if the diſeaſe be cold: lerthe 


ertteme parts of the body be rubbed, and let then be felt with warme | 


and allo bind them ſtrongly with bands, alſo put the feete and hands in luke 
warme water. Alſo hold odoraments of good ſauour to the noſe for toimell.as 
Roles, Quinces,Peniroyall, Mints, Fennell, Spikenard. Annoint the ſtomacke 
outwardly with oyles ot Woormwood and Roſes. Emplaſters made of Dates, 
Quinces,and Woormwood be good. Allo Cerotes made of them and ſuch like, 
as Mints, Darnell meale, Frankinience, Maſticke, be good being laid vponthe 
ftomacke.Alſo you mult ſtampe well Dates that haue bene ys toy in old wine, 
afterward you muſt put to it Maſticke and Frankinſence, each of them finely 
powdred by it lelle afore, and then bray them together. To this place allo yon 
muſt call the remedies that are ſpoken ot hereafter. partly in the Chapter och 
lera, & parily in the Chapter of the flute Dyſenteria.Furtherenore that euill con- 
tinuiog long, it the meate cannot tary in the ſtomacke, you muſt faſten a 
ping glaſle to tbe mouth ofthe ſtomacke with great flame, vntill the place ware 
red, and you muſt giue the patient 175 while the glafle havgeth oo ſtill, 
CHAP, III. 


Of immoderate thirſt, 


E! Pom Galen witneſſcth in lib. r. de ſimpl, med. facultate, cap, 30 is cauſed 
two manner of waies partly through want of moiſture,and partly through 
abundance ot heate. The ſtomacke is heat many and ſundry waies, that is, either 
through bote diſte mper ot the bare quality ſimple or compound, orthrough 
bo: e and cholericke humours engendred in the ſtomach, or elſe flowing to i. 
Allo through abundant driokiog of old wine, The ſtomach is drie either 
through the dtie diſtemper that is in it, or through (alt humours, or drinking 
of lalt water, Alſo oftentimes it is dried through conſent of the whole body, a 
it chanceth in burning ſeuers, and feuets Hectick. The diuerſitie of cauſes may 
eaſily be knowne by the patients words, and by thoſe ſignes which we haue 
ſpoken of in the ſecond Chapter next before The cauſes being knowne, you 
muſt temedie each of them according to their caule diuerſly, Therefore 

muſt remedy thirſt coming otheate , by miniſtring thingsthat do coole. lo 
both the drawing in of cold aire, and water, or watetie wine being drunken, ate 
good, Alſo Cucumber ſeed chewed, or if it be hulled and beaten , and drunke 
with water, it helpeth greatly againſt thirſt cngendred through beate of the ſto- 
mach, Like wi e Lettuce leed chewed and drunke profiteth. Allo Pwflaine ſeed 
hkewiſe, The beſt thing to quench thirſt is this, R. of the ſeeds of (owne Cu- 
cumbers husked, 3. j Diatragacanthe 3. Gumme tragacanth beaten to pow 
der, and leatced Z ij. beate the leeds, and put thoſe powders to the whitesof 
egs being raw, and beating them all together make pills, and drie them in the 
ſhadow.Otthele piis,miniltcr one at once to be holden vnder the tongue, bat i 


by litle and litle, and fo be iw allowed. They that haue bad * 
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and heate in the ftorwach long time, the iuyce of the ſweer toote drunke, 
doth belpe them, and allo the roore it ſelte with water and the iuice of 
But thoſe which are vexed with thurſt cauſed of heate and drineſle, 23 ut chan- 
ceth in all bur ing and very dric fevers, and to thole which labour in ſommer, 
ot in great beate ſueb are beſt healed with Oxicratom,thatis,a drink made with Oxicratom. 
vine ger and water ſodden together. For vineger doth coole mightily, and doth ſev Poſcs, 
pierce cucry place quickly, add the water (beſides the cooleneſſe that it bath) ia 
moiſteſt of any thing for nothing(as Galen laith in the place before rehearled) 
is moiſtet then water. Allo the thirſt which is engendred inteuers,may be mi- 
tigated in (prinkhag the bead with the coldeſt oiles, as ode of Roles being 
ſprinkled aloft on the forepart oi the bead, Allo the beſt remedie for driveſle is 
fleepe,where he ate and moiſture are commit together, as it chancetb in that 
kind ot Dropſie in which plenty of ſalt humouis be heaped in the ſtom acke and 
belly, or in thoſe which haue theit ſtomacke (tufted with ſalt fleame, then vine« 

er is the beſt remedy, It is allo good for them to ſoupe the iuice of Quinces or 
2 veriuyce with water. It humours cholericke or ſalt lwimming w the 
ſtomacke, or drowned and ſtuffed in it, do prouoke thurft, then ygu mult mmi 
ſter medicines which can purge out thoſe humors, Afterward you muſt vie me- 
dicineswhich do reftraige and comfort the ſtomacke and ſttengthen it: enam- 
ples whereot you muſt ſeeke before, They which thirſt through drinking of 
much old wine, are holpen with drioking of cold water, aud other ghiogs teheat- 
fed in lib, 1. cap. 14. 

C HAP. IIII. 
Of pame in the ſtomacle. 
Aine of the ſtomacke is cau ed when naut hiy, venimous, and gnawinꝑ hu · Doloris ffama- 
mours be kept in the ſtomacke, whereby it chanceth that thiough intollera- chi can. 

ble gnawing they cauſe [wowning, which they call Stomachica. Thus dileaſe is Signs, 
knowne by continuall pricking and goawing ot the mouth of the ftomacke. In 
this euill you muſt giue him meates that do coole, & which may bring ſtrength Piet. 
to the ſtomacke, as is, Lettuce and Purſlaine taken with vineger Alo Pomegta- 
nates, and Orenges, Peares, ſnarpe Grapes, and ſuch like, Allo bread being ſſee- 
ped in very i; water is good. Alſo let his other meates be ſuch as will eaſily di- 
geſt, and yet not eafic to corrupt, as be,Chickens Parti ich, birds of mountarnes, 
and ſuch hke ſodden with veriuice, Allo fiſhes bred among ftones, ſodden with 
viceger,| imons,and the ſhatpe wyce ot Cytrons, Likewite let the ſicke Crinke 
water wherein hath bene ſodden a lnile Cinamon, or giue him thin watery 
wine, For the cute, in the beginning ou muſt prouoke yomit by the remedies Carash, 
aforeſaid, Then after that allo he malt purge downward, by taking Hierapicra, i 
Which things being done, you muſt vſe remedies to ſtrengthen the ſtomake 
both inwardly and outwardly, as is taught in the ſecond Chapter, and in other 


places alſo. 
CHAP, V. 


Of inflammation of the ſtomacke. 
1 ſtotmacke is cauſed no other wiſe then the inflammation Cana. 
ot othet patu of the bodice; that is to lay, through the Rowing togetbet of 
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abundance of bote bloud. Signes bereof is exceeding great paine bal 
which cannot be mitigated with any medicines that be applyed to it. 
ouer, there is ſwelling and burning, which you may feele. Allo a feuer, heu· 
nefſc , and appetite to meate. The diet (like as it is in other inflammaions) 
muſt bechinne, ſmall and ex quiſite. Therefore he mult vſe iuyce of Priſan, and 
he muſt abſtaine from fleſh and wine, and from other hote meates. Let the ficky 
drioke water wherein bath bene ſodden a little Cinamon , or iuyce of foure 
pomegrabates, ot of ſome other fruit that is cold and reſtringent. Let him 
little, and let him not talke much. Let him eſchue ſadneſſe as much as be 
and let him temaine in an aire meanly cold. You muſt begin the cure with let. 
ting of bloud it thete be ſulaeſſe ofthe whole bodie, and ſttength of the ficke, 
You mult cut the inward veine of the arme, and you mult draw bloud accor. 
diog to the ſtrength of the patient. After this you muſt apply putwardly thole 
things that do repreſle and reſtraine , ſpecially vpon the place where the paing 
and (welling do moſt appeare: for the ſtomack (ſpecially the mouth of it) hath 
euer need ot the commixing of thoſe things that do reſtraine , but moſt of al 
when it hathan inflammation. Therefore thoſe which do attempt the cure 
with loolening remedics oncly , without the commixing of thoſe thing iha 
do ſtrengthen the ſtomacke, they caule perill of death; therefore alwaies whe» 
ther it be an oile that the inflamed member be nouriſhed withall, vr a ſoft pla · 
ſter laid vpon that member , you muſt commixe ſome teſttingent thing with 
them. Therefore for this purpoſe it is good to apply to it oile wherein Worms 
wood or Quinces bath bene ſodden, commixed together with Maſtick. Alſo the 
iuyce of Quinces or Pears, putting to it ted Roſes, Barley meale, Sanders, Bole 
armoniack,& ſuch like. Allo you may vſe this Cerot: N. Barly meale, 3. G. white 
Sanders and Red Roſes, 26 7 ij. Bole atmoniak, 3. j. 5. Aloes, Maſtick, ana 33. 
Wotmwood, Nutmegs, Balauſtiæ, ana. Z. P. oiles ot Maſticke and Roles, ana 
J. G. with waxc aud Turpentine as much as is ſufficient, make a Cerote to lj 
vpon the ſtomacke. But if there be need of great reſttiction (as it chanceth then 
when the ſtomacke is ſo weake that it cannot hold and retaine meate) you may 
commix with the (aid things veriuice or iuice of Wormwood,or Hypociſchideg 
and Sumach, and {uch like, All theſe things (if the ioflammatiowbe vehement) 
muſt be applied to the griefe cold. And it the belly do ſend forth nothing, ou 
muſt proyoke it with eaſie cliſters. Nor he worketh not vnwiſely, chat doth mi 
niſter $. G. of Caſſia fila diſſolued in Endige water, after mo burning 
beate 1s ſomewhat abated. Allo at that time you may commixe with the re- 
ſtrictiue medicines, which you apply outwardly, many things that do diſcuſſe & 
diſlolue, as is Fenugreek meale, flowers of Cammomil, and Althea, and Line- 
ſeed. You muſt neuer ( as we warned you before, no not at that time when 
there floweth no more to the griefe, and that cannot be driven backe which 
is contained in the diſeaed member ) you inuſt not 1 ſay atthat time, neither 
vſe onely looſening medicines. or onely diſſoluing medicines, but alwayes you 
muſt commixe with them teſtrictiue things, which haue power to preſerue aud 
keepe the ſtrength of the ſtomacke:therfore at that time you muſt vſe this em · 
plaſter: R. the meale of Lineſeed and Fenugreeke, aua. 3 {5 ſeeds ol Dill, z j. 
Homers of Cammomill and Melilot, ana 3. G. Vorm yood, Balauſtie, red Rea 
and 
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ma. T.ij. Hypociſchidis, O. j. oiles of Cammomil),Lillies,R ofes, Maſucke, ava, 
25 im greaſe, and Goole greaſc,ana.Z.jj, commix them all together, and 
make an empiaiſter : but before it be applyed, it is not in vaine to annointtbe 
flomach with this ointment : R. oiles of Cammomill, Dill, and Quinces, ana. . 
ij powder of the roote of Althea, wotme wood. Lineſeed, ana. Ji. war ſuſ- 
cient, and make an ointment, 


CHAP. VI, 
Of abhorring of meate. 
Bhorring of meate, or loſiog of appetite,doth chance gather through lo · ca. 


fing of the ſenſe of ſucking of the veines, which is bupger, as G 
lun witneſſeth, lib. 1. de Sympt. cauſis cap. 7. or becauſe there is no ſucking out, 
or becauſe the body is not emptied. Allo ſometime it chanceth through lome 
hote diſtem per, ſpecially of the ſtomach, which diſtemper doth bfotue ibe 
hard and ſound members by loeſing of them, and maketh them weaker in 
drawiog : but the moiſt members it ſtretcheth out ynmeſurably by ſhedding, 
Sometime it is cauſed through abundance of vicious humours contained in 
the ſtomach, and through immoderate fluxe of the belly and bowels : allo 
through ouetmuch bloud letting. Allo the licke doth abhotre meate in conti - 

nuall and vehement feucrs, alſo in inflammations of the ſtomach, the liner and 
the matric:, and for many other cauſes which need not to be rehearſed here. 
The fignes which betoken an bote diſtemper, are rebearſed before in the firſt S g. 
Chapter. Thoſe which abhotre meate through the vice of cholericke humors, 
arc troubled with guawing ofthe ſtomach,and with appetite to vomit, & with 
thitſt. Thoſe that haue humours that be totten, they haue ſometime a teauer, 
But thoſe which haue loathiug of meate through groſſe and clammy humors, 
they neither feele gnawing of the ſtomach nor thirſt, But commooly to all 
there cometh diſpoſition to vomit. If loathing of meate doth come about the 
beginning of the diſeaſe, or about the vigour and ſttength of it, while the pati- 
ents ſtrength may yet (uffer, it cauſeth no petill, for the ſicke neede but lile 
nouriſhmeor, But if loſle of appetite do come inthe declination of the wbole 
diſeaſe, ot in long weakneſſe, or in lacke of ſtrength, or of vumeaſurable pur · 
giog, it is not without perill and danger. This euill is increaſed of age. For 
children are vnluckily troubled with this diſeale, that is to ſay, ſuch as ate de- 
uourers by nature, and haue neede of contiouall pouriſhment. Therefore if 
children haue this diſeaſe, great exceſſe aboue nature is ſignified By it. For 


cure of this dileaſe, it the loſſe of appetite be cauſed through weakoefle ofthie!, a 
ſtomach, you muſt marke what diſtempet doth we ken the ſtrength, and you * 
muſt cure it by contraries of that diſtemper, as is before taught. If the pre · 
ſence of vicious humots do cauſe loathing ot meate, it thoſe humors be thinne 
and guawing, you mult firſt beginne before any other thing be miniſtred, to 
parge the humours contained in the ſtomach by vomite. And if the patient 


doch vornite vneaſily, miniſter ynto him ſoupings, and otber nouriſhmenti 
whiuch do moiſten, that they may driue thoſe humours done into the belly, 


and driue ihem out beneath, or purge the wombe with Hierepicrs, Then we 
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muſt bring the body to a good temper with ſuch things as be meete for thay 
purpoſe. Thoſe that do abhorre meate through groſſe and clamivie hbumom 
you ſhall cure them by extenuating and cotting the homours, as well with O. 
wel,as allo with thoſe medicines that are made of this and other lawces,at with 
Capers, Oliues, Muſtard ſeed, 2nd ſuch like declared in the firft Chapter. f los. 
thing of mcate happen through inflammation, or ſtopping any other pam of 
the bodie, then you muſt go about the curivg of that member or part. And 
you muſt go about to proucke appetite againe only by odoraments,cither 
odour and imelling of wine infuted , or decoction of Quinces or Peares. 

lo you ſhall go about the ſame thing with ſoft annointings with oiles, agoiles 
of Roles, Maſtiche, and ſuch like, and moderate frictions and rubbings ofthe 
body. Allo inleſſiobs to be applyed to the lomes and ſhare. Allo let meates be 
prepared of diuetſe and ſundry kinds, and after the daintieſt taſhioo, that be. 
Gides their ſw eetneſſe they may entice and prouoke their appetite : firſt of the

CHAP, VII. 
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Of a doglite apperite, 


Aeg appetite is contrarie to loſſe of appetite, For they that are tha 
diſeaſed, they defire much meate,and when they cannot retraine their ap» 
petite, they deuoure in meate without meaſure: then they being heauie with 
the multitude of meate, and their ſtomack not being able to beare the meates 
that are in it without hurt, they turne to vomiting: hen afterward they fil 
themlelues with meate, and againe they teturne to vomiting like dogs. Itis 
cauſed thtough cold diſtemper of the ſtomacke, or through vicious le 
humour which do gnaw and pricke the mouth of the ſtomacke. Fot cold vici -· 
ous humputs do cauſe a gbawing much like the proportion of ſuckiog,and do 
raile appetite of meate, \lio ſoinetime it chanceth through vnmeaſutable dib 
fipation and ſpreading abroad of the whole body, which doth follow either the 
violence of heate, ot the eakneſſe of the vertue retcotine. Cold diſtemper 
of the ſtqmacke is knowne by euill digcſtion,windinefſe,rumbling, and many 
egeſtiors ox leiges, and by other tokens declared before in the firſt Chapter. 
Sharpe humours are knowae by ſowre belkings, and much egeſtioa, and very 
thione. If it be cauled of vumeaſutable diffipation and ſpreadin abroad, and 
that through beate which conlumeth ihe meate like fi. e, and * the skin, 
then the egeſtions ſent out by the belly, be lefle in quantitie then the meate 
chat is eaten, and allo the egeſtiont the drier. But if chat diſſipation come 
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| weaknefſe of che retentiue vertue , which cannot maſter | 
then is much deiection and caſting out of thoſe thing that are eaten, For 
the cure, cold diſtemper mult be healed as is taught in the firſt Chaprer of Corath, 
this booke. It doglike and yamealurable appetite be cauſed of ſharpe humors Core if it be of 
ſtuffe d in the mouth of the ſtomacke, and as it were water ſoked into a ſponge, bare humers 
muſt miniſter in the beginning, Hierapiera Galeni. For this doth not one · 
beate, but alſo it doth cut off and make cleane, and draw out from the depth 
of the mouth of the ſtomacke, humors that be ſtuffed in it, and it cauſeth them 
to auoid downward: and yet it addeth ſtrength to the ſtomacke, that afterward 
it will not eaſily receiue any hurtſull humour, Therefore that is the beſt reme- 
die for vicious humours ſtuffed in the ſtomacke, to bring them forth, It is mi- 
niſtred the weight of 3. iiij with wine iafuſed with warme water. It a child doth 
Jabour of this diſeaſe , which cannot drinke the me cine for bitterneſie, make 
j. or jj. of it in pilles, and annoint it outwardly with honey, and let them 
wallow them downe. Seeing that for the moit part, this euill chancetbof 
ſharpe and ſoure fleame , you muſt vſe ſuch meates add medicines as haue 
power to cut, deuide,ſcoure,and heate, as be, Garlicke, Leckes, Time, Sauoty, 
Origan, Peniroyall, and ſuch like, Therefore the humouts that be vicious beiog x7; rate. 
purged in the beginning, you muſt let them vſe this diet. Let not their bread be 
new / nor well leauened, with the which alſo you muſt mixe thiogs that prouoke 
vrine, as is, Anniſe ſerd, Cara way feed, Comtmin, Parſley, and ſuch like Let his 
meares be fat and oylie. Allo ſoupings are good that do deſtroy appetite, as be 
pottage made with mack hony, and much oyle, or Gooſegreale, Hens greaſe, 
ot Swines greaſe, Let his pot-herbes be Mallowes. Allo give him the brain*s 
and fatteſt partes of birds, and of fiſhes likewiſe , and thoſe things that do alto- 
gether deſtroy appetite, and cauſe fuloeſſe, and that do nouriſh but Inte, 
although they be eaten in great quantity. You may well give them great plen- 
tie of wine, euen as much as they can dricke, and ſuch wine that doth hrate 
greatly , as thoſe do that be yellow in colout, thin in ſubſtance, ſwecte inimel- 
liog, and without reſtriction. For this doth beate the ſtomach , and deſtroy 
ſharpneſſe of bumours , ſo that often ſuch wine with oylie and fat meates, ſuf» 
ſiceth for the perſect cure. As Hippocrates ſaith, Drinking of wine eaſech hun- 
ger: and you muſt giue wive as well to then that be taſting as to them al o 
which haue eaten meate, alibough ibey be dot as yet athirſt, But you muſt give 
it to them that be faſting, bote, or warme at the leaſt, He muſt abſtame from 
all ſoute and teſtrictme meates and drinkes, but ſpecially from frune. Let their 
bankening in eates be Piſfacium, Almonds, Pine nuties, and Ohues with bo- 
ney. Miniſter alſo ynto them milke, as well alone, as allo with wine called 
Paſſem,or with honey: ſo that neuertheleſſe you muſt take hecd that you giue 
it not to thole that are wont to haue it waxe ſowre in their ſtomach, for to thoſe 
it doth more hurt then good But it it be well digeſted,it doth not onely top the 
appetite, but it ſofteneth the belly being ſtopped, and tops bis fluxes Allo you 
muſt make potions and fine cakes with milke , and giue them ts him, as be, 
Marchpanes and Rice ſodden with milke. Alſo he muſt waſh dow avd theo, 
and make fat their kinne largely. This kinde of care you muſt vic as long as 
the ſicke is dileaſed, and iill be be cleave whole, If the doglike appetite comma 
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7 immoderate i diſeale it is good to thicken the bia dad make it groſſer with — a 
Rive thing bath bene ſodden with a ſoft fire, Let the ſicke remaine iD a0 ang 
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him e chue wine, and all things as well outwardly as inwardly that do beate. LI 


his drinke be cold water or decoQtion of Cinamon, Put the ficke in a cold bas 
it pothing do let it, as ſlendetneſſe and leanvelle of the body, or the coldueſſe 
of ſome member ol the body, as the breaſt or ſome other. You muſt Live voto 
them meates that be ſtable, durable, and hard to corrupt, as be Periwincles 
all kind of ſhell fiſh, if they be ſodden with water twice changed. AlloSwing 
fleſh being in ſull ſtreagth, and ſpecially the belly, Allo tat Beeſe, and all th 
that be all fat, and that do ſwimme io the ſtomach, and be hard to be dige 
and diſtributed. For there be ſome that haue this diſeaſe, which by reaſon of 4 
ſharpe and biting heate, and as it were a feuerous beate in ibem, do digeſt and 
conlume Beefe and other things hard of digeſtion, with leſſe labour tbenfiſha 
of ſtony places, and ſuch like things which be eaſie of digeſtion, Of egges thoſe 
ate good for them which be ſodden till they be hard , or fried io a frying pan, 
Giue them manchet made of fat broths without hony. Alſo Rice lodden wic 
butter, aud voleaucned bread, Looke how much the euill is abated, and ſo muck 
mult abate of the grofſe mea: es that you are wont to giue , and you wult 
miniſhthe reſtrictiue Rings allo that you lay without. For ſometime the vebe· 
mency ofthe appetite being abated, when the body is filled with crude & 
humors, it turueth ioto ſome other worle diſeaſe. Among reſttictiue medici 
befides thoſe things which are aforeſaid, you muſt vſe this ointment: Ry, oiles 
of Mirtles,and Quin ces, ana. 3. ß. oile of Roſes, 3. j. iuyce of Plantaine, g. ij red 
Sanders, Maſticke, Biſtorta red Roles, ana. 3 j. Bole armoniacke, O. ij. Hi 
chidos, Acatia, ſe anguis Draconis, ana. D. j. waze as much as is ſufficient an

| CHAP, VIII. — 

Of great famine. 

Viimos in Greeke, is nothing elſe but great and vehement famine or bun- 

ger. It is cauſed through coldneſſe of the ſtomacke, aud for want and weake- 
neſle of ſtrength , and in a man it taketh his beginning altogether of ouward 
cold : for long iournies, ſpecially when there is ſnow, cauſcth this diſeaſe. It 
is knowne thus. ln the beginning there is felt much hunger, which for all that, 
doth not long endure, For afterward the heart of the patient beginneth to faile 
him. with coldneſſe of the extreme parts, and want of ſpirit aud breath. You 
maſt apply remedies for this dileale by and by, becauſe there be that in delan 
places, ot in bathes,being ſuddenty taken with this diſeaſe,do periſh for lacke of 
helpe. Therefore they that are troubled with great hunger, in a iourney with- 
out a feuer, or any other wayes, you muſt comfort them with Vineger , ot 
Peniroyall, giuen them to ſmell ent», or earth vhaiſdeuer it be, brickled with 
Vineger,or Apples, ot Peares, or ſuch other like fruite which is next hand. Allo 
new bread holdento the noſe doth helpe , and cheeſe of good ſaueut. Allo 
Porke roſted or ioddea, and vniuerlally all that doth nouriſh much: but 455 
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cially that which hath ſauour of roſted meare, and is well ſeaſoned, and hath « 
ſufficieat ſauour. For dy ſuch odours & ſauourt, they that haue this diſeale are 
for the moſt part refreſhed, (ceing there is nothing (as we (aid before in the 
ſecond booke the fourteenth chapter) that doth refreſh and renew the 
ſeonerthcp odours. Moreover you muſt bind the extreme parts of them nb 
bands, and you muſt puttbe tippes of their bands and feete in very bote w- 
tet, aad you mult raiſe them and ſtirte them, as well by pricking of the checkes, 
as alſo by pulling of the haire and cares, And when be is ſomewhat come a» 
pane to himſelfe, you ſhall miniſter vnto him bread infuſed io wine, or ſore 
thing, which doth reſtore ſtrength very quickly, as be, reare egget, A- 

lica with wine. The next temedie they muſt looke for by meate, whi 
they cannot take when it is offered them, you muſt put it into the mouth vio- 
lcotly, and compell them to (wallow it, for by and by after that, they are deli- 
uered from thcir great hunger, and from their faintiog, and are railed quick - 
ly. For this purpole ate good alſo the Antidotes which arc compounded of 
diuers ſweet odours, as is, Aromaticum Roſarum, Diamber, Dianthon, Dia- 
moſchi, Alipta moſchate,and ſuch other like. And it this diſeaſe chance to come 
in feaueis (which is ſeldome ſeene) or if it do ruſli in ſuddeply about the de- 
clination of fits belonging to feuers, you may miniſter meate without feare. 
But if it chance in the beginning of the augmentation, or in the yigour and 
ſtrength of the feuer, the ficke muſt be retreſhed by the odoraments afote- 
ſaid, and ſpecially by thoſe things which haue cotne io them, as is Polenta wet Polenta is bar 
with water, or hote bread that ſendeth forth a burning ſauour. Alſo you muſt ly feeped in 
vic fritions and rubbings of the extreme parts, and apply plaiſters made of water one 
Dates or Quinces ſodden in wine: and this muſt you do vewll the declining of night, then 
the fit, that you may ſafely giue him meate. And it the ficke be neuer the bet · fried, xd then 
tet through theſe things, you muſt venture to helpe him by giuiog of me ate. ground. 
Therefore miniſter juice of Ptiſan, or one morſell ot other wet in wine that is 
white and thin: for they being refreſhed, and as it were ſuddenly called backe, 
do afterward come to the declining of the fir. We mult eſchue altogether in 
then) that haue this diſeaſe, long delay from meate and hunger: for you ſſiall 

iue him euery houre very little meate, for it taketh away great famine and 
the faioting, whereby the ſicke is caſed, And that it is lawtull to nouiſi and 
giue meate to the ſicke in a fit, Galen reacheth,lib.10 method.cap.z, 


CHAP. IX. 
Of eul digeſtion. 
R Awneſlc of the ſtomacke or ill digeſtion is, when as the meate is not alto 
gether changed. The cauſes of it are, diſtemper ip the ſtomacke, inflamma · 46/e, 
tions, hardneſſe, impoſtumes, and ſuch other like. Sometime the meates re- 
maine raw and vndigeſted, although the ſtomacke be not diſcaſed, either 
through immodetate deuouring of meates and drinkes at one time, ot through 
the cuill and vicious qualities of the meates themſeluet, or through cati 
otthem out of due time, or through inordinate taking of them, or _ 


ſome vicious ſuperflutic growing , or through ſhort ſſeeping. as Galen ſaith,

wmequall and troublous motions, Allo eſchue heate and &bld, 
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e partly byche tale ofthe patient, and them that be um, ad pm 
ly by certaine tokens. By the tale ofthe ſicke, acdof them chat be about him 
you may know whether meates and drinkes haue bene taken i *** 
or out of due ſeaſdd or inordivately. Alſo you may know of them the hom 
of lleepĩog you way know if the meates therie'ues were of emll quit: h 
bisbclkinos and 1auours ke things roſted and burned. For in them tha 
bote and choleticke, the belking or cortuptions ſauour like meate rofted ® 
burned but in them that be of a cold nature and more flegmaricke, the cor. 
ruptions are ſowre ot Marpe. Like wile you muſt iudge of excrements thathy 
flegmaticke and cold; they cauſe ſowre corruptions : but thoſe that be hot 
and mix d with bitter choler, do cauſe ſauour like burned meate, Likewiſe 
iudge of the ſtomacke being any otherwiſe euill at eaſe : for if the diſcaſe be 
cold, i cauleth ſharpe add towre permutations : but if it be hote, it cauſeth 
a burning (auour, When perfect ctuditie and rawneſle is EY withog 
corruption , in ſuch ſore that the meates do remaine altogether euen as 
were eaten, by this you may know that the ſtomacke is ouercome, either 
through great quantitic of meate, or through vehement cold raken in an bote 
chu ſt. Therefore if you would not haue this cruditic, and euill digeſtion, you 
muſt beware of all the aforeſaid things, that is, that you neither offend inthe 
quantitie, nor qualitie , nor order, nor due ſealon of the taking of you 
meate, and that you eate thoſe things oncly, which you are able to di 

bot that which appetite requireth. Therefore you muſt eſpecially take diligent 
heed to the meaſure and quantitic of your meate, and you myſt refraine your 
appetite, and cate ao more then your ſtrength is able to ſuffer, Allo you mutt 
beware of euill order, that is, that you do not firſt eate Quinces or p 
nates, ot ſome ſuch like things, and afterward to eate pot herbs out of oll 
or ſauce made with alted fiſh, or other things which do loften the belly, Allo 
you muſt eſchue eating out of due ſeaſon, that is, that you do not cate b*fore 
ſome moderate exerci!e,, or before yeſterdaits meate be well deſcended. and 
allo dot before your accuſtomed houre. Allo you muſt eſchue al things tha be 
hard by oature to digeſt, as is fleſh that is bard by oature, as is 

Harts fleſn: alſo eſchue all old fleſh, Alſo you muſt beware of meates that be 
fat, or that be powdred iu (alt, and ſtale kept. Amongſt pot bearbes, tholt 
that be very hote or yery cold, or allo thole that ivgender wind , be 

Elchue fiſhes that are hard , and dtyed by long keeping. Alto abſtaine from 
meate: that be corrupt, or that do ſtinke, or ſmell ill fauouredly. Refrane 
from 1weete ftuite, or that which doth ingender windineſſe, or that which is 
corrupt, Allo elchue iunkats which be hard of digeſtion, Allo you 
eſchue meatesthat be ſtrange and vnaccuſtomed, and that haue the power of 
medicine. as people vic to commie in their tarts and fine cakes; but you 
muſt eate your meate in due time, not greedily, nor in oobbers, nor ſwallow 
it cot without chewing, Neither let your drinke interrupt aud diſturbe you 
meate, for that doth hinder the vniting and knitting together of the meate, 
and cauſeth each peece to ſwim from other. After meate eaten. you 

| be thoſe thiogs 

Ao flop the digeſtion of meate. But calefaction and chafing of the ſides, 80d 
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e N feere,do helpe digeſtion, And if there be be auĩneſſe about the 
ſtomach , ſo that through it a certaine painefuloeſſe be ſpread th 
whole body, then lay your hand being ſtretehed forth, ypon the of the 
ſtomach, or apply to it a fleſſie infant; for as Galen ſaith, it is much ,and 
more naturall, then the heare which is procured by toments For which cauſe 
ſome do lay little whelpes while they reſt ypon their ſtomach, which doth in- 
creale the abundance of heate that digeſteth the meate, Alſo you mult procure 
fleepe in the night equall and without diſturbance. For this, you muſt procure 
to lie ſtraight, and let your head be bolſtered vp high, & ia your lying you muſt 
incline towards the left fide, And if you cannot ſleepe, you muſt lic with» 
out turning or ſtirring of your bodie, and keepe it ſtill in one forme of lying; 
for often ſtirrings and toſſings do diſtutbe the meates, and make the bodie 
windic, and the bowels likewiſe, The cure muſt be diuerſe, according to the Cr. 
diuetſitie ot the cauſes? for hote diſtemper of the ſtomach requneth one 
kind of curing, and cold diſtemper requireth another. Alſo 8 
of che ſtomach requiteth another kind ot cure, aud hardneſſe or impoſtuma- 
tions another kind; and all thoſe cures. you ſhall ſeeke out in the proper 
Chapters : for here it ſufficeth to ſay thus much, When there cometh an vn« 
+ Plealant belking, declaring maniſeſtly that there is corruption of meates with. 
out prolongiog you mult prouoke vomite, and by drinking of warme water, 
you mult conſtraine all that is corrupt to come forth, For it they temaine in 
the ſtomach, they cauſe tormenting, and wreſtling, and heauineſſe of the 
head and ſometimes they ſend forth choler ypward and downeward, or they 
cauſe fluxe of the wombe, or feauers, Therefore ſueh as cannot digeſt but 
hardly, we muſt accuſtome them long time before,that they may votume eaſi- tus. 
ly, fot that is belt in many perils, And if any be hard to vomite by nature. & be 
ill diſpo ed to dtinke cold things, ia any caſe it is ot inconuenient to giue 
him a cup of pure cold water to drinke: tor the ſtomaeh being ſtrengthened, 
it ſoone thruſteth out thoſe things that ſticke in it, and ſendeth them downe 
to the lower part. Then the next day let the ſicke be kept in quiet and reſt, 
and vie rubbings of his ſeete, and chafing of his ſides, vntill the rumbling and 
= windiceſle breake out beneath, and vntill the belkings do come forth with 
> geutler qualitie. And then it is good to riſe vp, that firſt the bellie may ſend 
daut ihe cottupt things by ſiege, and aſter ward let the ſicke walke moderately, 
and let him be idle, becauſe of the troubled vapours vbich be aſcended into 
the head through corruption. After this he muſt apply his mind to daily buſi- 
neſſe wirhom perturbation and indignation. Then againe the bellie muſt be 
prouoked to auoide thoſe things that remaine yet. Afterward you muſt bid 
him reſt, and you muſt powre vpon and noutiſh the feete with warme water: 
and the face being waſhed with pure cold water, let him reſt in hij bed, and 
procure him to ſlæepe by all meanes. After which let him vie à liiile walkin 
and then a bah Ai Dada let hi tlie Ne 
the bodie is able to digeſt, But yet you may not ouerpaſſe methijy do 
helpe digeſtion, ah, Pepper, eſpecially long Pepper; which doth c helpe Lo Pepper 
digeſtion, But it you haue it not at that preſent, you may vſe white 4 * dige- 
if you haue not thay neither, take blacke Pepper. Alſo for the ſame, Diacotonton Sion. 
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is good, and D:oſpoliticum, Alſo there be other things to be applyed, ac well

which are 3 in the former Chapters. But all theſe mediciuet (elpecially, 
ſuch as do pierce quickly, as 1s,Caraway leeds, Fenoell ſee ds, Apium, Lounge 
ſeed, Parley ſeed. Amme, Pepper, Ginger, and ſoch like) muſt be giuen tuo 
houres before meats: but after meate you muſt geuer take them? for then

CHAP, X. 


| Of windineſſe inthe ſtomach. 
He ſtomach is windie through th: windines that is engendred in it, Win: 
dinefle is engendred through flegmaticke humours in the ſtomach, or 
ellctuirovgh meates diſſolued into vapors through want and debilitie ot hene. 
For cold onely doth caule no windineſle, becauſe it can neither extenuate not 
diſſolue meate. Velement heate fot ihe moſt part ( ouetcoming thoſe thi 
that it comprehengeth ) extenuateth aud maketh thinne the meate, fo that uo 
vapours can cogender thereof, vnleſſe it be caſte to turue into wiodines of the 
ownenature: but the windmeſſe that is ſo engendred is troublous and cloudy: 
and alſq it is but litile, and endureth but a little while, fo that at one belking 
or other it vaniſheth away ſtraight. The heate that worketh in the meates, if 
it be but of little torce and ſtrength ( that is, doth ſomewhar diſſolue them, but 
not altogether conſume them) thereof muſt needs engender windines,as Gi» 
len teacheth. lib. 3. de ſympt. cauſ. cap. 7. They that are thus diſeaſed haue ſtreich· 
ing out and heauineſſe of the ſtomach: allo ſometime ſwelling, and a certain 
bowing out of the mouth of the ſtomach, and of the ſtomach it ſelfe: alſo 
emptie belkiags do come, ſometimes lightning a little, and a ſtopping of 
the windineſſe which is wont to breake downward, Allo this cuill ſometinies 
is all ouer the breaſt, and fometime behinde, about the backebone and backe, 
and ruſheth among the ioynts,and often it oceupieth both places. Beſides iheie 
things here is vehement paide in drawing of breath, becauſe of the pteſſng 
doune together ofthe midriffc, ſo that ſome do feelelike as though they wee 
— choked, They are eaſed by the meate going dowocward, and by windineſſe 
breaking out either by belciog or by the belly. Alſo rumbling & ooiſeis heard 
within. Therefore it the windinefle of the ſtomach be caulcd of flegmaticke 
meates, you muſt miniſter an extenuatiog diet, and ſuch medicites as do di- 
uide aud purge fleame, which we taught in the firſt Chapter ofthis booke.But 
if the windmeſſe be engendred rarough want and weakeneſſe of heate he muſt 
vſe meates calle of digeſtion. aud of gaod iuice. Alſo be tnuſt rate but lite: for 
faſting js very goodtor this diſe e. After all the meate yon muſt miniſter wine 
that is pure and vnmixe d but yet he muſt e chue much drinka as eee ene 
mie.

mouth ot the ſtomach, and corruption of the food, cauſeth yelking, Which cau- 
ſeth children ſpecially to haue the hicket often. Alſo yelking cagendreth in 
feuers, ſpecially when the fomach or ſou e other bo well is ioflamed. The out» 
ward cauſes are eaſily know ue by the telling of the ſicke and them that be a-

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vent hefote. Yon may know it che meate be corrupt, by the burnt ſauot o x 
but you ſhall know ſharpnefle by gnawing, pricking, aud pulling. :

is cauſed trou bh much cradity and rawneſte of the flomach, and il} digeſtion (4. 
wiich many times engend/ eth of great wickedneſſe ofthe meates, and ſome 
dme ihtough abundauce of vitious kumours allo. The fignes whereby ibis Sign 
euill is knowne , be vey manifeſt : for they auoyd both ypward and downe-

ly reſtrictiue, which is not very (wm, t yet ſweet and pot odorifcrous; and 
put into it, warme if it may be, or elſe cold, crummes of bread, or Alice, and 
lo by little and little at ſundry times let them ſoupe it vp. But yet they muſt ei. 
chue much quantitie of wine: and by all meanes you muft go about to bring 
them to ſleep, by ſtrewing the yauement of the houſe with Roſes ,Vineleaucs, 
Brier, and ſuch like afore taught. Allo apply odorawents to the noſe, as Roles, 
Quinces, and ſuch like : alſo annoint ſoporiferous and ſleepy oiotments abowt 
the temples and totehead. If he go to the ſtoole ſtill, caſt in by a cliſter 49. 
lum with decoction of Poppy beads, for it doth both reſtraine and coole, and 
cauſe ſleepe. To ſtop vomitꝭ, it is good to cate anddeuourethe iuice of Meds 
lars, Quinces, Pomegranates, and Peares, If with theſe remedies and othets 
that be taught before is the lecond Chapter of this Bookeghe fick canootkeep 
aud brooke his meate, you muſt apply without vpon the ſtomach a vey great 
cupping glaſſe lightly.

CHAP. XIII 
» Ofthefluxe Diarrhea. 
Thins in Latin, is a copious and great fluxe of the wombe without exul- 
ccration and inf immation. It is cauied through weatnefle otthe inſtru · Caoſe, 
ments that belong and do ſetue to digeſtion, alſo through abundance of vou- 
riſhmeor & meat that is moiſt and viſcous, and through corruption of the ſame 
meate. Moreouer, gnawing and biting of thole things that are contained in 
the belly: alio flowing of ſome * pas fu to the belly, & alſo weake- 
nefle oj the retentive vertue. The fignes whefeby the cauſes are knowne are Signs, 
very maniteſt, For if this fluxe Diarrhea be cauſed h the weaknefle of 
the inſtruments that ſerue for digeſtion, as is the ſtomach , the bowels, the 
liver , andthe ſpleene, you malt ſecke the ſignes of theſe out of their owe 
Chapters. But if it be cauſed through much deuouring of cuill meat & drinks, 
you may know it paitly by the patients tale, & partly alſo by thoſe things that 
come forth by ſiege, For if they be cholericke, they be yellow of colour, and 
they be not caſt out without feeling of goawiog & beate: alſo tbe patient fee. 
leth b:tterneſle of the mouth, thirſt, thinne ſtate of the , and other tokens 
which ſignifie choler. If it be flegmaticke, thoſe things which come out with 
the ſiege ſhall be contrary to that which is ſaid before of choler. And if hu- 
mors do flow from the bead to the belly, the egeſtions will appeare frothy, and 
the temper of the braine will be very moiſt, Itthe fluxe be cngendred through 
fulneſſe of the whole body, or if it be indicatorie, the fignes are rehearſed in 
another place, and of Galen li. de plenitudine c criſbus. And it this fluxe ofthe 
wombe be cauſed through weakeneſſe of the inſtruments, the diſtemper 
which is caue of this, muſt be cured and cortected by his contraries, as is Cr 
taugbt in the firſi Chapter ofthis Booke, If this luxe of the wombe be cauſed Note, 
through other canes, and thatoature doth labour to driue out of the bodie 
ſuperfluous and burtfull matter by this meares, and ibat tbey can eaſily ſuffes 
it which be troubled with it, then you muſt ſaffer, and watch til oature bath be- 
ſtowed all her care and charge: or elle alſo it 1s good to helpe natures motion; 
but for to go about to ſtrive withit, and to ſtop the fluxe, it cauſeth aworſe & 
greater dilcaſe : for thoſe humors which arc ſtopped, being caried ypward, do 
caule paine in the bead, or frenſie, or lethargie, or impoſtumation behind the 
cares, not without danger. Therefore in the beginning you may not ſtop the 
” fluxc which floweth prefitably for the health of the body, but after that the 
fluxe bath endured long, not onely carrying foorth ſuperfluities, but allo mel- 

ting as it werethe ſtate of the body, & conluming the ſtreogth, then you muſt 
labour to ſtop it, as well by things giuen in at the mouth, as allo caſt in at 
the fundament, and alſo by things applyed outwardly vpon the belly. There» 
fore if tbete come foorth excrements of cleane choler, you muſt change it 
into a better and a more heakbfull ſtate, but yet you may not cure them by 
Ropping of in ſtraightayes « for the * matter that is gathered toge- 
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it kindlevhebieſt, and wehe.

Here be three kinds of wormes, The firſt be round and long, named Te- 
retes. The ſecopd be broad, called therefore Lati. The third are called 4(- 
carides, The firſt Kind of wormes called Teretes, according to their thickneſſe 
they be round and a hand breadth in length, and ſometime longer, and they be 
commotet then other, They be often in the flendet and ſmall guts, asd they go 
into the ſtomach, | and therefore they are roided often by the mouth, and to 
ſome alſo they come out at the noſtrils. And this kiode of wormes is peculiat 
to infants,and children, and boyes, and gitles. The ſecond kind of wormes cal 
Jed Lati, be broad and long like a gard or band, They be of incredible length 
(as Plinie witneſſeth) lib. z. cap. 33 · Sometime they are ſeene three hundred foot 
long, and ſometime more, This kind of worme (as Par las & Aetius witneſſe) 


nz nothing elſe but a permutation and changing of the chinne Himes going a.

When the tuell is fallen out, you muſt diligently conſider whether it be ſtee Caratio, 
fromioflammarion or no : for if it be not inflamed at all, it ruſt by and by be 
thruſt and put to his ſormer place by compulſion : and becauſe it muſt nor fall 
ont againe, after that it is thruſt in and put vp into his oe place, you muſt 
ly teſtrictiue medicines outward to it. Therefore firſt you muſt avnoint ir 
2 oile of Roſes being warmed,or ſcoure the tuel with reſitictiue wine, 
and then being put vp agaive into his place, you muſtbind bim vp. Abd that 
you muſt do by — , as ſoone as the ſicke hath bene at the ſtoole, leſt that 
when e aine, the tueN ſhould fall 
out againe. You muſt apply a Liniment of Acatia and Hypeciſchidos with wine. 
Allo you muſt ſeeth in water till it be red, Gals, Balanſtia, ſhels of Maſte;Pome- 
granate rindes, Daifies, Sumacb, ſhales of Qyuinces, and ſuch like, and afterward 
of that detoction make inſefHons and waſhings, But after that the tuell is wa- 
pare rn er ect" — chen it is Jawfulito ſtrew vp 
on it, and to to it dry medicines. For which purpole apply Bole-/ 
i ankiaſence,Sexgui draconis, Gals, — — 
Harti bhorue, & ſue otber reſtrictiue medicines, as we have rehearſe I 
fore:Bur if the tuell rough inflammation be ſo ſwollen, that x cannot be thruſt 
vp egaine,ifthe body be full ot bamours, you muſt firft cut a veine, & provoke. 
yomite- Aud allo you muſt apply to the tuell by and by in the begumiag thoſe 
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1g3 that do reftraine and ſtop or appeaſe : but if there be vo abundance of 
humor: inthe body, let the ſicke vie in(effions ofthe decoction of Cammomil, 
Mallowes, Althea, Linleed, Fenugreeke, and ſuch like; or let him deſcend into 
hot water, and tarrie. in it for a time. Alſo it is lawfoll to apply a ſponge or wool 
wet in the decoction. Morcouer, you muſt annoint che tuell with o1Jesot Cam- 
momill and Dill, vtill it may be put vp: for they becauſe of their diſſoluing ver · 
we , do readily take away the ſwelling, and do alſo cauſe that it may be put v 
2gaine without any ditficultic or paine, But after it is put vp againe , then you 
muſt vie the aforeſaid teſtrictiue medicines, that it fall not out againe. | 


CHAP. XXII. 


Of the clefts of the Fundament. ; 

. of the fundament, be chaps which are made in the muſcle that ſhut-

Allo the at the time ofthe cure muſt be kept ſoluble with meates 
that do moiſten, and fat wee? leſt dry dung ſhould hiader and tary the con · 
lutination. Of ſach qualities be Mallowes, Spinach, milke of ſweet Almonds,

| Of the weakeneſſe of the Linen. | 
WIe of the Liuer is cauſed of diſtemp er, either bote, cold, moiſt, 
or dry. Hote diſtemper doth roft , and as it were burne vp as well the 
kymors which were before in the Luer, as allo thoſe bumors whick are carried 
to the Liucr by the yeines Meſentery. But cold diſtemper doth make the lege. 
maticke and raw humour which is alteadie contained in the. Liver, gtoſſe and 
tough. aod. hard to be moued and the humoura that be carled tothe Liueri it 
thicker. Moiſt temper doth make the hut ori thin and more watery. There - 
ie they whichbage weake faculdie and ſtrength of the Liuer , ne called: 


Hepatiei, 
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Hebatlc},22 Galen ſaith Hot diftemper vexing the Liver,there are colſquations, Signe. 
2 ofthe humott, & aſter that of the Liuer it ſelle: alſo choler that is linking 
2d groſſe is auoyded by the belly, and is abundanily coloured: allo a feuer 
veteth him, be abhorreth meate, and caſteth yp choler. Moreouer, thirſt doth 
trouble them, their vrĩne is rough, and the pulle is ſwift, When there is cold 
diſtemper,they make not many excretions,nor much in quantitic;the euill en- 
dureth lonꝑ, and the belly floweth certaine dayes abundantly.But the egeſtions 
de leſſe ſtinking then thoſe which be melted through heate, t either haue they 
colour alio not thickneſſe, but are like putrifact bloud which is curded. And 
if you do diligently marke it, it is neither curded bloud, nor blacke bloud, but 
as it were certaine ſlime and dregs of gioſſe bloud coming uigh to melancho- 
ly. Aud alſo diverſe and many colours of the excrements do ſigniſie cold di- 
ſtemper, Allo in it thete appeareth a faint feuer: the face doth not fall, and 
he bath greater appetite of meates. To either of theſe diſtempers, if there 
come diineſſe, the excrements will be drier and lefle, and the licke will be 
more thirſtie. Butif moiſtneſle come to either of them, the egeſtions will be 
more liquide and more abundant, and they ſhall be lefle troubled withthirſt, , 
For the cute, the chie fe point is to amend the griefe by contraries, Therefore , 
you muſt coole a hote diſtemper, and beat a cold diſtemper, Likewiſe you 
muſt moiſten a drie diſtemper, and drie a moiſture, But in the cure, this muſt Note, 
allo be coofidered, that in all medicines for the Liucr, as well thoſe which be 
taken by the mouth inward, as alſo thoſe thatbe applyed to it ourwardly, you 
commize ſome reſtrictiue things with them, whereby the ſtrength and ſtabi- 
litie of the Liver may be conſerued and kept. Theretore in a hote diſtemper, ,,. , in abebs 
for his diet, let him vſe broth of Ptiſan, and other mearsthat do meanly dif 
as Letruce, Endive, Succotie, Sowthiſtle, and Water and Bread mized'toge= Ogg 
ther,or bread dipped in water. Allo Chickens, Parttich, birds of mountaines, I 
and Veale, theſe being ſodden in Veruein or Limons. Of fraites, let the ficke 
eate Raiſins, Limon, and ſweete Almonds, He muſt eſchue wine altogether, 
except ſome other cauſe let it, as weakneſſe of the ſtomach, for then you muſt 
miniſter thin and waterie wine. Let them drinke for wine, iuyce of Pomegra- 
nates, and Syrapes acetoſus ſimplex. Alſo Oæiſaccarum, with decoction of Barley 
or Endive. Alſo they muſt eſchue all meates and drinkes dreſſed with Hooy, 
ind that be bery hote, and haue vertue to cut and diuide. For the cure, miniſter 
vnto him by the mouth, conſerue of Roles, Diarrbodom abbatis, Diatrion ſama- 
len, and other luch like Antidotes. Allo thele lozenges profit. N. ihe powders of 
Diarrbodon abbatis,and of Diatrien ſantalam, ana. 3. fi. ſeeds ot both the tame 
Endiues red Roſet, ana. Q ij.Raifins, 3. j white Sanders, Withwind, flowers of 
Squinant, ana J. j Sugar, 3 vj. diſlolue nin the ſtilled waters of Wi wind and 
Endive that bath the broad leauet, aud make lozenges.

One diet is common to all theſe kinds of Nropfics: that 
their meate be eaſie of digeſtion and iufficiently coat and dric.For that meate 
chat is looſe and moiſt, is apt to be turned into watermefle,Therefore let his 
bread be very well baked, and let it haue Salt, mm, Fennell, Anniſe, or Co- 
min commixed with it. Alſo it ought to be well leauened, for it reſtraineih and 
ſtoppeth the leſſe. Of bitds the drieſt are good, as Pattriches, Turtles, Black.

Moreouet ſome 
do void out bloud from the reines through breaking of a veine in the reines 
as it chanceth to thoſe which haue lilt vp a great weight, ot haue leapt great- 
ly , or haue fallen out of ao high place, or haue ſuffered ſome ſuch other yio+ 
lent thing, Sometime it chanceththrough gnawiag of the veines by ſharpe hu · 
mours flowing from aboue. If this dileaſe be cauſed through weakeneſſe of 
the reines, the bloud is ſent out very wheyiſh : but if it be through amplitude 
andlargencſlc of the veines, ca they lere no paine. If che excretion of bloud 

be by certaine circuits , then either there is fulueſſe of the whole bodice or

but do vne ward ynto the bladder and priuie men be ts, and the loines and bips, 
and allo to the ſhare and thighs. Alſo there followeth aſtoniſhment of ihe leg 
that is acare, that it canreither be ſtretched outright, nor be cannot go on 
his feet. And whetber ſaccfiog or any other concuſſion do chance, ibey are 
vexed with moſt vehement paire, their extreme parts be cold, and moſi the 
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2 che ee preſent pr os e 2 af N 
tee, and they piſſe eoati lu th 5 ir vrioe 1 
thinac an d waterie, bauing no refidence in it: but the —— 
worſe, it is ois rubicund. Allo afterward it is groſſe and filthie, and there 
be vehement ſeuets pteſent. And if the inflammation increale ſtill , all theſe 
Ggncs ware more vehement. Tothele commeth dupoſition to vomite, and 
gnawing of the ſtomacke,and vomiting of choler. Many of them are vexed 
and ſweat votill their hearts faile them: their belly is topped, io that they are 
puffed vp with wind, and do lend out belkings continually. There followeth 
vehement abhorring of meat, and to ſome there are continuall exacerbations, 
but to ſome betweene whiles. And generally, egeſtion of che wombe, & much 
excretion o vrine do go before thole paines. The ſicke muſt lye in a very ſoſt 
bed:and the firſt day he mnſt abſtaine from meat, but you may not extend his 
faſting to many dayes : for the vrines being made more pure and ſharpe by 
faſtiog, do yexe with moſt vebement biting and gnawing. Therefore in the 
beginning you mult nouriſh them with thin ſoupings that do eaſe and ceaſſe 
na wing & biting. as it broth of Puſan, or Alice of Barley, Allo Mallowes for 
potherbs doth much profit. Let his driuke be water whereiu alitle Cina 
mon hath bene ſodden. To be ſhort, let his diet be thin, and ſuch as is ia other 
inflammatiqnz. For the cure, in the beginning you muſt þy and by let him 
bloud,aad you muſt cut the veine that is in the bamme, or in the anckles, angd 
that muſt be done on the leg that is right again the reine that is vexed. Alla 
ſometime (as Galen ſaith) you muſt let bloud of the arme (that is) when the 
ieflammation is new and abundance of bloud is preſent. Alter bloud letting 
you muſt come to outward medicines, as cataplaſmes, faments, liniments, 
emplaiſters, & ſuch hke.which haue vertuc to coole meanly, and tocale paine, 
made of oyles of Roſes, Quinces and Cammomill, of Barley meale, Beans 
meale, Fenugreeke, Lineieed, and ſuch hike, which be rehearſed in the chap» 
ters of inflammation of the Liuet and the ſpleene Aud if the paine be not es- 
ſed by ihoſe things thas be applyed outwardly, apply a cupping glaſſe to the 
loines and the guts, and (carification being made, you muſt draw out much 
bloud. Then you muſt vie nouriſhment of ſponges, and other things which 
can caſe paibe. You muſt onely beware all this time, that you giue not ſuck 
medicine: to drinke as prouoke viine, for they hurt yehemeatly by bringing 
in gnawing and bitiug humour to the inflamed parts. This medicine I haue 
proucd to be ſingularly good R the iuyce of Clary, and the iuice of Night- 
ſhade,ana. S. ij. drunke in 3 vj. of ſtale Ale morning and cueoing vj. dayet 
together. Alſo you muſt beware in the begianing ot the inflammation 
purging medicines. But yet you may vle loft clyſters (pecially if the belly be 
coſtiue) made of the decoction of Mallowes, or Linelced, and Fenugreeke, 
or Pula broth, putting to it oyle of Violets, or Cammomill oyle. But you 
muſt beware you put not in great abundance of it, for then the bowels being 
filled and ſtretched out with it, will preſſe together the reines, But when the 
inflammation is perteQly ceaſſed and concoR , which you may know by the 
— the paine,thenalſo you may purge him by medicines that provoke 
vrine. For after inflammations concoc and digeſt, the moe commeth forth 
m 
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much in quantitie and groſſe, and in thoſe that haue reũdence, it is good,. and 


{ſo iudged the beſt altogether, What medicines ptouoke vine, we baue Ne 
io ws Booke of making of medicmes, in the y. Chap. ſp ecially | taught 


herbs, Fennell, Ai, & Parcely well iodden,are good And if by the Zosel 

medicines the iuflamm : tion be not di uen away, and if neither the paine, not Sig u- 
the feuer, nor the be auineſſe do reit by vliag of the afoteſaid things, and allo if ration. 
difficulrie of piſſiug, and often utoppiag dowae of the vrine, do vexe the pati - 

ent, thele betokea matter to be gathered that part. Ther fore as ſwiftly as you 

can, you muſt helpe the ſuppui ation and breaking out of the matter, For the 

which purpoſe, a Sponge cootioually v et in water and oile, applied in ſtead of 

a fomem, »roficeth, For the ſame purpo't ao we vie cataplalines which are 

made of Barley meale, Br an, Figs, Althea, and ſuch like rebearicd before int ie 

Chapter of inflammation of the Liuer, Allo it profiteth greatly to delcend into 

a bath made of molſiſying heros, as Mallowes, Althea, Linelced, Fenupreeke. 

Aud if after perfect iuppuration. the rupture & breaking be delayed and taried Signs 
(which you may know if the feuers and pains ware leſſe, & lenſe ct heauineſſe fed ſugpur 
remaine about che teine that is afteted) miniſter thole things in diinke which 2a 
prouoke vrine,as is, decoction of F unell, Peajronall, Origan, and ſuch like: for 

thele ſometime do breake the luppuration, and purge out the matter with the 

vtine And if the ag of them do profit oothing,you muſt waſhthe belly with 

ſharpe clyſters:as with root ot wild Cucumber odd en & allaied,or decoction 

of Gatlike or Radiſh You muſt ſteepe thoſe in Brine, and commixe alitle oile, 

whereby they may be made ſlipbety to be powred io. Theſe muſt be throwne 

ia with a clyſtet pipe, & the ſicke muſt be bidden to hold it long time: for they 

are wont often to breake that ſuppuration, together with that, tbat they mol - 

lifie the belly. Allo if the rupture and breaking tarry, Comin with wine ca 
led Paſſum, helpeth, and Rew with Yinum mulſum.

To E ſtone of the Reines bappeneth oftener to men of perfect age then to 
children The cauſe of i»gendering of luch Ropes is cor tiuuall cruduy and Canſe, 

rawaelle ot the ſto nach, whereby abundance of groſſe and carthly humours 

is heaped vp together, and buraing or fer ie heate about the reigcs parcheih 
the humour, and kaits them together, and hatdeneth them into a ſtone. The 

ſtones be in the teinet, uigbh theii ventticles, either little or great, and lometime Differences of 
ſmaller, ometime many,d:f-ring among themſelues in greatneſl» figure, co= fones, 
lout. and ſharpnes: for they are found Hacke, whitiſh and i ile. There chanceth

woideth nothing, but it maketh many proffers to go the ſtoole. Somenme 
there is avoided forth bloud through theviolence of the ſtones, ſpecially ifthey 
be ſharpe ſtones. Allo the vtine hath grauelly reſidence, ſpecially when the ſtone, 
is remoued from the reines; which ſignes aforeſaid Hippocrates declareth in lib, 
6,Epid.par.1.Aphor.s Moreover thisgs that be light and round, are eafily ſen 
out: but not {p, it they be of any other forme or taſhion: but ſpecially it they 
be long and ſharpe, they are hard to be ſent out When the tone, ſtopped in 
the reines, doth cauſe moſt vehement paines, leſt abundance of bloud though 
the greatpeſſe ol the paine ſhould come downe togeiher tothe member diſ. 
ealed,in a bodje that is full ot humours and ſtrong you muſt by and by cut ihe 
veine in the ham of that leg that is aſtoaied, and is right agaioſt the reine chat it 
diſeaſed. But in thoſe that labour of ill digeſtion or vicious humours, purgin 
of the abundant humor is good for them. Neither may this caution be onune 
except ſome other thing do foi bid tbem: which alſo Hippocrates biddeih, while 
he te acheth that yong men ſhould be purged with Hellebore. Allo il it be not 
Jawfull to let bloud, nor to miniſter purgation, you muſt waſh the v ombe by 
maniſtring of clyſters, which you muſt do at that time ſpecially when there is 
great plenty of excrements inthe bowels But you muſt only beware that they 
be not ſtroug clyſters, and thatthey do not draw plenty of humois from other 
places to the bowels, leſt the paſſages of the vrine ſhould be ſtreightened and 
preſſed together: but let ihem be ſuch as are onely able to auoide the excre» 
ments contained in the bowels, as is this clyſter. M. Mallowes, Althea, Mercury, 
Maidenhaire, Patietatie, ana. M. j. water Cteſles, M. j ſꝭ. ſeed of Parcely, Apium. 
Fennell, aud Flaxe, ana. 3. ij. toot of Gladon, 3 j f$.Bran, 3 boile them in iuſt 
quantitie of water vnto the thitd part, & then take ol the liquor of that deco- 
Qion being ſtrained, 3. zj. of Caſſia fiſtula, ã j. of Hierapicra, $ ſ¶. mel Roſarum 
trained, 3 j. ff. oiles ol Dill, Re w, and Camimomill, ana. Z. j. Salt, 3. ij. commixe 
them all & make a clyſter. But we may in no caſe vic continuall clyſters, & neg» 
lect almoſt al other remedics,as many Phyſitians do new adayes. but vie ther 
twiſe or thriſe, & ſo, thatthey be not kept aboue their accuſtomed time. For it 
they be holden longer then they ought to be, they cauſe preſſing together, and 
ſtreightdes of the reins, & the conduits of the vrine, When the belly is purged 
and emptied of excrements, you muſt miniſter thoſe medicirs which can loo- 
ſen the conduits and paſſagesʒ for which purpole the region of the reines and 
the loines muſt be annojoted with this medicine Rx oiles of Dill, and of ſweet 
Almonds,aoa.Z.jj.oile ot Capmomill, 3. j ſʒ Hens greaſe, & Gooſe greaſe, an · 
D. ij Butter without(alt, 3 j. Ware as much as is ſufficieut, make a ſoft oint - 
ment. Allo he mull vſe inteſſions of the decoctions of C alamint, Origan, wa* 
ter Creſſes, Cole worts, leaues of Althea, Malle ws & luch like, or the ficke muſt 
often be letdowne into a great vcſſell of warme ſweet water, Alo foments of 
Bran, with leaues of Althea ſodden, being applied to the grieued place, be 
very good. Alſo cataplaſmes made of Wheate meale, of Lineſeede, and fenu- 
greeke,of Lupines, of the root of dog Fennell beaten very ſmall, and of Cam- 
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momill. Alſo it is to lay bread ſodden in wine cHled Pefſum about the 
loines and the belly. Neither ſhall he do raſhly which zpplycth cataplaſines, 
and other things before rehearſed, tothe bladder and the ſhare. But you muſt 
bring on heapes one plaiſter after another betore the firſt coole: for cold 
doth draw together and bird, and ſo doth hold ſtill the ſtone in the reines and 
in the conduits of the yrine, And if you liſt aot to vic o many catapla!mes, you 
may couet it with ſome heating thing vpon it, that it coole nor; for theie ſome- 
times. and that not leldome, are wont to ſuffice for to caſt out the ſtone by the 
vrine Aud if theſe diiue nor away the diſeaſe, you muſt miniſter in driake 
thoſe things which prouokegnne , Thele that follow draw much vrine: Gla- 
don, 5. lohns wort, Parcely, Orcoſelinum, Gtommell, mmi, leed of Dascus and 
Fennell, , ſarum, toote of Brionie and Mather, barke of the roote of Capers, 
Sperage, and luch hike. With thele commixe thole things that bring downe 
vrige voto the reines : as 15, root of Peucedane,or dog Fennell, Briony, Apium, 
and Radicela, Allo commixe with them thoſe things that breake and teare the 
ſtone in the teines. as is, Sum, Maidenhbairre, Bdellium, Tutſan ſeed, Bruſcus root, 
Sarifrage, getonie, roote of Damoſomum, broth of Cicers, roote of Ciprelle, 
Grommell, laps Iudaicus, X 4nthium, the ſeed and roote of Althea, gut me of 
Plum: tree, car.h Wormes ſodden, and ſtones and ſponges of the Sea. E 
one of theſe part of them ſudden, and part of them very finely powdred,mini-+ 
ſtet them to drinke. But it is beſt to miniſter thoſe things which prouoke vrine 
and breake the ſtone, at that time when the vehement paines be releaſed, which 
chanceth hen the itone is remoued and ſtirred out of bis place. But it the 
ſtones he eſtabliſhed taſt, and be vehemently compact in the te ines, he muſt 
eſchue much drinke, and allo thole things that prouoke vriae: for ſeeing they 
bring with them to the teines a great abundance of excrements, they cauſe the 
paſſages of the vtine to be ſtopped, and let the paſſing of the ſtones out of tho 
reines. You muſt releaſe and looſen the reines, and the conduits of the vrine, 
with foments, cataplalmes and inſeſſions, as is aforeſaid, Allo the belly muſt 
be voided with light clyſters , leſt the paſſages of the vrine be ſtopped. Aſter 
that paine is a line releaſe, you way allo apply profitably to them a cupping 
glaſſe, ſpecially lubtilly faſtened to, if ioflimmarion do not let it? for often- 
times cupping glaſles do ſo remoue on heapes thoſe ſlones that they ceaſſe the 
paines by and by, that is, the ſtones being carried into the amplitude of the 
bladder, Wheretore in the begiuning faſten the cupping glaſſe aboue from 
the teine, and then to the part about the priuie members,oncrtbwartly accor- 
ding to the placing of the conduits of the vrine. Moreouer ſtones bein 
brought from the teines tothe bladder, and for their gteatneſle beiog holden 
ſtill about · the necke ofthe bladder, they do often bring the ſicke into ex- 
treme perill, as well through their pricking paine, as allo beciuſe they will 
not luffer the vrine to come out, You muſt go aboutto let the ſicke lie io ſuch 
a faſhion, that he may lie vpright and haue the ioynts of his huckle bones lie 
veric high. Then you muſt ſtitte them many wayes , that by all the meanes 
that you can inuent you may make the ſtone t Tall out of the pallage 
of the bladder. Afterward you muſt bid the bcke to put out the vrine 
quickly: but hen the ſtone is not caſt out, you muſt moue him againe, 
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and iſe it againe and againe often, And if you do profit nething by thus do» 


ing, you muſt put in an isftrument called catheter, which is apt to draw out 
vrine, and with that you muſt draw the ſtone from the necke of the bladder, 
and bring out the vrine. Afterward you muſt labour to breake the ſtone being 
in the breadth of the bladder,with conuenient medicines by potions: but itthe 
ſtone fall out of ihe bladder, it ſtayeth aboutthe middle paſlage of the yard, and 
by wounding it bringeth perill of cxulceration : then you muſt pe te hot wa- 
ter by little and little, from the furtheſt parts of the yard, ot you mult put the 
yard in hote oyle,thathath diſloluiog vertue in it. Alſo you muſt miniſter much 
of lome decoction made of thole things that p togoke vrine, and you muſt bid 
the ſicke gather much vrive, and aſterwardto put it out, and to expell itdili- 
gently: tor {o the ſtone withdrawne is wont to fall out, But when you cannot 
—4 out this way nei ther, you muſt cut the yard aboue with a lule wound, 
about the bigaeſſe of an Akorue: for it is not good to cut it ynder the yard; 
tor almoſt alwayes it turneth into a Fiſtzla, and afterward the vrine cometh 
out by the cleſt. The ſtone being at the laſt remoued away, you muſt pre ſerue 
the man, that the reines be no more troubled with the ſtone The greateſt 
thing to auoid iagend:ing of the ſtone, is to vie meats of good iuyte, eaſie of 
digeſtiov, and moderate. Therefore it is good tor him to beware ot all meates 


ol hard lubſt ance, and which ate bard to be broken in peeces with chewing, 


Alſo let their cxerciles be meaue, and let them vie but litile all kind of Pulle, 
and of corne: allo Cheeſe, Alilke, and che meates that are made of them. Mote- 
ouer, blackc wine, and plentie of fleſh, and generally all things of good iuyce, 
aud that be ouer hote and ſharpe, You mult admoniſſi them whom the ſtone 
hath afflicted, that they vomit often alter ſupper, and that they dtinke Worme- 
wood continually. And at certaine times, if bloud ſeeme to abound, let them 
cut a veioe: ot if vicious humours be gathered on a beape, let them vic a pur- 
ging mediciae agreeing to their temperament. Alſo their water throughout 
all heir diet , muſt be moſt pure and (traived, Allo let their wine be thin and 
white, and oot very old, for that is meete to proucke vrine, Allo they mult vie 
as well meates as medicines that pronoke vrine. Therefore they moſt cate 
daily Parſeneps very well ſodden, Fennell, Siam, Penitoyall, and ſuch like. A- 
mong medicines this powder is of moſt effect: R. of the roots ot Fennell. Spe · 


tage and Filipendala, aua. 3. j. iootes of Mather, O. j. rootes of Ariſtelochia ro- 


tunda, and Althea, ana, g. j. Licorice (craped, Z. ij. the ſtones of ſea Sponges, 
and lapis Indaicus, ana. 3 j. ſeeds of Ammeos, Baucus, Parcely,Saxitrage, Fen» 
nell, Anniſc, Grommell, ana, 5. G. ſeeds of Melons, and Citrons pilled, ana 5 K 
B. ſeed of Allalengi: A, GG. Pellitory of the wall, Mallowes, ana. 3 J. Puho 
mountaioe, Maidenhaite, Peniroyall, 4ſarsm,ava. 3. G. of the bloud of a male 
Goat dried and prepared, Z. j. Bdellium, Ammoniacke, ana. 3. GG. of Crabs eyes. 
Cinamca cholen, and Squinant, ana. O ij. beate all, and bring them into 2 moſt 
ſiae powder, whereof giue the weight of one draehme eucry fourth day, or 
once a weeke in the morning with thinne wine. Moreover the preparating o 
the Goats bloud atoreſHd is taught of Aetiws,lib,11. cap,12, Other remedies we 
will ſpcake of inthe Chypter of the ſtone inthe bladder.

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[ ABE T E $8 is acontiouall diſeaſe about the reinet, eauſſog much thirſt; Diabetes quid 
and allo whatlocuer is dtunke, euen as it is taken it is pifled out againe, Conſe. 


This diſeaſe is ingendted of weakneſle of the retentiue vertue of the reives; 
but there is ſuch ſtreogth of the attractiue vertue,that it ſucketh the whole bo- 


dic through icomodcrate heate, There followeth, to the ſicke a ſtubburne Signe. 


thirſt, neither are they filled by miniftring any kind of liquor, Thereforethey 
are conſtrained to drinke continually, becauſe that which is druoke gocth out 
ſo lwifily by the vrine againe. Alſo the bowels of the ſicke ſeeme to burne, the 
loynes ſwell yp, and the ſtones and hanches allo, And it yet more gnawing 
heate be increaſed inthe bowels, the ſtomach is wrinckled, and the veines in it 
are lifted vp: all the ſtate of the bodie is leane and there chaoceth grievous con+ 


ſuming of the bedie. The effect of the cure conſiſteth in this, to ſtop the ſharp» ai 


ne ſſe ofthe humour and the bloud, and with that to make the wheyiſh bu- 
mour which is commizt wich it, of low mouing. and to cottect ibe diſtemper 
of the reins. Thetfore by and by, when the euill beginueth, being not yet come 
to his pet lection, it is beſt to cut the veine on the ↄtme, aud to draw out bloud 
moderately, Allo you muſt giue him thingt that proucke vtine meanly, which 
may purge out the vicious humours that be ſetled ia the reines: But if the euill 
be immoderate and old, you muſt neither vſe bloud letting, not miniſter any 
thing that pt ouoketh vrine:for theſe do further the colliquation and con uming 
of the body, vhich doth chance alio by it lelie. For in them chat this cuill is in- 
ueterate,thcir ſtreogth faileth them, and through bloud- letting the whole bo. 
die is made ſharper : and thiogs that proucke vrine do multiphe and increaſe 
the euill in them. The greateſt and chiefeſt vemedie of this diſcale, is toreuo- 
mite chat yp againe that is druoke. Let his dtink be very cold, as allo let the reſt 


of his diet be cooliog. Therefore giue him meates of good iuice, and which pe, 


can difficultly be changed, and do lacke mordacitic and gnawing or which are 
able to ſtop mordacitie and ſharpoeſſe, as be, tete egs, Alica made like a ſou- 
ping, aud le aue {wines fleſh much lodden. Alſo you may well giue them new 
Cheele well compact, and without (alt, and milke wherein flint ſtones or red 
hote ſteele hath bene queoched, the whey taken away. Allo for ſouping, cold 
Ptilan broth is good. For pot-herbs,take Endiue, Lettuce, and Purflaine. Of 
fruics, Peares, Apples, & Pomegranates Allo fiſhes of grauelly places be good. 
He muſt diioke wine that is red and thicke,well alayed with water, tor to waſh 
the fait humour which cauſe the thirſt; for wine cauleth the temperature of 
the bodie to lvcetneſſe. In drinke alſo you mutt mimfter voto him iuice of 


Pomegtanates, Reb de Ribes, or Rob de Barbcries For medicines, miniſter yato * — 


him the iuyce of Knotgtaſſe or of Sanguinarie, with blacke wine. Allo deco- 
Aion of Comtery,8& of Dates, & of Vintle beries or Peares. Likewiſe firupes of 
Rolcs, and Mirtles, ard ſuch like. Alſo Trochisks of Spodium may be miviſtred 


with iuice of knotgtraſſe, ot black wine. Ourwardly youmuſt apply to the ſides, x ocalie. 


the loynes and the ſhare, ointments,cataplaimes,& cerotet chat do coole: as be 
thoſe which arc made of role Yincger, Polenta, Lettuce, Ducks meat, Pellitory 
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ofthe wall, Vine leaues, Purſlaine, and uch like. For which purpoſe alſo oint. 
rents do profite|, made of oites of Roles and Mirtles, or anoomtings with the 
iuice of N:ghiſhade, or of Vine buds. Alio you muſt lay to the Hypochonders 
or ſides, in forme ot a cataplaitme, Barley meale wrought vp with vineger and 
oile of Roſes, Allo vic this emplaiſte : R Batley meale, 3 fi. Vine buds, tops 
of Willow, Burſa paſtoris ana. M. G the tind of Pomegravats. 3. il. Purſlaioe, 
M. j. fecdes of Quinces, 3. j. red Roles, M. j. fl. boile them all io water vato 
the thicknes of llony, then adde to it oile of Roles, . ij oile of Mutles. Z j. boile 
them againe, and make a plaiſter. Of thele atorcſaid things you may make a 
cerote, by putting to Hypeciſchidos, Acatia, Bolearmoniacke, Koſin and Ware, 
Alſo you muſt prouoke them to ſweate, that the vicious humours may be tur 
ned to ſweating out. The beſt euapotation and ſweating is in a tunne, made 
with hcarbs and other hote things to prouoke ſweate . after ſuch ſort Ihat the 
head may be hout the tunne, Or elle apply a veſſell full of hote water to the 
feete lyiwg in bis bed, and prouoke ſweate. Allo waſh the conduite with 
Plantaine watet, and burm Alume. | 


CHAP. XL. 


Againſt Ulcers of the Reiner, 

V. cers or biles of the teines be cauſed through rupture and breaking of the 

veincs in the reines. Alſo it is cauſed through roiting of imflammation, 
and through ſharpe and gnawing humours carried into the reines. When the 
reines ate exultet ate, ihete is paine felt in the loynes, with heauineſſe, and the 
vrine is piſſed forth without any impediment, which chanceth not ſo in the 
vicers of the bladder. Alſo there is attet commixed in the vrine, with little pee 
ces of fleſn, ot haires ſwWimming in them; according to Hippocrates ſaying, 4. 
Aphor. 75. who laith, It bloud or water be piſſed out, it ſigniſieth exulceration, 
either ot the reios, or of the bladder, And by and by after be ſaith, If in a groſſe 
and thicke vrinc there appearc little peeces of fleſh, or as it were haires , they 
are ſent from the teines. Therefore when theſe appeare, let the ſicke eſchue 
eruditics, and ſacietie or fulnefle, Therefore let him cate no raw things in his 
meates, neither that which is hard of digeſtion, or that will cafily corrupt, or 
ingender ioflammation or windinefſe. Let bim chiefly abſtaine from thoſe 
things which do ſoone waxe ſoure ot ſhatpe; alſo from all ſhatpe and burning 
things, and whatſocuer doth breed and ingender choler, as is, much thirft, 
abſtinence, hunger, labour, wrath, ſolitarin« fle, exerciſe watching, and immo-

derate ſawces, He muſt eſchue aboue all thinꝑs immoderaie riding, and all ve- 


kement mouing or ſtirring-alſo he muſt auoid all perpetuall idlenefie,and con- 
tinuall bathing, He muſt yle new bread well wrought, & giue him fl-ſh of bird 
ofthe mountaines,and kids flcſh, and ſuch like render ficſh, Allo give bim ſca- 
de fiſhes of grauelly places, roftcd on a griditon. Moreover, riue Crabs, ſou- 
pingso! Pti zd, and Amylumſoddcn with milke,be matuellous good. Giue him 
alſo Milke mixed with Egs, and the fat broth of a Henne. Allo rere Egs mini- 
ſtred alone, arc good, Of Por-berbs, Mallowes, Fndiue, Sorrell, Purſlaine, and 
Lettuce, are x gr all theſe muſt be ſodden, fot the ſicke n:uft cate nothing 
that ia raw, as is aforeſaid, Of fruits, Raiſins are not hungiull, nor pine _

Alſo Almonds well blanched are good. Much drinke and wult be eſ- 
chued. And he muſt akogerher refi aine from cold drinke : for cold, as Hh 
cretes ſaith, 5, Aphor. 20. an <nemy to yicers Fot his drinke let him vie wine 
chat is alayed, and ſomewharreſtrifhue : or let him drinke Goates milke, or 
Shecps milke, or Almond mulke. Carnal] copulation is maruellous euill, not 
onely tor vIcers, but allo for all other dileaſes ot the reines ſpecially in old men, 
and in them that be weake of nature, Such things muſt be eſchued as 

vrice. Alſo let bathing be ſeldome vſed. as is aforeſaid, It is not voprotitable to 
vic naturall bathes, and waters {prong ot themielues, and ipecially Alume wa · 

ters, and Brimſtone waters, for it s commodiousto waſh cold places: it de · 

ſtroyeth ylcers ibzt be bars to cure, as well outwardly as alto inwardly.Allo pa- 

turall waters drunxe attet the morning walke are good.

the reines, when as they ate cauled through ſharpe and gnawing humors, muſt 

be begun with purging ot vicous and grawing humours. They that are thus 

affected, you muſt alio purge them by yomite 2 for vomite is good not onely Yomit ue, 
to avoid vicious humours,but alſo if any man do vomne boldly euery moneth, 

he ſhall diſlolue the vlcer ot the reines, and what euilſ ſoeuer maycbance there: 

for it turueth the mouing of the humor into a contrary part. Allo inthe meane 

ſeaſon you muſt miniſter medicines which do ſtop the gnawing of the ſharpe If edic ines 
humours, avis, Mallowes, Endwe, Sorrell, Purſlaine, ſeed of Melons, Cucum ſtopping gna= 
bers, and Gourds,firupes ot Violets, Roſes, and water Lilies, and the Conterues wing 71 
of them. But hen the vicious bumours be purged, be muſt drinke aqua Mu!ſa, mours, 
or the decoction of Feeugreeke with hony, or ot Cucumbers,or ot Mallowes, 

or of Mclons ſeed with Hyaromel. Alſo miniſter Milke with Hony newly mil - 

ked, and hot: for it is good to purge the yicers. Alo Goms whey, decoction of . 
Barley, Raiſins, and Licorice, is maruelloùs good, and the iuyce hkewile. When Perging of 
that th: vicers be purged and cleanſed ( which you may know N there appeate the vicers. 
in the vtiue deuhet peeets of the couer of the vicer, nor yet dreggie and filtbie 

attor, but matter that is wWhiuſh, light, equal, and little ia quantitie) then miniſter 

ſuch medicines / as do die vp and conglutmate.

When that vrine grofle and very tlucke is carried into the largenelle of the fce, 
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| bladder, itſetlerh a0d ſiayech ihere, like dregges of wine, or muddy water,ani 


akerward through the beate that is in children, being dried and compact to 
gether, , it breedeth a ſtone, Therefore there be two lpeciall cauſes ofthe in- 
gendring ol the ſtone in the bladder: that 15, chickneſſe of the vrine, and beate 
of children. They that haue the ſtone in the bladder, itch often, and do handle 
their privie members, which allo ate ſwollen, and they are conſtraioed to male 
water continually , and they are vexed with the Strangurie or dropping out of 
vrine. The cure ot this diſeaſe is almoſt the ſame that the cure ofthe ſtove in 
the reines is. But they differ in this thing, becauſe the ſtones of the bladder re. 
quire ſtronger medicines, and you muſt apply the medicines io another 
then yon did in the cure of the reines. The ſtones that are ingendred in the 
bladder, are broken chiefly with theſe medicines (that is) the ſeed and roote 
of Fennell, of Louage, blacke Piony leeds, Motherwort, Cammomill, the 
toote and leede of Althea, Sium , Maidenhaire , Sorrell rootes, the ſtones of 
Spooges, the ſtone of Tecolithw,Grommell, Bruſcus root and (eeds;the ſtones 
which come out ot men with their vrine, brayed and druoke, the ſeed of little 
Burres, the barke of Capers, Sothernwood ſeed, lacinth, white Violets, Smal- 
lage,Parcely,avd other ſuch like, which do prouoke vrine, & which be tehear · 
ſed in the Chapter ot the ſtone in the reines. To theſe you muſt conioyne the 
moſt laudable temedie, that is, a hedge Sparrow being drefledin ſalt and ta · 
ken raw in meate , doth heale the diſeaſe perfectly. For it expelleth the ſtones 
that are already ingendred bythe vrine, and it letteth them from ingendri 
any more. Allo Goats bloud is a preſent remedy, as well for the ſtone of the 
reines , as of the bladder: for it diſſolueth thoſe that be ingendred, and driveth 
them out with the vrine, and ptohibiteth other to ingender any more, and cea{ 
ſcth paioe. Furthermore, it the ſtones of the bladder cannot come out by the 
paſſage of the vrine, but that they bethere ſtopped,and compaRt & ſo 
do cauſe ſuppreſſion of vtine, ben the ſicke muſt be laid vp ward, ſo that his hips 
muſt lie vpward and bigheſt, and then you muſt moue him hither and hither 
many wayes, that thereby the ſtone may fall out of the paſſage, and after- 
ward bid him pille euen as he lieth yet vpward. But if he cannot make watet ſo 
neither, prouoke the yrine by a cyring, aud aſter that you muſt miniſter choſe 
medicines which haue vertue to breake the ſtone in the bladder, And it the 
cure come not to paſſe by this meanes, you muſt come to cutting. The ſtone 
therefore being conſumed by any of the meanes aforeſaid , ſuch an order of 
diet muſt be appointed to the patient, that the ſtone may not ingender againe, 
which we haue preſcribed in the Chapter ofthe ſtone in the Reines.

Poſca, that is, water and vineger ſodden together, to coole him. Allo the ex- 
treme parts muſt be bound, and the ſhate muſt be couered with ſponges dip- 
ped in Peſea.

and ſuch like, Alſo inſeſſions of ſrch like thiogs are good; for both Peſta and 
decoction of Lentiſcws , and allo of Brambles, and ſuch like, are good. Allo

you muſt miniſter in drinke, medicines apt to bring out bloud, as be, Rbe- To by 
penticum fincly beaten, and xij. red ſeeds of Pionie, Terra Lemnia, Horietaile, Llowd.

of them with Oximel. Alſo Oxime miniftred by it ſelſe dorh proſite maryel- 
loufly, for it diſſolueth the curds, that afterward they may come ſorth by little 
and little with the vrine, Apply outwardly baths, ointments.rrigations, and o- 
ther things that have vertue to looſen and releaſe, which you muſt ſeeke our of 
the Chapter of the ſtone in the Reines. Aboue other things this cerote is verie 
ood: R. ofthe oiles of R oſer and Cammomill.ana. 5 j · G Calamint, Cotnin, 
eaues of Elderne, ana. 3 iij. Bitumen Tuduicum, Gumme Ammoniacke, ana, 
3j.

CHAP, -XLIIL, 


Of nfl emmation of the Bladder. 
F diſeaſes that be in the Rladder and ingendred there, the moſt 
and deadly ĩs the inflamgnatioo thereof, The ſicke haue theſe tokens fol- 
lowing. They are vexed with a ſharpe fever, ore ewes they rave, 
they wot got what: they vomite pure choler, and they caovot make 
ſhare becometÞ bard, and hath vehement paine, they haue defirerothe 
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a8 is wont in the diſenſe called Texaſmms 3 the ordure that comet foot: 
thio, and hath no teſidence: alſo ſometime inflations follow, and the wombe 
3s coſtiue, the right gut being preſſed together by the inflammation ol che 
biadder. To them that haue ibis diſeate , it nothing let it, eut the vc ine ofthe 
bamme without any tarryiog,, or draw bloud of the anckles, Allo miniſtet to 
bim a thiane king of diet, as is preſcribed ig other inflammations. He muſt 
abo abſtame from wine, and he muſt vie water wherein a little Cinamoa 
bah bene jodden. Outwardly you muſt apply thoſe things that haue power 
to ceaſſe and mitigate vaine. Theteſore the place ot the bladder muſt be nou · 
riſned with oyle whereio hath bene ſodden Dill , Liniecd, and lometime Rew 
and Althea, Medicines that be cold and reſtrifiue mult altogether be 
borne, and tbat chicfly becauſe the bladder is full of finewes: tor cold( as iy. 
«crates witneſleth, 5. Apbor. 28.) is an enemie to finewes. Morcouer, becauſe 
cold things do ſhut yp and bind, and io do ſtop the vrine ( which thing chan · 
cing in this cuill by it ſelfe) it ineteaſeth it. And laſt of all, becaule coli things 
do probibite and let that the humours cauſing inflammation may be diſſolued, 
conlumed and digeſted : therefore medicines meanely hote ate rather to be 
applyed, which haue vertue to ceaſſe paine, to looſen the pipe and paſlage of 
the vrine, and to diſſolue the inflammation, Allo let the guites be waſhed 
with loft and eaſie clyſters, and after the dung is come torth;caſt in oile ot Dill, 
or ſuch like thing, to cafe and ceafle the paine. It is good to ſeeth Poppy ſhels, 
together with ole and to powre in Goole greaſe, or freſli Hennes greale ſod- 
den together in the ſame oyle. In moſt vehement paine you muſt powre in 
3. j ot pilles of Houads tongue diſſolued in oile of Dill : or take Opium with 
Mirrhe and Saffron, and annoimt it pon wooll, and put it yp into the funda- 
ment, Allo let the ſicke ſit in the decoction of Lineſecd, Fenugieeke, roote 
of Althea, Daucus ſeede, and luch like ; and bid the ſicke piſſe as he ſitteth in 
the water of the decoction: for the bladder is not ſtrong enough to receiue 
and expoll out the vrine: therefore the patient or ſome that be about him, muſt 
thruſt and pteſſe the ſhare eaſily aod ſoftly, and that muſt not be done out of 
mealure, leſt that paine ſhould be augmeuted thereby. Alto after clyſters and 
inſeſſions vic foments by hote water , and apply oile in ore bladders, or other 
reſſelt, halfe tull, ot little bags, as is fhewed in the Chapter of the Pleutiſie. And 
if for all ibele thiogs the euilicealle not, faſten a cuppiog glaſle with ſcarifi. 
cation to the grieued places. Morequer,, he muſt abſtaine from thoſc things 
which prouoke vrine vehemently , and he muſt eſchue much drinke. When 
there, appearcth euident declination! ot the diſeaſe, you muſt come to the vie 
of thole thiogs that baue vertue to diſſolue and molliſie, whereof we haue 
ſpoken otten before The putting in of a cyring into him thar is diſeaſed with 
inflammation of the bladder is dot eaſie to vic, and ſpecially in men: tor 
ſeeiog it cannot be put into them without paioe , ic ſhaipeneth the paine, and 
increaletbabe inflammation 2 but in women it is no great hurt to vſe it. For the 
paſlage of the vrine ia them is ſhort and ſtrajght , ſo that the may ſuffet the 
doing of it without paint. But if the perill through the ſtopping of vine Jo 
ery much cquftraine vou, thes you muſt of neceſſitie vie acyring in men alſo; 
ot cn 
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ſhould amend the great ſuppreſſion of vrine , and deliver the patient from 
deadly verill After that vou haue enticed out the vrine, you muſt come againe 
to the remedies which do eaſe pame, vntill the inflammation be diffolyed and 
rotten, Oftentimes the inflammation is wont to be diſſolued by & by through 
the meaves of an Ery/ipelas,arifiog outwardly vp on the skinne, and remaining 
there, and not returning agame inward Yea and oftentimes much vrine being 
caſt out, doth judge the euill. Yer neuertheleſſe although thoſe things appeare, 

ou muſt ſtill vle the remedies aforeſaid ; in asmuch as for the moſt part, per. 
tenſion and ſtretehing out being riſer, coptinuall exacerbations and fittes 

ate cauſed, and long conſtitution of the euill. Bur when the perillous ſiites are 
ce aſſed, and the conſtnution of the diſſeaſe is now waxen old, you muſt come 
to the vſing of oint ment: which do call out and bring forth the humours from 
within: and likewiſe emplaiſters which do tubiſie and bliſter the kim, are to be 


applyed, which you may find after. 


C HAP. XLIIII. 
Of Ulcers of the Bladder and his necke, 


He bladder is exalcerate either through ſome bile, or botch, or ſwelling 7.ere, 


' which hath bene before, or through lome rupture, ot by eating & gnaw- 
ing ofa fluze, or through loms ſuch like cauſe. There followeth this ſickneſſe 
paine of the bladder, at all times piſfog and auoiding out matter. And 
whenthe vicers be foule and filthie, there commeth forth dreggie and ſlimie 
matter, and ſuch as batha groffe reſidence like bran. And ſometime thin skins 
hke leaues,and wooll, are ſeot out with the vrine If the vicers do [pred abroad 
and feed dec pe, there is ſent out vrine that is bloudie, attety, and ſtinkiog, To 
theſe fignes may be added, chfficulty of making water, & riſing vp of the yard: 
There is paine not onely when the paſſage of the vrine is exulcerate, but alſo 
when the exulceration is inthe bottome or depth. You may know whether the 
exulceration be inthe bottome of the bladder, or nigh the pipe and paſſage of

the vrine, by this: for if it be inthe depth of the bladder, there followeth paine 


about the ſhare: but if the vlcers be nigh the neck ofthe bladder there is paine 
feltoncly at ſuch time as he maketh water, and ſpecially at the beginning and 
coding of bis piſſing, & allo his paine is the greater if the vtine be ſharpe. They 
that are vexed with this euill, do either fit coptwually, or they cannot ſtand 
vpright,nor reſt lying along; and through great and contivuall paine they are 
killed with feuers, watchinge, and conſumings, lome ſooner & ſome later. But 
the vicers of the bladder be incurable, or at the leaſtwiſe veric hard to cure; 
ay well becauſe the bladder is ſinewy, as alſo becauſe the vtine which is of na- 
ture ſharpe, doth continually touch the vicers, and ſo gnawetb them, and will 
not ſuffer them to cooglutioare and ioynetogetber, For although much vrine

be ſent out, yet all the bladder cannot be cleane emptiedibut alwayes lome of i rable 


the vrioe is left in it, which doth continually touch the vicers, yea when the a« 
bundance of vrine is ſent out, then the bladder fhrioketrh vp and falleth toge · 
tber, lo that the vrine that is left in it, although it be very lutle, yet it touchethe · 
ucry part thereof. But ſeeing that ofremtimes ſome things chance befides our

Alſo you 
mult comfort the ſicke by medicines that will let the ingeodriog ot ſharpe 
vrioe , which doth gnaw aud itet the vicers And if thete be inflammatica with 
the exulceration, cataplaſmes of Lineſeed, and Fenugreeke, and other things 
which are teheai ſed beſote in the Chapter of inflammation of the bladder, are 
apt and mette to be applied. Moreouer, if the exulceration do you broader - 
and cate deepe, you mult apply outwardly medicines fomewhat reſttictiue, 
and ſuch as be hote when they are applyed , that by their heate they 
belperte painctall places round about by mollitying them , and that through 
their vertue they may prohibite the places nigh adioyuiog to feed and eate. Re- 
ſtrictiue medicioes be theleʒ Galles, Pomegranat tiads, Alume, Acatia, Hypociſe 
chis, and ſuch like often rebearled of vs before, Alſo you mult vie to miniſter 
to chem, medicines caſt in witha cyring : you muſt caſt intò ihe exulcerate 
places, milke newly milked, or very good oyle of Roſes warme. And if bone 
ol theſe be at hand, you muſt caſt ia continually moſt ſweete water warmed, 
ſpecially at ſuch time as the gnawing is preſent. Allo you mult drive in by the 
fundament the iuyce of Ptiſan, or the decoction of Lineſeed, Cucumber ſced 
busked, Fenugreck,Mallows,or milke with the oyle of Roſes, Moreouer when 
thou wilt mioiſter a clyſter to him which is diſeaſed in the bladder, he may 
not lie ypward, for the bladder then will not (uffcf the infuſion to enter in, 
becauſe it lieth vpon the ſtreight bowell : but the patient muſt lie groueling 
-ypon his knees, and ſo you muit caſtin your infuſion Alſo let the fick fic often 
in hote water, and in diſſolaing decoctions, tor theſe do ceaſſe paine ſome what. 
And whea the vlcets do ſpread abroad and feed you muſt caſt into the bladder 
by a cyriog ſuch things at can ſtop the feeding, as be, Acatia Hypociſchu, Terra 
lemnia, Bolearmoniack,and other reheatled alittle before, But it che vicers be 
foule & falthic, you muſt powre in medicines which haue vertue to ſcoute aud 
cleanſe them, as is Ai much watered, or milke with a littJe honey, or with 
the ſeed of Cucumbets cle anſed. But ifthere follow ſharpneſſe and goawing, 
caſt in milke newly milked, mixed with good Amylum, or Tutty waſhed and 
dried with many waters, and then mixed with the milke. When tbe vlceis be 
ſcoured ard purged cleane, you muſt procure to bring them to a ſcarre, and to 
beale them. And that muſt be doue by teſtrictiue io(cflions, and by emplai- 
ſters, tomeots, and ittigatious that be of like facultic and vertue, But if the ex- 
ulceration do endure long time as it chanceth for the moſt part, then the 
patient hath exacerbations and fits ſometiine, and intermiſſion and ſpace 
from them at other times. Therefore in the paintull firs applie cmplaiſters 
and irrigatioos, having power to ceaſſe and eaſe the paine ;and in the time of 
the iotermuſhon betweeue the fits, vſe ſuch things as haue veriue to deſtroy the 
ewll. Therefore apply to the ſhare, Synapiſmes, and ſuch things as will * 
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and bliſter. neee reftore And if 
the euill doth potgeaze gentler, you muſt make burnt ſcurſes about the ſhare, 
either by medicmes or with iron, and to ſuſfet the vicers to purge and cleanle 
themſe lues long time with matter flowing out, You may allo miniſter medi · 
cines to ceaſſe paine in drioke, it vehement paine vexe bit. For this purpoſe Toceeſſe 
aboue other things which we haue rebearſed in other places, the pils Alkahen. paine,

The 
cholericke humour being aueided and purged, the patient muſt vie meats that 

be temperatc,and that cam ſtop the ſharpneſle : as is iuyce of Ptiſan, Mallowes, 

Pu ſlaine, Violets, Cucumber ſeed , and ſuch like, He muſt abſtaine from all Fits, 
things that be ſharpe or ſalt. Alſo let him eſchue wide, exerciſes, wrath, and low 

eativg : tor all thele things do heape vp choler inthe body. Let him vie ſtony 

fiſhes, and baths of [lweet water, which is wont to make tempetate vicious hu · 

mouts maruellouſly. In drivke you muſt miniſter much ſweet water hote , or 

the decocton of Barley with firupe of Violets and Roſes.

3. j. . beate them all and 
made a fios powder, whereof giue daily the weight of 3. j. f. in the morniog 
with ſirupe of Licorice, of luleps of Violets ot Roſes Allo Venice Turpentine 
waſhed in Roſe water or Endiue water, and miniſtred the quantitie of a Nut,or 
ſometime two or three, is maruellous good: for this (as Galen witneſſeth lub. g. 
De taenda ſauitate) doth not ouely loolen the belly without hutt, and fo by that 
meanes turneth away the ſharpe humours from the paſſages of the vriue, but 
alſo it ſcoureth and cleanſeth the inward parts, and ſpecially the teines, And 
there baue bene ſome that haue tecoueted health onely by the vſe of this. Alſo 
clyſersmade of the decottion of Mallowes, Violets, Althea,leaues of Willow, 
water Lillies, and other tote rehearſed, putting to them Caſſia fiſtala, Sugar, 
and oile of Violets and Roſes, do profite much. But if the ſharpnefle do ſill 
increaſe, you muſt allo caſt in by the yard into the bladder, mille with Amy 
lum. Allo for the ſame purpoſe , you may caſt in decoction of white Poppie, 
and you muſt annoint outwardly ypon the ſhare and thereabouts, oiles of Vio- 
lets and water Lillics , puttiog to them a very little of the iuyce of Purllaine, 
But if the Strangurie doth chance through exulceration of the bladder, or 
through ſome other part ot the body being euill affected, and ſo purging it 
ſelte out by the vrine, then it is maniteſt that thole members ought firſt to be 
cured; but yet ſo, chat this preſeut euill be not neglected. The cures of cuciic 
part you may lecke out in their proper paces and Chapters.

YsvR1/A in Greke , Vrine difficultas, is a diſeaſe wherein the yrine is

the wombe do fall out but ſeldome, yet there be many of the ta/bog 
out ot it, For, a woman falling from a high place, if ſhe fall on her hauoches; 
the pannicles and filmes that hold N the womb, and the members adioyumg, 
do breake. and cauſe this diſeaſe, Alſo it chanceth many times that in a ſore ti · 
well of child-birth the wombe falleth out, becauſe of the drawing out of the 
ſecundine , which the wombe that ioyneth to it doth follow. Alio many times 
it chanceth through negligeor and yoskilfull drawing out ot the child, (pecials 
ly it it be dead, Moreouer it chanceth ſometimes through a ſtripe, ot lifting vp 
of a great weight, or thtough vebement perturbation of the mind, ax death of 
children, or coming of enemies or ihr illous ſailing, or 
ſuch like cauſe, all the body being looſe wombe falleth out. Alſo lome» 
time this euill chanceth (all the wombe being looſened) through reſolution ot 
weaknes of the pannicles and muſcles, which thing chanceth ſpecially to them 
that be old. Oftentimes the wombe falleth out, through the lowing donne 
of an humour much in quantitie and clamgpy. It fallech out moſt common» 
ly by the mouth of a which falleth out, is lilce to the mon 
diffcriog oaely ia this, that it is bigger / or leſſe in quantitie. There is no dee 
of many fignes, becauſe the . ie of caules may partly be knowne by tbe 
conſtitution and ſtate of the bodie, and p the telling oftbeficke, and 
them that be wich them daily, When this diſeale is but beguo,you muſt 
endeuour to put vp the wombe againe , and to reſtore it into bis owne place: 
for io the beginoiog it will be obedicotto be put vp readily,” and being in his 
owne place, it will tarry ſo ſtill, ſpecially if age agree into ij. For inthe that 
ate well ftriken in age, the wombe being put vp againe, it ſlideth out againe 
through every light cauſe. it is good therefore, it there be hard dung in the 
right gut. to briag it out with a clyſter.

Of the Mole of the matricr.

This diſeaſe i 
cauſed of nan ſecde, and much menſtruous bloud flowing into the ma- 
trice, and thete kept, reſtrained and ſtopped), which immodrrattheate dock 
joyne together, andchangeth it into the forme and faſhion of fleſh. There 
followerh this euill, a bard ſwelling, withcootraRtion & drawing vp of the ſidet 
ſhenderaeſſe of the body, euill colour, loſſe of appetite, and ſuppreſſion of the 
"menſt:uis Allo in ihis euill the pappes do ſwel, ſo that at the firſtir cauleth ſome 
to ſuſpect that the woman is conceiued with child, but iu proceſſe of time it 
may be diſceracd. For pane followerh the A ela, cauſing prickiog, nenber it 
there any mouing perceiued in this diſeaſe, as is in conception, Many of them 
do make a ſuſpition of the Dropſie, but yet here is a diflerence betweene them 
two: becauſe the ſirelliag is hard, and doth not giue place tothethruſtiog of 
the hand and finger, as the Dropſie doth, nor maketh a noiſe as the Timpany 
doth, But yet often in proceſſe of time, the Liuer is cooled, and the Droplie 
zogendreth, This euill for the moſt part is incurable , except remedies be 
plied ia the beginning. But how deuer it chanceth, the cure may not be neg 
Qcd, but of — muſt apply and miniſter all things that ſeeme to be good for it.

When 
the inflammation beginnet to decline and ceaſſe, you muſt come tothe viing 
of thoſe * which haue vertue to releaſe, diſſolue and diſcuſſe. Therefore 
you muſt bid the patient fit vp to the loynes in Fenugreeke ſodden, or inthe 
decoctiõ of Althea, Linſeed, Mallowes, & ſometime alſo Motherwort, Hore · 
hound & Sage. Alſo you ſhall annoint aboue the priuitiet, & 1 
meale with Feaugreeke and Linſeed ſodden in M«lſa,or the decoQtion of drie 
Figs. Alſo put in peſſaties made of utter, Harts-marrow, Goole greaſe, Hens 
greaſe, and ſuch like. When the cure hath proceeded, ſundry meats and light 


will be much profitable. And when the declinationot it is manileſt, bring the 
ſicke to bathes, and giue her wine that is waterie and thinne. 
CHAP, LX. 
Of nindineſſe in the Wombe. 

_ wombe is puffed vp through cold, or humors correptio it, or through 

abortion or ſore trauell in childbirth, the dore of it being ſhut,or a clodof 
bloud being in it, and ſtopping it. Oftentimes the windineſſe iogendreth in the 
bollow bought and ſpace of it, ſometime in the boſome of it,which is cuident 
to the ſenſes, & ſometime in the thinner parts of the ſubſtance of the wombe, 
not appearing tothe ſenſes. There followetb this cuill,twelling of the bottome 
of the belly,with hardneſſe & paine thiar pricketh, wbich gocth vp tothe mid- 
riffe and the ſtomach : and yet neuertheleſſe it is ſtretched out on both fides, 
ſometime to the ſhare, and ſometime the paine is in the loynes, and at the na- 
uell, to wbom alſo the head n many times wind breaketbout of the 
priuities, that the ſicke may feele it If there fore windineſſe be gathered io the 
bollowneffe of the matrice there is heard a cert ine rumbliog and noiſe in the 
bodie, ſuch as chanceth to the guts which are vexed with gripings : allo if you 
beate your fingers on it, it maketh a noiſe like a timpatie. But hen the wia · 
dinefle is contained in the thin and ſlender paſſages of the matrice , then they 
are vexed with more vehement paioe, and harder to cure. This euill ĩs cured: 
firſt it age ibe region, and the time of the yeare do nor let it, by bloud- letting, 
faftiog, and purgiog with Ae rapicra Galeni: which being dooe, you muſi vie 
fornents, and annointings with oyle of Rew, or with . whercio Dill bath 
bene ſodden. Allo let her vic inſeffions made of the decoctiog of Rew , Peni. 
reyall, Calamint, Horchound, Motherwort, Ali baa, and fuch hke. Alo apply 
eataplalme$, made ofthe ſceds of A. im, Fennell, Caraway, Comin, Louage, 
Denxcww, Aanilc, Fuches or Darnell meale, and ſuch like. Alſo you muſt powre 
into the wombe ſuch things as haue power to looſen and diſſolue windineſſe, 
as is, oyle of Rew, Ammeos, Origan , and the decoction of things beforerey 
bearſed. And if windineſſe be included and ſtopped through the meanes of 3 
clod of bloud, after the vſing of the aforclaid things, and ſpecially E 
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put ber finger being firſt annointed , into the womans 
ties, and diſſolve, ind bring forth the clod eaſily and by little and little. 
the cuill hath continued long, you muſt come to more effectuous 
Therefore you maſt vſe liaments, cmplailters, and ceroti that be

CHAP, XLL 


Of exalceration of the wombe, 

He matrice ſometime is exulcerate, becaule of hard child birth, or draw - 

ing out of the childe, or through corrupting of the matrice, or through 
fharpe medicines, ot fluxes, or through impoſtumes or botches broken. They 
that haue this diſeaſe do feele a pricking paine in the agrieued part, and as cer · 
taioe times ſtinking and atteric humouis are (cot out from the filthie vlcer: 
and other ſignes proper tothe diſeaſes of the wombe do follow, head 
ach, and pecially of the fore-part of the head, of the great ſine ws in the necke; 
and at the rootes of the eyes is felt paine, which allo extendeth vnto the fin- 
gets cods, aod other tokens declared before in the Chapters of inflamma- 
yon of it, Thereſote if the vlcer may be ſeene, it may be knowne by an iu- 
ſtrument called Jpecillum Oriculariam: But if u be deepe within and hidden, 
thoſe things which come from it will declare it: for a diverſe humour is 
ſent forth, If the vicer be ioflamed, the humour is little in quantitic , blou- 
die or dreggic, with great paine. If the vicer be foule and filthie, the humour 
commeth forth in more great abundance, and is matter with leſſe griefe. 
If the vicer doth cate and feede, the humour is ſtinking, blacke, and wnb ve · 
hement paine, Fot the cure, when the bile or vlcer is inflamed, you muſtvſe 
bloud-lctting and other medicines that are good againſt inflammation, as is 
aſote taught. In other cauſes you muſt vie purging medicines , eſpecially if 
the body doth abound witty vicious and corrupt humours, Alo applic ſuch 
medicines as do tepteſſe and ſtop the lowing of humout azad corrett ther 
hote diſtemper, as is, the iuyces or waters of Purſl:ine, Planſtine, Burſa puſto- 
ris, and ſuch like before rchearſed Then if the vicer be filthie, you moſt vic

F.f}. alſo you muſt put to oile of Quioces in ſtead of 
oile of Roles, You muſt apply this cerote to the belly and the baunches : for 
the vertue of it is ſent into the wombe by lecret and hidden paſſages. Alſo you 
may Caſt into the matrice of that facultie: as be, the decoction of Pomegra- 
nate rindes, Roſes Quinces,Bramble, Mirtles, Sumach, Acatia, Hyporiſchidu, 
with reſiriQtive wine, To this place you may traosferre and bring medicines 
out of the former bookes, and out of the Chapters of vicers of the teines, the

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CHAP, LXII. 


Of ſtraightneſſe of the Matrice, 


P* INos1s inGrecke,Obduratio or Coarttatio vteri in Latin;itis a ſtop- 
ping or ſtreightniog inthe mouth or necke of the mattice, whereby thoſe 
places ate made fo ſtteight that it will not admit nor ſuffer any ſeed: or if 
do teceiue it, tbey cannot hold it; for becauſe of the knobby hardneſſe it 
cannot ſhut together. Sometime ut teceiueth ſeed, and it is kept and retained 
in the ſtreight mouth ot the wombe, and thereof is a child conceiued, but the 
conception bringeth occaſion of death to the woman: ſeeing becauſe of the 
great ſtreighineſſe of the places, it cannot be brought foorth. This diſeaſe is 
cauſed in che mouth of the matrice, either of exulceration going before, or of 
an inflammation there hardened. There is vo neede of ſignes to ko this di · 
ſcale by : tor by the telling of the ſicke, and by touching of it, you may ea- 
fily know it, The cure of it muſt be wrought with fomentations that can re- 
leaſe, diſſolue, and molliſie. Alſo with cataplaſmes and inſeſſions that be of like 
power and vettue. Therefore you mult apply foments made of the decoction 
of Feougreeke,& Hydreleon, Alſo you muſt vſe peſſaries that can mollific and 
diſſolue, as chat is which is made of ſeſibum, that is, oile tried out of woollin 
ſheeps flanks or necks, Saltpeter, & Tut entine. Tobe ſhort, to the cute of this 
dilcale you muſt vie mollifying medicines, as is, Mallowes, Althea, Nigella, 
Fenugreck, Lineſeed. Ammoniacke, Bdellium,Rolin, Greale, and ſuch like, ofthe 
which you may make cerotes, emplaiſters, and all kind ot outward mediciner. 
And if the euill be wax ed old, you muſt vie ſuſmigatious, and cuaporations 
made of aromatieke things. And when the places do ſeeme to be ſofter to the 
feeling, then you mult put a drie ſpooge, that bath a cord hanged at it, into 
the ſtreight place, to the intent to make it wider : which it it fall out, you muſt 
put

mans part, or of tlie mans part. it iz ofthe mans part when bis ſeed is either 
hote, and as it were burned; or elſe cold, thin, waterie, aud fecble, 2s is the ſeed 
of old and feeble men: or when it is ſent forth thicker then it ought to be: 
or becauſe the men be halfe geldings, and haue a very ſhort yard, ſo that they 
cannot caſt their leede into the invermoſt place of the matrice, whieh alſo 
ſometime chanceth through much fatoefle : for fat men haue ſuch great bel- 
lies, that they cannot caſt the ſeed into the deepeſt parts of the bodie. Allo wo- 
menof their part cannot conceive, that bane their matrice either hote and ſie · 
rie, or cold and moiſt, or foule, filthie and drie. For (as Hippocrates ſaith 5..4- 
phor. 62.) the ſeed is corrupted or quenched in ſuch, Allo womenthat be ric 
groſſe and far, donot conceive (a Hippocrates witneſſeth 5 Aphor.q6.) More» 
ouer, women that be leane and ſſender do not conceiue, or if they do conceiue, 
they ſuffer abortion ſtraightway , which alſo Hippocrates witueſſeth 5, Apher, 
44. Alſo ſome do not conceiue becauſe their wombe is weake, ot ſtreight, 
ot ſhort: or becaule the veſſels of it be ſtopped or ſhat vp, or blinded and co- 
ucred, by reaſon of a ſcatre, or becauſe the necke ofthe wombe is dra He 
crooked : or becauſe the mouch of the marriceistoo ſtreiꝑbt, or too wide 
open. Alſo vnwilliag carnall copulation tor the moſt part is vaine aud barren: 
for loue cauſeth conception, and therefore louing women do conceiuc often, 
Alſo age too great or too little, doth let conception, Therefore you muſt ſe- 
parate them that be young from carnall copulation, ſo that the man may be 
thirtie yeares old, and the woman eighteene. But ſpecially an vncomely and 
fooliſh ſhape and torme of the womans bodie doth giue an occafionto bar · 
tenneſſe. For a woman that is fertile, ought to haue a moderate ſtature aud 
height of the body, breadth of the loynes, and tbe ſhare, buttockes ſticking 


out, ahand/ome and convenient greatneſſe of the belly, a ſtraight breaſt and Signa, 
large pappes. The fignes whereby the digetfitic of cauſes be knowne be theſe, Hote diſtem-

A temperament that is too cold, 
is declared by the parts about the ftoves being bald ard without haire, Alſo 
they that be of this temperature, be not defirousand prone to carnall luſt 
Heate of the matrice is knowne by the beate in the reſt ofthe bodie, and be- 
cauſe few menſtruis are ſent out, and that with paine, ſo that ſometime the 
womans priuitics are exulcetate with it, and that which is ent out is blackiſh, 
Alſo there followeth this temperature, an ioftinQion or tickling to lecherie, 
and drineſſe of the whole bodie. A temperarure of the matrice which is cold, 
is knowne by ſuppreſſion and ſtopping of the menſttuis: Allo they that haue 
this temperament do deſpiſe vſe of carnall luſt , and haue the mouth of the 
matrice drawve together. If through too much moiſtnefle barrenneſſe be 
gendred, then in the act of generation, they are very muchbedewed with 
moiſtnefle, and the menſtruis floweth much in quantitie, and thinne. Drinefle 
is koowne by the centrary ſignes to moiſtueſſe. The reſt of the cauſes may be 
knowae, partly by fight, and partly by the telling ofthe partie, ot other about 
her. For the cure common to both, as well the man as the womasd, it is con» 
gevient for them to keepo the whole bodie very temperate, and to keepe a 
meane and meaſure in Jabourivg,cativg dripking and bathing, and in ail other 
exerciſes, Men therefore that haue their ſeed corrupted through naughty and 
euill kind of diet, i they vſe a more ordinate diet and bealthfull, their geni- 
tors will haue fecunditie and fettilitie. Let the woman neither wearic her ſelſe 
with too much labour, not let her be altogether idle:for idl-nefle doth fill and 
ſtuffe the whole bodice with ſuperfluous humours and excrements? but great 
labour drieth vp the bloud, and conſumeth the menfiruts, Let her vſe meates 
and dt inkes eaſie of digeſtion, and ſuch as the ſtomach may well comprehend 
and conſume. And you muſt ſpecially obſerue io their order of good diet, 
that oeither the man not the woman be made fat: for they that be far, are 
vuapt toprocreate and beget children, becauſe their genitots cannot touch to- 
gether, and allo becaule they lend out little ſeed, Morrouer, it is convenient 
that you giue vnto ſuch as deſire to get children, ſome accuſtomed and plea« 
ſant thing to cate or drinke before meate , which is moſt apt to ptouoke car- 
nall luſt, and to ingender ſeed: as thole be that do beate mcaſurably, and putte 
vp with wind. Therefore wine in this caſe meaſurably drunke, is to be prefer · 
red before water. For as the Prouetbe is, Size Cerere ꝙ Baccho frivet /enws 
that is. If you haue not bread and wine, carnall luſt will coole 2 pine, For 
pot-herbsthey muſt vſe Rocket, Orminum(it is an herbe like vnto Horehound) 
Ery ſimo, and other ſuch like, which we haue rehearſed for them that cannot vie 


carnall copulation. Rew, Calamint, and Mints muſt be eſchewed altogether: 


for Calamiot and Mints, although they ingeoder much ſeed, yet that which 
they ingender, is feeble and oaks but Re doth altogether corrupt & de- 
ſtroy leed. If a woman do not conceiue through the vice and corruption of 
certaine humours, it is good to emptie her with a purging medicine, and to a- 
mend her with a good diet. Particalarly for women, it is good for them to 
take as good heed as can be to thoſe things that chance to e

Of the parent, if ſhe be groſſe and fat, fainthearted, and vnskilfull of paine; or 

if the whole matrice be (mall, or if there be inflammation of the whole 
wombe, or of ſome part of it, or that it be vexed with ſome other diſeaſes: or 
if ſhe be naturally weake, ſo that ſhe cannot driue out the child? or if that ſhe 
do labour before time. Alſo if the necke ofthe mouth of the matrice be croo= 
ked, ot if there be ſome peece of fleſh ingendred there, by reaſon of a bile or 
vicer going before, But default of the child is, if it be of an voaccuſtomed 
greatneſle, or ſmall and of alntle weight, or if it bath a great head, or if tbe 
monſtrous, as having two heads, or three feete, or it it be dead, and lo doth 
not labour to come forth, ot if it ſwell: or being aliue, if it be weake, ſo that 
it cannot proceed forth 7 or if they be two or moe, and do all ruſh ſuddenly 
together into the necke of the matrice, or if the child be taſhioned coptrary 
to nature, For the naturall forme of a child coming tortb is, firſt with his bead 

(bis hands being ſtretched out ypon the thiphs)and with bis bead declining to 

the neather parts, but ſtaigbtiy directed to the mouth ofthe marrice 7 the 

forme in coming forth next vnto this, is, firſt with his feete , bauing tbe bands 
ſtrerched vpon both thighs, and ſo deſcending ſtraight out. All other formes 
in coming forth, except theſe two, are contrary and abborring to nature. The 
trauell is made difficile through the ſecundine 2 if it be not pulled away, be- 
eauſe of the greoſſeneſſe or thicknefle of it, or it it breake before it ſhould do, 
becaule of the tbhinneſſe of it: for then the humour that is gathered toge- 
ther in the martice, is ſent out before convenient time, Therefore the priut- 
ties be without moiſture, and be dtie at he time of the trauell, hen moiſt- 
nefle were neceſſary , which ſhould make a ſlippery and eaſie going out of 
the child, and ſo through drioefle the child ſlideth out bardly. Allo difficulne

This diſeaſe is cngendred of coutinuall crudities 
and druokenneile , and of immoderate yfiog of lechery, through vehement 
and (wift deambulations and walkiogs, through long ſtanding, or often ti- 
ding, by ſuppreſſion and ſtopping ot accuſtomed excretions and fluxes, and 
rough intermiſſion of familiar exerciles. Sotrowes cares, watching, and 
ther perturbations of the minde, do not onely ingender this euill, but alſo do 


breed hurtfull and corrupt humours. Alſo many times the Cholicke being

But the belt parging in this euill, is downeward by the bellie, 
whether the diſeaſe ſticke hands or the feete? and fo much the more, 
il the flaxe be in all the ioyuts ot the bodie. For the way that is moſt familiar, 
and leaſt perillous torfleame, is to go out hy the guts. For if it wete draws 
by violeace vpward to che ſtomacke, and not purged out, it cauleth per ilh 
therefore it is moſt ſaſe and bealthfull ro purge it dowue ward. But be fore you 
miniſter pur ging mcdicines , you muſt miniſter thoſe things that haue vertue 
to cut, eatenuate and diuide, that by this meancs the groſſe bumours may 
be prepared, and made apt to purge. If empryiog may bot be done by pur. + 
giag, then they muſt vie hunget and famine many daye: for they that be fleg- Flegwaticke 
maticke of oature, can luffet hunger cafily aud without hurt. Hereupoa Hip- folke can ſuf< 
bocrate: laith. 7, Aphen 6. It is good tot the bodies that haue moiſt ficſhto ve fer 
bunger: for the hunget drieth the bo lies. Alio they maſt vie diſcuſſiue aud cafly. 
diſſoluing trictions, and ſtrong clyſters, and medicines that prouoke vrine : 
but you mult apply oarwardly iuch medicines as can eaſe and ceaſſe paine,avd 
which can diſſolue and dric moderately, of which we ſpake a little before, Bur 
in ihe beginning ofthe diſeaſe, you muſt mixe with them ſome thiogs that 
baue vertue to teſttaine aud bind. After the beginning, you muſt vie one 
diſloluing aud dilcuſſiue things. The geotleſt is this : leaues of Aithes, ſod- 
den and beaten alone, or with floure or Batley meale applyed to. Alſo the 
roote of it lodden in 4qua mulſa, and ſtamped and applyed, is good. And this 
ointment is good.

qu antitie at certaine times, and let it be thinne , yellow and od. They that lancholfs 
are dileaſed through flowing of melancholy, muſt be emptied cith=r with fleame. 
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ning or by purgatien. Vic bloudleting, when the bloudis af 


lie; but if both theſe abound togetber,, it is not ſuffieiena ſot yon 
the aforeſaid things, bur fieſt cut a vtine, & then vic a purging medicine-whith 
thing you muſt allo do ia other cuils that have necd of double purging. Jo the 
beganiago ow diſeaſe, and in the very time of emptying and purging, you 
muſt vſe ſuch things as can tepreſſe, ſtop, aud alſo beste ſeuſibly. Aſter purgwy, 
vie thoſe things ihat can gently beate,attenuate and diſſolue or diſcuſie, as 2 
fore taught. But becauſe knobs and hard ſwellings do iugeudet afterward in 
the ioynta. as well becauſe. of the groſſeneſſe and eatthie hardueſle obtheby- 
mour that bath flowed thither, as alſo through the vlng ot immoderate di 
cuſſiue and drying medicines, without mixing of tuck with them av-baves 
Care of knobs mollifyiag vertue: therefore to take thoſe knobs away, you muſt vie thoſe me · 
V'* dicines which be declared oſes before in the Chapter of hardues ot the (pleene, 
But ſpecially very old and ſharpe cheeſe, btayed in the decoction of very fat ind 
old iwincs fleſh, is 2 d to be applyed. Alſo, for this euill, Figges brayed and 
layd on are good. Allo Alebaa twiſe lodden Oates, Neriles Briony roote, round 
rootes, Dill, Sothernwood, Mayweede, Horchound leaues mined wich puch, 
Sulpburc and wine, Alſo you muſt commixe fat and greales of ſwine, Goates, 
Calues, and Geeſe. Allo all mattows and other things that haue vertute ts mol. 
Bathes, luſie and ſoften, And alſo bathings, after the inflammation isceaffed, are moſt 
commodious and profitable to all that haue the Gout, While they waſh them, 
put ſponges wet ia Vineget & Salt mixt together round about the diſcaled 
places, that they may remaine ſafe from bumors flowiog toit. They muſt waſh 
themſclues, not once onely, but often, in an aite ihat isakogerber meaue ud 
moderate, But they may not tarry long in hote water. It is beſt therefore that 
they be iprinckled and wet with hote water powred on them. Allo it is proßi- 
fes fer table that all the bodie be rubbed with drie linnen clothes, Motcouer, 
en that be cured of the Goute, ſhall defend ibhemſelues atrerward from it by 
wrt} meanes: Firſt,twiſe in a yearc, that is, at Spring time and Autumoe, if notbi 
do let it, let him bloud largely Allo about thoſe times, and oſtenet, let him vie 
purgiog medicines Alo it is neceſlatie for bim to cate little meate, apd to ab- 
ſtaine from fulneſſe. Allo he muſt vie meates thar be eaſic of digeſtion, and 
which readily be diſtributed intothe members of the bodie , and be without 
excremẽu. Let him abſtaine altogether from wine, or let him vie it very ſearce- 
ly. Let him vſe exerciſe very oſten, and tbat before meate: for labour (as Hip» 
pocrates (aith) muſt go beforemeate. And to conclude , they that defire to be 
freed fromthe Gout, let them remember this ſhore and moſt wholeſome pre- 
cept of Hippocrates: The way to helpe and preſerue heakb. is, not tobe rd 
with meates, and to be vaſlothfull in labowing, Ako let his ſleepet aad verc- 
nous acts be in a meade. Asfor remedies in this caſe; let Salt be brayed {mal 
19 oyle, and the ioynts robbed there wich, for it it helperh grear'y all tbole that 
will be free from (his euill, except hey be of a wooderſull dre temperature 
And be muſt 3k aonointings wich that, morniog a8d euening all the dayes ol

Moreouer, as there be three things (Hippocrates witne ſleth) which do or- 
daine and conſtitute our bodie, (that is to ſay) 1 contained, things con- 
eaioing , and things that low about violemly ; (chat is) the hard and ſound 
mernbers in the bodie, the bumouts , and che ſpirits or aire : fo allo there be 
three kiads of ſimple Feauets For if immoderate heate be kiadled ia the ſpirits Three prina- 
and aire of mans bodie, it is called in Grecke, Eplamere, and in Latine Diaria pall kindes of 
febru, and in Engliſhitmay be called, one day Feauer, This Feauer is like ſimple feauers 
to bote ayte or winde, included in a bladder or bottle: for like as the ayte EE. 
heatcth the bottle that it is in, euen ſo, the {pirits of a mans bodie, being P#4714. 
heat more then they ſhould be, do heate all the whole bodie. There chance 
in this kinde of feauer but one fit, and for the moſt part it endureth but one 
day ot bis owne proper vature, whereupon it is called Diaria febru, that is, 
the ene day feauer: ſor they ceafle aſter ihe fuſt fit, if they be rightly band- 
led. But yqu muſt note that there be feauers called Diariæ, which laſt vntill Note, 
thetbird day, as chole be which are u ot thickening and ſtopping of 
the conduits and paſſages. For although that this word Daria be not of the 
very ſubſtance of luch feauers , yet becaule they lacke a convenient name, to 
the intent that our teachiog ſhould be btieſe and euident ( notwithſtanding 
that the word repugne againſt it) ſeeing that they be of the (ame natute that 
true Diaries be ol, they may moſt rightly be called Diarie(as Galen ſheweth a- 
buodantly in lib.g, Therapentices, cap, 1.) Nereupon it is euident, that there be 
two kindes of Diaries: one which is named Diaria ſimply and without adic- Diaria ſin 
ion or putting to of any word,which fe auer doth not extend above the ſpace plex, 
of anaturall day (chat is) twenty foure howres, Another kind there is, which is 
Called Diaria plurium dierum (that is) a diarie of many dayes, It is called bl !

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it is called Putrida, hat is, rotten, onely becauſe the humourt in this kinde 
of feau:rs do puttiſie and totte. It is like voto hote water: ſor as that doth 
heate a coole veſſell that it is powred into: fo allo bumours hote aboue na. 
ture, do heate the body. The humours do purrifie and tot, either within the 
veſſels ot without. If they rot within the veſſels, then cither all the bumouit do 
putriſie together, ot elſe one alone. It all the humours do purrifie equally 
and alike within all the veſſels or yeines, or ſpecially within the grearct, ir 
cauſeth a feauer called Synochusputrida: which, to the intent you may perceive 
what it meanetb, you muſt note firſt, that the Phyſitioos of Greece do call that 
feauer Synochus , inthe which one fit remaining flill continually from the be 
ginnipg to the endiog, extendeth and continueth many dayes : or, it is a fea. · 
ucr which is without any great mutation vntill the end of it, This feauer may 
be called of the Latines (ontinens febris and in Engliſh, a conſtant or conti. 
puall feauer, But although there be one forme and hkehhood of ſuch feauers, 
whereupon they name them Synochus, yet their nature is not all one. For 
ſome of them haue mviteſt ſignes and tokens of rottenneſſe: and ſome a- 
gaine haue none at all, which (is we faid a little before) be of the kindes of 
Diaria. We, to the intent that our docttine may be the more evident, docall 
the firſt, Synochus putrida: and the laſt we call Synochus non putrida, And in 
this place you may not follow the barbarous ſort, which call th: laſt of them 
Synocha, and the firſt Synochus ; ſecing the Greckes (as Galen witneſſerh) 
containe them both vnder the name or Synochus. Of thele feauers which 
ate named Synochi, there be three ſundrie forts or differences: for ſome 
of them do endure of an equall veh:mencie and force from the beginr ing 
vntill the ending: thoſe th Greckes call Homotonos, and Acmaflicas, that 
is, remaining ſtill in the ſame force and vigour, Some alwayes increaſe and 
augment by litile and litile: thoſe the Greekes do call anabatices and epacma- 
fficos, that is, increaſing and augmenting more and more, Some do decreaſe 
and diminiſh by litile and little, thoſe the Greekes call paracma//icos, that 
is, decreaſing. Moreouer, it one ontly humour do putrifie and rot with- 
in the vellels, it kindieth a feauet, which the Greckes do call Synech# , and 
the Latines, continua febris in Engliſh a continuall feauer, which is when the 
feauer doth not leaue the patient, but it hath a cettzine remiſſion and flaking 
of euetie fit, Whereby it is cuidentthat the ſeauet Synochus and Synechu, that 
is, a conſtant feauer, and a contioually feaurr, do differ much aſunder. For 
in a teauet Synochus, there is no remiſſion or ſlaking of the heate, but in the | 
feauet Synechus, there is ſenſidle remiſſion and flaking in eucrie fitte. Allo the 
feauer Synochus bath but one onely fit. but in $Synechs there be many fits, And 
they two agree in this, that neither of them doth leaue the patient ſometime. 
Ot feauers that are called Synechy, or elle Continga febris, there be three 
kigdes : for if choler do purrifie ard rot within the veffcls, it cauſeth a continu- 
all Tertian,or a burning feauer,which is called ot the Gre ekes Cauſos. If fleame 
do putrifie or rot withio the vellels, there ingendreth a continuall Quotidian, 
But if melancholy do putrific aud rot within the veſſels, there ingeodreth 
a continuall Quartane. And theſe continual! feauers be ſomewhat like 
to the intermitting ſcauers, of the which we will ipeake ſtraightwzy. For

Bur yet thele feaucrs do differ two wates, feavers, © 
notwith(taoding that they agree 10 the humour that cauſeth them, Firſt they 
differ, becaule in continuall feauers the purified bumour is contained within Difference be- 
the veines, but in intermittiag feauers , that humour is diſperied into all the ene conti- 
members of the bodie; whereupon it chanceth through violence of ſpreading l and in- 
ol hu mouts, the teauers are purged out by themlelues, Hereby alſo they differ termitting 
another way, that is, the intera itting feauet lake berweene the fits, but the feaxers, 
contiouall teauers do not ccafle at all betweene the fits. Hitherto we haue re- 
hearſed what kindes of feaucrs bumours putrified within the veſſels do cauſe 
aod ingender: now we will er pound, what ſeauets humouts putrificd withour 
the veſſels do conceiue,ingender andkindle li therefore an humour do puttiſie 
and rot without the veſſels, it cauſeth an intermuttiog {cauer, which is ſo called, Intermittens 
becauſe the fir doth not endure continually, but it hath a Claking or ceaſſwg, febru. 
and leau : th off betweene the firs, It may moſt aptly be called in Latine Febru Interfolate, 
interp»lata, becauſe the fits come and renew at their times: ſome call it defi- 
ciens febru. Ot this feauer there be three kindes, hat is, a Tertian, a Quotidian, 
and a Quartane, A pure and exquiſite Tertian is cauſed when cboler doth pu · Tertiana in · 
trifle and rot without the veſlcls, It is lo called, becauſe it cealleth one day, termittens. 
and commeth againe the third day, An exquiſite Quotidian, which in Quotidians 
Grecke is called Amphemerinon, is cauſed of ſweete ficame being putrified exquiſite, 
and rotten without the vetlcls : and it is ſo called, becauſe it returneth euetie 
day. We did not raſh'y lay ſweete fleame : for it glaſen fleame do putriſie and 
rot a little, it cauleth a feauer called Epialos, And this Epiaios 1s 2 feauer in Fpialos. 
which the patient is both feauerous; and feruently cold, ard doth teele both 
heate and cold immaderate in all parts of his bodie , both at one time toge- 
ther, To the aforclaid feauer doth belove a feauer, in Greeke called Lypiris. Lybiria. 

In this feauer there is heate felt within, and in the bowels and cntrailes ; but in 
all the outward parts, there is cold feſt. An intermitting Quutane is iogen- Quartana ine 
dred of melancholy putriſied and rotted without the veſlels. It is ſo named termittens. 
becauſe it ceaſſeth two dayes, and returneth igaine the fourth day I he third 
kinde of ſimple feauets in gener ali is cau'ed , when heate is kindled in the 
ſound, hard, and fleſhie parts of mans bodie, and it is called both in Greeke and 
L. tine, Hecticæ febri, and in Engliſh the feauer Hecticke. This ſeauer is like to Heclica febr# 
a bote veſſellʒ for as the veſlcll doth heate the water that is powred into it: ſo 
allo the feauer Hecticke, which ſticketh in the found and fl ſhie parts of the 
body, and is infixed in them, is able ro heate all the humours ofthe body. And 
it this fe auer do not incre ale, that it dorh melt and conſume the whole body, 
and all the hard and found parts of it, then it is called Hect ca maraſmodes, and 
maraſmos. And this (as Galen witneſſeth) is vncutable. For although you might Maraſmms 
quench the heate , yet the drinefle which is left, being proper to old age, will F 
kill the patient. B-fides the teauers now of vs rehearſed , there is another fea- Peſtilent fag« 
net which is cauſed of breathing in of peſtilent aire, But (eciog this Feauer (as mers,

ca ſebris. That which chanceth through inflamwation of the ſtomacke, the h- 
uer, or the lungs, is called in Greeke Typbodes (that is) inflaming or burning, 
Likewiſc all other feauets which ingender through inflammation of any 
member, haue diuetſe names, according to the diuetſitie of the member, 
Therefore in euery ficke perſon you muſt diligently diſcerne feauers which 
come without diſcaſe of other members, from thoſe feauers which io 
der through inflammation of ſome member. Of the aforeſaid feaucrs, ſome 
be Typice (that is) certaive and ordinate: and ſome be Erratice (that is ) vncet- 
faire and vnordinate, 7ypice be ſuch feauers , whoſe fits, and ſlakings from 
them, do come iuſtly at their appointed time. Erratice are ſuch feauers as be 
contrary to theſe, for they keepe no certaine andiuſt time, nor any order of 
fits, nor the intermiſſion betweene ihem, as be thoſe feauers which ingendet 
of melancholy, which is moued in certaine members, and in ſome it remai - 
neth vomoueable, in other members it puitifieth, or beginneth to boiſe, Hi- 
therto we haue rehearſed the kinds of fimple feauers : it temaineth therefore 
that we declare bricfly the kindes of compound and mixt feauers, Therefore 

The kinds of compound feauets ate cauſed two wayes: firſt, becauſe theſe ſeauets aforelaid 

(chat is) a Tertian, Quotidian, and Quartane, may be mixed together with- 
out the diſeaſe of any member. Secondatily, becauſe theſe feaucrs, which be 
ingendred through inflammation of ſome member, may commirxe together. 

The feauers that come without inflammation of any member, are ſometime 

compleate and ioyned together, and ſometime they are altogether confoun- 

ded, Complication (as Galen witneſleth) is, when the feauers invade the pa- 
tient at diuerſe houres: and confuſion is , when they begin at one time. There 

Complications be foure complications or ioyniog together of the feauers Tertian and Quo- 

of Quotidians tidian ( as Galen witneſſeth.) One, when a Tertian and Quotidiav are mited 

and Tertians. together, being both intetmitting feauets. Another is, when an intermitting 
Tertian is ioyned with a continuall Quotidian. This is c-Iled by a peculiar 

Hemitritews, name ofthe Greekes Hemitritæus: becaule all his nature hath the balfe part of 
each ofthe (aid feauers, The third is when an intermitting Quotidian is mixed 
with a continuall Tertiao, The fourth is when a continuall Quotidian is ioyned 
with a continuall Tertian. To be ſhort, feaueis of one kind are complicate and 
ioyned with fe uers of the ſame kind, as continuall with cootinual), and inter-

diverle kings are coupled together, as Quotidians with Tertians, and each of 
them with Quartabes, and ic metime intermittipg feauers ate mixed with con- 
tiouall feaucrs, Moteouer, after the lame ſort, feauers which are ingendred 
with iuflammation of ſome members ate ſometime mixed together, as if di- 
uetſe members do each of them kindle a feauer proper to ibemſelues, or the 
affection where they ingender be mixed. Sec ing therefore, that feavers are 
compounded and mixed many ſundrie wayes, firſt the kinds of fiwple feauers 
mult be with great diligence perfectly learned of them that ſtudie Phyſicke: 
for raleſſe they know them very pet fectly, it cannot be that euer they ſhould 
know well compound feaners. Therefore ſeeing the knowledge of them is ve · 
ry bard, in lo much that oltentimes cunning Phiſitions ate deceiued in iudging 
ol them, you muſt lecke the ſigoes and tokens whereby you may ko them, 
diligently out of Galen, who hath taught this thing more exactly then any 
man, We, to helpe the memory ot the ſtudious, haue comprebended all the

ver; it is that which bath one onely fit, finiſhing for the moſt partin one 
day, at the moſt, of his owne nature. For it endeth after the firſt fir, and doth 
not erceede nor paſſe a oaturall day, if it be rightly vſed: and that, becauſe of 
the matter herein it 1s, that is, the ſpirit or breath, which is eaſily diſſolued 
and diſperſed, Therefore Galen doth moſt worthiiy call this, the moſt ſimple 
teauer, becauſe it is the ſhorteſt and the moſt gentle feauer, being nothi 
malignant. Therefore it any thing in this feauer be committed cither by ip. 


norance of the Philirions, or through the intempctance ol the ſicke, or 
errours of the miviſters and aſſiſtants, whereby it turneth iuto another kinde 


of feaner , that doth not chance through the nature ot this feauer. Diaria ft 
br is cauſed, when as the ſpirit or breath is iuflamed and heat aboucnawre, 
without any puttifaction or rottenneſſe. And that chanceth many wayes; 
ſometime through conſtipation, binding, or thickening of the skinge, 
which ſtoppeth and keepeth in the yapours or ſpirits which were wont to flow 
out by the pores, which becauſe they be hote and ſharpe , therefore they in- 
gender a feauer. Sometime it is cauſed through wearineſſe and vehement de. 
fatigation. Alſo through watchings, crudities, andlacke of digeſtion, ſadneſſe, 
feare, ire, vehement care of the mind, burning of the Sunne, cold, hunger, 
drunkeanefle, and ſwelling of the kernels in the throte , and ſuch like, which 
can beate the ſpirits and inflame them. The tignes wherby Diaries are knowne, 
are of two ſorts: tor ſome ones be common to all Hiaries, and ſome be pro. 
per and peculiar to each cauſe. The common ſignes be ſixe in number, whete+ 
of che firſt is the pulle. Fot all the Diaries, as much as in them is, do chaoge 
the pulle in greatneſle, ſwiſtueſſe aud oftenneſſe. But it keepeth exquiſitely 
that order, ſoftneſſe, andequalitic , which is according with nature. The ſe- 
cond common figne is che vrine, which in Diaries is altogether according to 
nature, ot doth little turne from anaturall ſtate. Ao vr ine that accorgcth with 
nature, is ſubrufe in colour, Meade in ſubſtance, having in it a teſidence white, 
light, and equall. The third token is the equalitic of heste, which in all Diarie 
feauers is geutle, pleaſant an4 eaſſe. The fourth ſigne is the maner of ending of 
it: tor all Diaries are looſened and ended by a breath or vapor which cannot be 
perceiued, or by abundant vapours ot moiſtures, ot tweet ſweates. The fiſt is 
the wanting of euill ſymptomes aud accidents, as be, vehementpaine ol the 
bead, and ſtomacke, and other parts, abhorring of meates, vnquietne ſſe, vnſa- 
tiabſe thirſt, and ſuch like, The fixt common figoe is, that all Diarie teaucrs 
be ingendted of an outward cauſe, which the Phyſitioos at theſe dayes call a 
primitiue cauſe, But the particular fipnes, whereby each Diaria doth differ 
from other, be theſe that follow. They which haue a Diaria feauer cauſed 
through watching , there chavceth to them a naughtie colour, and ſwelling of 
the face, beauie motion of the eyes, for they ſcant lift vp the eye liddes: there 
is moiſtneſſe of the haites of the eye liddes, and imall pulſes. For watching 
(as Hippocrates ſaith ) ſeciag it letteth digeſtion , it ingendreth abuodance - 
a 01 
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crude and raw bumours and yapours, it diminiſheth the naturall beate, and 
jooeſoeth the bodie , whereupon there follow the tokens aforclaid. To be 
ſhort, watchiogs do reuoke and pull backe nature from digeſting : there. 
fore they cauſe great cruditie and rawvelle, as well inthe braine, 28 in the teſt 
ofthe bodie, whereupon allo do chance the tokens aforeſaid. The ſigtes of Signes of care 
a Diatie cauſed of care and ſorrow be theſe, leaneveſſe of the bodie, It forrow and ſorrow, 
be the cauſe, it is cleirer 2 if care,it is darker. Alſo bollowneſle , and drineſſe of 
the eyes doth fignific both the ſaid eftets, but in thoughts and cogitations it is 
leaſt, becaule the ſpirits and bumours are leaſt conſumed : and it is moſt eui- 
dent in forrow. Alo there follow theſe effects, a certaine mnaccuſtomed pale- 
veſſe or ſwantnefle , ſo that the skinne is diſtitute of het naturall colour. Tb 
which baue a Diatie th! ough wrath e furious anger, have neither bollowneſſe Signes of an- 
of eyes, nor euill colour of the face, but rather their eyes ſeeme to ſticke out ger. 
further, and their face is ted, and there is a loſtineſſe of the pulles. So allo 
the fignes of the reſt ofthe Diaries being ingendred through perturbatign of 
the mind, may chiefly be knowne by the pulſes. For in Cadnefle the ſpirits are Siznes of ſad» 
carried inward,and therefore the pullcs be fmall, feeble, and rare, In feate new ' neſſe. 
begunne, the bloud and ſpitits tunne inward, as it were to the ſpring head, and S:gresof 
the mind is troubled. For nature being vered, driveth the 3 — feare. 
thither, which through mowog are ivflamed, whereby the pulſes are made 
ſwift, neceſſitie compelling them, and the minde beiug chafed maketh them 
vnequall and ſhatpe. In old feare ( the ſpirits be diſperſed, and vertue be- 
ing lee ble) ir eauſeth ſuch pulſes as we ſpake of before in Sadneſſe. They Signes of 
which haue a Diaria feauer through burning and heate ofthe Sanne, their Sus · burning. 
$skinne is hote and drie, their head ſeemeth to them to butne, becavſe of the 
ſpirits inflamed in it. Their eyes ware redder, and ſometimes the veines in 
their eyes, temples, aud forebead, and ia all therr whole face, are ſtretched and 
puffed vp. They that baue this feauer through cold, are taken with heauie Signes of cold, 
diſtillations, and teumes, becauſe cold bindeth, and withboldeth and keepeth 
the fumouts excrements withiathe skinne. Morcouer , the skinne is leſle hote, 
and all the body ſheweth to haue a greater moiſture, be cauſe the wonted fluxe 
is reſttained and ſtopped ihtrougb cold. Moreover, there is no filtbineſle in the 
face for the ſame cauſe, I hey which haue this feauer cauſed of wearinefle, Signes of weas 
their skione is made drier then it is in other Diaries, becauſe exeteiſe drieth vp riveſſe. 
the bodie , and drawech out the moiſture of it; alſo their pulſes be volike: for 
they that baue vſed great exerciſes, and be wearied aboue meaſure , baue 
{mall pulſes , becaule of imbecillitie and weakeneſſe of ſtrength : but they 
that haue vſed ſmall labours, their pulſes be great, becauſe their ireogihb 
is not diminiihed yet. They which be taken with a Diaria feauet through Signes of 
drunkenacfle or huoger , neede no fignes to know the cauſe, for ſuch caules drunhenneſſs 
may be knowne by telling ofthe — They which haue this feauer through and hunger. 
kernels, ſwelliogs ot impoſtumations about the throate or mouth, or other Signs of ſwet- 
where, they haue very great pulles, and becauſe of the feaucrous beate, lings about 
they be ſwift and often. Allo there is equalitie of their pulſes, becauſe the in- he throats, 
ſtrument of mouing is not letted, neither by obſtruRion , nor throogh a» 


buodance of humout:, not of ſharpe vapours, not by preſſing together, va» 
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leſſe the iuflmmation be very great. Their face is altogether red and 
becauſe ofthe abundance of heate And their vrine appeareth pale, becauſe 
the cholet that ſhould colour the vriac is transferred to the botch or impoſtu· 
mation. The cure of all diarie Feauers is brought to paſſe by dyet, whole 
chiefe point in all diaries that be ſimple, coaſiſts in this, that you miniſter vuto 
them meates that ingender good humouts, and that be cafie of digeſt 
and apt to be diſtributed about the bodie. Giue vnto them that are burnt in 
the Sunne, and to them that be angred, a diet which doth coole and moiſt, And 
voto them that ate cold, giue a diet that nouriſheth leſſe, and that doth heat 
moderateJy. Againſt watchings or ſadneſſe, or conſuming with ouermuck 
care, vſe a diet which can both moiſten, and prouoke ſleepe, that it may deli. 
uer them from the drtnefle that thoſe euilghaue cauled, and allo that it 
recreate and refreſh their ſtrength. They that haue a Feauer of wearineſſe, 
you muſt allow them to cate as much meate as they can digeſt ; for you muſt 
alwayes eſchue cruditie and rawncflc of the ſtomach, For the ſubſtance of the 
bod being diſſolued and dilperſed with labour, muſt be repaired with much 
meate being eaſie of digeſtion, You mult meaſure the quantitie of taking of 
meate, by the patients (ireogth, age, oaturall temperament , and cuſtome ol 
the ſicke. Moteouet, by the time of the yeare, the region, and ſuch other like, 
But thoſe whole temperature of the bode is very hore and drie, fuch you mult 
feed with meateby and by at the fi ſt beginning of the fit. For in them the dia» 
rie feauet will change very ſwiftly into an acute and rotten feauer, Chiefly a. 
boue other, they may be fed with a thinne diet which haue a diarie cauſed of a 
botch or impoftumation ; for in them theſubſtance of the bodie is not dimis 
niſhed. Wine that is white and thio is good almoſt for all diarie feauers, thoſe 
which be properly named lo, and do endure but twentie foure houres, For 
beſides that it helpeth digeſtion, it alſo proucketh vrine and ſweate (as Galen 
laith,) But you may grant it more abundantly to the feaucrous through wats 
chirgs, ſortow, or care; becauſe great abundance of the ſpirits is ſpent and 
conlumedinthem, which wine wall eaſily and quickly reſtore in them againe, 
But to thoſe that haue headeach, whether they haue watched, or be feauerous 
by any otber occaſion, they muſt refraine from wine, becauſe it pierceih the 
head quickely. And they that haue this feauer ingendted of great anger and 
furie, vnleſſe they be akogether quiet from that perturbation, may haue no 
wine giuen to them; for the ipirits and bloud are marue/louſly chafed, and 
boileth fore. Allo you muſt driue from wine thole that be feauerous through 
the ſwelling of batches or kernels inthe throte, votill it be looſened: not, that 
it is ſo vpprofitable forthe feauer, but that it binderetb the cure of the botch. 
For it increaleth the flowing of the humours into the grieued places, and ſo 
cauſeth inflammation, aod thereby augmenteth the feauer. You muſt cure 
all imple Feayers that be diaries (as Galen witneſleih) with baths, Therefore 
who'ocuer hath this Feauer, inthe declioarfÞn of the firſt fit, you wuſt bring 
them into a bath: but yet all may not be bathed alike, nor all muſt vic the 
ſame parts of a bath, For they that haue this Feauer cauſed of botches ot 
impoſiumations, may profitably tatrie in the ayre or fume of the bath; 
becaule it both rarificth and maketh thinge the skinne, and alio it progotet

HEA is anothet kind of Diaries, which is vamed Diariaploriam die- 
1m, for no other cauſe but becauſe it extendeth afid continueth ynto the 
third day, It is otherwiſe called Synochus nom putrida. The ancient Authors 
haue called this feauer Diaria, becauſe it is of the ſame nature that tight Dia 
ries are of? ſor it endeth after thefirſt fic, if ir be tightly and well handled. | 
This feauet is eau ed of thicknitig or ſtop ing ofthe pores and paſſages of the 
skinoe, That thickoing ( as Galen wiel th.) doth chance either becauſe tbe 
ſmall pores are ſtopped vp, or becaule they wate narrower, or allo becauſe 
the body it [clf is moderately thickned; which is wont to chance Rough cold, 
or after a bach, or by a medicine that is very ſharpe and reſtrictiue, or through 
but viog of the Suone, and other ſuch like which can drie the skinne, This tea- 
uet may be knowne firſt by touching : for io them that haue it, tbe xis is felt 
harder, and more compact together then it is on to be? Secondarihj you 
may know this leauer by mouidg ot the beate : for ar the touching it leeme ih 
geutle, aud eaſie; but aſterw Ad, ff you bold ſtill your band lon ger, the heate is 
ſhatper. Thirdly, you may know this feauet by the vrine, which is much al- 
tered frota his vaturall fabftance aud colour: for the bloud doth not boyle 
vety much, neither is thete much choler ingendred, whereby the yrine ſhould 
be made higher coloured.

wbether they haue ingendted obſtruRions,or rotteonefle, or inflammation, ot 
impoſtume ot knobby hardnes,or ſuch like effects. As often ther tote as a fea- 
uet is kindled of ſuch humors, cold things are not good for their auoiding: but 
to this feuer it bringeth much eaſe, becauſe it quencheth the feuer that is alrea- 
die kindled. But yet ſeeing the cauic of the feauet temaineth ſtill, of neceſſity an 
other feauer mult be kindled new againe, and many times a worle then that 
which went beforegbecavle that the body is thickened through cold. And this 
is one diſcommodity not to be neglected. Another is. that cold things hurt ma» 
ny cake members of the patient. whether they be weake by natur all diſtem- 
petature, or by ſome vice that they haue gatten. So in ſome n hath bebe found 
that their throte bath bene ſo hurt that they could not ſw alla win ſome the ſto- 
mach, that they could ſcarce dige ſtzia ſome the mouth ofthe ſtomach, or the li- 
uer, ot the gut Colon, or che lung, ot the midrifte,or the reines, or the bladder, 
or ſome other luch like member is ſo ſtriken with cold, that it is made weake 
and ynablc to do his proper action and office. Many by immoderate drinking 
of it out oftime, haue by and by bene taken wich difficukie of breathing aud 
with crampe and trembling,and baue had hurt in all their fine w es. Tberfure to 
be ſhort, in them that haue any {welling, ot fleame, or bloud, ot any knobby 
bardneſle, you may not give cold water vnto ibem, nor yet to them that a rau 
humour doth hurt with obſtruction or rotiendeſſe. But if there be no ſuch fwel-

ling as is aforeſaid, and that you do perceive euident ſigues of digeſtion and 


concoction in the vrine, and if there be Bo member lo giuen to a cold tempe- 
rature chat it migbt take hurt. then you may boldly give cold water. Alſo if the 
ſicke haue vled to drinke cold water, you may more baldly miniſter it : for all 
the Sc learned before hy expetienet to ſuffer it tamiliati without 
burr. The drinking of cold water is petillous in ibem that haue but litle bloud 
and fleſh. Thereſore by tbele things before : ehearſe di it is euident to al men, 
that the chieteſt temedies of chels kinds of teauery called Sy nach put rida, be

full ſtemach. ſore, yau mult refraine lo long time from bloud letting as will ſuffice as well 
to digeſt the meate, as that the excremeuti may deſcend downe. But if there 
will tollow of neceſſity any fluxe and emptying, you muſt leave ſo much bloud 
ſtill as will voyde by that flaxe. Therefore if at the time of bloudsletrioe the 
menſtruis do chance to flow, ot alſo that tbe hemorhoides do open and burſt 
out, if youbcbolding the vehemency of the fluxe, ſhall thinke it to be ſuffici 
ent to purge and empty out that which you require without any helpe, then 
you ſhall ternature work alone. But if youthinke it cootrary,draw out fo much 
bloud, that thereby vader them both conioyned together, you may bring to 
palle your requeſt and expectation. Let the diet in theſe feauers be chiefly this 
that followeth. In thoſe that haue bene let bloud, miniſter to them two houres 
after bloud letting, iuyce of Ptilan, and command quiet and teſt. And when 
they ate awaked out ot fleepe,mmiſter againe Ptiſan broth. In this diet the pa. 
tient muſt perſiſt and continue vntill the third day. You muſt note, that intheſe 
Nen the icke tezuets called Synochi, the patients muſt be fed at uch time as haile tolke are 
ſhould be fed. wont to eate, and when they feele moſteale : for ſo they ſhallthe eafilier ſuffer 
j and beate their foode. And it they befirong and luſtie, and you looke for the 
vigour ans Rate of the feauer ſttaightway, the patient muſt vſe a moſt thin and 
ſcatce diet. But contrariwiſe if he be weake and feeble, you cannot miniſter a 
thione diet to him without peril, Therefore in giuing of meate to the patient, 
you muſt diligently for elee, and ponder bis ſtrength and abilitie. He that deſi- 
reth to know more of this kinde of feauer as touchiog the cute of it, let him 
teade Galen in lib. 7. Therapeut. meth. cap. 5.

Febris con- Es N 1s Continga in Latine,Synechs in Greek, in Engliſh it is called a con- 
1 tinuall fe auer: it is a ſeauer that leaueth not oft akogether betweene the fits, 
but it bath a certaiue ſenſible flaking o heate berweene the fits. A contiouall 
Cauſe. feauer is cauſed, when one onely humot doth putrifie and rot wirhin the veſſels. 
| And there be three differences ofthis feauer, cetordiog to the diverfitie of the 

Three diffe- humout that putrifieth in the veines: for if eholet do putriſie within the veſſels, 
rences of con- it jngendreth a continuall Tertian, which the Greekes call Cauſos, in Latine it 
tinwallfea* s called ardens febris, in Engliſh a buroiog feauet. If came do putrific and rot 
_ within the veinet, it ingeudreth a continuall Quoridian : but if melancholy do 
putrifie within the veines it kindleth a contionall Quartane. There is hot 2 

Signa, more certaine figne of a continuall feauet, then that none of them do come to 
intermiiſion-and flaking a'rogether betweene the firs, vntill the feauet be quite 

ended and quenched. Their other ſignes are common with the intermitting 

feauers : for an exquiſite burning feaucr, orcontimuall Tertian, bath all the o- 

ther fignes of an erquiſſe intermitting Tertiau, differing onely in ihis, that it 

doth not inuade and begin with vefiement cold and ſtiffeneſſe, neither doth it 

end in quiet and reſt. Like wie a continuall Qotidian bath all the fignes of a0 
exquiſite intermitting Quotidian, but it oneſj differech from it,bet3bſt it doth 
4 ao: 
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got intermit and lake betweene the firs. In like manner the 
tunes haue their ſigues of intermiuing Quatranes, but that they come not to 


5 and reſt between: fis. Seeing it is euident by that which we haue ſkid, = 


continuall. feauers be of the kind of totten feaners/it is neceſlary for him 
that will cure them commodiouſly and rightly, firſt ro ſtop and let the putrity. 
iog androtting, Fhertfote two things muſt be taken bred of at the firſt, where- 
of one is the tcauer,another is the tottenne fle. And in the feauer you muſt allo 
regard two things the one, iat the portion of the feauer'which is now kindled 
and ioflamed , my be cured and quenched: the other is, that the portion of 
the feauet which is aot yet kindled may be letted and ſtopped, Alſo two things 
muſt be conſidered conceroing the tottenneſſe: one is. that the rotenveſle a] - 
readie iogeodted may be healed:the other is to let and ſtop that which is ready 
to ingender putrifaCtion, That which is readie to ingender, is cauſed through 
perſpiration and breathing out, it it be impedute and letted, So that of this 0+ 
ther two conlideratioas do ſpring : fiſt, that the humour which is withholden 
may be purged and emptied out: ſecondarily, to prohibite and keepe in that 
which is to be withbolden and kept backe: it will be prohibited with thoſe re · 
medics which do heale obſtructions. Againe note, that the obſtructions which 
are ingendted muſt be cured, and they which are to come muſt be letted and 
driuen backe away, You mult cure the obſtrution which is alreadic ingen- 
dred, by thoſe things that do looſen, deliver and open obſtructions. And you 
ſhall driue away and ſtop the obſtructions which are to come, if you bridle and 
ſtop the fluxe of obltruRive and Ropping humors: whereby it appeareth eui- 
dently, that the laſt thing which we haue found in this Compendium of curing , 
muſt be done firit iu the workiog ot the cure. Seeing therefore that ( when

we haue examined the matter particularly ) there be fine things in continual There be five 
feauets from the which conſiderations in curing be gathered, that is, the fea+ things to con- 
uer, rottennefle, perſpiration impedye and letted, obftruftion,and abundance ſider in fea- 
of obſtructiue humours, you muſt begin the eure with the laſt conſidetr ation. vers, 


Therctore leeing that the abundance of bumours that cauſe obſtructions, doth 
require purging and emptying out, in the beginning, if vertue be ſtrong in the 
patient, and if time of the yeare, and his age, and other things do agree, you 
muſt let him bloud. You muſt then ſpecially let him bloud, when the whole 
body ſwelle th more then it was wont to do, ot when the veins be ſwollen vp. or 
ſtretched out, for that doth fignific abundance of blond. When the multitude 
of humours ate voided and emptied out, you muſt pert come to the curing of 
obſttuctions, and you muſt miniſter mediciues, whereby obſtructions may be 
taken away. But becauſe moſt of thole medicines be bote, it is to be feared 
leſt they ſhould incteale both their rotteaneſſe and allo the ſeauer. Therefore

things bciog done, and thoſe humeursbeing ſcoured out which were com- 
pact together in the skinne, ſo that the obſtruction and peripiration impedited 
be taken away , you mult come to the cure of the rottenveſle, Therefore at 
Cure of putri- this ume you mult firſt corroborate and reſtore the ſttength, whereby it may 
faclion. exuperate and ouercomethe rotteancfle, and be able to digeſt the humour. 
And you ſhall heale the puitifaction and rottenneſſe, if you do voyd and emp- 
tie out by all meanes that which is corrupted add putrified. That which is leſt 
ſtill within, you muſt bring to an exquifite meane by moderate motions, and 
coole breachings: and you ſhall worke the emptying out of your humour by 
care of the vrine, e geſtiags,vomitiog and (weats, Laſt of all, you muſt proceed to the cu- 
feauer, ring of the ſeauet, which muſt be done by cooling thingy, For every feauer, 
inalmuch as it is a feauet, muſt be remedied by cooling and moiſtniog things, 
But to know how each of theſe things ſhould be rightly done, itis partly te- 
heatſed before, and partly it ſha'l follow hereafter. Io continuall feaucrs, whoſe 
ſtare or vigor ot the di'cale will come atthe fartheſt within ſeuen dayes, iftheir 
ſtreogth be luſly, and their age agreeing zoit, you mult ordaine them a very 
exquilice and thinve diet. But in the continual feaucrs, whole vigour,force,and 
ſtate is longer then ſeuen dayes alter the beginning. or if vertue be weake and 
feeble , at the firſt you muſt feede them liberally : when the vigonr and ftare 
drawcth ueate heit diet muſt be more ſcarce, but in the ſtate and vigonr of the 


diſeaſc, you muſt feed them moſt thinly Nee ſcatcely. Atterward againe, auge

Continua Tere |, rae as Febri in Latine, Ceuſos in Gteeke, in Engliſh it is called a con- 
tiana. Linuall Tertian or a burning feauer: it is of the kind ot eontinuall feauets, 
2s is declared in the former Chapter : and it is cauled when choler puttifieth 
and rotteth within the veines. Therefore it agteeth with an exquiſite intetmit - 
tiog Tertian, becauſe it is jngendred of the ſame humour that the other is. But 
Difference be. yet it differe ih from it, in that in an intermitting Tertian the cholct is car- 
tweene 4 bur- Tied all ouer the body, but in a burning feauer the choler is contained in the 
ning ſeauer & veſſels together with the bloud, ' Hereupon it cometh that the fits in a bur. 
Tertian. ning ſeauer do not intermit nor flake? but when the cholet in them is ſtirred 
molt yehemently, and is dtiuen about by nature waxing ſtrong, tben there is 
wont to come vehement cold and tigour and the feauer endeih. Which Hippo- 
crates decla eth 4. Aphoriſ. 58, ſaying, He chat is taken with a burning Aer

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ombe be li ; wi Hippoer, 

. They which baue this fe auer. let them lye in a cold place, and in a Diet, 
lweete ayte. ſrom hence pure wind commeth. Alto iet him lye in a loft fea 
therbed, which muſt be made often: let tbe couerings be very thin and cleane. 4 
which muſt be coutinually changed, && let his hed be of a great wideneſle, that = 
he may eaſily mouc his members that be hote to other cold places of the bed. b 
Aud if the aire be quiet, ftirre. it with a fanne, or ſuch like. You muſt giue him 
meates that haue venue to coole and moiſten, as is, Lettuce, Gourds, Sorrell, 
Ptiſan broth, and ſuch like. Let bis drinke be water, wherein a little Cinamon 

hath bene (odden, or Veriuice If the ficke haue vled it, or iſ no other thing do 
let it, after mcategiue him cold water a (poonefull or two, or mixe lulepof 

Vialets,or ſome luſep of Roſes, or ſuch ikewith decoction of Barley, Moreo- 
uer, the tomacke muſt be refreſhed with 1yce of Roſes : and other cooli 
thiogs muſt be vſed, as ſtrewing of the floote with greene Vine leaues, & 
the leaues and floures of Roles water Lillies, and Violett, and by (prinkling and 
powrcing often of cold water on the floore vp & downe. For the cure, in he be · Coratio. 
2jagiog ſicaightway, you mbſt cut a veine, it age, time, vertue, and ſtrength do 
permit it. ri ereupon Hippocrates ſaith in his Aphoriſmes thus: In great bur- 
ning ſeauers, if bloud be drawne till the heart faint, by and by the ſtate of the 
whole bodie is cooled, and the feauer is quenched, lu many al io a laxe is cau · 
ſed, and lweats flow forth. Afterward let the breaſt and ſtomach be nouriſhed 
with Dates btaicd with oile of Roles, or of Quinces, or of water Lillies, Alſo 
other cooling medicines he good, as be Vine buds braicd, Endige, Succory, Outwerd me- 
Knotgraſſe. Lettuce, Sotrell. Vine leauet, & luch like, Allo a fine napkin folded dicines, 
together aud dipped ia oile and water made hot, and applyed to the breaſt and 
ſto mach, it ceaſſeth the burning of feuert maruellonſly. Allo a hadfull of wooll 
ſoked in watet and oile of Roles heatgreatly, & being holden vp aloftio drop 
ypoathe breaſt, doth cafily quench the vehemency ot the burning heate. Thele * 
things muſt be bote, for warme things do diſſolue the ſtreagth & vigor of the 
members, Neither ſhall you raſhly allo comqixe Vineger againſt vehement 
burniog fe auert. You may not apply epithemes nor other cooling medicines 
in the beginning and increating of the fit : for at that time the effect ot the bo» 
die is driven about, & the heat is in the inward members:therefore cold things 
applied do driug the heate to the innermoſt purts , and bean occaſion of gie 
ter hurt: for ſictie beate being oppreſſed and ſtopped within, it raileth a more 
rchement & burmuag heate agaive. There fore ia the force, ſtrength, and vigor 

ot the fittes, when the heate is alreadie ſpread oger all the bodie, thele cold 
things may be well applied . for then abe reſidue of the vniuerſall heate which 
remaincth about the in ward members may be really quenched. Hereupon 
the pauent will begin to breathe better, & ſlialbe troubled with an eafier thuſt. 

Allo ſome by breathing, qutot adeawic vapor do tall on fleep. The epuheme 
which you mult vie ia this teagergis his. R. oi Rote * Lenuce water, Epitheme.” © 
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and make an epitheme. Moreouer, when the vigour and ſtrength of thy 

nes is at hand, you may ſafely miniſter pure cold water, il done of thoſe thi 
which berchearſed inthe third Chapter do let it. Avdiffeare of any bur, 
though it be very liule, do let it, you ſhall miniſter the Grit draught refrained 
after this ſort, Take one cup full oftemperate water, and commine five cup 
fuls of pure cold water wich it, and ſo mmiſter jt to ſuipected bodies, To con- 
clude, io the cu: ing of burning feavers, you muſt needs briog to paſle one of 
theſe thing, that ether the cholericke humours may be voided and empiied 
out, ot clſe that they miy be quenched within. They may be voided and emp- 
tied out by ſweats, vomits and egeſtions. They may be quenched by drink 

of cold water, wherewith very often great burning feaucrs haue bere cute 
quite and cleane A bath of iweete water is good onely to them which baue a 
burnicg feauer without any ſwelling tending to the naturept an inflammation 
or Erbe la: but i ſigoes of concoction do appeare io the vrine,it is much more 
conuenieut for the patient. Let the ſicke which in a vebement burniog teauet 


deſite th to vie a cold bath, be yoog , aud of a moderate ſtate of the body, as 


alſo Hippocrates w tueſleth and moniſheth. Neither let it be done to him in 
Sommer ume, and in bote times of the yeare, and in the vigour and ſtrength of 
the feauer, and let it be one that hath vled to waſh in cold water in his bealth, 
But when the feauer wareth more moderate, and vertue is ſtronger, and if there 
be ſignes of concoction together with it, a bath of ſweete and temperate was 
ter is ſufficicot,and doth good. For annoiatiogs, oile of Cammomil doth good, 
ſpecially it the weather be cold, But the abundance of matter whereof you 
ſhould make competent remedics againſt buroiog ſeauers, you ſhall find in the 
Chapters following. 
CHAP. VII. 


Of a pure intermitting Tertian, 


Xquiſite Tertiana febru intermittens in Lative,an exquiſite and pure inter- 
mittiog Tertian feauer in Epgliſh, it is cauſed of choler carried by the ſen- 
fible parts of the bodie, and by the proper nature ofit, it remainerb pute, fin- 
cete, and vnmixed. Thereforeleging it is ingendred of choler that is ſincere and 
pure, and not commited with any other humor, it is called of the Phyfitians ex · 
quiſite. This feauer ingendteth in per ons that be cholericke by nature, and in 
their flouriſhing age, in Sommer time, in hot: anddrie regions, and when the 
weather is bote ant{drie,and in bodies oppreſſed with labors, watchings,carcs, 
deep thoughts, and burning ot the dunne. Allo this feaver by and by in the be+ 
inniog. and in euery fir cauleth a vehement cold, rigour and ſtiffeneſſe, and 
this meaoes it diftercth from a burning ſeauet, as is before tebheatſed. And 
the cold in this teauer diffcreth from the cold in a Quartane teaver, thus , be- 


Differences of c,uſe in this feaver the paticacthinketh his body were pricked, and as it were

vicerated : but in a Quartan the cold teemerth tothe patient, like the cold that 
halle tolke fetle in Winter time, Therefore a Tertian feauer doth not chance 
withour vehement rigour and cold, prickiog and wounding in the ficſh but a 
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ment rigour and cold: For as RR yo increaſetb, ſo alſo the. 
rigour and cold increaſeth, andthe patient doth got feele pri but rather 
tecleth great cold, and as it were, vipped to the bone with it. There is in a 
Tertian feauer, an exact and perfeQt order and equalitie ofthe pulſen : but yet 
in the increaſiog of the fits, the pulſes are raiſed and provoked to 
greatneſſe, and frequencie. Moreouer,in the yigour and force ofthe feauet, it 
cauſech thirſt, and burneth vp the patient, ſo that he caſteth off the clothes to 
make him bare and naked, and he breathech largely and often,and he bloweth 
out as it were a flame of fire, and requireth to drinke cold water. Afterward 
the heate lpteadeih equally all ouer the bodie, ſo that the breaſt is no bettet 
thea the extreme paits and members. And when you 91 hand vpon him, 
xt the firſt touching you ſhall feele much goawing and biting heate, burſting 
out as it were with a cettaine vapour aud moiſture ; but not long after 

hand will yanquiſhit, if you do hold it ſtill, Moreouer, there followeth this 
feauer vomiting of choler, and the bellie is laxatiue, and they pifle vrine that is 
cholericke, ſubrufe, and ſomewhat yellow, and moderately thicke, Allo their 
vrine hath by and by a white cloud, or a laudable ſublatioain the midſt. lt the 
vine be reddet, and if in the firſt fit there do appeare neither ſublation in the 
midſt , nor cloud, the feauer will extend and remaine ſeuen fits, Moreouer, this 
feauer leaueth off till another fit, wben the ſit hath endured the ſpace of twelue 
houres at the moſt. For this is the longeſt time of a fit in true & pure Tertians. 
Bat ſometime the fit is ſhorter then the aforeſaid ſpace of time, hauing diffe- 
rence more or leſſe according to the quantitie and qualitie of choler within, 
or becauſe of the ſtrength of the patient, or through the preſent affect ofthe 
paticots bodie at that preſent time. Therefore we name that an exact and pure 
Tertian feauer. which endeth his fit within twelue boures; but that which hath 
a longer fit, is not called an exquifite Tertian, but an extended and ſtretched

all the other that be in the body. Let the ſicke lic therefore in a cold place, a- 
— a ſweete and pleaſant ayre, Allo you may not ſuffer many io be in the 

ouſe, becauſe they ſhould make it hote with their breath. Let the floote be 
ſprinkled oſten with cold water, aud with Roſe water, Violet water, and ſuch 
like. Andrew on the floore Willow leanes, floures of Roſes, Violets, water 
Lillies, and ſuch lie. Let the patient yſe meaies that haue vertue and power to 


coole and moiſten, And you muſt giue him ſo much of them as he can very % rata. 


well digeſt, Let his pot-herbs be Orach, Beets, and Spinach, Mallows, Lettuce, 
Gour ds, Sorrell, Endiue. Succory, and ſuch like. Alſo give him Priſan broth, and 
ſoupiogs made with Alice.Of hiſhes,let him eate ny yo live io gravelly places: 
for ſuch, beſides that they do coole aud moiſten, they ingender good iuice, and 
arc eaſle to digeſt, Of fowles,lerhia cate them that be of ſoft 2 as be chic- 
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kens and Partrich, Dones, youg Sparrewes,Feaſant,aod ſuch like: but of i 

char haue not ſoft fleſh, let Lata their wings, which are 5 — 
becauſe of their often exerciſes, Ad he may eate Cocks ſtones and Sowes 
feete,, fortbey de without exctements, becaule they are exerciled: and iheit 
branes, ſpecially it they be well ſodden. Allo if you miviſter the fleſh of Pigs 
well ſodden, you ſhall not hurt, for ſo it may the eafilier be couſumed of 
ſtomach, Alſo rere E gs, which be but onely hote through, may be luffered,ſpe- 
cially the yolkes of then: for they be cafier to digeſt then the whites, 20d they 
do coole meanely. You may bim to cate fruites which be not very hard 
to digeſt, az be, Cherries, Prunes, Mulberics, He muſt abſtaine from Honey, 
becauſe it will eafily tarne into choler, and from Muſtard, {alt meates, and all 
ſharpe'things, Allo you muſt keepe the ficke altogether from wine, vntill the 
diſeaſe be digeſted, and let him drinke inthe meane ſeaſon water wherein a 
little Cinamon hath bene ſodden. Or let him vieto drinke this:. lulep of Vio · 
lets. 3 iiij. water whetcio a little Cinamon bath bin ſodden, fh; j commixe them 
togethet, and powre them out of one veſſell iato another oſteu. But when ibe 
dileaſe beginoeth to digeſt, you muſt giue him io the beginning a little wine 
that is thin & alayed with water, & giue him more liberally of it wheothe end 
of tbe diſeaſe is at hand.

A Tertian is cauſed , when choler is mixed for the moſt part with 
fleame. Hereupon it commetb that all the ſignes of this feauer do not de · 
clate the nature of pure and ſincere choler, as in an exquiſite Tertian they do. 
In this feauer alſo the time of the fits doth exceed twelve houres, neither is this 
judged in ſeuen ſits as an exquiſite Tertian is. Moreouer, in this baſtardly 
Tertian , the ſignes of concoction do appeare more'flowly , neither is there 
ſuch great beate in the vigour and ſtate of this feauer as in the exquiſite Ter- 
tian, Beſides all theſe, it doth not end with abundance of ſweat, as an ex quiſite 
Tertian doth. Therefore the diet in this feaucr muſt not be altogether coo- 
ling and moiſtcning, as is in an exquiſite Tertian: but let it have ſome po- 
wet and vertue to heate, cut, aud diuide; for the choler in this teaucr is groſ- 
ſer, neither is it ſo hote. They therefore that haue this feaucr, may oroficably 
take broth of Ptiſan, wherein ſome Pepper is put, and you muſt giue them 
A to drinke, wherein hach bene ſodden, Hyſope, Origaa, and Spikenard. 
Alfo you mult give them ſoupings andÞroths eaſie to digeſt, Moreouer, ſees

tient as it were pticking and vering the Rinne, ax it doth in an erquiſite Ter- 
thao, but there is cauſed yehetnent cold; and as ic would breake the bones. 
ir pulles are very rare and Now inthe beginning of the firs, but when the 
feauet is io his full force, or allo when it is increaſed, then of neceffine the pul. 
es ate [iſt and often: but get they do keep their oaturall lowneſſc and rarity, 
il you conſider the [wiftneffe, and frequencre coming in the firs, Bur the mo- 
viog of the heate, the increaſing, and the vigor and force of this featter is cleane 
conttaiie to that in Tertia feauers, For in this feauer the malancholy humour 
is kindlcd and inflamed by little and little, and at it were a ſtone, or a ſhell,or a 
Wh , or ſome other ſuch cold and diic bodie. And when that avieflame or 
heate is kindled in it, then in the fit it neee hap or ſmoakie, but 
Caſe log it burncth aod conſumeth it. And therefore there is longer ceaſſing and inter- 
intermiſſion miſſion ofthis humour betweenerhe fits, then there is in fleame, Andthe in- 
in Ducrtane Jermiſſion and ceafiog betweene the fittes ſeemetb to be exquiſite and pute 
es, without any gricte at all: becaule in this feauet, Jooke how much mclancho.

bloud do leeme to abound much, then you muſt take away that. And if when 
you haue ſtriken a veine, the bloud that commeth out do appeare blacke 
20d groſſe, as for the moſt part it doth in diſeaſes of the Spleene, you may 
then boldly draw it out. For great abundance of bloud being drawoe our, 
nature will get the vpper hand in digeſting the reſt of the humour, and will 
make the feauet fhorter , You muſt cut the innermoſt veine of the left arme, 
which is called Lienari vena , the Spleene yeine , or Mediana: for this veine 
emptieth out the melancholie bumour, ſpecially trom the Spleene, which is 
womtto be diſeaſed in a Quartane feauer: but if when the veine is ſtnken, the 
bloud doth appeare thipne , and yellowiſh, you muſt ſtop it by and by: for 
ſuch an humour is not vnptoſitable in a Quartane , but it correcteth and a- 
mendcth the groſſe and cold bumour , as well becauſe of bis lubſtance, as a!ſo 
with bis qualitie. You mult ordaine for the patient a very good diet, ſuch ooe 
as is not windie, and iogendreth good iuyce, Therefore you muſt keepe the 
ficke from [wines fleſh, and from all other meates that be groſſe, rough and 
clammy, and ſlow of digeſtion, Moreover, let him abſtaine from all things 
which do coole and driethe bodice , He muſt care birds that liuc vpon moun- 
taines, and do iogender good iuyce: for thoſe that do liue in fennes and ma- 
riſhes, they be vnwhole ſome and full of excrements, and doingender a groſſe 
humour. He muſt vſe fiſhes of grauelly waters, which be ſoft and without 
toughneſſe: but in this feauer ſalt things and Muſtard muſt be mioiſtred in 
meates , that they may extenuate, cut, and diuide the groſſe and clammie hu- 
mours, and that tbey may conſume and feed vp the ſuperfluous humiditie and 
moiſture. They muſt vſe wine that is white, thinne, and meapely hote: for 
that by the thinneſſe it doth extenuate the groſleneſſe of tbe melancboly hu- 
mours, and bythe meane heate that it hath, it beateth the body by little and 
little, which is cooled with the melaocholious humour;and it belpeth digeſtign 
and allo prouoketh vrine, They may not altogether be kept and refraine from 
ftictions, deambulations, and other accuſtomed exerciles, that is to ſay, you 
muſt ſuffer them to vſe exerciſes, but not ſo much as they did in their health. 
Neither way they vſe frictions, deambulations, avd other exerciſes of the bo- 
dic ſo often cor lo vehemently as they did in their health; for that would cauſe 
perill and danger of obſtruction. But it exerciſes be vicd moderately, and that 
in the time of intermiſſion betweene the fits, they will voyde out excrements, 
and bring other commodities which Galen rehearſeth in lib. ſecundode Tuenda 
ſanitate. They muſt altogetber abſtaine from bathiog if they can, and be con- 
tent onely with frictions and rubbiogs : for 4 becauſe it doth 
beate, doth profit, yet, becauſe it calleth forth humours outwardly,it bringeth 
perill of &bſtruKtioo, ſpecially when the bodie doth abound with excremeors; 
Aud if the Quartave be ſhort,andnot violent, it is not hurtfull in the intermiſ- 
lion betweene the fits, when the patients haile dayes be, if he vſc his wonted 
exerciſes, As for the belly, if it can be by any meanes, it muſt be kept ſoluble, 
cither with his accuſtomed mcanes, or with medicines mixed with them, ot 
with clyſters , firſt gentle aud eaſie, and after ſharper : for you muſt increale 
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the ſtrength and ſharpneſle by little and little, as the matter of the ſeauer 
— Wite Hur lutle and little : for at the beginning — F 
you mult handle and order theſe teauers gently and eaſily. You may ſecke et 
amples of eaſie clyſter out ot the former Chapters. A clyſter ſomewhat ſhar- 
per is this that followeth: N. Mallowes, Cammomill, Mercury, leaues ot black 
Violets, ana. M. j. leaucs of Sene, the rootes of Polipodie, ana, 2.v. Harts« 
tongue, Vi. j G. ſeeth all theſe in a lufficient quantitie of water voull the third 
part. Then ſtraine it, and commixe with the liquor of that decoction the mar. 
row of Caſſia fijtnla , 5. j. Diaſena laxatina, 3. 8. common oyle, 3. ij. Mel 
reſarum, 3. G. ſalt Gem, 2. j. and make a clyſter. Within cettaine dayes, giue to 
the patient Oiatrion piperion ; but becauſe it doth heate vehemently , you may 
not miniſter it daily; whoſe making and vertue you muſt ſeeke out of Galen 
in lib. 4. De ſanitate tuenda. Allo (as Galen ſaith) the patient ſhall do rightly, 
il he drinke daily, onely Pepper with water: for it beateth and diſſolueth the 
groſſeneſſe of windie ſpirit and vapours, and it extenuateth and digeſteth the 
crade and raw humouts, which are beaped and gathered vp together in the 
onders and ſides. And theſe things muſt be done from the begin. 
ning of the feauer, vntill it come to the vigour, force, and ſtate, And it the 
icke ſeeme now to be in the vigour and ſtate of the diſeaſe, then he muſt vſe 
a thinner diet then he did before ot muſt do afterward, and you muſt com · 
mand long _ and reſt to the patient, leſt nature being occupied about di- 
geſting ot the matter of the diſeaſe, ſhould be called from her office and 
Prouiſion for worke, Afterward you muſt prouide and foreſee the intrailes, which are wont 
the intrailes, to be ſwollen and ſtretched out, with viſcous, tougb and grofle humours, 
and alſo with abundance of windie ſpirits and yapours , which being di- 
ſolued and ervptied out, the bowels ware foft and are looſened. Therefore 
ou muſt annoint them with thoſe things which can molliſie and looſen, ' as 
ointments which ate made of Barley meale , ſeed of Apium, rootes of I 
Yegs, Re w, and luch like. Among other annoint the left fide with this ointment, 
. of oile of Capers,$.iij.oile of Ireos, and of {weet Almonds, ana. 3. ij. ſeeds 
of Apium, and of Comin, rootes of Ireos, ana, D. . Ware as much as is ſuffici- 
ent. make an ointment, After theſe things you muſt miniſter medicines which 
have vertue and power to prouokevrine,, and not before this time: for if you 
mioiſter ſuch things before the inward members be free from obſtruftions, 
becauſe thole medicines be hore, they carric the bumouts downe withthem, 
and do increaſe the obſttuctions. For to provoke vrine , you muſt miniſter 
Muiſa, whereio Dill, or Rew , or elſe Apium bath bene ſodden. If fignes of 
concoction do appeare , then you muſt ſtraightway vie purging medicines 
which can purge out melancholic.: and you may not purge him once onely, 
but oſtener, it the matter ſeeme to require it: for that melancholy cannot be 
brought out all at once, ſeeing the body is not able io ſufter & beate fo ſtrong 
a purgation as Thould purge out all that ſtubburue humour at once. You 
— examples of ſuch medicines as do purge out melancholy, out of 
the firſt Book in the Chapter of mclancboliouſnes, But yet aboue other things, 
Aetine praiſeth ſweet wine infuſed io the inward part of Colequintide, but ſo, 
that you commixe with it ſome Apium, or Daucus, to make it pleaſant, After

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meite you muſt prouoke vomite (if nothing let it) with white Hellebore firſt WII. 
— A: with Radiſh, as is declared in the other Bookes, which if it worke 
hnile or nothing, you muſt miniſter tiellebore by it ſelfe. And if any man ab- 
horte from Hellebore, let bim vie this or ſuch like medicine : N. iuyce ot Ra- 31e 
diſh or diſtilled water of it, 3. ij.

\ VoT1iDIANA Rebri intermittens,that is, an intermittivg quotidian 
leauet ʒ it 13 ingendred of putriſied and roten fleame being thruſt of na- 6. 
ture by the ſenlible parts o! the bodie. It is called of the Greekes Amphimeri- 

1, becauſe it cauleth a fu every day. But if glaſen fleatne,which is the coldeſt 

of all other fleames , do puttiſie by it ſelſe the one halfe ot it, that is, if the 

whole ſubſtance of it do not putriſie equally , bot ſome parts of it do putriſie 

and ſome do not, then it iogendreth a feauer called Epialos febri: in which piles, 
the patient is feauerous, and yebemently cold together , and at one preſet febry, 
time he tecleth immoderare heate and immoderate cold in all tbe parts of the 

body together. For part of that bumour which is not putrified nor rotten as 

yet, being (pread by all the veinet, or in the reſt of the body, wgeodreth the 

rigour and cold, but the other rotten part of the humour ingeodreth the fea. 
ner. A Quotidiao ſeauer doth not inuade the patient with rigour and vehe- g. 
ment cold by and by the firſt day, but in proceſſe of time, it commeth rather 
like a cooling, then like a rigour, The pulſe when the fit beginneih is inordi · 

nate and ynequall, flow, liitle and weske. Neither alſo in the augmentiog and 
increaſing of the Quotidian is there ſwiſtneſſe of moving of the pulſes , oor 
greatneſſe, nor ychemencie. Thy beate ia this Feauet is not ſo ſharpe aud ve- 
bement as it is in a Tertian for it neither burneth them, neither are they 
compelled to make naked their bodies, and to throw off then clothes, nei · 

ther doth it compell them to breathe much and oſten, and to blow out of 

their mouthes as it were a flame, not to deſfircto drinke cold water, but it is 

moiſt and ſmõkie, and commixed with much yapour. Allo it is hardly kind- 

led, and it conſumeth a long time, vntill that by increaſing it come to the force 

and ſtate, Morecuer,they that haue this feauet do not thirſt, becauſe not one- 

he the tovgue, but alfo the whole bodie in this Feauer is moiſt, The vtines in 
Quotidian Feauers either be whitcy and thinney and watcrie: ot thicke, and

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troubled, There burſteth out no ſwear at all in the firſt dayes, beithet is there 
any exact & perfect teſt from being feauerous : for the ſeauer temaineth each 
time almoſt the ſpace of 18. homes. There chanceth allo to them vomiting 
of fleame : and thoſe things which are (ent out by egeſtion, are colder , moi 
ſter, cruder, more watetie, and moreflegmaticke. Alſo a Quotidian ſeauet 
doth chicfly vexe them that be moiſt and flegmaticke of nature. Alſo it chan. 
ceth in a moiſt ſeaſon, ſpecially in Winter that is cold and moiſt , and in old 
folke and children. Heteupon Galen writerh, that he neuer ſaw a yong man 
that was cbolericke and drie by uature, taken with this feauer? but they that be 
moiſt and moſt flegmaticke, hauing a groſſe ſubſtance of the bodie, and do liue 
an idle lite, ſetuing their bellie, and giuen to drunkenneſſe, vſing bathing otten, 
and ſpecially after meate, they are ſoone taken with this Quotidian feuer. 
Let the diet in this feauer be altogether extenuating, cutting and diuiding. 
Therefore you muſt now ſeeke ſuch places, wherein we haue declared abun- 
dantly what kind of diet it ſhould be. ln the firſt dayes, that is, wheo ſignes of 
cruditie and n do yet appeare, the fleame muſt be diuided and cut, 
and the pores and paſſages that be ſtopped. muſt be ſcoured and cleanſed. And 
therefore yon muſt miniſter 0ximel becauſe it doth ſcoute mightily, it cutteth 
and diuideth the glutinous and clammy humours, and it deliverech the pores 
from obſttuctions. And you muſt miaiſtet thoſe thing which provoke vrine, 
that the fleame (being alteady extenuated and diuided) may the more readily 
paſle by the conduits, and be emptied out. Therfore it is good to miniſter de. 
coQion of the roote ot Apizm, Parcely, Ireos, Fennell, and ſuch other like oþ 
ten rehearſed before, with ſerupus acetoſme compoſit us, and wel Koſarum, and ſe» 
rupus e duabus Radicibus, and other that haue the vertuc and power to extenu- 
ate, cut, and diuide. About the vigour and force ofthe ſeauer, you muſt take 
heed and haue regard tothe ſtomacke, and (ſpecially to the mouth of it. There · 
fore you mult prepare thoſe things which being applyed outwardly may adde 
ſtrength to the ſtomach, ſuch as be, Maſticke,Spikenard, Wormewood, & ſuch 
other like. Therefore before meate, vie this ointment ; N. oiles of Maſticke, 
Wormewood,and Nard, ana. 3. ij. G. Maſticke, Cloues, and wood of Aloes, ana. 


D. v. Cinamon, Y. j. with Waxe as much as is ſufficieor, make an ointment, 


where with annoiat the region of the ſtomach. The ſtomach being ſtrengthe · 
ned you muſt compell vomiting, firſt hy miniſtring of Radiſh, then after meat: 
muſt be eatenʒ for lo it lifterh vp the meats, and cauleth ihe eaſier vomite. Af- 
ter he muſt vie medicioes that do purge out fleame : for fleame when it is di- 
geſt, may conveniently be purged, What medicines. thoſe be that can purge 
out fle ame, it is euident in our other Bookes, and this here ſuſficeih to cure a 
Quotidian feauer. | n

Of a Feaner Hellicke, 


H* CT.1CA febry,is a feuer wherein an vnnaturall beat is not only kindled 
io the ſpirits and humours, but o allo it is kindled in the maſſe, ſound 


and fleſwe patts and membets. This feauet kooweth no pa ine, and they that 


haue it, do think that they haue no feauer, ocicher do hey perceive 03 Tr 209 
beate, 
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beate, ſeeiog all che members of their bodie be equally beat (28 Galen decla- 


abundaotly in his Booke De inequaliintemperie.) The feauet Hecticke is 
— od aud cauſed two yes. Firſt, for the moſt part, at buroing feauers, 
oe, chat in proce ſſe of time they contume the hu- 
miditie and moiſture that is cortained in the body ot the heatt t ot alſo if it 
reſiſt more abuadaotly, theo thole ſeauett are not onely Hectickes, but allo 
Maraſmodes, that is, conſuming and melting teauers. Fot ſeꝛuers being ſugeo - 
dred (the humiditie yet remaining ſtill) when they haue caught and occu;1ed 
the bodie of the heart, bereupon they are ſpeciaſly kindled and inflamed , like 
the flame of a candle with am ich. And this is one way ot iogendnog the fea- 
uers Hecticke. Another way of ingendring them is this ,, hen they begin of 
chemlelues by and by, being iogendred as Diarie teauers be, either of ſorrow, 
or angergor ouermuch veatineſſe together with burning by the heate of the 
Sunoe, The feauers that be thus ingendted, be not very hard to cure: but tuch 
feauers of theſe as be turned into con uming and waſting, which the Greekes 
do call Maraſmos , through the negligence. and 1gnorance of Phyſitians : it 
chole feauers be in their force and ſtreogth, and not as it were beginning till, 
it is oot oa · ly hard to cure theſe, but it is allo imp to temedie them. 
For the nature of them is hote and drie, fo that the heart᷑ is in like caſe as the 
ſnufte of a candle when it is very much butnt: for when it is much burnt, 
will breake aod diſlolue. and through drineſſe tall aſuader, fo that although 
ou powie abundance of oile to it. yet you cannot caule a gteatet flame to be 
Liokled : for the flame being {mall and weake, panteth alwaycs vp and downe 
in it, and waxeth continually I:fle and leſſe, till it be — quenched out. 
Euen ſuch is the feuer which is altogether Miraſmodes, that᷑ is conſuming. The 
feauer Hecticke which turocth into Mara, or a conſumptiom, is very ready 
aud c aſie to know: to: before you do conſider the pulſes and heate by tou- 
ching them, you may (ee the eyes wondertull hollow, as though they were hid 
in ſome ditches or furrowes 7: tor then all the moiſt fubſtance of them is ex- 
hauſt aud con umed, ſo that you may lee the bones of the eye-browes ſticke 
out. Allo there hangeth on the haires of the cye-lids, drie gumme and filth, 
and vncle anely affects, as is ſeene in them ſpecially that go a long iourncy in 
the duſt, whea the Sunne burneth hote. Allo ibe vitall floure io them periſheth, 
and the skin of their fotehead is drie and retched out, and their eie · lids wioke 
oſten as though they were ſleepie; but their diſeaſe is not to ſleepe, but u ta; 
ther vnpotencie and debilitie to watch. Alto the ficth of their temples 1s coniu- 
med, lo that they ſeeme hollow ↄlaces: tor what other thing haue they but 
skin and bone + For, if you looke vpon their bare belly, it ſhall appeare to 
you, that neithet bowellnorfilme is left, The hypochonders and fides are 
pulled vpwatd to the breaſt, and it you touch che skinne,, it is very drie, which

if you take hold on with your fingers and pull it vp, it is like the hide of a beaſt, 


The palies be thiane, hard, weake, and otten. The heate hen you lay your 

band fitſt on him, doth ſeeme weake : but a lirtle after it burſteth out ſharpe 

and gaawiog more and mote it you hold your band long vpon him. Alſo this 

ſhall dg a great and vodubuate Ggne to you: when you do giue him meare.the 

beate in inflamed and increaled, aud the pulles are augmented is greatneſle

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and ſwiftneſſe, It is called a feauer HeRticke fo long as varutall bumidisie aud 
moiſture is kept and teſerued : bur when it is ro be doubtedtha there is )eft bd 
more bhumiditie and moiſtute in the bodie, then it is an abſolute and p 
conſumprion , which is called in Greeke Maraſmes, Fot the cure of a feaucr 
Hecticke before it come vnto a conſumption, you muſt by all meaves' coole 
it. And therefore the effect and ſumme ol the whole cure doth conſiſt in theſe 
points, that is, to coole & moiſten, as well with thoſe things that be outwardly 
applyed, as alſo by them that are miviſtred inwardly. Therefore let the ayre 
thatihe patient doch breathe in, be cold and moiſt. And, if it be not fo by na- 
ture, make it ſo by Arte, as is taught befete ia the ſixth Chapter, in the cure 
of the Tertian. He muſt allo vſe meates that do coole and muiſten, as broth of 
Ptiſan, bread ſteeped io a little cold water, ihe fleſh of kiddes, feaſants birds of 
the moudtaioes cockes ſtones, capons fle th. rere egges, new cheeſe withour 
lalt, and fiſhes of grauelly waters, Lettuce, Endiue,Succorie, Gourds, Spinach, 
Mallowes,and ſuch hke : Cherries, Proines Pomegravates, Melons, Figs, and 
ſuch like. He muſt allo taſte milke, for that profirerh bim marueſlouſly, ſo 
- that this feauer be not compounded and mixed with another feauer that is in- 
endred of rottenngfle of humours, Let his drinke be cold water, but ſpecial. 
5 if the ſicke haue bene vſed to it before. Let him drinke thereof moderate- 
ly , or let him drinke water wherein a little Civamoo hath bene ſoddeu, or 
wine that is watered aud thin. Moreouer, it is good to them that haue this fea- 
uer to cate meate often in a day, that by that me anes they may beware and take 
heed that they cate not great abunduce of meate at one meale, which venue, 
beiog weake, ſhould not be able to ouercome and digeſt, They muſt eſcliue 
immoderate mouiog, and all things that can reſolue and weaken the ſtrepgth. 
You may not miniſtet any purging medicines to them that haue a feauer He. 
Qicke : for purgations are hoter and vehementer then they are able well to 
ſuffer : but if the belly be more bound then it cught tobe, you muſt looſen it 
with eaſie clyſters that can coole and moiſten, adding to them marrow of Caſſia 
pla. You muſt miniſter ſuch things within the bodice as haue power and ver- 
tue to coole and moiſten ; as among the compound medicines be thele, ſirupe 
of Violets, of Water lillics, and of Tame endiue, firupwe acetoſos , and luch 
like. Alſo Diarrhodon abbatis, Diatragacanthum figidum, Diapapauer, and 
ſuch hke. Of ſimples theſe be good, the iuycet and diſtilled waters of Let- 
tuce, puiſlaine, Tame-endiuc, and Poppic- Among thoſe thizgs that are to be 
apply ed outwardly, batbes at all imes are conuedient and profitable to them 
that haue this feauet᷑ : I meane bathes of ſMeete waters, to the which the ſicke 
muſt be carried in a bed, or io a fine ſheere, and let there be foure to catrie the 
ſheet, at each corner one. The water of the bath muſt be moſt temperate: and 
alſo the patient muſt not tarrie in it long, leſt any ot his moiſture within bim 
ſhould be draw ne out by it: therefore in no eaſe muſt he lweate in it. There 
be ſome that vic to ſeethe in the water of the bath hearbs, as Violers, Mallows, 
Lettuce, flowers of Water-lillics, and ſuch like: ſome other do ſeethe calues 
feete,or lambes heads, vntill the fleſh be ſodden from the bones. Alſo you 
muſt beware leſt any thing be powred on bis bead, ſeeing it is ſufficient for it 
to be dipped twile or thtiſe in the water with the whole bodie, the ſheet bens 
ct 
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let Jowne eaſily, & then againe lifred vp by foure which muſi 

hie. Straight when Pr — 
in cold water, but he may not tarry in it any time at alt. that haue this 
feauer and be brought into a bath, vnleſſe they be dipped in cold water, it hel- 
pech them nothiog (as Galen ſaith.) By and by, as ſoone as he i2drawve ont of 
the water, let another ſheete be ready, and caſt him into that, and then into 
2nother. Then lay bim in his bed, and firſt wipe him with ſponges, & after with 
ſoft linnen clothes; and let them not handle him violentſy that do wipe him, 
but as eafily as they can poſſibly. To conclude, after this he muſt be anuointed 
with cold oiles, and with other moiſtming things. Among other this Lioizent 
is good: Ry. oile of Violets, 3. G. oile ot Gourds,Z .iij new butter without Salt, 
Swines greaſe, aua. 3. j f. commire them and make a Liniment, where with an- 
noint the whole body. Ot adde to it mulcilage of Tragacanthæ, . ij marrow of 
calues ſhankes, 3. ij. Ware as much 2 is ſufficient and make an ointment. 
Allo oile of water Lillies and of Poppie, are good, and ſpecially oyle of Roſes, 
which ( as Galen ſaith) doth marucilouſly moiſten dried bodies. When be is 
annointed and clothed, you muſt bring bim againe ypon a bed or a theet,joro 
the place where he is fed, and you muſt nouriſh him with meates, Allo it pro- 
fiteth him to haue his heart cooled and moiſtened with Epithemes : as is this:

G. Purſi aine. . . commixe them and make an Epi 
apply it to the liuer, Allo for them that haue the feauer Hecticke medicines are 


good which can coole and moiſten with their odour and lauot . as be floures of Oderamꝭ tum : 


water Lillies, Putſlaine, Violets, Roſes, and fuch like. Allo you may find moe 
things that are good for the cure of the feauer Hecticke, in the ſecond booke, 
io the Chapter of the Prificke or Conſumption, And in curing ofthe feauer He- 
Qicke this onely muſt be yourſtudy and labour, that the body may not only be 
cooled and moiſtened with thoſe things which be miniftred inwardly, bur alto 
by things that be applyed outwardly, & !pecially by aun ointing with oile. How 
much oile applyed and annointed outwardly ſpecially doth belpe to the con- 
ſetuation of the body, and to thereſtoring of ſtrength, we are taught by the no- 


table example of Polli Romulus, who being aboue aa hundred yeares old (as Pollis Roma 
F lizy ) Dinus Augoftus his hoſt asked bim, by what meanes he kept that lus, 


vigour,force,and firength of body and mind: he anſwered thus: Into: mulſo, 
. for ele, that is, I keepe me moiſt with Xulfo within, and oyle I annoint vpon 
my skin. * 1 1 2 = 
CHAP. XII. 
| Of an flemetrice feaner, © | 
| A; though there be diverſe kinds of compound feauers, as is declared in the 
beginning of this bookezinthe explication of feauets, yet in this place we 
will onely ſpeake of that feauetwhich is compounded of an intermitting Ter- 
tiao, and a continuall Quetidian, And R is called in Greeke Hemitritaæus, and in 
Ra manner 10 0 


Latin Semitertiana,io Engliſh halſe a Tertiao. Itis(s called becauſe this whole 
feaucr bath halte the oature ot the lard feaucry, each of them: hy the example 
of this compound feauer,you may learne to cure all other compound teavers, 
Thetctore an Hemitrice feauer is cauſed , when putriſied fleame is commined + 
with totten choler. It is declared before that a Tertian inuadeth the patient * 
with rigour and vehement cold, and a Quotidian commeth with cooling of 
the extreme parts, Thetefore the teauer which is compounded of them both 
caulcth horrout and ſhaking tor cold, which is leſſe then the rigour of a Ter- 
tian, and greater and more vehement then the cooling of a Quotidian? fothat 
i is a meane betweene them both. It u iugendted two ſundry wates? for ei- 
ther two firs are joyoed together by and by at the beginning, and do invade 
the patient together both at cuceʒ ot elſe each of them cometh ſeparate from 
the other, Therefore when the Tertian doth exceede the other, it cauſeth a 
more borrible feauer, and alſo it hath much rigour and yebementcoldinthe 
augmenting of the fit, and there is preſent greater heate and more burning, 
and choler is driven out either by vomiting , or by egeſtion, or it breatheth 
out a moiſt vapour: but when the Quotidian exceederh the Tertian,then cold 
is in the extreme parts, and but a litile ſhaking, aud neither burning nor thirſt 
doth vexe him. But when the intermitting Tertian and the continuall Quoti- 
diao be equall, and of like force and greatneſle, the fic doth come with botror 
© and ſhaking for cold. And when the Quotidian is of greateſtforce, the pulſes 
and hotrour ware leſſe and gentler : but ifthe Tertian preuaile, by and by the 
pulics and borrour increalc and waze greater, Note therefore 4 — a feauet 
ia ingendred ot ao iutermitting Tertian and a continuall Quotidian, being 
equal, of like force, gteatueſſe, aud ſtrength, then it is called an exquiſite He · 
mitritaus aguc: but ib one feauer do exceed the other, then it is called an vn- 
pure Hemitrice. You may vnderſtand by the former Chapters, how this fe auer 
ſhould be cured. For ſeeing an exquiſite Hemitrice feauer is ingendred of two 
feauers equaliy commixed, that is a Tertian and a Quotidian, you muſt alſo vie 
a cure conucnicot and agreeing equally to a Tertian and a Quotidian. But in an 
enpure Hemitrice, whentbere is moſt of choler, or moſt ot ſſeame, you muſt 
allo varie and change the cure according to the humour & feauer that aboun- 
deth. For if cholet haue the vpper hand, you muſt chiefly vſe the remedies 
which we haue declared in the cure of the Teirian but it Reame abound moſt, 
vſe the things moſt that be declared in the cure of the Quotidian, To conclude, 
you mult moſ? couet the cure of that which hath moſt neede , and doth moſt 
abound; but ſo, that you do not aſtogether negleR the other, Therefore we 
need not in this place rebearſe the remedies r, this feauer ſhould be de · 
ſtroyed and cured, loeing euery man may le arne the cure of them more readi- 
ly according to the diucrfitic-and nature of the humours, out of the Chapten 
of cutiog of the Tertian and Quotidian. Therefore if any man do firft learne 
to know exactly and perſectiy the curing of ſimple feauers, he ſhall alſo know, 
how to cure compound feaueis without any more labour: forthe cures of fm- 
ple feauers being knowne and conſideted, it is moſt ready to any man to cure 
| zuodfeaucrs: (o that here we ſhall not aced to write ſeutrally of the cu 
ting of compound teauers, 
CHAP, 
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CHAP. XIII. | 
Of the Peſtilence, - 


Eeiog that at this preſent time and day, there be every where Treatiſes of 
Vie peſtilence made ot-diue: fe aew Authors, l need not now long diſpute 
here of it : but it ſhall be (ufficieat, it we do briefly declarethe caules, ſignes, 
and curing of it, as we haue done in other diſeaſes before, There be two eipe- Cauſe, 
ciall cauſes of the Peſtilence, as Galen writeth in lib. I. De 5 febrium, 
cap. 5. The oae is, an ioteRed , corrupted and totten aite. The other be hu- I 
mots gatheted through oaughty and corrupt dict ot the body, which humour 
be ready to putriſie and rot when a man taketh any light occaſion to kindle a 
feaucr ol the cortupred aire, Therefore the chiefeſt cauſe why men ate infeted 
with the Peſtilence, is breathing in of aire, without which no breathing ihiug 
doth prolong their life. For it beginneth for the moſt part of breathing in of 
aire which is corrupted of a putrifying and tottiag euapotation. The beginning 
of corrupted aire, and of the rotten euapor ation, is cither a multicude of dead 
bodies not buracd or buried, as it chanceih in warres : or the euaporation of. 
ſome pooles, fennes or mariſſies io Sommer time. It chanceth allo ſometime 
to come before immoderate beate of the are: when the temperature of the 
aire is changed from his naturall ſtate to immoderate heate and moiſture, of 
neceſſity the Peſtilence muſt tollow, Hereupon Galen laub,tbat of all tempe- 
rament of the aire, the wotſl is that which is bote and moiſt. Alſo otrentimes Note, 
(as is atorelaid ) naughtie and corrupt diet ingeodreth humonrs in the bodie 
that be eaſie & ready to put iſie and rot, and ſo is the caule why ſuch bodies are 
infected with the Peſtilence And then truly they ſpecially haue the Veſtilenee, 
which vic a naughty and corrupt diet. and io be full of all kinds of ;uperfluitics. 
Thercfore it need not ſeeme matuellous, if ſometim ſome one among many 
( which yet doth very ſeldome chance) be inſe cted with this dilcale , the aite 
yet not being peſtilent and corrupt, For they that keepe a good and bealihtull 
diet, and be without ſuperfluirics in their bodies , they take no hurt at all, or 
elle very litle hurt, althought they be ia the corrupt and peſtuent aire: and may 
calily returne and be brought to their naturall habite and ſtate, Hei eby ns 
calic to an wet them that aske, how it chanceth that all men are not taken 
ualiy with the Peſtilence, ſeeing cuety one 18 con rained to breathe ip the 
peſtilent aire? The tuſt cauſe why ſome temame vnhurt, is becaule they be not 
fall of iupetfluous hamidity and moiſture, but do vſe modet.te diet and excr- 
ciſes, and haut their body calic to breathe out vapours. Another caule is, be- 
caule all mens bodies be not of like dilpolition aud effect. For diſpoſitions of 
mens bodies are of maoy lundiy to: mes: for ſome bodies are quickely ouer- 
come add intected, and do moſt readily ſuffer any cauſe ; but ont againe be 
inlupetable, and cannot be overcome, nor wil: at all ſuffer the infection, or 
ele very hardly, And therefore the greateſt portion ot ingeadiing of diſcales, 
is the di poſition of the body ot him that ſuffereth the dilcale, For elle all men 
that tatied long in the burning heate of the Sunuc,o: that vied ouetmuch mo- 
uing, or that were loden with wine, or iuflamed with anger, or affected with 
ladaeſle, ſnould fall into a teauer. Allo we do not deny, but that lomeume great 
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. ſent of God, for the grievous fines and horrible of.

The filth is adarke 
and troubled aite in Autumne threatuing raive, but yet it doth not raine at all, 
Thc fixt s, i wome® conceived with child, do luffer abortion for euery light 
Cauſe The cuenth is, when in Sommer ater taine ſuddenly a great abundance 
of rogge of diverſe colours do gather together on a beape, The eighth is, 
a great multitude 0 flis,wormes and cteeping things The niuth u the d 

ot toure footed beaſts and fiſhrs The tenth is, the flying of birds fromtheir 
neſts, leauiug their egs there ſtill. The eleuenth is, ihe dea th of victuals and 
corne, Ihe twelith ( which is the moſt certaine figne) is a hate and moiſt tem- 
perature ot the yeare There be many ſignes that declare when one is alrea- 
die intected with the Peſtilence, Ihe fi ſt is, it the outward members be cold, 
and the i ward meinbers buining hote, The ſecond n, heauineſſe, wearineſſe, 
ſloath of the whole bodie and difficultie in breathing. The third is, paine and 
he auineſſe 10 the bead The fourth is, catefulueſſe of the mind, and ſadoeſle, 
Tuc fi th is a marucilous inclination ( for the moſt part) to ſlee pe, for ſomes 
time wacchiog and tauiug do vexe him. The ſixt is, a divers and frowning loox 
of the eyes. Ihe ſeuenth is, loſſe of appetite, The eigbib is, immoderate 
thirſt and often von iting. The nicth is, bitterneſie and drineſſe of the mouth.

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which be rehearſed alittle before, As for the cure, if the aforeſaid fignes do Coratio, 
appeare, then if noching do let. by and by you muſt cut a veine on that nde wn 
which the peſtile ot botch doth appeare It the botch do appeate hehu. d the 
eares,or about the.chienc, or in other parts ot the face and necke,you muſt let 7 ſeflis 
bloud out of the Cephal:ca vt ine on the lame fide. If it appeare and come out , 
vnder the armeholes , you muſt cut the innermoſt veine of the arme os the 
ſame fide, it is c6-00ly called Baſilica: ot if that veine will not appeare, take the 
middle veine. If the botch do appeare in the ſhare, you muſt draw out bloud 
from the ankles of the ſame ſide. But if there do appeare no botch outwardly, 

ou muſt draw out bloud from the {ame fide where there is felt greateſt paine 
and hear ineſſe. But out of which veine you muſt let bloud, the paine and 
griefe of the members afflicted will declare to you well enough: for it the 
membett aboue the breaſt be gricucd and afflited moſt, cut the Cephalica 
yeinc. But if the parts beneath the decke be moſt grieued and affl:Red,curthe 
Baſilica ot the midd e veine : and i the neather parts be moſt vexed, you muſt 
cut the veine of the ha mme or aokles.

and beate them all to very fine powder, and make a Vitara, whereof min. 
ſter to the ſicke, 2 j. in Role water, or Sortell water. When the patient hath ta. 
ken ſome of the 2 orelajd medicines , lay bim in a warmed bed being made 
with ſoſt ſneets, and well couered with clothes, that be may there [weate tours 
or five boures, or longer, according to his ſtrengib. But it by this meanes 
can [ſcarcely prouoke him to [weate, you muſt lay tiles being beate at the fre 
to the feete of the patient; for theſe by reaſon of their heate will readily pro · 
uoke ſwe ate. And in all the time that the ſicke doth ſweate, you muſt. onely 
take heed, that he do neither ſleepe eate, nor drinke. After ſweatin g, yournult 
diligently wipe off the ſweate with very cle ane and fice linnen clothes, Then 
afterward let the ſicke rife vp from his beds it he will or if he can, and let him eſ - 
chue the open aire, Let the airc ot the chamber in which the ſicke doth lie, be 
correted, amended, and purificd with odotiferous things, and with ſweete 
ſmelling pertames, daily foure or ſiue times. t is beſt for the ſicke to change 
from one chamber to another: becaule the aire of one chamber, by the eon 
tinual] taty ing of the ſicke in it, is much corrupted, and cannot eaſily be cor · 
rected and amended. Let the aire of the chamber into the which the ſicke 
ſhall temoue, be firſt corrected and purged with perfumes. Whatthoſethings 
ſhould be, we will declare aftet ward. Two or three houres after the patient 
hath (wear, giue vnto him the broth of a Chicken, and that you muſt do oſten 
afterward, according to himſtrength ; for the ſicke muſt be nouriſhed and 
refreſhed by little and lite, Therefore it is good for him to eate often, and 
but very little at once: for they that are thus fed, will ſooner recouer againe 
then other, Allo he may vic to ante the ficſh of Chickens, ſodden with Sorrell, 
or with iuyce of Limons,or elſe Veriuyce. Alſo the ſicke mult be kept altoge- 
ther from ſleepe theFirfi day by talke of the affiſtaots, by rubbing of the ex · 
treme parts, by pulling of their cares, noſe, aud haire. For the which purpoſe 
it is not vaprofitableto dip a ſponge in very ſharpe vineger, and hold it to the 
noſe, If the patient haue vehement ihitſt, be may ve this potion : R. lulep of 
Violets, 3. ii j. ſirupe of the ſharpe iuyce of Citrons, 3. j. ſʒ. 1 of ſowne Ene 
diue, 3. ij. of the decoction of Sorrell, Scabious, and lowers of Buglofle, 3 r. 
or ſo much ol their diſtilled waters: commire them, and make a potion. Allo 
you muſt rake the water whercia Barley bath bene ſodden a little, and com- 
mixe with it iuyce of Roles, or Sorrell, or Limons,or of yaripe Grapes, nd mi- 
niſter it in ſtead of drinke, And you muſt miniſter medicines (ſpecially if the 
ſtrength be fecble) which cap ſtreogtheo and comfort the beatt, and other 
ptincipa l members of the hodie, as is this: N. conlerues of Violets, Roſcs,and 
Bugloſſe, ana. 3. j. ſi Boleatmoniacke prepared, g. j. ed Cotall, . j barkes of 
Citron apples, 3 j. G. Camphite, J. v with ſitupe of the iuyce of ſnarpe Citrons, 
as much as is ſufficievt , make an E lectuary or liquid Antidote. Alio you muſt 
lay ypon the region of the heart (ſpecially it the ſicke do yet ſcele beate 2- 
bout the breaſt) this Epitheme : R. waters of Rolcs,Bugloſle and Sorrell,apa.

Hony ; j. with oyle of 
Cammomill: make it into the totme of an Emplaiſter,and apply it hote to the 
botch. Ot apply this plaiſter, wbich is much commended of all men: N. a Emplaſtrum. 
great Onion, and cut off the head of it, and picke out all the kore within, then 
ill it with Theriaca Andremachi, adding to it iuyce of Rew or Sage: which 
done, ſtop the hole faſt that is in the top of the Onion with lute, and ſet the O- 
nion in the imbers io roaſt : and when you do thinke that it is roaſted enough, 
il oft ihe barkes of it, and then bray it in a mortar vntill it be thicke like an 
mplaiſter, and apply it hote to the botch. You need not be afraid to apply 
Theriacs to the botehet, becauſe of the authotitie of Gentil and Yal:ſcus, and 
ſome othet authors : for Theriaca and ſuch like medicines againſt poiſon, do Error ef Gen · 
not worke their operation by driving the poyſon from them ( as they being in tilu and La- 
a wonderful errout do affi : me) but rather they wotke by drawing the poyſon leſcas. 
to them, as Galen teacheth in his booke De Theriace ad Piſonem. Allo this Emplaſtrum 
Emplaiſter is good, for it helpeth mucb to the rorring ofthe botch N. meale (@ ppuratorits, = 
of Fenugreeke, and Linfeed,of lowers of Cammomill, ana. 3 P. roots of Al. 
thee aud white Lillies, 202. (6 Figs in number ſixe, leaues of true Diptaine, 
2.ij). rootes of Valerian, Z.n.

Now we will briefly erpound, by what meanes a man may preſerue and de- 4 preſernation 
fend himlelfe from the infection of the Peſtilence, which vexeth and infe- fem the peſt» 
Qcth'in tome cenie place or region. And ſeeing (as we haue declated in Ice. 
the beginning of chis Chapter) it is euident that the Peſtilence is not cauſed 
but througb the breathiog io of che peftitear and corrupt ayre, there cannot pit i rhe 
be 2 more p eient temedy to preſerue one, then flying from the cotrupt ayte. bef remedie. 
For there is no other meanes to auoid the peſtilent ayre , becauſe whether we 
will or no, we muſt draw in ſu h aire , ralefle we get away into ſome other 
placeyvbere the aire is not corrupted nor inſected, butpure ind good. Which 
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muſt the rather and more quickly do, it the euill be iulectiue 
— fatte off into ee the atre is pegs to be 5 
and good, and deſtitute of corruption: neither muit you returne bome ap awe 
from that place very ſoone. Hereupon it is not raſhly ſaid of the common ort 
that theſe three Aduerbs, citò, /onge, and tarde, in the time of the P 
do more pleaſure and profit then three ſhops very well turviſhed, Therefore 
they that may conuenient y for iheit buſineſſe flie away, let them nor ſuffet 
chemſelues to be perſwaded by any meancs to tarrie in the peſlilent ayre:which 
if they do, they ſhall fooliſhly put them(clucs in danger of peſtlent death. hut 
i you may not flie tor vrgent buſineſle and iuſt canles, then let your firſt care 
be, that the houle in which you muſt tarffe, be withour all kinde of ſtoke, and 
kept cleanc from all filihineſſe and Nutuſhnefle, Let the windowes ot it be 
cloſe ſhut, ſpecially in cloudie ard rainie dayes, that the peſtilent aire enter not 
in But it you will open them, lee that they open vpon the Eaſt or North quar- 
ter, and do it when the Sunne is tiſen aboue the earth ſome houres. You muſt 
come abroad but ſeldome, and not except the element be cleare and bright: 
neither come then, vnleſſe you haue firſt taken ſome medicine which is able to 
preſerue you from the infection. You muſt make fires daily in your bouſes, 
with Oken wood, uniper, Tamariſcus, Laurel, ot tuch like, that there by the cor 
rupt aire that is in the houſe, may be coitected and purged. For there is a mar» 
gellous vertue and ſtrength in fire , to amend and cortect the rotteneſſe and 
corruption of the aire, Alloyou muſt ſtrew vpon coales this powder follow. 
ing R. Roſemary, M. G. Sage, Betonie, Wormwood, Marior am. Origao, ana; 
M. j. bray all finely , and make a powder. Or vie this powder : Ry, ot lunipet 
berrics,F j. Myrrhe. Z.ij,Fraokinlence and Maſticke, ana. 3. iij . roote of Be. 
nedicta, 3 j Rew, 5 ($.Cypreſle barks. 3 j. G. roote of Ange. ica . Lauender, ana. 
3 · i beate all together, aud make a powder,” Let poore folke lay vpon quicke 
coales, Iuniper cle ſt in {mall ſtickes, or the berries of luniper. Let richer folke 
vie wood ot Aloes, or powder of Gallia moſchata, Cloucs, and uch like. When 
neceſſitie conſttaiueth you to go abroad, carrie this or ſuch a like Pomander 
with you.

Vine leauet and branches, Willow leaucs,and ſuch other 
like Alo [pripkle the pauement with water of Roſe?, Sorrell, and ſuch like: or 
with cold watcr wherewith ſome * is commixed. Allo it profiteth to 
ſmell Roles, Vineger, Camphie, Sanders, and ſuch other like or to ſmell to 
this Powander : Ry. Lapdanum, Z. ſS Storax calamite, Z.u flowers of water - 
lullies, K oſes, and Violets,ana 3; j. ba ks ofthe Citron apple, Z.z. P. all the San 
ders, ana 3 P. of Maces and Civamon, ana Y j. Maſticke, 3 J. whie Poppie, 
3. 5 Ca phire. (5 Amber, Mucke, ana, gra. ij: bray and commixe them 
with Zrorax liquids and Role water, and make a Pomander, But ſeeing Gale 
ſuth, chat one ol the chiefeſt things which they that would be preletued 2 
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che peftilence, ought to regard and take beed of, is, that their bodie be for the 
molt pare without ſuperfluities and excrements, and may well breathe out the 
rapouts : truly there is nothing more to be eſchued at ſuch a time, then ouer · 
much deuouring and ſwallowing in gluttonouſly of meate and drinke. There- id 
fore let ibeit meates be altogeiher eaſie of digeſtion , and luch as ingender 
ood bloud,and be not teadie to putriſie and ror, And alwayes commize with 
© meates that be eaten at that time, ſome Vineget, or ſome other 
iuyce, as Veriuice, or ivice of Citron apples. or of Limons ot Oringes. Io Som- 
mer time be muſt vſe for pot heatbs. Bugloſſe, Endiue, Succory, and Lettuce: 
and in Wiater, let him vic Sage, Parcely, Apium, Mariotam, Balme and Hylcpe. 
He muſt abſt. ine from all fruits. vnleſſe they be ſharpe, as be P tanatts, 
Citrons, Lim ons, Otenges, and ſuch like, which are good tor him to vic. Let bis 
drioke be Wine that is thinne and waterie. Let euery man beware of ſt 
Wine that is enalaʒ ed and dew. To conclude let his diet be altogether cooling 
and drying. Thett fore he may oot vie exerciles, but in a meanc and tempe- Exereit iam, 
rate place, and in au yre being firſt punfied, amended and cotrected by 
medicioes and perfumes. Therefore you mult elchue common dancings o- 
penly, and allo tur nings, leapings, and wbatloever ſuch like exerciſe there be 
th u requireth often breathing in of ayre. Therefore becauſe ol this allo iu the 
time ot the Peſlileree he mult eichue companies gathered together by Magi - 
ſtrates by ſome open commandernent, tor matters of the commonwealth, as 
Courts, Seſſions, and ſuch like, Let his ſlet pe, watchiogs.and all other things be 
moderate and ia a meane, But he muſt fleepe in a chamber that is cloſe, well 
ſtopped and ſhut, leſt the peſtilent aire ſhould enter into it: the aire of which 
chamber muſt be purified and cortected with ſome perfume aforeſaid, mor- 
niog and euening. He muſt vic ſheets that be pure and cleane, and that haue 
bene layed vp a while with odoritcrous things. When he is awaked from ſleep, 
let this be his firit cate and worke, to empty the bodie of ſuperfluities and ex- 
crements. And you mult onely take heede and beware, that the bodie be not 
coſtine at any time : theretore if it do not of it ſelfe void out excrements daily, 
you ſhallprouoke them out with pil»!e Rafi, or with a ſoſt Clyſter, or with a 
Suppoſitaty made for the purpoſe, When the bodie is empticd from ſuper- 
fluuics andexcrementy, as well: by the guts as by the bladder, be muſt rake 
ſome medicine that can preſerve him fromthe infection of the Peſlilence; for

e., both by Galen and other Grecians, hath bene re- 
I puted but as one kind of thoſe ſwelling tumours which com- 
bauce befides nature, which the Latines haue very fitly ter- 
med Abſceſſus, and the crew of yonget Phiſitions do call u Exitora, det iuing Abſceſſus, 
the originaſl of the word from the interpreter of Auicem: of the which, as 
alſo ot all other kinds we will intreate particularly in his ſeuerall Chapter, Al- 
though, indeed, it bath pleaſed ſome of the later ſort to make Apoſfema as the 
ſpecies or different ia of thoſe tumours befides nature , appointiog it to be di- 
ueile from that which they call Exitara, and alſo from that other kind Pu. 
fula: for vodet the name of Apoſtemes, they will conclude and place thoſe 
rumours onely which beiog liſted vp into a great bigneſſe, do fetch their pro- 
creation from the influence of paturall bumours{as they terme them,) where- 
upon they call tbem vera Apoſſemata. Therefore when Apoflematais taken ſor 
the gen, comprebending vader it all the tumours defides nature, by Auicen 
and bis followers, it is thus commonly defived, An Apoſteme is adilcale 7h, commen 
compounded of three kindes of maladies, all — gated in ove bigveſſe.

ments: all which diſtinctions and diucrfiries, Galen doth recite in his Booke diſeaſes can- 
intitaled , De morbo e ſ[ymptomete, But theſe three kindes of ſores, which in fing theeſſence 
that ſwelling beſides nature commonly called Apoſlema. do concutre as eſta» of tumors bo- 
bliſhing the eſlence of one onely dilcale, are theſe : intemperature, which do nature,” 
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allo call an enill complexion : immoderation, whereby they intend 
compoſition : ad the (olytioo ofthqt grecing voitie which notre . 
faordeth to enery bodie, To which three kinds, the Greckes baus 
three oppplite and ſit tetmes, calling the firſt M, the ſecond « 
the third dvr dere: but they bring allo many other deſcriptions rather 
then definitions of this I paſſema : for definitions I dare not terme them, when 
ds they do not conuert wich that which is defined, neither do they ſetue either 
to the ſufficient explication of his nature, or the conſtitution of bis eflence + 
"0 which they very well knowing, are content to let them go vader the name 
Mfcidentall of accidentall definitions. One of them they haue deſumed and taken out of 
definitions. Galen his Booke which he wrote De tumoribus preter naturam. An Apoſteme 
| ot tumour beſide; nature, is one of thoſe things which happening vnto the 
Deſinitio pri- bodie , doth ioflate that part which it occupietb, tothe extremeſt dimenſion, 
ma. This definition they haue extorted out of Galen his words, which he let not 
| downe as an exquiſite definition, but as an ordinary aſſertion, You may faſhion 
Secunda, (if you pleaſe) many ſuch definitions, as this for one. An Apoſteme is an 
Tertia. increment exceediag naturall conſtitution, Or this: Aa Apoſteme is a tumour, 
in the which the parts haue departed from their naturall ſtate and babite in 
quantitie and bigneſſe. Whereas Galen in his lib. 13. Therap, Meth. hath theſe 
words: Inthis thirteenth part of our whole worke we will begin to diſcourſe of 
thoſe tumours happening beſides nature, in which the parts haue forſaken 
their naturall conſtitution by becoming more bigge ; fo that you ſeeing the 
ſlender weight of theſe definitions , muſt annexe this particle , aFioves ledews, 
hurting the duties of the bodie ; or thus, inducing an cuident detriment to the 
actions, or elſe they will not be abſolute or eflentiall : for euery tumour ma- 
king diſtention, or ſwelling in length, breadth, or profunditie, beyond the or- 
dinarie conſtitution of nature, either in all the bodie, or in any part thereof: 
or, euery Excrement or gteatneſſe exceeding nature, muſt not according io 
the vulgar acception be named cither Apoftima, or a ſwelling beſides nature, 
For (as Galen faith in bis booke De tumoribus preter naturam ) ſuch like aug 
mentations may befall not ancly to the dizaſed, but alſo to the healthful, a 
well in thewholc bodie, asin avy member of the ſame. For groſſe men a 
though they be enlarged, and as it were diſtended both in breadth and pro. 
' funditie , yet they haue not this diſtenſion beſides nature, but (as he ſaith) 
onely not naturally. For they haue not yet paſſed the bounds of nature, neither 
are the actions and duties of their part maimed or annoyed, which is the bot- 
der of thole increments which are beſides nature: and thoſe tumours which 
abide in thoſe parts which are yet ſound and without the taſte of griefe , may 
well be ſaid to be aboue and beyond nature, but not beſides nature; as for ex- 
ample: if boch che teats, or one ofthem onely , be marnelloully increaſed, or 
inflated, yet ſo that his ſubſtance be free from all annoyance, this cannot ap- 
A perfecł de- pofitiuely be ſaid to be befides nature , but onely beyond nature. Therefore 
fnition beſides if you defire an abſolute definition of this tumour which happeneth beſides 
nature, taten nature, collected out of the writings of Galen, you ſhall thus define it. A ſwel- 
out of the wri- ling beſides nature is an increment ſurpaſſing the ordinatie habite of nature,

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in diſeaſes, There be allo certaine other cauſes bothinternall and emternall, 
wher-of we will diſpute more copioully and earceſtly m that which followeth, 
Bur yet truely all diuerſities and differences of thele kindes of ſwelhngs chan- 
cog aboue nature, haue their beginning from the nature and (ubſtance(which 
prouoketh the ſwelling) of that which floweth , as witneſſech Galen in his 
booke which he wrote of Tumors aboue nature. Likewiſe in bit ſecond booke 
that he wrote a Glaveonem cap. 13. Meth, med, In which places he declareth, 
that the vatietie of all fwellings which are aboue nature, doth atiſe ot the ua. 
ture of that which floweth : for when ( ſaith he) a flatuou: matter hath more 
tree acceſſe. then allo the tumors ate made more flatuous : but they are more 
like voto Phlegmone when as bloud aboundeth ; as like wiſe Er1ſipeles, when 
choler hath his courſe ; and they alſo be more vered with Oedema, when 
fle ame or theume deſcending from the head doth reigne. Allo they be grieued 
with the diſeaſe Schirrhsfis , when either a thicke or too cold humour is ſetled 
in ſome part thereof. Therefore ( as Galen laith) all tumours do chance he- 
ſides nature, which ptoceed either of humours, or of afl: tuous and windie 
Fa which is gatheted ſometime vnder the skin, ſometime vnder the thinne 
lmes that coucr the bones; ſometime in the belly, ſometime in the intrailes, 
oltentimes iu the midſt of theſe, and of the Peritoneum. The Greekes call it 


 Emphyſema, and Auicen tetmeth it a windie Apoſtems, It ſuch ſwellings haps 


pen of humours, then they are eiihet hote, or cold, or mingled tegether. Hote 
tumours come of the beſt bloud, that is to ſay, which is perfectly ruddie, and 
of a meane ſoundneſſe and moderate qualitic : and then the Greekes call it 
Phlegmone, the Latines Inflemmatio; or they proceed of yellow choler, or of 
burning and thinne bloud , or elit of thoſe things which be hoter thes bloud 
or choler. They terme this euill Eryſipel as, but theſe name it Sacer ignu. But 
cold ſwellings are prouoked eithet through ihin fleame, and then the Greckes 
call it Oedema, but our Phiſitions terme it Læxus tumor, the Interpreter of A. 
wicen Vndimia: or allo it is cauled through the humor melancholy,or through 
thicke, cold, and clammy fleame, They call this Schirron, the Latines Dari. 
ties, the Arabians Sephirus. And ſwellings ſometimes do chance by reaſon f 
a late taking away ſuperfluous bloud, as hereaſtet it ſhall be declared. Tumors 
are [aid to be mingled, when ſuch kind of bumors are tempered together: and 


if one maiſteteth the other, the name is giuento the ſwelling from that hu- 


mour which exceedeth in the mixture: as in blond-ruling choler, we will call 
Phlegmone the principall to be Eryſspelatodes: and alſo becauſe melancholie 
gouerneth,Ery/ipelas is [aid to be Phlegmonodes. Now of other mixtures there 
i; the like interpretation, both of Schirrus Phlegmonoſus with Phlegmone ScNr- - 
rhoſa, and of Oedema Phlegmonoſum with Phlegmont Oedemateſa, And after 
this example you ſhall name the other tumours, although there chance com- 
mixtionof three or toure bymours'togerther at once. Moreouer , it the hu- 
mours be of like force, and equally incorporate, ſo that the one cannot ouer- 


come the other, thea we will name the tumours by the coupling together of 
thoſc humouts which they ſtirre or raiſe vp. As if bloud be equally mingled 


with choler, that euill may be called, by reaſon of their joyning together,

which of the Gteekes be called Carnici, and carcinoma : Notwichſt 2 
Celſme makech a difference betweene Cancer, and carcinoma, that be migbt (ay 
thatit did come and proceed by litle and litle of thoſe things which do chance 
outwardly, and that it is ingendred within (ſome member beiog corrupted , 
The ſame Celſus diuided Cancer into many parts or kindes, that is to ay, 0 
Emfipelus, Gangræna & vlcus nigrum:of this kind alſo is Elephantwe,or Rleplas- 
tia, or Elephant iaſis called of the common ſort ot Phyſitions Lepra. and of ſome 
ſan Laxari morbus. Therefore the name of Lepra fignifyeth with Avicep and 
with the vnlearned company, a moſt gtieuous & deadly diſeaſe, when yet with 
Gal. Paul. Aegineta, & with other Giecians it is counted buta light griefe, not 
much differing from that which we call Scabies, which is called of the ſame 
writers Pſara. Among this hard (welliog kidde oftumours, are accountedthe 
dilcaſcs called in the Latine tongue of the interpreter of AvicenYerruce,which 
be lwglliogslike vnto little hillocks appearing in the skio, whereof they haue 
this name, being called of the common fort Perra. To this kinde allo may be 
referred Myrmecie,as it one ſhould call them Formiculæ, & Aerocordones, which 
of out countrimen are termed Penſiles verrucaæ, aud Clauw alſo, which in forme 
is like to a bard round pillar called of the Greekes Su, of Anicen they are cal. 
led Almiſmar,Thymion,or Thymon,repreſentiog the koobby tops ol the herbe 
Tbime.Auicen ſeemeth allo to haue giuenit this name Tuſium, or (as another 
tranſlation hath it) Tarſecum. Allo among the divers kinds of Yeruce, there be 
euils called of Auicen Cornua, ſo called;becauſc they being very long, are tur- 
ned againe crooked like vnto hornes. In like caſe alſo there be Calli which ibe 
Greekcs call o ei. theſe are ingendted by meanes of the ikin being obdurated 
and harda through much labour. Vuto choler alſo there ſcemeth to pertaine 
this euill, which the Gteciaus cal Dracom ion, the Latins, Dracbncu lus: according 
tothe liuely ſimilitude or hkoefſe ol that name, Auicen calleth it Vena medeni, 
Haly Abbas, N ena ſanieſe: whereof Panlus Aegineta intreateth, cap. vlt imo lib, 
4. This diſeaſe is not very rife with ys. Beſides theſe tumors which we now 
haverchearſed, there chancetb other allo, affecting oftentimes the ſuþerficiall 
parts of the body, that is to ſay,certain (mal appearings,whigh they cal Puſtule, 
and Bot hor. Which although they differ both among ihemſelues, and alſo from 
thoſe tumors which we haue aboue recited, yet they are cauſed of the ſame 
humors, of the which allo they are now called great tumors. Therefore they 
onely ſeeme to differ ſtom ihem in reſpect of their greatnes and ſmalneſſe. But 
that ſach little tumors (which truly a Chirurgion ought not to be ignorant of) 
might appeare moſt manifeſt, and eaſie to be conceiued of every man, I haue 
thought it cxpedient, aad athing wortby the labour, to ſet downe in this place 
the names ofthem, both in Greeke and Latine, and alſo their babarous title, 
with a certaine tude deſcription thereph, as we haue alreadie done in the grea- 
ter. Therefore, that we may enter into the matter it ſelfe, there are of the 


kinde of puſtuſes or puſkes, Lepra, ſo called ol the Greekes , and N 
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the ſame title among the Latinet, and Fſera called of the ſame writer Scg- 
bier, beiog truly diſeaſes very neare of affmitie among themſclues : for there 
is roughnellc and ſharpoeſle of the skinoe, with itching in the 
bodie, G chat is to lay, of F : 
ſtanding they differ in this, becauſe Lepra doth contame the skinve with Pera. 
manitelt ſcales ſomewhat deepe , asit were in a citele: but Pſera doth _ 
hurt the outward part with diverſe formes, and doth volooſe a certaine ſcurfe 
of the bodice, Hitherto alſo doth pertaine that light infeQion of the sinne 
called ofthe Greekes Lychene, of the Latioes, Impetigo , in Engliſh the Ring - Lychene. 
wotme, and commonly of ſome (as Menard reporteth) they be called - 
latica, This chanceth by reaſon of the mingled puttifaction of wilde bloud 
being thinne and ſharpe , with other ſhat be thicke : and very often and eaſily 
it doth turne it ſelſe (Galen affirming the ſame) ioto the aforeſaid euils, chat 
is to lay, into Lepre and Scabies, which they call P/ara, Yet there are ſome 
which thinke, that that which the Greekes call Lepra, is called of Celſus , In- 
ge, But truly ſeciog he doth write ſpecially of Impetigo, appointing foure Fo re kinds of 

Bala thereof, Libro quinto ſue medicina, it is cuidently apparent, that he Impetigs, 
meant ſome other thing by this word Impetigo, then Lychene amongſt the 
Greekes , leeiog that truly we neuet reade in any Greeke Author , that there 
were ſo many kindes of Lychene euer agreed of or acknowledged. Therefore 
if we will with Galen ſpeake properly, Lepra, and Lychene or Impet igo, cannot be 
one and the ſame euil:otherwiſe the fame ſhould be changed into it ſelfe. That 
I may therefore draw the whole matter into few words: when the ckinne is 
lightly iofe cted with an onely roughneſle and itching, that is called in Greeke 
Lychene, but io Latioe Impetigs : but when the griete wareth worſe, it chau- 

eth thename together with the forme. But if L doth cauſe manifeſt 
ales , and doth pierce the skinne ſomewhat deeph , it is properly called 
Lepra. But if ii be ſtretched out onely by the outward Leer, „and doth e 
cauſc brannie or ſcalie bodies, it is called Fſera of the Greekes,of vs it is called pa 
properly Scabies, Although this word Scabies doth extend very farre com- cr: 
monly alſo among the Phyſitious of late time, who do name all the euill of 
the skin to be Scabies, Bur they ſpeake very improperly : for the pure and true 
Scabies, ſo called of the Latines; is without all doubt that diſeaſe which is cal · 
led of the Greckes Pſwra, of duicen alfo Albara and Morphea, cleane contra: 
tie tothe opinion pt ſome, For that which is (aid of him and almoſt of alli 
Phyfirions of Affricke to be Albara,is named of the Greekes and of Gelſis al- fre 
ſo Lance. But amongſt them it is c led Morphea, among the Greeks Aljbon, ,, 
in which dileaſe the whole fleſh is not affected, bur onely the extef᷑nall parts of 
the bodie, euen as though ( as Galen faith ) it were ſet about with certaive 
ſcales. Putthele Alphi (as it is in Galen) in their kirde are of two ſorts, that | 
is to lay. white, which come offleame : and blacke, which proceede from a 4/P99n* of 
melaocholicke humour.

put with this Epithet or addition, as to ſav, Alla vitilige. Vitiligo therefore, Nwe 
wil comprehend it vader any certain head or kind, is a filthy colour ofthe skin, 
proceeding of an euill habite of ſome part of the bodie , which could not wel 
receiue any uoutiſfiment to it ſelte. For this euill chanceth through the de · 
fault of the nouriſhing facultie, whereof ſome do conſtitute two kindes, the 
one which doth iafeR the skione onely with certaine markes, which do cleave 


faſt vnto it like vnto little ſcales; the other which goetbin ſome what deeper, ſo 


that it toucheth the very fleſli, and coloureth the baires : for in it there ariſerh 
gray haires,like vnto a 2 kind of moſineſſe: this is gathered together of 
viſcous and glutinatiue fleame: but both of them do defile & ſtaine;cirher with 
their white, or eſpecially with their black colour. The firſt ſpecies, which is aloſt 
and ſuperficiall, whether it be white or blacke, it is called ot the Greeks, Alphu, 
by the lame nate. as before, becauſe it changeth the colour of the skinne, for 


Ahe (Wheteof He is deriued) ſigniſieth amongſt the ancient Greekes, to 


change. Auien calleth it Morphea. But the other kinde, which we haue deela ·

onely among the Arabianscalleth it Lepra, a filthy diſeaſe which is hard to be 
cured, yet he doth not declare it to be pernicious and deadly, who hath not ac. 
counted it altogether as a light thing (as the Greeks affirme it) & litle diflering 
from aſcab: neither(as Awicen thought) pernicious and grieuous, but onely 
lothſome and filtby. Whereby we may coniecture, that litile credite is to be 
attributed to wordes or names , vnleſſe the matter be throughly diſcovered, 
For one and the [clie-ſame word by varietie of Authors, hath enforced to vp» 
hold maoy diuerſe and different fignifications, as in their Commentatiet 
doth euerie where appeate · But we haue ſpoken by the way of the cuils and 
defedations of the skinge , onely that the confuſion of things might be eſchu- 
ed which happenetb by words miſ-vnderſtood. Therefore” omitting theſe 
things, we will returne vnto our purpoſe, and with as much breuitie as we can, 
+ will diſpatch the diſcourſe ot the reſidue of ſwelling ſores , Ymong which, 
eſides thoſe which we haue rehearſed and touched alreadie, are reckoned by 
the Greeks, Iontbi, Epiny(ides, Hidroas, Pſidtaces, Exanthemata,Celfi papule,and 
Pliny mentagra. Tonths are little ſwellingt, andthoſe hard, which atiſe in the 
outward skinne and ſuferficies of ihe face (as Paulus and Galen thought) pro · 
ceediag from a groſſe humour, which arg either reſolued, or elſe ripened by 
alitle mattet which ſpringeth with ĩt. The Latines call them uri: Galen ma- 
keth mention libro quinto, De medicam. ſerundom locus, of an affect, which be 
calleth I ant hoſu⸗ Fele „which he ſaith is the foundation and beginning of 
Elephantiaſjs, voder the which diſeaſe he ſeemeth to comprehend the ihiid and 
fourth kinde of that which celſus nameth Impetigo. Epyniftides ( 2s Celſus 
ſuppoſeth) are Peſtilent puſhes, either of pale colour, or of a ** 
our 
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jour, orof a whire bew, not exceeding the bigneſſe ofa deane, ariſing either i 
the lege or in the tecre, About abem there is alwayes a very infl.ac 
mation, and when they are apenedgthere is found a very, thick and clamn 
ulcer ation within, Hs colour ir like vnto his humor. hut the griete greatly ſi 
paſſetb the bignefle of ihe ſore, which in quantitie lurmoure<h, not 2 beane. 
They borrowed their title fromthe pight, cither (38 Celſo houglit) beca LE why they be 
tha ia the night time ee d oleſted more gricuoully, or becauſe cal E piny- 
they maſt cõmoulyariſe inthe night, ¶ liny tet moch them blewith puſhes, dil - Hides, 
quietiog eſpe ciallyio the night time. The Atabians call them E ſſere, Sere, ot 
Sure, which words expl ine the forcoamed uatute of the ſore. Thoſe which ate 
called of the Greeks fad roa, ihe L atiues terme Sadamina & Plinie Papula ſudo - 
rum, Auicen, Planta noctu, & Almanſorus, and Aibaſaphum : whereby it comeih 
to paſle, that Epiryc la doth much differ from . Anicen bis Planta noc tu altbogh 
the Greek word Epiny&i doth draw bis origieall from the night. But theſe Sa: Sd. 
' damina,as Galenſaith.hb 4 Ih. Aphot. at. arc regkoned among thole kinds of Plauta woltia. 
puſnes or he lees, which flicking in che vety ſuperficies of the body, do pricke | 
and ſhoot, not vnlike to our common vlcets: and they come ( as their name 
doth declare) by many bilious (woats,which bite tlie axin, & make it to uch and 
pricke like vicers. But this affect is common to boyes and yong men, and to 
thoſe which are cholericke, & inthe time of heate; but it is lo eaſie to be cured, 
that of it ſeſte (without avy aide) it will beale, ripeniog with a white top. But 
Avicenthinkes, that theſe deſudations, by their deſcripuon, agrec rather with 
celſus his Exanthemat a, ben with Galen his Sudamina. But he who will obſetue 
the nature of the words, will thioke that Au en bis deludations may well be the P eſudationes 
Gteekes Hidra, which the Latines call od ami na. But we myſt not follow the Avicenne, 
names ſo much amoog the Barbarian and Arabian.\riters , but the 7.8 
aud ſincete deſcriptions of the things themlelacs, Pd races ot Pſydraica, ate Pſy draces, 
puſhes,which abidiog in the very.vucrmoſt part of the kinne, are relca.bled to 
bladders, excited by fire, which are called Fhlyctene. They rilelpecially inthe 
bead Pfzac-0n is not truly read in Ceiſus for 2/yd7acion. I hole puſhes which 
grow in the skinne, firſt comming by thicke bumours ſtuffed in the skinne, 
add ure commonly called bill. and #ariole of, Galen, becauſe they ſwell, Morbi li, 
aud ware big, as it were ihe bud of a flower, they are called Exentbemate; but /ariole, | 
of Hipprerates ( becauſe they do breake our of them(c)ues) they are termed Exambemats.

charige and turne into Impet go. The Frenchmen (if I may iudge )do

circle, and cteepeth flowly. Wbich wbelkes or puſhes do agree in all thioge 
to be thoſe which are ſaid of Celſus to be of the fiſt kinde, Some do coaſtant 
ly affirme, chat theſe whelkes, ſo named of celſus, do nothing differ from 14. 
chene among the Grecians, or the Impetige among the Latines, And we haue 
read, thatthatonely Author among the Latines bath turned Lycbene' into Pa · 
Mentagra. pule, Mentagra a Latine word vcd of Plinie, wherein he ſeemed in the be- 
ioniog libr. 26. to haue altogether meant another thing from Impetige, and 
* it was fat re away a worſe euill then that which the Greekes comptebend 
vnder the name of Lychene, althouoh in his Phyſicke he hath interpreted ſome · 
ſ time Lychene among the Greekes, to be Impetigo, and the like diſeaſe called 
Ment asra, he termeth alſo in the ſame place Lychene, Furthermore, the ſame 
Plinie ib. 26. Pliniereporteth, that this euill crept fitſt into Italy in the reigne of Tiberius ca · 
iar which griefe in all the dime before was vnkno woe to all Europe, much 
lee vnto Italy. It was of [6 great filthineſſe and corruption, that anie death 
was to be preferted or wiſhed beſore it, and alſo of ſo great iaſection, that by 
the ſwift pafſage thereof, onely by kifliog one another it inſected the people, 
but chiefſy ihoſe that were gouetnours and rulers among them. This euill be · 
ganne almoſt at the chione, for that it did ehieſy affe At and annoy , whereup- 
on it tooke this name Mentagra. This perhaps is that ſcabbe, which certaine 
Galen ae. of the Frenchmen call mala Li Galen alſo ſeemeth to acknowledge this 
knowledgeth '3:C.f% : for in his firſt booke De medicam, compoſ. ſecundum locos, he remem- 
Mestagra. Yreth a moſt vile kind of Impetixo ofthe chinne, which (as he rebearleth outot 
| Crito) prouoketh itching, it afflicteth alſo the patients, and bringe ih them into 
no ſmall danger. For ſometime (ſaith he) it runneth ouer the whole fate, and 
h vp to the very eyes. and itcauſetb the greateſt deformitic of the badie 
Soft t can be: which deſcription of Impetigo doth conſent in all thing 
with the Mentagra of Plinie. But they do greatly etre, which do thinke hat

are laid to be ihele, which while they do wor ke any dilcaſe, are ſeparated, as a 
fall, a ſtripe,a blow ,abiuiſe,a rumor, ot a ſolution, or that euil which is cõmitted 
by admitti g a diflolare diet. Antecedent cauſes, ate thole which of themſelues Autecedent es. 
are fit aud materiall io beget any diſeaſe or affect, as are foure humouts both 
natural), and not naturall. Naturall bumours are thoſe which ſerue to nouriſh hich are ſaid 
the body, aad have their beiog with the bloud, and are comprehended vnder to be natural 
the name of bloud Which if they be ſent out ſtom the veines and arteries, they humours, 
do ſuddealy congeale and guher togetbetʒ vbether they flow without the ba- 
dy, or do temaine ſtil in the place wherein they be contained. But they call thoſe 3hich are ſaid 
vanaturall hamours, which arc ſound ſeueted ftom ibe bloud, with the which to be punatu= 
the body is nouriſnedʒ and by re aſon of their corruption & naughtines by theig rall.

doth happen to the body outwardly, which altereth and changeth the ſame

Vmours beſides nature, being reſiant in the extremeſt parts of the bodie General ſgnes 
(the examiniog and ſpeculation whereotdoth appertaine to the Chirur- of rumevrs a= 
a jo . iudgement ot the ſenles, and the affected parts bone nature. 
ha d and felt by the hands, are eaſily deicried and knowne, For 
ta cuery part of the bodie there appeareth a certaine kind of iocreafing excee · 
ding the naturall ſtate, and diſteadiog aboue the meaſure of nature that part 
which it affecteth, and it letteth the duties or actions thereof, becauſe either 
fome humour, or ſome ſuch ſubſtance proceediog ofthe humour, or which 
do ſauour ſomewhat of the natute of the humour, or a vaporous ſpirit bath 
excited it, there allo muſt oeeds happen a tumour beſides nature. But the tu- 
mots which they call true Apoſtemes, are diſcerned by their ſwelling, by their 
paioe, and by their heate, being ſtretched out more or leſſe. But they are not 
counted to be true Apoltemes10deed, which we haue termed puſtule and ab» 
ſceſſus, beſides that tumor: which malady the Grecians call cacoethia,and alſo io 
the greater or leſſer ſequeſtration, determinata, Bur the ſigues of euery parti- Pareicuker 
difference, and of their matter whereof they be ingendred, ſhall be de- ſognes, 
clared in their due place, inthat which followeth, In the meace time we wit © 
handle the fimple differences of thofe tumours which are above nature, bythe: 
which the compound differences ſhall allo be eafily knowne, But we muſt not 
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come vato particular ibings, before we haue thtoug diſcourled of wichen 
fall, for —— is woneto be obletued in rhe ee brhe' Arts, ne.

pelas,becauſe it repreſenteth a kiod of Phlegwone,or Aedema or Scurrſuu: add ts 
ronfider and marke io all the reſt of the tumors. But truly thoſe humos beſides 
nature which they tet me nat true Apoſtemes, ate very often found ſincere aud 
pure. But we will handle the cures ot ſimple aad ſincete tumors in thoſe thin 
which follow, by the which the reme dies alſo of compound and intricate tu. 
mors ſhall maniſeſtl ; appeare. For | thinke it good to diſcourſe of all the kinds 
oftumours, and alſo to diſpoſe aright that which ſhall ſeeme ſuperfluous, For 
it a man ſhall knoꝶ all the ſimple tumors, andlcarne after what mander they 
be compounded together, he ſhallbe furniſhed ſufficiently to exerciſe him- 
ſclfe particularly in the reſt, But now let vs ſee other opinions and iudgementi 
generally concerning the tumors ihemſelues. Periodigperoxiſmi, and the criſes 
of rumors beſides nature, do follow the analogie of the humours whereof th 
be conflated or ingendred, (Guido aftrmiog the ſame) which aaalogie we 
berc declare to be a propertie or proportion, a nature or a likeneſſe of fab.

although the ſicke be feuerous. But when the bodie is ſtuffed eithet with mes 


laocholie, or choler, or fleame, or with other clammie and viſcous humour 
(fich ſtare of the hodie the Greekes call Cacochymia ) the euaeuation thereof 
muſt be laboured by à purgation, which is a fit remiedie for euetie humou 
that reignerb, But ot them we will ſpeake mote at large in their particulat 
Chapters. Now Antiſpaſis, that is, a reuulſion the contratie way, is à common 
temedie agaiuſt afl thele kinds of tumours, while the fluxe doth yerftr 
preuaile, as iti the beginning and increaſing oSthe euill: but in the end of the 
ſtate, and in the dechnation thereof, while the luxe now temaineth and ſticketh 
in the member, and the whole bodie is lufficiently emptied, the evacuation 
muſt be attempted, and fetched either from the affected pan, ot from that 
which is next adioyned thereuntò. The ſecond intention cotmaneth reme- 
dies to ptouoke Neepe; viz, which do mitigate paine, aud alſo binde and 
preuent the flaxe. Moreover it teacheth remedies which are able to loolen 
and diſſolue the naturall pores, by the which the affected meruber'is 
wont to be througbly purged. But the matter of all theſe ſhall be abuns 
dantly deſcrib d heteaſter. Now we will handle the third iutention, which 
is pet ſited with ſuch things as do euzcuate the mauer that exciteth ie 
tumours fiom the affected plate. Aud that matter is euscuated pot on

dile ot Cammomil, Ab/ynthivm, Horchound, Nux cupreſſi, & ſuch like things, 
which being applied do ſtrengthen the affected part, & lo do free it and defend 
it from immment fluxe. But proper repulſiues are ſuch, as when the humoug Repellentia 
do ſlide into ſome other part, do meet with the ſame, and do enfotce them proprie dicla. 
to retire againe, And theſe are to be vſed then when the member is growne 
thickegas attractiue medicines are commonly applyed to thin tymors.Ofthele 
manie are of a cold qualitie, and many of av bote, but both ſorts, that is, both 
bote and cold, are in operation aſtringent, and binding, The medicines repreſs Frigida repro- 
fing, which of nature are cold, ate Vine leanes, Plantaine, Nightſhade, Dipſacos, mentis, 
viz.

cured by the Art of Chyturgerie. Morcover,in removing ihem. according to 
the counſell of Galen, I 4. Therap. it ſhall be requifite to confider, that ameog 
all the wayes and me anes whereby we iotend to finiſh our purpoſe, we ſhould 
alwayes make choiſe of the beſt of them. The beſt meanes and wayes are de. 
clared and manifeſted ynto vs three manner of wayes : viz, By the ſhortoeſle 
of the time to cute in, by curing without paine, and _—_ by curing (afely 
and without danger. Agaioe, that thou mayſt cure ſafely, there are three ſpe- 
ciall chings diligeatly to be conſidered. I he firſt aod the chie feſt is, that you 
throughly attaine to the perfection of your labour. 2. The other is, thatit you 
e innot attaine to the ſame, yet at the leaſt, that you burt not the ſicke. 3. The 
chird it, that the euill or diſeaſe may not eafily returne or come againe. By 
theſe conſiderations, if you will declare the beſt method of curing, you ſhall 
find in all theſe tumours before mentioned, when the cure is to be ended by 
the helpe of Chyrurgerie, and when by the force of medicines. But truly the 
ſtudie of Chyrurgerie in thoſe — now we do intreate of, that is, in 
thoſe tumors which are altogether aboue nature, doth tend io the killing and 
d:ſtroying of them, and doth wholly declare after what ſort they may be ta- 
ken away. But if ir cannot bring this to paſſe, the next counſell is, to transferre 
the cuill, as we vic to do in thoſe humors called Hypochymats, that is to ſay, 
the web in the eye. But that which is fetched from medicines, doth firſt tend 
yoto this end, that that which is aboue nature, may both turne into matter, and 
alſo into puttitaction: but this be appoioteth in the ſecond place, Thele things 
bath Galen. Therefore when the parts which are troubled with Phlegmone do 
beate very vehemently, ſo that vow you begio to deſpaire of their cure (the 
being not yet mattered) all the ancient Chyrurgions ( faith Galen 4. Therap.) 
do miniſter and apply ſuch kind of medicines which do ſperdily procure mat- 
ter: but before it be mattered, they vſe none at all. And altbough thbſe parts 
that are annoyed with Phlegmone be annoioted with a Cataplaſme, which may 
both beate them, and moiſten them, & bring them to fuppuration yet the ſame 
doth not appeare by the firſt reaſon or way, that is, as the remedy and helpe of 
the cuill, but as the mitigating & eaſing of the ſymptomat, that is, of the paine, 
For truly the remedies of Phleymone ate of a drying oature, And the ſame Ga- 
len addeth morcouer a litle after, that a ſhort and compendious cure of thoſe 
parts which are affected with Phlegmone is quickly coded and diſpatched, by 
remedies which can dry & vnbind, which truly doth altogether ether temoue 
the affect, or elle, if they leaue behind them ſome litle relict, which may turne 
to ſuppuration, it is needtull to vſe ſome other ſharpe medicine, which is able 
to bring out the matter; or it the kin about the rumour be thin, and you wil.

the Carbuncle beiog thus taken away, or conſumed any other way, the bol. 
lowneſſe thereof (the inflammation now ceaſſing) muſt firſt be cleanſed, and 
afrerward being made pure zud cleane , it muſt be bealed with filling medi- 
cines (which the Greekes call Synw/otica;) which when it is throughly filled, 
neither doth there remaine any hollow place at all in it, it is conuenient to vie 
thoſe things which can bring it to a ſcarte, as in other vicers, But if the euill 
do not tage vety much, but ſhall ſeeme to offer vs truce and peace, it is tipe - 
Maturatinum ned and opened (as Auicen ſanb) by applying Figs commixed well together 
Avwicenne. with leauen and Salt.

AL EN lib 2. ad Glabenem, calleth them Cankets, which by reaſon of the zy7, 8 Com 

greatneſſe of the 1oflammarion be made and changed into mortifica. r „, 4 
tions, yet they be bot throughly ingendred and alteadie confirmed. The force hence ir hath 
and tyranoie of this euill is io outragious, that except it be remedied verie jj, 
ſpcedily, the affected member doth eaſily repteſent the habite of death, that . 
is, it doth very readily draw together the extioct: on and quenching both of Gan gran 
life, ſenſe, and mouiog. But when the member is ſo corrupted and lo feeble, peſſimus ty- 
that it is altogether witholt ſenſe, and as it were dead, ſo that whether it be Fannus. 
ſtr1keo, or cut, ot burned, the ſicke feeleth it not, then the Greeks call this evill 
no longer Gangre na, but Spbacel un, the Latines Syderatio, the latter lott call it Sphacelas. 
Eſithiomenon: which name allo they giue vnto Gangrena, But Awicen Calleth 
it Eſthiomenon, when as the corruption thereof doth paſſe to the continuall 
parts, which terme the Greciaos do vie in another order, Some call this affect 
ſometime Herpeta Eſihiomenon, ſometime very improperly, Cancer vlceratus. 
But this affect chanceth allo to the bones, V het as the fleſh being beſet & com- Syderatio oſß- 
paſſed about with them, brisgiog torth and iogendriog filthy & ſtinking cor- am. 
ruption, doth infect them with this horrible poyſoo,and gonſumetb them with 
moſt corruptible rottenneſſe. Therefore when as the member ſhall together The ben med 
appearc void of life, ſenle, & — muſt by and by pate it to the quicke member my? 
as neare a3 you canto the ſound fleſh. Sphacelay therefore differeth from Gan- ſtraiglu way 
grena, becauſe the one doth grow vp io the bones, (as we haue declared) and be pared, 
not inte fleſh and the veſſels of the bodie oocly,butthe other cometh not to 
the bones; notwithſtanding it is one kind of Sphacelws,burt it borroweth 2 pto- 
per & ſingular name beſide the cõmon terme.

thiog forth ofthe vapourous ſtreames, and the drawing in of the aire, being 
5 altogether hindered) ate ſtrangled and cboaked, The third way theſe moti- 
S1gmes of Ga- fications, and deſtroyings of life are cauſed inthe members, when as the paſ- 
Sana and ſage and flowing ofthe vitall breath from the heatt to ſome member ĩs letted 
Sphacelu . and forbidden: andthat bappeneth either by reaſon of a vehement and ſtrong 
binding, or elſe becaule of ſome bruile received in thoſe paſſages and pores 
through the which the breath is carried. To conclude, Gangrena and Sydera. 
tio, whichthe Grecians call Necroſis and Sphacelus, difichance voto mens bo- 
dies, deſtroying either the member or the vitall facultie, or the naturall beate 
and temperature of the body. But the fignes of Gangræna and Syderatio, Co- 
len in bis litle treatiſe of tumours aboue nature,declareth to be theſe, Fuſt truly 
that flouriſhing colour is extinguiſhed in them, which is wont to be in phleg · 
monous inflammations: theo paine and beating of the pulſes, ihat is, the mo- 
uing ol the arteries, which is felt ofthe ſicke, do depart a little afide, yet their 
naturall diſpoſition is got altogether ended, but their ſenſe altogether dead 
and mortified, Whereupon the member ſtraight way appeareth blacke, and 
it is very (oft and full of corruption, it breatheth out a filthic ſauour, and it is 
like voto a dead thing without life. Whereby it commeth to paſle, that when 
it is touched with the finger, it eaſily yceldethvery deeply, neither after doth 
it rile yp againe or returne, but the skin appeareth as though it were ſeparz« 
ted from the fleſh. But this mortification ot the affected member (which the 
Indicia.lib,g, Grecians call Gangrene, is of ſo great cruckie and madneſle (25 Paulis (ab) 
that except you preſently ſeeke a remedie for it without all delay, the affected 
member loone periſhgth,and then it inuadeth the other parts that be next vnto 
Libs, it, and killeth the man, But it (as celſus tepottetb) it yet hath but ſmall power, 
but is now in begiusinꝑ, it is not very hard to cite, eſpecially in a your 
mans bodie, and ſo much the rather it the muſeles be ſound and whole, if the 
ſiae wes be not hurt, cr ſmally affected. But when this euill bath taken deepe 
roote, and is turacd againe into Sr hacelus, it is yacurable, and verie many do 
dye of a cold lweate. j

Ecauſe the abundance of bloud doth ingender a Caoker, the order of the Emptying of 
V cute thereof mult be traightway attempted by a plentitull and copious . — 
cuacuation of the corrupt bloud , which is packed together in the affected blend. 


member, But in the me ane ſealon, you mult not neglect thoſe things which 
Mall ſeeme to belong vnto diet, me dicines, cutting of a veine (it oeed require) 
and ſtteogihening of the heart, in which things the Chyturgian muſt take the 
adui'c of {ome learned Phyſition, who knoweth how to inſtruct him therein 
(as the inatter ſhall require.) But there muſt be great plentie of that congea- 
led bloud (which cauleth mortifications) drawne out from tbe affected part, 
either in the veine that is cut, it it appearcth any thing full and ſwolue about 
the ſame member, or in the whole skin of the part affected, together with his 
ſubſtance eithei kept downe aud made obedient, ot cut ot dimded by many 
deepe [carificuions. Some to this end do apply borſe-leeches, and they do 
open alittle the veines that be a zt the ſore; but thole deepe and often le · 
Qions or ſcarifications are much moreeticuallto cure that euill. But becauſe 
ot the gre:tneſſe of the Canker, we vſe great ſections, or often incilio0s 
(which we call ſcatiſications) the one, when the euill is more rotten, the other 
when it onely beginneth to tot. For the greater the euill is, the greater remedy 


it tequiteth (as euety man may know.) But when you hauedrawne out bloud Aſter ſcarifi- 
abundantly by thoſe deepe flaſhes or cuts. you muſt waſh the place with ſalt - £415 you muſ? 
water, thatthe thicke bloud which otberwile would abound there , may be waſh the place 
brought forth. Then you mult apply ſome medicine that can let and diſſolue With ſalt wa- 
puttitaction, as is the meale of Tares or Darnell (which the French men call ter. 

Turaria, becauſe it doth prouoke drunkenneſſe atter the manner of wine:) or Medicines pu- 
it there be ſcaicity ofthem, you muſt vie the meale of Beanes with Oel and trefattines, 


Syropus acetoſns. It ſhall be profitable alſo to waſh the ſcariſied place twice a 
day with hote vineger, but eſpecially with M ulſum. For theſe by reaſon of the 
drinellce,do conſume the filthineſſe and corruption, and do cleanſe it; but be - 
caule of their coldneſſe they do challenge of putrefaCtion that which is not yet 
defiled and corrupted. But when this fervent heate is uow abated. and the turic 
of the euill l(omewhatremitted and ſlaked, you muſt lay aboue vpon the fore 


that oinemeng which is commonly called »nguentum Aegyptiacum, made of nguentum 
Verdigteaſe, Alume, Honic,and Vineger, of each a like quantitic commized Aegyptiacum, 


and boiled together. This doth ſtop putrefaction and teſolue it: and it doth 
diſſeuer alſo the putrified and cor rupted humour from the ſound and whole 
parts, and it doth caule it to fall and periſh, Moreouer it procureth a cruſt or 
(carre, and preſerueth and defendeth the whole parts from any inſection. But 
it you will apply a more ſtrong and effectnall medicine, mingle Salt with the 
atoreſaid thiogs: or if the cuill ſhall increaſe yet more

more, miniſter Burmng 
ſome of the Trochikes before mentioned, being throughly brayed & beaten chickes. 
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together, and then waſhed in "op and Wine: as that either of Androy,or 
Polyida, or Muſa, or one of thoſe which are called of the latter fort Calidicon, 
Aldaron, or that made of 4ſphedels, whichby reaſon of the burning force 
do ſeparate the corruption from the ſouod parts, In this matter before all 
Arſenicon. other things 4rſenicon is praiſed and allowed of, which they call Sublimatum, 
ſublimatum. Perm of corret tom, which muſt be diſſolued either in ſome powder or in 
wine, and taken in linden or cotten (which the Frenchmen call Coton,) ard ſo 
applied betweene the ſound aod corrupted mem ber: for this doth ſtraightway 
ſtay the euill, and that truly without paine. But it neceſſitie requireth, you muſt 
divide the good from the euill with a certaine inſtrument called a probe, or 
ſlice. But in miniſtriog medicines (that the matter may be handled more 
without care) you muſt be diligent to know the nature of the ſicke bodie (az 
Lib, 2. ad Galen bath well taught vs ſaying:) If the body be ruſticall and bard by nature, 
Glauc. it tequiteth very vebement medicines; but rf it be tender aod ſoft, it requireth 
more gentle and mild medicines, lnfants alſo or children, and they which loue 
to liue at their owne plealute in idicveſle, muſt haue gentle medicines migi. 
ſtred to them. Moreover the nature of the parts wbich are euill affected muſt 
be regarded as well as the whole bodie, when you do cither cut off, or cut a- 
bout that which is putrified and corrupted. Fot there are ſome (ores, which 
quickly do come to matter and corruption, if they be negligently cured : and 
lome very flowly: ſome allo do flawly fecle the force and benefit of medi- 
cines applyed, and ſome very ſoone. 
When aduſtion Furthermore if (notwithſtanding theſe burning medicines) the euill ſhall 
i to beyſed. yet remaine, you wuſt burne that place which is betweene the whole and cor · 
rupted member, But all theſe remedies are wont ſometime to profit nothi 
If the Canker at all, and then this is the onely helpe, although (as Ce!ſ@s ſaith) it be a mile- 
torneth into table belpe, that is, to cut off the member, which by little and little waxeth 
Sphacelus. dead, that ſo the other parts ofthe body may be without danger. For that 
which is once corrupted, euen witb touching, it doth in fect and corrupt that 
part which is whole and ſound, after the manver of poyſon. But if at any time 
you ſhall cut oftthis putrified and dead member, or ſhall lance off chat which 
is corrupted in any member euen to the ſound fleſh, then by the counſell of 
1.36.2, ad Galen for more quietneſſe ſake, you mult ſeare or burxe with ſome bright in- 
Glanc, ſtrument that member,which as a roote is ioyned to the whole and ſound bo» 
dy, for ſo you ſhall quickly ſtay the flowing of bloud, and debarre corruption. 
14 Now aduſtion being done and ended, you muſt vſe the iuyce of leckes, or (as 
* Paulus laith) you muſt apply ſalt with the leekes, ot ſome of thoſe remedies 
which we haue ſpoken of alittle before. For theſe do dry and bind the corrup · 
tion, and do alla ſtop the fluxe of bumours. But when by vſing theſe remedies, 
tottenneſſe or corruption ſhall ſeeme to ceaſſe: that the cruſts and ſcurfe may 
ſoone fall away, you muſt vie a Cataplaſme made of bread,or barley meale, ot 
Remedies that wheate meale boyled in Hydræleon. Allo that medicine which they call Cepha+ 
can looſen the licum, annointed with bony, Thelethrough their cleanſing or ſcouring, do re · 
cru{is fremtbe lolue the cruſt from the fleſh which lyeth vader it, Moreover that medicine 
ſcared mem- whichis called Tetrapharmacum,and that allo called M acedenicym,by mouing 
bers, and mollyiyipg the matter, do bring the ſcurſes from the parts that lye — 
tem;

/ ar 2h fleame io generation of hamors,doth follow next vnto bloud & 
there be greater abundance of that humour in the body, next vnto bloud, 
then of other humours, yet becauſe tumours aboue nature proceediog of cho. 
ler (which they commonly call cholericke apoſtemes) do in many thingy 
greatly conſpire and agree with bloudie tumours,it followeth (aſter the deter. 
mination of Phleymone, and other tumours conſiſting aboue nature, which 
proceed of bloud) that we now (peabe of thoſe ſwellings which are cau ed 
of choler,and are called ofthe Greekes by this generall name Eryſipelata, but 
ol the ancient Latines Ignes ſacri, Eryſipelas therefore is the branch or bud of 
choleticke fluze molt abiding about both the skiones, that is, both about that 
which outwardly couercth all che parts of the body, and allo about that filmie 
and thinne skin which inwardly compaſleth the internall parts, But oftetimes 
allo it occupieth ſome of the fleſn that lyeth vader it, as Phlegmone (which is 
the iſſue of bloudy flux moſt incident to fleſhy bodies) doth allo poſſeſſe ſome 
ofthe sk1in, Therefore when very thin cholet ar hote bloud, which is thin allo 
in ſubſtance, (called of the lattet ſort Cholera natural, but of Galen a 
is read abroad ouer the skin onely,nothing moleſting the fleſh vnder it, and 
yet ſome what taiſing the meber into a tumor with a languiſhing it flammati. 
on and yellow redneſſe, and altogether doth yeeld when it is touched; this 
affect is properly called of Galen, a true and exquiſite Eryſipelas. But this is 
for one conſideration, or (as they ſay) it chanceth voitorimely , and without 
viceration. Avicen calleth it Spina But when an humour ot bitter cholet ſhall 
be more thicke and ſharpe, then that it can returne againe naturally, it doth 
exulcerate or fetch off ihat little outward skinve which the Greekes call Efie 
dermida, and ſometimethatexuiceration of the skin in proceſſe of time pier- 
ceth ſomewhat deeply, ſo that it toucheth the inner fleth vnder it, and then that 
affect is called alſo Eryſipelas, but with vlceration, which (as Galen ſaith) is all 
one with Herpes. But it it be neither a choler icke fluxe. nor a bloudie humour, 
but equally congealed of them both, it is not then Eryſepel.zs onely, but Galen 
tetmetb it a diſpoſition throughly commixed with Eryſipelas and the inflima- 
tion, But of that which is predominantin the mixture, is the title giuen to the 
euill. For when bloud ruleth, it is called Phlegmone eryſipelateſa: but when 
choler taigneth, terme it Eryſipelas phlegmonoſum. But when neither bath ſu- 
perioritie, but the accidents of them both appeare equall togeiber in power, 
tben that enill ſhall be called a meane betweene Phlegmone & Eryſipelas. Now 
alſo of the other mixtures, there ſhall be tbe like interpretation, that is, if 
much choler be mingled with a thin and ſmall humor, either ol fleame or me- 
Jancholy, it ſhall be called Eryſpelas ædematoſum or ſchirrhoſum. Moreeuer 
when we ſpeake ſimply of choler,or of a bilious humour, after ibe manner of 
Galen and other Phifitions, we meane pale choler, yellow, and bitter, and got 
that which is ſoure and blacke.

Hoss tumouts aboue nature which haue any ſocietie with the above De Herpete, 

mentioned Eryſipelas, ot any way do ſeeme to pertaine theteunto( for that 
they haue their proceeding of vnnatur all and hidden choler, that is, which is 
not mingled with other bumours ) both the latter fort of Phyſitions and allo 
of Chyrurgians, do call Mala cholerice puſtule : But the Grecians, as Hippo- 
crates, Galen and Paulus, do call them Herpete,which word doth almoſt ſound 
and agree with the Latines, as Malo quod ſerpit, the creeping euill. For i P w/iule chole- 
in Greeke, is all one with /erps in Latine, whereupon ine is called ſerpens; yet 7** val; ap- 
Hers doth not perfeQly ſigniſie among the Phyfitions Mali quod ſerpit, but Pellate Herpes 
a certaice kind of diſeaſe whereof we now intreate;theretore the creeping euill . 
extendeth and ſtretcheth further theo Herpes; for Phagedene are allo called

like vnto the ſced of Millet or Hirſe : by reaſon of which ſimilitude and likes 
neſſe, the affect is then termed of the Latines Miliaris herpes : but of certaine 
2. of the Grecians after Hippocrates time , it was called for the ſame reaſon 
af pics ſiue wy xua: for xiyxpic in Greeke, is called Milium with vs, And this kind of ſpices 
Hau pes milia- ot H erpes (Galen witneſſiog the ſame, lib. z. ad Glauconem) doth borrow his 
*. name or title ot the generall word, ſeeing that the ſame Galen calleth it Herpes 
Lb. 14. Ther. ſimply and without addition. Notwithſtanding in another place by the dame 
of H-ryes, Galen calleih it Herpes efthiomenos, that is, exedens as afterward ſhall 
be laid. But this kinde doth not altogether canſe the vicer, as the other doth 
which is called exedens , but as hath bene ſaid, it excitcth little {mall puſhes to 
the likeneſſe of M lim, wh ch puſhes in proceſſe ot time.when they are bo.

be cured with hote medicines, Now the fitteſt remedie for the other euils, is 
that which is made of the dregs ot wine; and that medicine is good for Myre Myrmecia. 
mecia which n made of Alume and yellow Ogker. Paulus Aginet« lib. 4 cap. The core of 
15. rehearleth very many remedies, which doth rake away aod vttetly abokfh Perrece out of 
iheſe Verrucæ, clpecialty thoſe which be Seſſiles and penſiles. Of ibe which Paulus. 
kinde ate Elatarium ( which is the iuyce of wilde Cucumbers) rubbed on 
with Salt, the bake of Frenkenſence with Vineger, rathe ripe Figges, which 
arc ripypetore then time, with Vineger, meale and Nrtrew.

wi, There are ſome which do boile the heades of ſalted fiſhes in that wares 
which diſtilleth out of greeve branches, while they be buroiog : which they 
Tacert e caput. 40 declare to be a moſt excellent remedie for the aforclaid euils Other ſome 
to extinguſh theſe diſeaſes , do make a Liniment oithe ruſt of brafle, ( which 
efthe late Phyſitions is called Vride ers c flos er) ot Brimſtone, and ofthe 
diſtilled water of Vine branches. And this is the ovely method of curing which 
they ate wont to vie in racing out of Verruca, that is, by guawing and ſcal. 
diag medicines. But this one thing is moſt diligently to be obletued in admii. 
niſtring ſuch kiade of medicines , which celſus doth admoniſh vs ot in bis fit 
booke : namely, that thoſe parts which are about the euils, ought to be co. 
uered with leaues, leſt they alſo be exulcerate; for which cauſe ſome do an. 
noint the places about the diſeales , with ointment of Bolearmoniacke, with 
Terra ſegillata, with Roſe water and Vineger, Furthermore we abohſh x. 
erochardones, Myrmecia, and Thymia , not anely with thele aforeſaid burni 
medicines, but alſo with the leame of fire, or with ſome hote inſtrumẽt riohtly 
Other orders applyed to them. Oftentimes allo we cut them off. But ſometime we do take

CHAP. XX. 


Of Oedema, and other cold, flegmatiche, and 


flatuous tumonrs, 
H. v N G ſufficiently intreated of thoſe tumours which are engendred 


through hote bumours, we ate now againe determined to handle thole 
tumors which haue theit originall of a cold matter, taking our cxordium from 
that cuill which of the Grzciaos is called Oedema. For as Eryſipelas is cauſed of 
a cholericke fluxe ; ſo Oedema proccedcth of a flegmaticke humour, Oedema - 
therefore (Galen defining the lame) is a certaine laole and vapaiofulltumour: Odem quid, 
or it is a certaine thinne ſwelling without paine,rifing of a flegmatick humour 
that floweth into ſome member of the body, ſo that the ſame Galen in lib. 14. 
Ther. thought of Oedema, that it was a dileaſe and no ſymptomate. Fot truly 
we know (laith he) that Oe ſema doth come otherwiſe then of the flowing of 
a flegmaticke humour, that is to wit, of a flegmaricke humour or yaporovs 
ſpiric, gathered into ſome member, aod ſomeume engendred in the ſame, as 
in the legges and feet, which ate troubled with a cortupted water tuning vn- 
der the skione, and wih the euilt called Phrhoe, and Cachexia, which arc euill 
babites and deformities of the body. For in thoſe dangerous diſpoſitions, Oe · Oedema efS 
dema is an accidental ſymptemate of that affect which — or the man, ſymptoms, 
that is, an accident neceſſarily followiog , which require th no ſenetall or pro- 
per cure (as afterward ſhall appear®) Oedema (as Phlegwone and Eryſipeles Oedema du- 
alls):s diſcerncd of the Chyrurgians by two differenceg that is, by the true, or plex, 
vntcue or yolawfull O edema. A true Oedema cometh ot natutall cboler, which Veram. 
truly is nothing elle but a raw bloud not through digeſted, uch is found 
in a lumpe ol bloud, very fic co nouriſh flegmaticke members, An vntrũe and 
vulawfull Oedema proccedeth of vanaturall flcame, That we may not deale Illegitimum. 
bete n any thing obſcutely, aaturall flame is a cold and a moiſt humour, in 
ſabſtance crude or taw, in colour incliniog io acertaine whitcnellc; but in taſt, het fleame is 
and (if I may ſpeake it) ia ſmell, it is e pleaſant : ynoaturall fleame is 
that which doch degenei ate aud diffet from that fleame before deſcribed, and 
yet it keepeth it lelle withinthe bounds of his citcuite and liberty, which if it 
ſhall once paſſe, it ĩsthen no more to be called Phlegma ot fleame, but ſome 
other humour. But this fleame chanceth to degenerate from his owne proper 
nature two manner of waies. One way is(as they ſay)in it ſclfe,when in his own 
naturall and proper ſubſtance it is changed, without any admixtion with any 
ether hum our, which truly bapneth very often: for ig is jurned cicher in 4 =

theo it is called Phlerma aquoſam, flatneſum, or tense: — is turned — 
thicke and viſeous ſubſtance, which maketh the fleame very gtoſſe & clamny, 
and througi a greater, ot (as we ſay) through a further indutation it ĩt cauleg 
to looke like a Plaiſter,or like glaſle;or it doth putriſie and is altered, and they 
it is made both ſalt, nitrous, and corroſive.

hath bene ſaid of Phlegmone and Eryſipelas ) that is to ſay. 1. In a iuſt order of 
diet. 2. In preparing of the flegmaticke humour, which they call equatio, an 
equall deuiſion, and in purging the ſame. 3. In tepteſſmg, diſſoluing and diy 
vp the humor that is lowed already, and now doth ocupie the member. . And 
laſt ot all, in cortecting and temouing the ſymptomates or accidents whichdo 
follow Oedema. Thele therefore ate the toute particular intentions her 
we diſpatch thoſe two generall orders before mentioned. The fiiſt intenuon 
therefore is per fected or finiſhed by the due and vuſt vſage of fixe vnnatutal 
things, which ſhall be well and fitly applycd to the ſicke body, if they hall all 
decline vnto heate and drineſſe, with a certaiae atteovation or dimniſhio 
Therefore chuſe and prepate athinne and drie aire. Let him take for his drinke 
wine that is fined, aud cleane from dregs, cleare, white, or lomwhat red. which 
they call Claret wine, which in his kind muſt be excellent good, and allayeda 
little with water. Let his bread be very well baked, and well handled. Let him 
eate the flefh of fheepe, ot the fleſh of the birds ot mountaines, & of the plaines, 
and thole rather toſted then ſodden. Let him vie ſpariagly fat brothes, pot · 
becbes, and other fat meats. Let him abſtaine from things that be valeauened, 
raw, and verie moiſt, Let him not eate of any kind of pulſe or cheeſe, not of 
vntimely and voripe fruits; nor of fiſhes ( except they be thoſe that live in gra» 
uellie places, and thoſe allo either toſted or boyled in wine. } Roſted meates 
generally are bettei tien ſodden, and · better then thoſe things allo which the 
iuduſtrie of the Baker can prouide. Let him cate little, and drinke leſſe. lo all 
bis diet let him eſchue lechetie and gluttonie. It the bellie be bound, looſe it 
with Figs , ot with Carthamus. Take therefore five or ſixe drie Figs, and fl

aduice of ſome expert Phyſition. But in a plethoricke and full bodie there are 
ſcarce at any time ſeene any Oedemata, elpecially thoſe which be lavſullʒ for 
fleame doth not abound in it more plentifully then other humours do. There - 
fore it being fimple and alone, not commired with others hamours, it can iel - 
dome flow into any part of a plentitull bodie; wherefore letting ot bloud 
eſpecially in alawtull Oedema, may ſeeme to be nothing profitable, The third Tertia i3ten+ 
intention is finifhed in the N by applying tepercuſſiues, and not by 10. 
thoſe temedies which by bin ding vehemeotl with their naturall coldaeſſe do 
repell and driue backe, but by thoſe which haue power to drie greatly, and 
digeſt well, which they call pi ouokers of drinelle and teſolution: but in the 
increaſe by vſiag diſcuſſiue remedies ſomwhat more torcible.

conem, Where he ſaith, that it Oedema doth conſiſt of a flegmaticke humour, ' s 
flowing into ſome member, a ſponge wet in water wheren is a litle vineget, Poſe aqoeſa.

1 is now very requiſſte for vs to diſpute ol the Tumours called Inflationes, The difference 
whole cure is diverſe from the cure ot Oedema. For they (as Galenlanth, lib. between infla»

deſcend (omewhat _— into them. But inflations do come ofa flatuous | 


ſpirit gathered together, breeding ſometime vndet the skinne, ſometime 
vader the thin filmes which are compaſſed about with the bones, or they do 
ſhut ia and include the muſcles, or elſe ſome part of the bowels, Furthermore 
lometime there is alſo not a little of the humour gathered together in the bel-

4. the Peritonewm, as in that kind of water(faith Paula,) vnder the skinne, which 
ceuill we call a Tympanic : Thele allo differ from Oedemata, becaule they be.

Inflationum fible hollowneſle, and that oftentimes verie great. The cauſe of thele kinds of 
cauſe, ioflations, is the weakenefle ot the naturall heate, which is placed in a flegma. 

For truly heate may take vp ſuch a vapour , 
ol a moiſt ſubſtance, but it cannot diuide nor diſcuſſe it. For euen as (ſaich

Tags ſtitution in ſommer maketb the aire pure aud cleare,butthe middle cooftity. 
tions do cauſe clouds, ſoit bapneth 1a living creatures. For heate, neither by 
extreme weakenelle, nor yet by vehement ſtrength can beget wind , but when 
it getteth a meane betcewnethele affections. For this vapour is holden in ſome 
place (as Auicen laith ) cither becauſe of the thickneſſe of the member, or of 
Lib. 4, the groſſeaeſſe ofthe vaporous ſpirit, Which thiog allo Paulus after the opi« 
nion of Galen witnefleth in thele words: ſaying , that the thickneſle ot the 
members, and the groſſeneſſe of the ſpitit or vapour, doth caule that the lame 
vapour is not diſpeiſed abroad. 
Inflitionum The fignes ot inflation are theſe; a tumour not yeelding to any touchiag 
not, or bandliog : it appeareth very cleare and bright, and when it is beaten on, i 
giueth a ſouad like vnto a Bottle, or Tympanie. Morcoffer there is felt often- 
times windineſſe throughout the whole bodie, ſometime running this way, 
Inflationum lometime that way, which cauſeth extenſiue paine. But concerning the iudge- 
prognoſiita, ments and opinions heteol, a flatuous or vaporeus {pirit , which is pot diſlol. 
ued and diſperſed , doth procure many diſcommodtties. But a breathing and 
windy vapour, courſing vp and downe within the body with paine and great 
anguith, is greatly to be feated, becauſe it doth ſeeme to be drawn from lome 
venimous matter. But now leeing theſe three things, viz. the moiſt marter, 
the imbacility of the naturall heate, aud the thickneſle of the pores of the bo- 
die, do concute together to the generation of Inflatio (as bath alredaic bene 
Inflationam declared) the order therefore of the cure thereof ſhall be this ; firſt, to ſtreng · 
| then the lubſtance of the heate, to extenuate ihe vapour and flatuous matter, 
and to preuent or open the thickneſſe of the pores ot the body ( wherein this 
vaporous {pirit gathered now together, is contained.) Now we make petſect 
and finiſh the two latter things, that is, the rarifying of the thicke body, and the 
extenuation of the groſſe vapour, by one & the ſame kind of medicines, which 
is, by vſiag thoſe remedies which do profite to the extenuation of the mem- 
bers, and by applying thoſe helpes, which can heate either more or leſſe accot- 
ding to the inflation of the afflicted members, according to the thickneſle or 
thindeſſe thereof, and according allo to the groſſeneſſe or thinoeſſe ofthe 
pours, For according to the difference of theſe things , the power ot tacultie 
of thoſe medicines which are miniſtred, ought to be intended and remined. 
The chin parts therefore, and the vapour or ſpirit which is not very thicke, at 
but meanely to be dealt withall : but the groſſe members, and that vapo 
which cõtaineth much thicke matter, do requiremedicines which may — 
| exic 
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extenuate and beate them. But if the ſubſtance of oaturall heate ſhall periſh ot 
diminiſh, it muſt be repaired againe, regarding the greatacfle of the loſſe 
thereof, But if it ſhall be altered, you mult bring it voto acertaine mediocti- 
ty. But it gricte ſhall there vexe at moleſt the ficke , you muſt haſten vnto | 
thoſe belpes which can mitigate paine, Very well therefore haue the Chyrur= hes inten- 
gians ot our age declared, that the cure of ioflations (which they call Apoſſe- n of curing 
mats ventoſa) is diſpatched by three intentioas. The firſt conſiſteth of a iuſt inflations, 
and due obieruation of diet. The ſecond of a good concoction or digeſtion; pen inten- 
and the third dependeth of the diſcuſſiog and diſperſing of the wiody Ipirit, ,;, 
which is aſſembled in the member, Therefore let the iaſtuution of diet be 
after this manner. Firſt of all you muſt abſtaiue from all groſſe, viſcous, raw, ib. 
flegmaticke and windy meates: as are, ſweete meates, all kinde of pulſe, raw 
fruite, Rape roots, Cbeſt nuts, and other things of that fort, which do ingen · 
der a flatuous vapour. You mult vic hote anddrie things, and thoſe reme- 
dies allo which can attenuate and dillolue windineſſe, as is bread made of 
Barley with a little Salt and Commio ſeed. Let the patients drinke be (mall Potas, 
Ale or Beere. Let him vle the decoction of Cicers mixed with Onions, Let 
bam take Apium hertenſe (which is commonly called Petreſelinum, Parcely) 
Calamint, Rew,Commin. Let the fleſh which he eateth on, be rather roſted 
then ſodden, and eſpecially the fleſli ot birds (as hath beoe (aid in the former 
Chapter.) But now, that you may diſpatch the ſecond intention, you muſt 5,144 iu. 
ſtreugthen and corroborate tbe vertue concoctiue with ome ſweet and odori- fie, 
ferous ſauours, and by confections, and electuaries appointed for this pure 
poſe, as be thele, Diacuminum, Dracalaminthe, Aromaticum roſatum, and this 
decoCtion following which they call Draget a.

bumours, Being mindfull therefore of theſe three indications already de · 

clared (that is, of concoction, digeſtion and moderate aſttiction) in the mu. 

cles which are inflated by meancs otfome bruile or ſtripe when great paine 

doth afflict, you ſhall the rather vſe a more mitigating medicine, and you 

ſhall greatly teſiſt paine, by vſing more Oyle and Wine, whoſe force l know 

to be mighiy, when as paine together with the irfl ation doth ſpeedily ha- 

ſten to an end. And truly che time is the ſhorter, if you miniſter thoſe things 

which haue a ſtrong and mighty effect, as are theſe, Lye and Vineger, and 

next atem tem Wire hath a mighty operation, As often therefore as you 

mind not to aflwage pame, you ſhall caſt into the mixture, a greater quan« 

tity ot Lye and Vineger.

If the windy and other remedies ot that ſort do greatly belpe alſo, But ii this flatuous ſpurt, 
var. ſhal be which cauſeth the inflation ſhall be ſmokie,wicked, corrupt, and excited of a 
venomons. venimous matter, withintolkrable paine, and vehement heate, running * 
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and downe in the members of the body, no more ſafe or better counlell 

can be given, then that (when it is reſident in ſome particular member )that 

member wuſt be ſtraightway bound beneath and aloft, and in the midſt the 

tumour be opened with a razor,or with ſome hote inſtrument, ſo that the veni · 

mous vapour may calily come forth. Aſterward the gaping wound muſt be 

filled with Alces, and with Bolcarmoniacke diſſolued in the oyle of Roles and 

Vioeger, But within three or toute dayes atter , you mult fill vp the wound 

with ficlh , and briog it to a ſcarte. But in ſuch vevimous it flations, a very Yiftas ratio. 
thin diet muſt be oblerucd, aud the bodie muſt be emptied with ſome putging Theriaca. , 
medicine. And if you miniſter Theriaca to the ſicke, it will belpe him greatly. The ſunme of

pen the thicke pores of the kin. and ot the whole affected member, with me · 
dicines that ate effectuall tot the thinneſſe of the members : afterward ſeeke 

to di.cuffe the flatuous vapour. Fourthly, (but according to the difference of 

the aft-ed parts, and according to the thicknefle of the Alatuous vapour, or 
tbinnelle of tue medicines which are applyed,) intend and remit aſwell the 
matter as the tacu'ry & vertue ot them 5, Furthermore, if ſuch a vaporous tu» 
mout ſhall chance with griefe and with inflãmation (as it happoeth inthe muſe 

cles which through ſome bruiſe ate ſtuſted out with wind) apply in the begin- 

ging mitigating medicines : but io proceſſe of time, vie ſuch remedics as haue 
power to diſſoluę, iocreafipg by little and little the plentie thereof, Sirtly, ia 
fations which thfough oegligence are inueterate, firſt annomt them with Lye, 


and then lay to ſome plaiſter, which cne molliſie, diſſolue and dilcuſſe tbem. 


C HAP. XXIII. 
Of a tumonr canſed of a thin ſubſtance, which they call aquoſum 
Apoſtema, that is, awateriſh Apeſteme. 


Tf fleame doth vniuerſally abound throughout the whole body, that kind 

of diſeale (which is a wateriſh humour running betweene the skinne aud the 

fleſh, called Lewcophlegmatica) doth accompanic the ſame, as Galen hath oo - Leucephſeg « 
ted in his fixt booke de Symptomatum caufts, But when this flegmaticke hy. mate, 
mour doth flow in one onely member there is eugendered Oedema. tot ſo they 

call a looſe tumour, which is without paine, But if wateriſh exctetnents do "wu 
abound, they are wont to bring the Dropfic (which they call Aſcites) which it Sereſem in 
they fhall couch themilelues in one onely member, they do raile in it PHH. en. 
na, that 18 to ſay, puſhes or whelkes, Furthetmore the latter ſort of Phyſitions Phhyctænæ. 
haue bene accuſtomed to call this kind of wateriſh tumour, Aque/uw phl; 5 

as alſo they do tern e that bumout to be fleame which flow eth in the feete and 

legges of them that are troubled with the Dropſie, and aboundeth in the leane 

parts ot the body, and in otber members , which do labour of an cull habitt 

(which the LIzcans call Cachexia,) And theſe * ot tumors which do pro- 
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ceed of waterifh fleame, or of the aforeſaid ſerous . + they do alſo 
= 


call yolawfull aud vntrue ædemata. But in thoſe dangerous diſpoſitions or dil- 

caſcy,they call it Tabes,which name Hydrops and Cachexia do te quite: but d- 
Lib. 2.4 ma (as hath bene already declared out of Galen) dot not deſe ue the name of 
Glauconem c- 8 diſeaſe, but of a ſymtomate, for that ir truly needeth no particular or leue. 
14.Therap. rall cure, For the onely rubbiog of it with Gxyrbodinum , or ſometime with 
Salt and Oyle, or with Salt and Oxyrbodinem, doth ſtop it, and t any other 
things ot that kinde do wor ke the like effect. But the cauic of theletumours 

Cauſe, are theſe, the altering of the vertuc or facultie of the members through a cold 
and corrupted intemperature of the bodice, and the navghtinefle of nounſh» 

ment declining to aquoſitie, as you may eaſily gather out of the ſixth booke 
88. de Symptomatum cauſis. The ſignes and iudgements ate almoſt all one with a 
true Oedema. Tet they differ in this, becaule ia the wateriſh tumours the tumor 

is more looſe then is a lawfull Oedema : and therefore it doth not fo reſiſt 

touching, neither doth it ſound like winde, but ratber as water, and it doth 

ſeeme to fhine after a ſort, when ore holdeib it agaioſt the light. Now 

rn concerning the iudgements of this kind of tum out, there is no doubt but that 
a wateriſh tumour procecdeth of a greater coldnefle then a flatuous tumour 

doth, as Galen declareth in the cleuenth Commentarie of bis fourth booke 

of Aphoriſmes, But it ſeemeth (ſaith he) that a wateriſh Hydreps, which they

ed of more which diſeaſe is named of Hippocrates, a dric water running betweene the 
cold the I'ym - skinne. For a moiſt ſubſtance cannot be changed into a flatuous vapour with- 
panites. out ſome heate. Moreouer wateriſn tumours do happen oftene r in the feet 
What parts io the ſtones and cods, in the head and inthe ioynts, theg any oiber parts 
theſe tumours Of the body, both becauſe ſuch a kivde of bumour doth readily ruſh into 
d. moſt occupy, tboſe parts, and alſo becauſe beate is very meane and little in them, for be« 
cauſe they be farre off from the hotteſt members. And as a flatuous vapour 

is ſeldome found without a waterifh humour: ſo a waterifh or ſerous humor 

is ſcarce contained at any time in any member without a wiedy ſpirit, His 

therto we haue ſpoken of the generation, the cauſes, fignes, and 1udgements 

Aquoſs tume- of a wateriſh tumour ; now we will ſet downe the curethercof, Sec ing that 
ri curatio. theſe wateriſh tumors are cauſed { as we haue ſaid alreadie ) ol the flowing of 
a ſetous bumout there needeth no c ther meanes, ſpecially no other gene- 

rall order to cure them, then that method which we haue cp elled alteadie 

in the cure of other tumours, which ate engendered ot the influrion of bue 
Curatio du. mours into ſomie member. The order therefore ot remedyivg ivch kinde of 
ples, - . tumors io the beginning ſhall confiſt ot tuo points, that is to ſay, firſt to empty 
out that which is flowed, and iecondly, to ſtoppe and inhibite the fluxe ot the 
humour, Wnete fore, as in all otbet diſeaſes, which are yet but in begetting, ſo 

alſo in theſe aftets, the Phyſition muſt be caretull and diligent, as well io 

cuting them, as in foreſeeing the davger following, that ir, both to remedie 

the dueaſe and prouide for the flute. The firſt order therefore is ſubicR to that 

partof the Arte of Phyficke which cureib the diſeaſes : but the ſecond beloa- 

oy to ihat part which preventetb the diſeaſe to come.

But becauſe the ſoute firſt imentiors do rather pertaine F, 
to the Phyfitton then yn.o the Chyrurgian, for whole profit We haue taken 
this worke in hand, and al.o bec.ule they may ſufficiently be koowne by thoſe 
things which went he forte, l haue ſet downe the cute in che 33.Chaptcr of my 
third booke:and amdeterminedto handle ia this place the laſt intention one- 
ly, which requireth ſome new inteoded remedics, The fiiſt intention therefore 
is ended with thoſe medicines which can drie vp, and teſolue theſe watcriſh 
and (crous hamors which arc contained in the affected men ber, But of thoſe 
remedies there ate commonly ſet downe three rules or orders.

x+ mir, And this emplaiſtcr (as he fauth) within one weeke at the moſt , and 
oftentimes within three dayes, doth teſolue all the har dneſſe ot the evil), But 
although this emplaiſter cannot be found in the booke before rehearſed to 
belong vato Galen, notwituſtanding we may vie the ſame very fitly to the 
liſlolution ol a wateriſh and flatuous hatduelled whoſe deſcription out of 4. ee 2 
wicen is this that tolloweth R. of Muſtard iced, of Nettle ſeed, Brimitooe, plaiſter rodiſe 
Spums maris, Ariflelocl.ia rotunda,and Blellinm, ana.

But it the hardneffe of the tumour be not diſcuſſed e 
by thi, emplaiſter, you can deuiſe no other more excellent or more preſent 
reinedy, then to open with lome inſtrument ; and then to cleanſe and ſceure Cadila carat 
it, and afterward to cure it after the manner ot other filthy vlcets.

CHAP. XXIIII. 


Of the diſeaſes called Glandule, Nodi, and Strumt, together 
with other Abſceſſions, which they call Phleg= 
matice excreſcentia, 


Kone Sm L1aſocalled of the Grecians,f herades, that is, Strume, which they 
abſceſſuum vis aſa call S crofule,Bronchocele, which they pame Bocium, and Hernia gut- 
tuitoſorum. torus, Meliceridet, Steatomata, and Atheromata: alſo Teſtndo, Talpa, Nac la or 
| Nepta,which names given to tumours were inuented ofthe late Phyſitions, & 

are not to be found among ancient writers. T hoſe tumours alſo which Avicen 
calleth Fugife, and Nods,and Yulgaris Bubo, together with many other tu - 
mouts of that kind, in what pat ſocuer of the body they do grow, they haue 
their generation of fleame, and tor that caule are iuſtly referred vnto phlegs 
maticke tumours. But although certaine of the aboue named Abſceſſions do 
degenerate into a ſtony hardneſſe, and into ſcirthus diſeaſes, yet the roote 
& the originall beginning of them for the moſt part is fleame, (as Auicen de- 
clareth) yet we will not deny, but that ſome other humour may ſometime be 
commixed with fleame, whereof ſuch kinde of Abſceſſions do come, and fo 
there do grow vp thoſe Abſceſſions which are both compound and of another 
kiode, But our intent is to ipeake here of ſimple Abſceſſions onely, by whoſe 
| proportion or avalogic the knowledge of compound tumours ſhall appeare 
ſtorum. molt cuidently. tor the one muſt alwayes be reterred voto the other, as it were 
vnto certaine rules or canons (es we haue ſaid elle where.) Therefore all the a+ 

forelaid tumours are comprehended vnder the kind of phlegmaticke Abtcel- 

fions,or (that I may ſpeake after the manner ofthe common Chyruro1ans)yn« 

der the genus of phlegmaticke increaſings, which diſcales haue certaine ſpe- 

Glandsle ciall difterences among themſelugs{as it ſhall afterward appeare.)For Glandue 
Auidenis, 1a (as Guide thought) tooke bis title of the likeneſſe of Glans an acorne, which 
forme be doth ſeeme to vndetſtand in this place, This Glandula (ſaith he) is 

euery where ſott one alove, moueable and diſſeueted from the other parts ly- 

ing about it, oftentimes growing io the cleane and pure parts of the body. 

But Glandule in Auicen doth breed either in the hand, or in the foote, ot in 

ſoms other place joyned to the ſine wes and cords of the body, and theſe Glas- 

dolæ he would not haue deſtroyed, leſt the ſicke thereby ſhould fall into Spaſe 

mos, the crampe, They do happen alſo in the palme of the hand, and in tbe 

torchead, as Awicen laith, who allo calleth them ſometime Glanduleſa Apo» 

fFemats, ſometime Nod: for he doth intreate of thole cuils yery taſſily in di- 

1 uerſe Chapter, as in his Chapter de Nodw, euen vnto the end, and in his treatife 
Anicent glan- de Glanduls. Therefore ſuicen Glamdula do ſeeme to be diucrs from Guido 
Ele are al one his Glandwule, and Ganglia among the Grecians to be all one with Auicen 
with Ganglia. his Glandule, which thing Paulus his words next following do plainly teſtiße

Ganelium ((aith he) is a gatheriog together of the finewes, which is cauſed of 
ſome ſtripe. ot of wearines, aod that in many parts of y body,etpecially in thole 
which are alwayes mouing, as in the midſt ot the hand and in the feete. tit 
faith, that it ſeldome poſleſſeth the elbow and the head, and it doth ſeldome 
allo arile voluntarily Aud againe the ſame Paulus lib. S. cap. g. declareth what 
Ganglium is. how it doth grow, in what members chiefly it doth ariſe, & what 
fioncs or tokens do accompanie it, confirmeth thoſe very words which we 
ſpake before, ſaving Ganglium is a conuulſion of the finewes, cauſed of ſome 
blow ot of labour, chancing forthe moſt part inthejoynts ot the hand and of Sign Gangly 
the armes, and in the ankles and joynrs ofthe tecte, although allo it arileth in 
other parts of the body, Theſe are the ſignes of Ganglium, the tumour is all of 
one colouꝰ teſiſting touching or hãdling, & uhout paine, but it you do thruſt 
it any thing violently,itrs felt paiotull, being pot deeply rooted, but lying vader 
the very skin neꝛt the ſides: but agarngit you prouoke it by torce,it doth (o pe1- 
ther betore nor after, Hithertoſpeaketh Paulus Aegineta de Ganglys, now we 
wilt ditcourſe of other flegmatick tumors. Thoſe Abſcefſions which the com · | 
mon fort call Scrofule ate nothing elle but hard kernels contained withio the Scrofyte, 
litle fi mes videlicet Glandule,chiefly appearing in the uecke, the harmeholes, = 
add in the parts aboue the priuie members, where Glandole are placed by the 
vellels of the body that lye vnder them: yet ſometime (although leldome) they 
are cauſed by meanes of the fleſh of the ſame places, which through a certaine 
kiod ot affinity is turned into the nature of Stramæ, and is increaled by the ad- 
dition of mattet (as it pleaſed Leonidas.) The Latins call them Strume, but the 
Greeks Cherades, either ttuly becaule of the ſtones called chærades growing chærades 
in the ſea, or elle becaule of thoſe beaſts called Sowes , that bring forth a 5,00, 
great companie of piꝑges at once (tor theſe euils do riſe vp many together) 
which beaſts ate often infected with that diſeaſe. For Sereſæ that is to lay Sues, ge,. 
haue thicke and glandulous deckes, & commonly they be ſtrumous & full of 
kerocls. But Celſs faith, that Strumæ is a tumour, wherein vnder the con ealed 97e celß. 
place there do ariſe certaine things like Glandule of matter and bloud, But 
thele do not onely poſſeſſe the neeke, bur alſo the noſtrils, the priuie parts of 
the body andthe ſides. The Chyrurgian Meges declareth alſo , that he hath 
found them inthe paps ot women. Paulus allo ſpeakerh thus of them: Strome, Lib. 6, 
ſaith he, do arile in the forepart of the necke, or in one part or other both ar 
once, either two or more : but all are included withit their tines, as Steats- 
mata, Atheromata, and Melicorides. Lupia (ſaith Guido) is ſoft and round like Lap 
vnto a Hop, and chiefly chuſeth his place iv hard and dry places of tbe body,as 
in the eye lids, and in other ſiaewy members;the Frenchmen call it commonly 
vne Loup. There tote it the deſcription and cure of it, (which ſhall be afterward 
handled) be conferred with the deſcription and cure of Ganylium amongſt 
the Greekes, the diſeaſes will appeare not much different or vnlike : but they 
do greatly erre, which do make this euill called Lupia, to be all obe with that 
diſeale called Lupus,For Lupus is a maliguãt vlcer quickly conſuanng the nea- 1 vpurmarbur, 
ther parts but ſpecially annoying the thighes and legs, & it is very bungry like 
vnto a wolfe (whereof it ſeemeth to teceiue his title) eating vp the ficth that li. 
eih next vnto it, which without doubt is of the kind of Phagedene, Dileaſes 
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therefore are farre diueiſe among ihemſelues the one from the other, 2l- 
though in dame they be ſomewhat acquainted. Nodus (as the knot of a rope) 
is {aid ofthe ſame Guido, to be round, hard, and abidivg in one and the ſame 
place, growiog eſpecially abomt the ſine wie place ot the body, But Awicen 
in accrtaine place, defineth Nedi to be dubele'a fririda, aud be compareth this 
name with Steatomata, which are called adipeſi and adipini Nedi, fat ke nels; 
and with Melicerides, which ate called mellity Nodi; and with Atheromatg, 
which conſiſt of a certaine kind of mattet like voto a pulle, which the Greekes 
call 4thera.Bur becaule thele three kinds of abſceſſiõs, that is to ſay, Steatoma, 
M-liceru,aod atheroma, are moſt incide at to mens bodies, and Galen maketh 
mentiõ of them in very many places, we think it conucnicnt(bauiog heregor. 
ten ſo fit opportunity) to treate ot them plainely, to declare ther datute, and 
their markes. whereby they may be koowne, and in what thiogs allo they do 
differ and diſſept, and wherein they do allo conſpire and agree, Atheromg 
therefore is a tumor of one andthe ſame colour, and without paine , contai- 
ning within the filme or ſiac wie tunicle a {oft humour like voto Athera. that is, 
a kind of pulle which is made of boyled meale. Sometime allo in Atheromata 
togethet with a ſoſt humour, chere are found ccrtaine ſtonie and hard ſubſtan. 
ces and other things like voto {mall peeces of Brimitone : oſtentimes, there 
ate found io them certaine things like vnto the che we d bones of a henne, and 
like vnto haires wound vp together. This tumor Atheroma appeareth in forme 
and figure very long, and ſomewhat eleuate d in height, which being preſſed 
with the fingers, by teaſon of clammiſniaeſle and thickneſſe of the 1 
doth (lowly yeeld or go backe, and the fingers being remoued it doth flow- 
ly alſo teturne againe. And Melicey« is a tumor which is void of paine allo, but 
yet it is round, wherin the humor which is allo included in ſome ſioe wy tunicle, 
(which they call cut) is found ſomewhat thinne, repreſentiog the ſubſtance 
ot hovy whereupon ſome of the Latines do call it Mellifauium, àa hony combe, 
Milicery therefore doth aifter from Atheroma in faſſnon, and in ſubſtauce 
ol che humor; for both the forme is more round, and the ſubſtance of the hu- 
mor more ſlender. This hony tumor therefore is fu:ther extended then Athe- 
roma. and by preſſing it with the fingert it dothſpeedily giue place, and when 
the fingers are remoued, it doth with the like celetitie teturne to the ſormet 
place. But Steatoma is a tumour allo befides nature, all of one colour, and very 
gentle to be handled; io the beginning truly it is very ſmall, but in proctſſe 
of time it increaleth and becommeth more copious, whercja is contained a 
humour very like vntotallew, which is alſo comptebended voder the filmes 
ot the body. This is diſtinguiſhed from Miliceri and from Atheroma by rea- 
ſon of the bardneſſe thereof, tor it is both ſull and plentiful ; and n doth fo 
refiſt touching, that it will in no wile yeeld to the thruſting of the * But 
let vs now proceed to declare other kinde of Apoſtemes which arc almoſt re- 


duced vnto theſe thiee whereoſ we haue now intreated. Teftndo ( aith Guido) 
is a great Abſceſſion, very humerall, ſoſt, aud ofa broad ſ. ſhion, atter the 
manner of a target, (wheteupon it receined the name) which cuill it it groweth 
(laith he) in the bead, it is called Talparia or Talpa it in the gecke, it is called 
Zocium: it io the ſtones, Herma: buy ſometime it is found ub matter, oi with

eertaine ſcales, or with a Fiffsle accompanying it. But Teffudines and Talre, 
amoogſtthe ancient Phy fitions, had veither any proper name, nor yet once in- 
treated of, But ſome of our dayes do define I. s to be a lottrumot, or cor 
greatly hard yet ſormewhatbig io the which is contained a gtoſſe matter lying 
2 10 3 cettaine tunicle, which doth fo cleaue vnto the whole head of a man 
(for it 18 a dileale incident to the skin of the head) that oftentimes it cotrupteh 
the ſa ne. This euill (uo doubt) is to be accoumed among the number of Ab- 
ſceſſions, and comprehended vader Meliceris ot Atheroma, but it rather ſee: 
meth to incline onto A Aliceris: but Talpe, becauſe it containeth a white Talpg. 
matter is rather referred vnto iber ma then vnto Melceris : Notwithitaoding 
Guids affirmeth, that it is a kind ot Teſtudo, yea alio that it is Tendo it ſel e (as 
we laid oł late q as Hernia allo aud Bocium , which he allo nameth: but theſe Bocium, 
aftes haue borrowed their diueiſe names occording to the varietie of the 
lace wherein they are found, But that which the common lort call Bocium,the 
Greckes ( fetching their title or name cucn from the very depth) do properly 
call Bronchocele : we call it Herniam gutturis, whereupon they alſo call them 
Guttvroſs, which do labour of that diſeaſe Broanchoce!e, is a great tumour chan · Eronchochle. 
cing in the necke, vetie round. betweene the skin and the wind pipe, whetein 
there is included, ſometime dead fleſh, ſometime a certaine humour like vnto 
bony, ot fat, ot ſodden meale, or water, Sometime alſc (as c elſus ſaith ) there 
are found in ſuch tumours certaine baires mingled with little bones. Nacla(as Natta. 
Guido writeth)is a great tumor, ful of fleſh like vnto the fleſh of a mans buttocks 
of diuers formes and greatoes, as are Mclons & Goutds, & therefore it borrows 
eth ſundtie names according to the yariety of the faſnion & member wherein it 
is placed. Moreover this tumour which of the latter ſort is called Natta or Tate er 
Naptz, is voide of paine, except peraduentute it be ſo great, that by the con- Nita is ro- 
tinvall drawing of the parts of that meber, it bringeth ſome griefe to the parts ferred wnto 
about it. This allo 18 of the number of Ab ceſſion , & doth pertaine voro Stea- Sreatome, 
tomata (as we haue ſaid before m enumeration of tumors beſides nature. Bubo 35e. 
(baith Galen) is a di eale of the looſe members , ot of Glandule (which the 
Greekes call Adene ) chat is to lay, a ſimple inflammation. Wheretore Guido 
hath either vnfilly here rehearſed it amoog the number ot flegwatick abiceſſ1- 
ons or elle he vnderſtandeth ſome other matter then Galen doth. But Bubones 
which are cauſed through a fall from (ome place, ot by other vicers & dileates, 
are without any danger: but thoſe which are wont to happen in peſtilent tea» 
vers, arc the worſt ot all ( whether they inuade the thighes, or ibe ooſtrils, or 
the necke, Fugulle (faith the interpreter of Awicen)is ot the kiad ofglandulous Fagila. 
Apoſt:mes, and this terme ( ſaith he) is appropriated vnto it, becaule i is 
diſeale chancing behind the eates. By the which diſcripuon it may eaſily be 
codiectured, that Fwgille, ſo called of Awicen, is that tumour, which is called 
of the Greekes Parotis.thatis a glandulous diſeaſe growing vaderneath the cars, 
But ſome do thiake Fugifeto be all one with Bubs : but then Bubs is tarre o- dt bs 
therwiſe taken of them then of Galen and Pavlss, which is (as they fay ) a tu- " B 7 * 
mour that is deeply planted and tooted, and oſtentimes not compaſſed v ub cn = a 
any skin or filme : it is very hard allo, after tbe manner of the evils called Sero- a ie late 


fel. & in thay ſiguification( as I ĩudge ju Rubs taken of Guido, becau e be drm Phyſarions, 
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The di ffertc © regiſter Fogillinus Bubo amongſtthe nũber of flegmatick abſceſſions.But there 
of flegmaticke ate dow out verie manic titles giuen to theſe kiods of phlegmaticke ab. 
abſceſſions., ſeeſſions But we ought not greatly to ſtand vpon the uames of them, ſo that 
we know and vndetſtand the only difterences of them, becauſe it falleth ſo out, 

that according to the diuerſitie of their dames, their cures and iudgement do 

varie. Therefore of ſuch kinds of abſceſſions, ſome truly are included within 

a certaine skio ot tunicle ( which they call £957) and ſome are deeply planted 

io the fleſh : ſome haue a {lender foundation, or (mall roote , and (ome againe 

are vetie large and broad. Allo ſome are eaſie to be reſolued, and lome are 

farre otherwiſe : ſome great ang ſome little. Some allo do come vnto ſuppu- 

ration, and ſome do not. To conclude , ſome tumours are ſcalie fiſtulus and 

. cancerous , but ſome do admit or ſuffet none of theſe thing, The cauſes of 

Of the cauſes, theſe kindes of tumours are threefold, videlicet, . Primitive cauſes, as a tall, 
ge Siu d- aſttipe exceſſive ot inordinate living, and an euill diet. 2 Antecedent caules, 
mentsof the as ate vnoaturall humours, eſpecially tho'e which be flegmaticke and ttue Oe. 
aforeſaid tu- demata, which do degenerate into abſceſſions. 3. Connie cauſe, which ate 
10478, the diverſe ſubſtances ; and properly the matters of eueiy abſceſſion contained 
Cavles of tu- in the affected member. But in tbele kinds of tumours there are contained cer» 
mcuri which taine humours, which be either lerous or wateriſh, as is vine, puttified and 
pertaine vnto corrupt; or filthy, or dirty : or elle humours like vnto hony, or ſodden meale, 
fleame, or yoto fat. But there ate ſometime found within theſe abſceſſions, phleg. 
The matter of maticke , and wateruh, and glandulous fl ſh, ſometime alſo ſtones , ſand, 
flegmaticke ſhels , wood, coales, and other ſuch like ſolide ubſtances. Notwuhitan- 
abſceſſions, ding theſe three kinds of tumours do molt frequent mens bodies (as we haue 
14.7herap, laid before, ) whereof euerie one bath borrowed in Greeke his proper title: 
as Atherema.$teatoma, and Milicers, which arc thus called by teaſon of the 

ſimilitude ot the ſubſtances contained in them. For there is another tumour 

amongſl theſe, like vato tallow , or ſome other fat thing, another like voto 

bonic, another like vnte a thione kiode of meate, which they call Athera, 

Signa. The ſignes and iudgements of ſuch kinds of tumours, which belong vnto 
fleame, (may ealily be found out by their diſcriptions and differences. before 
declared.But the marke whereby we may know whetber they be coucred with 

Aſteſ- 10 veile or not, is this; there is moueableneſſe and vncooſtancie of the filme 

Note or skin called fis, which the ancient Phyſitions haue named Tunica, and 
there is a ſeparation of the skinne: but when they be ſurely fixed, that is, abi · 
ding in one place, and do cleaue faſt to the fleſh , it is an euident token that 
they a e garded about with no filme or tupicle at all. Furthermore, thoſe tu- 
Judicia ab mots which arc new and tractable, may eaſily be diſcuſſed, but they which be 
ſteſſuumpetui- bard and iouete rate, can in uo wile be telolued. Re dneſle, paine, and increaſing 
teſerum. ot beate, do declare chat thoſe abſceſſions will either come to ſuppuration , or 
ele degenerate into a fiſtula or a canker Strumæ nome oſa , wh ch do affect 

the outward member, and do oſten change their place, wandring bete and there 

Arnaldus a about the body, with a certaine extraotdinarie heat, do teſtiſie and declare very 
Pilla d. plainly, that they will beget and breed thoſe inward diſeaſes called che&rades as 
Arnaidu hathnoted in a certaine place, Thoſe remedies therefore, which are 

omwardly applyed to them, do proſite lutle or notlung Butzbele diſe aſes ( as 
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Aoicen tbougbt) are increaſed and do multiply by ſome fall, or ſome hurt or 
bruile in the bodie. Now theſe ſttumous tumours are greatly belped by vſing 


purging mediciaes, diureticall potions, and Eleuanes , (as they call them) 
which can dry vp.Allo the change of aire doth greatly auaile in yong children. 
But children, by reaſon of their exceſſive cating and immoderate diet, and the I» whet ages 
ſleodernes of bodice, are very often annoyed with Strume. But old men by tea- 4nd bodbes 
ſon of the contrary cauſes are leldome troubled therewith. Moreover they Strume do 
which baue a narrow forehead , and ſtraight temples, and great cheeks, ate reigne. 
lubiect to Strume: for in ſuch the matter is readily brought downto the neck, 

a5 one Henricus among the number of the late Phyſitions hath noted very wel. 

But Stramæ (as celſus ſaith) are wont commonly to weary Phy ſitions, becauſe Ce!ſw, 

they procure feauers allo, neither do they at any time ti en eaſily, and they 

ate cured cither with ſome hote ioſtrument, ot with medicines, and often. 

times they do tile vp againe belides their ſcattes, and a long time after they 

require medicines againe: and moreover it ſo cometh to palle that they re · 

maine in the fleſh a long ſeaſon. The inciſion and corroſiuing of ſuch tumors 

is ꝑte atly to be feared about the bellie, ihe necke & the ioyuts, by tealon of the 

affinity and knitting together of the veines, the arteries, aod the ſinewes, and 

alſo ot the internall capacitie. lu the inciſion alſo of great Glandule, it bebo · 

ueth greatly to elchue that veine which lyeth at the toote of them, and doth 

bring nouriſhment vnto them, Fot oftentimes it bringe th great protuſion of 

bloud whereupon there enſueth ſtraightway no {mal danger. Thelc euils called 

Strume, do greatly differ amoag themielues, but in greatnelle, natute, place, 

beginning, multitude, and ioyuing together ot the veſleis (as Atm hath ga- 

theted out of Leonidas. ) Theretore linle Strome are ſooner and more eaſily 

cured then the great, euen as the gentle iu now's are more tratable then thole Magnitude 
which ate inflamed, Noiſome Streme cannot be remedied; tor ſceing all Strume, 
ſuch dileaſes called Strume ate cancerous, and do ſtuffe yp the veſlels ot the 

body, while they are curing, they mult needs bring the daoger of profuſion 

of bloud, belides that allo they ate tound very deepe in the fleſhy and there» Naαν . 
forc they cannot any way be cut off. Fo. a malicious and huittull Struma doth 

pollclle the beſt vellels, that s, the gteateſt veines and arteries ( which are 

called Carotide.) euen as though it ſhould hold by certaine rootes, The ſuper- 

ficiall Serume ate more eaſie to be curedihen the imternall, by reaſon of their 

place, and thoſe are curable which do happen in the necke, where yet you Tec. 

moſt be very diligent to elchue the loud and great finewes : for many by cut- 

ting Strume about the windepipe , and by cutting other ſine wes, baue cauled 

the ſicke all the time ot his liſe aſtet to temaioe ſpeechleſſe. For be ſides the ex · 

ciſion of ii finew, the great veſſels being laid bare and cooled in the cure, | 

do hurt the duty ofthe tongue. For the multuude ol Struma t appeareth that Multitudo, 
one alone may eaſiliet be cured then many together. And concerning the 

manner of their nifing , it is maniteſt allo, that they which hang downward Ortus, 

ate a great deale loonet healed, then they which are planted in the fleſh. Thus Duplex abſceſ* 
much of Strame, which tus bath recited out of Leonidas, The cure of thele ſuum pituits» 
kinds of abſceſſiont, which haue their originall of fleame, is of the late Chy- forum cor and. 


rurgians appointed to be twotold, thatis to (ay, 1. Generall, and voiverfally ra. 
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common to all. 2. particular, which is proper in every difference. Therefore 
our generall methode of curing theſe tumouts ſhall be, ro appoint ſuch an 
ordinaric and conucnient diet to the ſicke, as that the matter which cauſeth 
ſuch abſceſſions be not beaped vp together in tbe body, and by all meanes to 
prevent and turne away the aotecedent matter (as they call it) which now is 
gathered together in the ſic ke body, leſt at leogih it be vnited to the ioyned 
cauſe , that is, voto the matter which now btiogeth the diſeaſe. But we ſhall 
accompliſh the firſt intention of our generall cure, if the ſicke do diligently 
obletue that kinde of diet, which is preſcribed in our former Chapters ( this 
one excepted ) which is, that they ought to keepe a very thinne diet, and that 
which is more conuenient to deuide thicke and clammic bumours, Therefore 
it they will follow the counſell of Auicen, let them eſchue all thoſe meates 
which are of agrofle tuyce; the drinkivg alſo of cold things, too much (ati. 
etie and immoderate fulneſſe, and thoſe things allo which procure vomite and 
abhorring of meates. But they muſt abide as much hunger as can be. They 
muſt chiefly procure good digeſtion, and auoid a moiſt houſe , that is either 
fruated in low valleys, or in fennes, or ai ey with corrupted waters, Let hit 
drinke be wine that is excellent and of the beſt, or elſe let it be water of Alume, 
or of Brimſtone : for ſuch kind of minerall waters, eſpecially thoſe which do 
repreſent in taſt the dregs of wine, do not onely diminiſh and diſcuſſe thele in« 
ward ſttumous and fle gmatick abſceſſions, bur thoſe alſo which do outwards 
ly affect the (uperficiall parts of the body (as Arnaldus affitmeth.) But we do 
perfect the other part of our former proceeding, that is to ſay, to turne away 
the antecedent matter, leſt it be mingled with coniuncta materia, by foure 
kinds of euacuations, that is, by ſome medicine to purge fleame downeward, 
& ſometime dy letting of bloud, alſo by thoſe things which can prouoke vrine, 


and laſt of all by thole remedies which can througb their vapour both reſolue 


and digeſtthe humour which is gathercd together in the inward parts of the 
bodic, To purgethe bodit downeward , the powder of Turbitb is greatly 
commended, which is made tbus in ice R. of Turbith, Ginger, and Su- 
gar, of each alike portion: but he taketh thereof two Drachmes, and affir- 
meth alſo, thai beſides that it doth teſolue groſſe fleame) it dothneither heate, 
nor violently wreſt the inward members. But Rates, who was very bold in de- 
claring and vſing purging medicines, made ihis kinde of powder, in his ninth 
Chaptet de doloribus Ventris ad Almanſorem, of twenty parts of Twrbith, of 
ten of Ginger,and thirty of Sugar, and miniſtred of it at one time, Z ij. Be- 
nedicta allo and Hierapicra, and Pilulæ de Agarico, aud Pilulæ maiores de Her- 
medactylu do greatly helpe theſe dilcaſes, To prouoke vrine, Guido out of 
Cauliacus was wont to vie this potion following, which (he ſaith) he gathered 
out of the writings of many Phyſitions, R. of Scrofularia, partes iij. of Phys 
lipendule partes i) of Pimpernel, Mouſeate, Tenacetum, of red Coleworts (which 
ot ſome are thought to be Braſſica marociua) of Rubia maior, aua. part. j of the 
root of Ariſtolochia,of S pa!bula fetide ot the roote of Radiſh,ana,part,{*,put 
them altogerber, and boile them in white wine and bony vntill balfe be con- 
ſumed, then ſtreine themygwhereot euety third day in the morning let the ſicke 


take three ounces , and let it be drunke hote. But in the applying of all theſe 
| remedies, 
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remedies, (as allo for bloudletting , if at anytime it berequi counſel] 

of ſome learned Phyfition is to be vſed, —— — qualitie, 

quantitie, aad vic of them, But to reſolue through breathing, and to digeſt the Que fer bali- 
bumour which is gathered together in the depth ofthe body, and doth excite 
inward Glandule, (which alſo ate the cauſes of outward dileaſes) Galen lib. i 4, 
Therap. willeth vs to miniſter Theriaca, Athanaſia, Ambroſia, and that medi - 
cine allo which is made of Cretica Calaminthe,the Greeks call it Diacalamint he: 
whole compoſition is to be ſought out in Lib, 4. De ſanit, tuen. Many other 
belpes arc appointed for the cure of theſe abſeſſions, as potions, electuaties, 
and oiles,wbich are caſt intothe eates. There are alſo very many remedies cal- 
led Empirica, conſiſting in practiſe, deſcribed, and celebrated of the ancient 
Phyſitions; the viſe whereot 1 do not allow, and therefore I thinke it good to 
pretermit the declaration ot them in theſe our Commentaries, Notwichſtan · The Kings of 
ding this obe thiog I ſtedfaſtly affit me, that the Chriſtian King of France is in- France de cure 
ducd as it were by inſpiration with ſo wonderfull a gitt, tbat with the onely Strame by 
laying on of the bands he can reſtore them which be dilealed with Strume or applying the 
Scrofule to their perfect health againe. King Edward allo (as kiſtories do hands, 
report) was wont matuellouſly to cure Strumous perſons opely by touching 

them, which gitt immortall doth come as it were by inheritance to the Kings 

that ſucceed. For the Kings of England at this day, by laying on of hands, and 

rebearſing cettaine cetemoniall prayers , do heale Strume, And theſe things 

truly ate generally ſpoken in all the ableſſions before mentioned. Now thole Whatthings de 
things wb ch follow do coocerne the particular and proper method of curing alter the pare 
eucry diftcrence; which methode is made not onely diuetſe, but allo it is chan · ticular cure o 
ped both by the ſubſtance of matter whereof they haue their begianiog, and abſce fon: 

y the quantitie of them whether they be greator (mall, and by the nature flegmaticke. 
allo of the affected member, and of the whole body. But the continuance of Tempus quid 
time, although it declareth not the cure, yet ſometime it ſheweth vs, and it in inet. 
doth iofiouate the quality of the diſpoſitionthereof, (as Galen hath ſet downe 
lib. . de morbu curands.) Therefore alibough many indications and intentions 
of their cure may be 2 and learned by thoſe things we haue ſpoken be · 
tore, yet tor out preſent purpoſe, we haue reduced them into fire points, which 
we haue expreſſed in theſe fixe canons following. The firſt whereof is after I. 
this manner: imprimis,let thoſe flegmaticke abſceſſions that are ſoſt and [mall, 

( which ate commooly called Lupie, & of the taterpreter of Anicen,Glanduls) 

if they be ſeated inthe ſtrong parts of the bodie, and becauſe they are not yet 

inuetetate, haue their thin c, that is, their filme to couer them, let them 

1 ſay, be appealed, ſuppreſſed, conſumed, and afterward dried vp. 3, Molli- 2. 

fie, diſcuſle and conſume the great abſceſſions which be not greatly bard nor 
icucterate, after the manner of cdematous tumours,whereof we baue before 
zatreated. 3, Ripeo, pen, and cleanſe ſuch flegmaticke, corrupted, and vice- 
rous apoſtemes, which do pertaine vnto ſuppuration. 3. Thoſe Stramæ which 
are not cured by the former temedies, and vet are moueable, gentle, tracta- 
ble, and obedient, cut them off, and draw them out. g. Thoſe which ate vo» F. 
mooucable, deeply rooted, inwardly planted, and wound about the veines and 


arteries, and broad at the toote within , cotroſiue them about, and _ 
em 


tum digerand,

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them througbly, 6. Thoſe which are faſtened but to a thin and lender rocte, 
bind them about and pluckethem out. The firſt canon, according to 4uicen 
Compreſſio & his opinion is perfeRed after this manner, if when you do conſume and ſup. 
attritio, preſſe vehemently theſe ſoft and little abſceſſions (which Auicen doth call 
Glandule, and the new Phyfitions Lopie) you do lay on a plate of lead made 
fit for the tumour,aad bind it very ſtrongly in the middeſt. leſt it ide from the 
Lupit curatio lace: for this doth digeſt theſe kiods of tumours, Firſt therefore let Lufis 
ſoftly rubbed with the hand vntill t ware ſome what hote, vati!l it be after 
a ſort loftet then it ſelſe. Afterward let the affected member be ſurely layed 
bold on with the hands, and let it be lo often, and ſovehemently ſtrikeo, with 
the bottome of aſaucer, or with ſome other ſolide thing, that it may be 
diſſeuered, and that the inward Cyſts thereof (which is the filme wheran it 
is included) may be tent and broken, and fo the matter therein contained 
may be diiperled : which thing being done, apply the plate of lead vpon the 
place, and let it be bound very ſtrongly with a ſwathing band that bath two 
ends, neither let it be remoued for the ſpace of nine ot ten dayes, but let the 
plate be of that greatneſſe (as it was (aid of late) that it may anſwer to the 
proportion of Lupia, But there arc ſome which before the application of 
any plate of lead do miniſter this ointment made of burntlead, of the barke 
ofthe Elder tree, or of the Figge ttee, with oyle and vineger. Other do firſt ye 
an Emplaiſter made of Alces, Acatia, Mirrhe, Olibanum, Sarcocolla, putting to. 
them a little viceger,or the white of an ege, as much as ſhall ſeeme ſufficient to 
commire with the teſt. Henricus was wont to lay vpon them little flakes (2s he 
and many other Chyrurgians of that ſet do call tbem) made of flare, dipped 
in the white liquor of an eg, with ſalt & alume Zuccharinwm vnthicked. More- 
Gangly corg. Ouer Philagrius almoſt after the ſame manner was wontto care Glanglia(as it 
tio ex Phila. 1519 tin.) which diſcaſes ate tumors vnequall (a3 we ſaid before) ſpeaking 
10 alter this ſort, We denie (laith he) the labour of the Chyturgians, that is, 
* bloudletting in Ganglia, cipecially if they chance in the hands, or in the feete; 
but we muſt cure them onely by medicines, For we annoint them by the fire 
with Ammoniack, which muſt be made pliantto the ihickneſſe of an Emplai · 
ſter: afterward we apply a plate of lead equall forthe tumor; and leſt it ſhould 
fide away from the place, we bind it in the middeſt with ſtraight bands. But a 
few daycs aftet, when we know that Ganylium is mollified, we take away the 
bands, and (not ſaying any thing to the lee while the place is yet bote, we 
faſten the thombe of our right hand vpon Ganglium, and laying faſt hold on 
the member with our other foure fingers we violently breake it, and fo Gan- 
Lupia & gan · glium is preſently diſſolued. Hitherto Philagrius. Therefore by this our order 
glicon is al one Of cute. it may eaſily be gathered, that Lupia rer the late Phyſitions, 4 
wicen his Glandule, and Ganglion amoog the Greeks, is all one diſeaſe, which

Archigenes the former delctiption of them doth alſo manifeſtly declare. Archigenes in this 
lib. 4 diſeaſe, commaodeth to lay on lime with the fat of a gooſe, and with Rofin, 
Oribaſius his Terebinthine, which is the right Tutpentine. Theſame Archigenes allo did of. 
medicine to tentimes vic that medicine made of the ſtone called Laps 4chates, as Paulus 
mollifie Gan- repotteth. But Oribaſeus vſed very often this medicioe, N. of Ceruce, Refine 
glia, picee, old oyle, ana. 5]. of Ammoniacke, Thymiama and Galbenwm, av, a like

2 

num, 204, . i. boile the Cetuſe with oyle till it loſe his ſtaining facultie, then 

bray the Ammoniacke, and caſt it into tbe Cetuſe with the oyle, alter ward 

caſt io the Rec picea and the Ware, 20d laſt of all the Gallanm, which 

firſt muſt be made very ſoſt and tender. Moreouer that famous Phyſition 

ot Greece, | meane Oribaſiw , did uq;t apply any plate ot lead, as Philagrine, 

Auicen, and other late Chyrurgians were accuſtomed, but he did lay and bind 

vnto Ganglium, a thicke round peece of lead like voto a wberue, which doth ian 
hang vpon womens pindles to make them turne round, which was more +/,mbrum. 
large and ample tor the diſea'e. For truly, ſaith be, with the weight therect, it 

doth more ſpeedily diſſolue the evil], Tb-retore io the cure of Ganglia, it is 

far bettet to vic ſuch mollityiag and diſcuſſing medicines, then the diligence 

of the Chyrurgian ( with exciſion of the tumours, ) elpecially when they do 

grow in the legoes, or in the armes, or in the principall parts of the body, 

For it is to be teared, that iſ they be cut off, the member is made lame and 

vaperfett. Butthole diſeaſes which do occupic the head ot the forebead, may 

lately be cured with the band, that is, may be cut off or pulled vp by the 

toots. Therefore divide the outward skione with a penknife, and then (it the Gangliorans 
trymours be [mall ) lay hold onthe foundation of them with a paire of pioſers, per hyrurgis

limaciows, profitable, he did miniſter euery day to the ſicke to be eaten one Snaile, eiiber 
drie or otherwiſe prepated, aad as they terme it, made ready to chew, Pau- 
lus allo was wont notably to diſcuſſe Strumæ with vaſlaked lime, ſteeped 
in hony, or in the filthineſſe of mens bodies that doth arile either in exerci- 
ſing themlelues, ot io bathes, or clic in oile, or Sowes greaſe. The like 
vertue, faith Ætius, hate the filthineſſe of exerciſing places lcraped from the 
walles, which muſt be well beaten together and ſpread vpon a linnen cloth, 
and applyed after the manner of an Emplaiſter. For the ſame purpole this 
belpeth effectually. R. of lime and Nitrum, ana. a like portion, of Carda- 
momun and Fenugreeke, foure times as much, with bony, and apply it after 
the manner of a mollifying plaiſter, Alſo the meale of bitter Hops boiled 
and annoioted with 0ximel doth diſcufle Stroms. For the ſame purpoſe 
alſo Oxcs duog boiled io vineger and annointed, doth notably auaile, which 
being applyed after the manner of a Cataplaſma, doth marueliouſly diſ- 
ſolue all hard and ſcirtous rumours, Rath ripe Figges allo , cipecially of =

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wild fig tree applyed with Hogs greaſe,ds diſcuſſe all kinds of tumor. There- 

fore by this our method of curing, you ſhall heale all kind of Struwe which 

are but newly begun, & not yet inueterate, at well ja children as in them which 

cannot abide manuali practiſe, euen by the applyiog of ſuch medicines as can 

diſſolue, and digeſt, & diſcuſſe. But firſt you muſt labour to molliſie and after- 

ward to diſſolue, or elſe vie ſome medicine of a double quality, which can 

worke both theſe eftets together,of which kind are all thole remedies almoſt 

which ate before deſcribed, Now if digeſtiue medicines ſhaſ nothing prevaile 

in theſe Abſceſſions, they muſt be either brought vato ſuppuration, or conſu- 

med, or elle cured by Chyrurgerie, (as it ſhall be ſaid hereafter. But here we 

muſt not omit that thing which is recorded of ſome very diligently : namely:

whole deſcriptions ate to be found in other places. But if theſe Abiceſſions Drachylon, 

ſhall poſleſle any member, wherein there lubſiſteth any putrilaction: and cot · Diapaima. 
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tuption ofthe bones. ot any euill [ympromate ſhall haue accefſe to them, they 
muſt be cuted after the manner of vicers, with which they haue foe affinity 
and acquaintance. Conceraing our fourth canon, you fhallcure gentle obedi« 
eat, ſupetſici all, and curable Strume,very cunniagly and ſhortly, alter this fort, 
Firſt, command the ficke to lye downe : for that when be ſitteth his heart will 
quickly faile him, When be is thus layed,bind bis legs ſurely rogether, and tye 
them to the bedſtead, and charge the ſetuants about him to bold bis head very 
hard, Then cut the skin that compaſlethhe tumour, either with a right ot a 
Intle ouerthwart (eior, but that inciſion which is drawoe ouerthwart inthe 
necke is akogetber vnptoſitable, becaute in it the veſlels and finewes ate 
extended right forth But you ſhall not cut the whole thickneſſe of the skinve 
haſuly at one time without ceaſſiag: for our mind is to vie no violent thing in 
this our wor ke. And truly in liitle tuwoars,that is, in [mall Serume, make bur a 
fimple inciſion, or divide ther with a {mall line: but ip great Abſceſſions cut 
the skin to the forme of a Myrtle leate: then thole veſlels which are vocouered 
(as the veines and arteries) put them fottly and eaſily aſide. Atter theſe things, 
dutend & itretch out the ſides of the ſection, or the edges of the divided skin 
with pioſcrs,or with otber :uch inſtruments, and plucke out the filmes within, 
either with your fingers, ot with ſome ether inſtrument appointed for that 
purpoſc, ad to by litle and litle picke out Serwme, where it appeareth bare and 
yatolded from the tunicles.Butif Strumæ ſhall be wound about the vellels,you 
muſt handle the cure with great attention, leſt through cegligence there fol. 
loweth a copious proſuſion of bloud. Therefore in diſpatching this cure draw 
one onely (ide of the ſection at once with the pinſets, and ſo by little and luile 
lepatate it with the point of a penknife from the other parts thereunto ad - 
ioyning: and when you haue dra ne & looled the conaczion on the one fide, 
do the like allo on the other ſide, and then cut out the whole foundation ot 
groundworke, becaulc of the finewes and veſſels lying vnderneath, But in 
thoſe Strume which do chance about the armeholes, and about the priuie 
members, you muſt make an ouerthwart incifion, by reaſon of the doubling 
of the skin. Moreouer, in that ſection which is made in Stræmæ that poſſeſſe 
thenecke, you muſt haue a ſingular care, leſt either the arteries, which 
they call cæretides ot the quiuering ſine wes be touched and hurt. But if by the 
cutting of any veſſell when you make inciſion, the protufion of bloud doth 
delay and hinder your worke, either take vp the veſſell with a (mall cord, or 
(if it be not very great) cut it quite off, (as Paulus counſelleth) or elle, (if t 
butſteth not out with great vtolence) apply uch remedics as are appointed 
to ſtanch the bloud, Afterward teturne agaive vnto your enterptiled labour. 
Thetolote when the foundation ot Strume is brought into a nartow roome, 
cut it cle ane oft cunniogly and baadſomely, and then put in the fore finger, 
avd ſearch the place diligently, whether there be any other Stromæ there unto

tall from thoſe members whereunto they are tyed. But it when the worke is

which things do bappily execute their effectu within the ſpace of twelue xe. 
houres : but though they remaine (omewhar longer, yet there will enſue no 
danger or diſcommoditic thereby. The skipne thercfore beiog thus bro- 
ken by ſome burning medicine, and the cruſt procured io the place thereof, 
you ſhall deuide the tumour with a ſtraight line all along throaghthe middeſt 
of the cruſt. but you muſt make ineiſion ſ(omewhatdeeply, almoſt to the 
quicke, and then lay vpon the cut or gaping wound, a litiment finked wi 
ſome cooſuming or eating medicine, as is, the powder of Afpbedelvs, More- 
ouer although many do apply a great number of medicines in thee ablceſſi- 
ons, yet Arſenicke in this caſe obtaineth the preheminence, lo that a man Arſenicum. 
know howto vſe it aright. But the certaine quantitie of vſing the ſame can- 
not be deſcribed (as Galen hath noted in libro tertio Therepent.) It is not there - 
foreto be vied raſhly , becaule it is a medicine vehement and violent without 
meaſure, exciting feaucrs, and procuring many other vicious ſymptomates. 
Beſides that alſo the miviftring of a {mall quantitie doth perſotme a maruel- 
lous and almoſt an incredible effect: | we the common meaſute Ou antit as 
ot quaotitie thereof, is the medieue of one graine of wheate in a trovg bodie, Anſtuici.

immoderatequantitie. The operation or effect of Atlenicke temaineth ite 
whole dayes, in all which time the ficke muſt vie the diet of them that are ſe. 
uerous. But the affected member, & the parts lying about it both for the use 
defence, and to ſtop the fluxe (which immoderate beate may cauſc) oughtto 
be annoynted, and all to waſhed with the oyntment called Populeon, with water 
alſo, ot with the iuyce of Nightſhade, and with vine get, and with other tefiige · 
rating remedies of the like kinde.

ealc,and ſuch lie. But when the cruſt is fallen from the rumour, if any thin 
either of Glandula, Lupia or Struma do yet re maine behind, it mult be iche 
out with lome gu: wing medicine, as with powder of Aſplodelus, with Va- 
guentum ſegyptiacum, ot with ſome luch hike thing. But it there temaineth no- 
6. thing behind, it muſt be brought vnto a ſcarre after the maner ot other vicers, 
Tigatura & But dow that we may alſo accompliſh the intention of our fixt canon, theſe 
eule abſceſſioas which haue vene nartow baſes or foundations, mult be faſt bound 
either with a cord of filke, or with horſe haire, and they muſt be bound dayly 
more and more, either with the former bands, or with ocher new cords, vn- 
till they appeare verie drie, and voluntarily do fall away of their owne accord, 
(as we haue ſaid ot thoſe Ablcelſions which ate deeply planted, and folded 
about the great veſſels.) But the band muſt be ayded with tome con'uming & 
drying medicine, The paine allo muſt be afſwaged with the white of an eꝑge, 
with oyle of Roſes, with /ngwenti Populton, or with ſome other remediethat 
can mitigate paine. But when the cord ſhall fall off alone of it owne accord, 
the tumour muſt be cured after this manner which we haue before expreticd, 
And thus much generally coocermng thoſe ab. ceſſions which vniuetlally con- 
fiſt aboue nature, eſpecially ot them that haue their originall of leame, Now 
we haue here thought it cooucnicnt to ſet dowoe the proper & particular me · 
thod of curing Melicerides, Steat. mata, and 4theromata, which diſeaſes are al. 
wayes & often incident to mens bodies, and do compr-hend vnder them other 
ccrtaine kindes aod differences of tumours beſides nature, called ot the late

is iocluded.) But in enterptiſing the ſame,we mult be venic aitentiue and wary 
(as we haue ſaid before of Strwme) that we rafhly hutt not and teate in peeces 
the filme ot tunicle, whereupon the humour which way contaiged therein,

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ag out plentifully , doth both hinder our operation, and (ome portion 
t alſo remaineth ſtill bebind, For if (wbeo the tunicle is divided, and 
the bumour iſſued) the tumour fhall ſiuke downe , the tunicle will bardly be 
plucked away and cured. But it any rempant of the humour be left behind in 
the Abſeeſſiou, it is to be feated that the dileaſe will prow againe (as doth 
Stroma) when as any portion thereof ſtickerh behind, But if any ſuch thing 
doth happẽ it is not epedient to ſew together the Abſceſſion, but to draw out 
the relicts thereof, eithet withthoſe conſuming medicines which we haue be + 
Aetiusli.l5, fore exprefled,or by ſome ſuch like remedies. Nom, if Steatema bath a verie 
broad top, and a very narrow and (lender foundation, then ( lertivg afide all 
other ſuperfluous medicines) you mult cut it vp quite euen by the very reote; 
for ſo the labour ef tbe Chyrur gian ſhall be quickly ended, the vicer made 
plaine and equall with the other parts,and the cureſhontly diſpatched, 


CHAP, XXV. 
Of bard and ſcirr hus tumours, engenared 


of melancholie. 


7 E baue hitherto diſcourſed of thoſe tumors which are cauſed of blond, 
choler, aud fleame: of Ferrace alſo, and of thoſe abiceflions which ale 
excited through a wateriſh humor,and a flatuous vapour: of thoſe Apoſtemes 
alſo which haue their beginning of a flegmaticke ſubſtance, and of other 
tamours generally conſiſting aboue nature. Now it temaineth that we in- 
treate of thoſe Abſceſſions which do proceed of a melancholicke humour, 25 
are Scirrus, indurated and cancerons tumours, which they call Canceroſs, Ae 
poſtemoſi, To Scirrw therefore (as allo to Phlegmone, Eryſipelas , and Ocdee 
Scirrus dus 1) there is aſſigned of the late Chyrurgians, a double difference, which not 
plex, withſtanding is comprebended vnder the lame title, >delicet, Scirtus ver, 
S Scirrus non vera. But a true and lawfull Scirrus 18 ſaid to proceed of na- 
Mclancholis turall melancholie. Alſo naturall melancholie is the dregys of good bloud, and 
natural. 2s it were a certaine ſlimie ſuperfluity, avd very gtoſſe bloud, whole colour is 
blacke , but the taſte thereof ſharpe and ſoure (as it is not vukno ne to them 
that do vomite the fame:) it is lodged in a certaine bloudie corner. wherein all 
the bumours are contained, and appointed of nature to nouriſh the melan- 
Cirrus illes cholicke members, But an yolawtall Scirrs, after the opinion of the late 
. Chyrurgians, is that which js cogendred of vnnaturall melaneholie. And vo- 
* luncbolis uaturall melancholie is that which differeth from the former deſcription of 
nou naturally, the natut all humout, and yet it keepeih within the precinRts of his libertie, 
which it it thall opce pretergreſſe (they lay) it is no longer to be called me- 
Lancholie, but ſome other humour. But melancholie (to enter into the gene- 
| rall definition thereof)is a cold and drie humour, proceeding (as Guido laith) 
Differentie.4. of a veric grofic portion of that which we call cles. Bur of vnnaturall me · 
nen natural lancholie there ate commonly appointed foure differences. 1. The firſt is, 
melancholis, when as that melancholicke humour which is called naturall, and doth daily 
engender inthe bodice, even when a man is in perfect heakb, is ia bis one 
propereflence, burned, purificd, and become exquiſite malancholie. =

that (23 Galem ſaith) is engendred of a blacke humour that is vehemently 
buroc,aod it gliſtreth like ynto Lime or Pitch, But this is ſoure, and being pow+ 
red ypon the ground, it is hote like Vineger, andit riſeth vp like leauen. It is 
alſo very ropleaſantto all creatures liuing, io that neither mice por flies will 
taſt thereof, It ſheweth likewiſe like raro abundance of Sak , wherein no li. 
uing thing Can ypheld bis life, as the ſea which is ſaid to be dead. Further - 
more this blacke kinde of cholet is then ingeodred, when as that flimie bloud 
(which we baue ſaid to be naturall melaoc hole) doth continue long in the 
bodie, and is pui ged out neither by any ler ſible or ſecret e fllux ion, but is 
transformed, corrupied and rotten. For truly this bumour ( ſah Galen) when Lb. 4. Apho. 
t wareth vchemently bote, eitber becauſe ofthe corruption thereof, ot be · Ib. 14. Thera- 
cꝛuſe of a burniog feauet, it cauſeth melancbolie : which truly is cold. bęcauſe pentices, 
t teſembleth the natute of the earth, but yet it is dot void of hezte, as i aſhes 
and vineger; and when it is pui ged dove ward (as it bappeneth ſometime to 
them which are diſcaled with Dyſenteria) it appeareth more gliſtering and 
more blacke then that thicke and blacke bloud which we do call a mclancho- 
lious humour. 2. The ſecond Species or difference of vnuatutall melanchole 2. 
is that which commeth through the aduſtion of other bumours, as that which Melancholy 
proceedeth of choler vehemenily burnt, which is of ſo great malice and tan- cometh by the - 
cour,that it raileth the earth, and lifterh it vp on high, aſter the manner of ex · aduſtion of o- 
quiſite melancholy, But the flies alls do abhorre it, as in a true melancholie, ther bumours, 
It bloud alſo or fleame ſhall be vehemently heated in the bodie, and burnt, 
there is alſo called a melancholicke humour, which Auices becaule of the a- 
duſtion, termed to be vonaturall: but theſe two laſt kinds, which do come 
ot the aduſtion ef blond and fleame, Auiten bath thought to be very mild com.

more gentle and mild, yea aud eſpecially when as it tatrieth not long within 
the body with any abundant heate exceeding nature, But before it be changed 
into exact melancholy, it paſletb firſt into a yellowiſh forme, ſecondiy into a 
leckie ſubſtance, and thirdly into a ruſty colour, 3. The third Species of vn. 3, 
paturall melancbolic is that which berroweth his originall ob a certaine ſony Bla atre per 
concretion, as when through the ignorance of yaskiliull Pbyſirions or Chy - congelationens 
rurgians, En ſipelas, and thoſe iuflammations which the Grzcraos call Phleg+ (>: pocam)et 
mone, or any other tumours proceeding of natural! humour, are too vebe- 3nderationem. 
mently cooled add bound by the applying of exrraordivaric medicines : or 
elle when thoſe medicines which do mightily draw and digeſt, are miniſtred 
to the ſame tumours. For then (the whole ſubſtance which was very ſmall in 
idem, being diſperſed) the groſle matter which temaineth being exceedingly 
dried, will teſemble the hardnefle of a ſtone, and be conuerted iato a melan- 
chetious humour.

Scir- thereunto, The cauſes of Scirrus. as of other tumours beſides nature, are three, 
Firſt primitive, as is an euill diet ingendting and gathering gtoſſe and me- 
lancholicke bloud, Secondly antecedent, as a melancholike humour collected 
in the body, which isdrawne from the ſpleene (whole dutie it is to purge 
the liver ttom that groſſe and muddy bloud) and yet is not expelled withe 
out the body (as it ought to be) Thirdly caniuncta cauſa, is the melancho- 
like humour it ſel fe. compacted in the affected member. The ſignes of Scirrus 
Signs, bis preſence (as Guidoreporteth) are theſe, a hard tumor, and mighty reſiſting, 
a middle colour betweene a red aud a blacke,which is a browce colour. This 
Scirrus when it happeveth in the parts of the body, many of the Pbyſitions (as 
14. Meth. Galen ſaitb) do call it Pelidnon, that is to ſay, blacke and blew. Moreouer it the 
med, affected member hath any manifeſt veines appearing in it, you ſhall ſee them 
puffed vp and ſwolne by the meanes of thick and blacke bloud, uch as is ſomes - 
time purged downeward in them which labour with the diſeale of the liver, 
Guido notas but then it is called Scirrut jmpurus c cancroſus. For thele ſigues which Guido 
Cancritribuit doth here alctibe vnto Scirrus, do properly agree with the ſignes of Cancer, as 
Scirro, Galen wtiteth 14, Meth. med. And truly they may very fitly be attributed vnto 
Scirrws, i this one thing be excepted, namely, that Scirrus bath not ſuch ſwel · 
| ling aud full veines as Capcer hath, except Scirras (as we haue ſaid before) 
chance to be cancroſus : tor Sc:rrws doth oftentimes degenerate into Can cet, 
and that not without great caule, ſeeing that both proceed of one mauet, 
that is, ot a mclancholicke bumour, The proper ſignes theretore of alawfull 
Scirras ate thele , an bard and Sony tumour, very obſſinate and wing on 
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chiog, wherein there is preſent a very dull ſenſe. There do appeare many oiber 
Ggnes which do teftifie the dominion of a malancholy humor in q body. Such 
tumors as are truly Scirri, in their beginniug aud fii ſt conception · are wont to . 
appeare very {mall, but in proeeſſe of time, they do grow and increaſe by hkle Iodicia Scirri 
and little, and become great and mighty, wherect ſome do annoy one ovely 
member, hut other ſome of the ſaid tumors do leaue that member which the 
did firſt infect, & afterwards do paſſe ouer intothe poſſeſſion of another. wb 
thing when it happeneth,, then Awicen calleth the euill Ferines. Furthermore, gerinas 
thele kinds of melancholious humote if they be lightly handledd, they are com- 
monly cured by reſolutior; oftentimes they continue indu · ated and hard, and 
many times (which is worſt ot all) they degenerate and change into Cancer.

derum ſcirre. Order delcribed: namely, to cuacuate all that matter which vnnatura'ly is con · 

7am. tained in the member. For the onely way of evacuation (as Galen hath noted 
lib. 14. Met ho. med) is this, euen to cleanſe and draw out that corruption which 
ſtubburuly doth e eaue vnto the humour. But if any man ſhall aſſay to make 
cuacuation by thoſe medicines which do vehemently draw and digeſt, uei - 
ther ſhall mollific and ſoften with any drying and moiſtening remedies, the 
cute ſhall ſeeme to him within very few daies greatly to haue preuailed : for 
Scirrhus will manifeſtly appeare to be diminiſhed, but that which remaineth 
of the diſeaſe will be incurable. For truly when the whole ſubſtance which is 
very thione in the tumour, is digeſted or diſperſed, then that which remaineth 
behind, is turned into a certaine ſtony concretion. For this cauſe therefore there 
is no medicine that doth vehemently heate or drie vp, meete and connenient 
for theſe hard and ſcirthous affects , but ſuch remedies onely which can 
fidyy both mollifie , and allo digeſt, as are theſe things followiog : the marrow 

Medulla cerui. of a Hart and of acalte, alſo Goates ſuet, Bulles ſuet, the tallow of a Lybard 
Adipes, and of a Lion. Among the fat of birds, Goole greale is greatly commended, 
Gal.14, meth, next thatthe fat of a Cocke and of a Pheſant, Alſo .1mmoniacum Thymama, 
med, vx Suſſimen, perſume, Galbanum, and Zdelliwm of both kinds, but rather that 
which is called Scithycum , becauſe it is ſomewhat moiſt, Styrax allo which 

is ſomething moiſt and fat. Moreouer the roote of Althea, and of the wild 

Anadendroa Mallow, which groweth almoſt euery where, the leaues whereof mult be 
malache. moderatly boyled with Gooſe or Cockes ſuet, or if there be none of theſe at 
hand , you may vſe Swines greaſe: theſe temedies ate greatly profitable for 

this intention, But Awicen warneth vs not to commixe any Hogges tallow 

that is lalted with the former things, and to vic Maſticke, Labdanum, oyle of 

wooll, St /ig menta gymnaſiorum (which they call the filthineſſe of bathes) Aſſes 

dung, and the dregs of oile of Lillies, ot oile of Alchanna which they call Cy. 

trinum. and of cherua, which of the Greeks is called 1:01 , but of the Latiaes 

Oleum reciniũ Recinium. But that cure which is adminiſtred by Vineger is profitable for this 
cuill, that 15, for Scirrhus which is full growae, and when the member is pre- 

14 A feth. med. pared to teceiue molſitying medicines, as Galen alſo hath declared : for truly 
Ves Aceti, lutk he, the fotce of Vineger, if it be vied moderatly and in due time, is very 
wholcſome 
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wholeſome in thele diſeaſes, becauſe it doth deuide and reſolve the groſſe hu · 
mots included in them: but if it be applyedimmoderately aod ont of a conue- 
nient ſeaſon , it violently conſumeth the thinnet parts, add maketh that which 
remaineth behind to become very bard; allo if it be vſed long, it will diminiſh 
and corrupt the very ſubſtance of the ſinewes.

minum. When he bad thus waſhed and annointed the mernbets, be applyed 4m. Suffimentam, 
moni acum Thymiama , which muſt be groſſe and not very old, commixed with 
the aforeſaid (ucts aud marrowes, Atterward he 2nnointed his whole tbigh 
round about with verie fat moni m, diſſolued in exceeding ſharpe Vine. 

ger, and commanded the child to hoppe on the other legge, that ſo the more 
nouriſhment might be brought vnto it. By ſuch medicines theretore as could 
releale and mollitie the tumour, and by digeſtiag or reloluing remedies allo, 

and by the moderate and right vſe thereof, he pertectiy cured the child. But in The cure of 
thole great ſine wes and ligaments of the body, which arc drawne together and ſcirrhus, fl.

but if there be no plenty thereot, take the ſtone called Laps wolaris, which the Paulus, 
Greeks call Mylites: then let the affected member be holden ouer the hote va - Lapin mylites. 
pour that riſeth vp from the ſtone out ofthe Vineget, that it may receive the Lapis pyrites, 
ſteming vapour, which doth diſſolue Scirrbas; and afterward lay on agaive 

ſome mollitying medicine: yet the affected part muſt be euery day ever trom 

the beginning throughly annointed with oyle and not with water, which oyle 
muſt not be aſttictiue in any caſe, but of a thia fubſtapce,as is oile of Sauine.Bu Ole ſabinam. 
ſometime you may boile in oile the rootes of Althæa, and of the wild Cucum- 
ber, and other things of that ſort. By this method of curing , many men traly 
baue bene perfectly healed in a ſhort ſpace, ſo that ſome haue thought it (as 
Galen laith ) to be done by the art of Magicke. By thele things therefore it 
doth plainly appeare, that with that cure which we accompliſh by mollify. 
ing remedies as well in the finewes, as inthe ligaments of the body, you muſt 
commite ſome medicine that can cut , diſſolue and deuide, among which 
eumber Vineger is chiefly the principall. Now as concerning other medicines 
which can wollific the hardnes of theſe tumonrs,we haue ſpoken nothing, ho- The ſumme of 
ping that they may eaſily be gathered out of our former diſsourſe. Now fol- caring ſcir- 
loweth the ſumme ot the cure of Scirrhus tumots, which we haue drawn into a rbous tumours, 
cõpendious forme hereafter enſuing.

But both theſe euils are engendred of 
n melancholy, that is to ſay, of ſuch a humour as re{cmbleth the dregges of 
envendres Wine, and the filchinefle of ovle, which thing Galen libro defimo quarts Ther 
Je e * pestices, and in his little booke , De tamoribas præter naturam, doth plainely 
ad tcfhific, Now this aforeſaid humour, when it is quiet, milde, and gentle, it 
Cancecum eungendreih a ſeeret or an inward Cancer without any vicer.

blew or browne, and ( as Paulas faith) it is more blacke io colour then 

an iuflatumatioo: it is alſo hote , but yet not ſo yechemeot as iuflam - 

matious are; it ſodainely increaſetb, and greatly wegrieth the ſicke, and 

affiftetb them almoſt with a continuall griete : in the Grerke it is called 

xapxince, and xa; xiraug, which title as well the Latines as the Grzcians haue a= Concys nomen 
ſigned to this diſealc of the fiſh called a Crabbe, becauſe the veines about this 4 Cancys 
euill are filled and ſtretched our, very like vnto the feete of Crabs, deſcending 4quatice, 
rom the round compaſſe of their bodies. But ſore haue gluen it this name, 

becauſe it is vety hardly pulled away from thoſe niembers which it doth lay 

bold on, as the lea Crab doth, who obſtivately doth cleaue to that place which 

it once hath apprehended. Moreover this tumor doth alſo repreſent the colour 

of a Crab, whoſe hew is very blacke. But the firſt beginnings of theſe Cancres Cancers nose

is wont to bappen in every part of the body, but eſpecially in the vpper parts, 
about the face, the noſtrils, the eares, the lippes, and about the poppes of 
women, and (hole chiefly , which ate not oatorally purged of menſtiuis.

2. ad But Cancres do allo commonly haunt men, whoſe accuſtomedpurgiogs are 
Glawconem, ſuppteſſed through hemorrboids growing ia the tundament: "an th them that 

groſſe andthicke bloud(wherupon this cuil gketh bis firſt beginning) wont 

naturally to be purged out. Moreeuer when this melancholious humor, reſem- 

bling in proportion the dregs of wide. doth deſcend and flow into any mem - 

ber, and there abidegþ compact together, it cauſeth ſometime the diſeaſe cal · 

led Yarices, and ſometime it breedeth a Cancre,as when the ſame is ſomewhat 

cooled.

But the tbicker and ine blacker the 

bloud is whereof Caocte proceedeth, the more dangerous will the diſeaſe be, 

Now when Caocte is full growne (as they ſay) and inveterate, it admitteth not 

any cure, except it be pulled vp by the roots, either by ſection or by aduſtion; 

but thoſe Cancres which haue their conſtitution in the inward paris of the 

Abo. 8. lib. s bodie, do dot defire any ſuch kind of cure, as the ancient I ippocrates, ſimnply 
the Prince of Phyſitions, bath taught vs very well in the Aphotiſme following: 

ſaying that it is not good to cure all inward Cancres ; for when they are cured, 

they do loone periſh againe , but when they are not cured , they temaine a 

long time. Fot experience hath taught vs, as Galen witneſſeth in his commen. 

tary vpon this Aphoriſme, that they which euterpriſe the cure of theſe Cancrey

But we cannot alwayes prohibite the fluxe, leſt afterward the like humour be 

engendred in the bodic , and compact together in the veives, The purging 

therefore of the antecedent matter muſt be attempted at the beginning, as it 

were by turnet, by the applying of ſome ſimple medicine : afterward (if the 

matter ſorequiteth, andthe miniftring of fimples doth little auaile) you may

mightily thicken the bloud, Furth-rmore: you muſt apply (as it is (aid) ſuch 
medicines as are gentle, and which do not gnaw or bite: becauſe ihe malignity 
of the euill through ſuch vehement medicines is ſtirred and prouoked, & made 
more fierce and lauage (at we commonly terme it) But when the matter 
whereof theſe Canctes do come. is for the moſt part groſſe, and tbicke, and di- 
obedient to reſolution, and partener alſo with mary other vicious bumors, we 
ſhall deale ſufficiently in this caſe (eſpecially when we feare the danger of 
Chyturgerie, & that the euill cannot otherwiſe be cured) if we by the vſe of ibe 
forme: remedies, which ate made ot burnt & waſhed meitals (as Galen coun» 
ſclleth) ſhall top and hinder their growing and incteaſing, eſpecially if they be 
great tumors: or elſe after the opinion of ſaicen, it we ſeełe to defend the tre 
viccration, For the which intentions, Galen lib. 2. ad Glaucon. doth greatly com- 
gocci Solanji, mend the iuyce of Nightſhade, & that inedicine which is made of Ph mp] 
Diapompho goes, or that „ conſiſteth of ( halcites cõmoaly called Diapalma. Therefore 
yes. Th:odoricus at the lame purpole, appointed the ointment named Dia- 
D;aphenicon papholyges, which is made ofoule of Roſes, of white ware, aua 3 v. ofthe iuyce 
ſew liapalma of ted Pomegranats, & ol Nighiſhade, ana . iij. of Ceruſe wa J jj of lead 
Vrgeentum burmt and wathed, of Powpbolygos; which is commonly called Tashiaa, ana 3.j 
Diapemphely. of Frankinence 3. b. Galen allo reporteth libro primo do compeſptione pharme- 
Ss Thesderici. corwm can ioces, which booke is entituled of tbe ancient interpageer 
Mami, a certaine ointmen inuented of Apollonius er 
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the head which the Greekes call Achore : which oyntment he affirmeth to be 4ppolony me- 
very effectuall againſt the cancrous tumours. The medicine is this : N. of dicawentum, 
oyle of Roles, or ot ntipe Oliues, Heming, which the Greckes call Cotylez vin. The force of 
Z ij. which muſt be ioſuſed or put into a leaden mortar, ard ſtirred vp and lead u marnuel- 
downe with a leaden ladle, or elſe btayed with a leaden peſtill ſo long till it lows in cancred 
ware thicke and blacke reſembling the very colour of lead: theo beate by it tame. 
ſclfe Lythargyrom lib.i.of Ceruſe as much, and commixe them with the oyle, Paulus lib g, 
and make an ointment. Moreover bow great the force of lead is in all ſuch ex Archigene, 
cancrous diſpoſitions, eſpecially that which is burnt and waſhed, all men may 
ſufficiently know, which haue had ſome experience thereof, and which haue 
ſtudiouſly petuled thoſe things which Galen libro nous de ſamplicium. medica» 
mentorun facultate, doth write of lead, which he himſelie calleth in Grecke 
Melybdos, For this cancrous diſeaſe Paulus and Awicen do greatly commend 
the Emplaiſtet made ot (ca Crabbes, eſpecially it it be miogled with an equall 
quantity ofthe {courings of Brafſe, Take theietore of ſea Crabbes burned, 
and ef the offall of bralle an euen portion, beate them to flower and ſtrew thẽ 
vpon the tumour, or elle lay on the aſhes of the Crabbes with a ſeate cloath 
or cerate. But the ſame Auicen willeth to plucke vp thele litile cancres hard 
by the rootes, or elle to cut them oft, and then to wring and cruſh out the 
tbicke bloud on every fide, and attet ward ſeate ihe place with lome hote 10- 
ſtrument. For this doth diſſipate thereliftes of the matter, and conſumeih Lib. 14, Meth, 
them, it ſtrengtheneth the member and ſtoppeth the fluxe of bloud, Galen med, 
alſo before Auicen his time, did allow that cancres might ſometime be cured 
by Chyturgery. But truly although Galen and Auicen do permit chis ma- Chyrergery 
auall cure by ery, yet to auoide the danger of immoderate fluxe of nt ra to 
bloud and of viceration, yea and of ihe life ot the ficke, ot iuing thole things, be vſed in 
we ought to follow the pteſcript rule ot curing, which is doo accompliſhed cancres, 
by gentle and milde medicines, 2s a more fate ay and leſle iroubleſome, and 
to content our [clues with that onely method: becauſe that if lucli a cancrous 
tumour which is growne to a mightie bigneſle, ſhouldge cut round about in 
thoſe places which ate ioyued to the whole paits, the danger of immode- 
rate profuſion of bloud would ſtraight follow, by reaſon ot the greatneſle of 
the veſſell and wideoelic ofthe arteries, which parts (ſaiih Galen) it you 
ſnould take aud bind them with cordes, the other members by rcaſon of 
their neate acquaintance would be troubled and greatly gricued. Moteouer 
celſas (aith, thitakbough carcinomata be cut off, and brought to a ſcarre, Lib. 5. 
yet they will returne againe, and giue occalion of death. But it you intend io 
ſcare off the roots of this euill, yet truly you cannot do this geither wich- 
out hurting of the next parts, eſpecially yo make exuſtion neare vnto the 
principall members. Great Cancrestheretore, andthole which are inuctcrate Capita cora· 
muſt seither raſhlybe burned with any inftrument ,' nor cut off with a pen» un Cancri 
kate, butrather handled geutiy and mildly (as we haue ſaid before.) Fot non vlcerati. 
many men notbytke applying of aoy forcible ot vehement medicine to take 
away this euill, but by the obely miniſtriog of eaſis and gentle remedies, 
which can as it were pleaſe or delight, haue ſo hindered the rumours, that 
they could not attaine vnto any perteR 25 or tipeneſſe Now ſolloweih ihe 
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ſumme ofthe cure of cancer nom vlrer oc, which is yet in beginning, and 
dotb occupie tbe ourwatd patts ol the body, brit fly in theſe words. 1. lopri · 
mis in a Cancre which is but vew'y begun, and which coaſiſletb of do very 
thicke humour, nor cauſeth the veines to ſwell greatly, purge out the melan 
cholicke humour which cauſeth this euill vniuetſally throughout the whole 
bodie, 2. Iſ age and ſtrength do ſuffer it, cut a veine io the elbow, and draw 
out as much bloud as need requireth 3. Afterward miniſter to the Geke ſuch 
mediciues as can purge melancholie done wald: inthe beginning let them 
be gentle and eaſie, but afte: ward ſomewhat vebement, focreafiog their force 
by hictle and little 4. If tbe purging of menſtruis in womea betore fittie yeares 
of age, or if hemotthoides both in them and in meo be ſuppteſſed, that 
bloud aboundeth not at times now and then, you muſt provoke them by all 
mcanes poſſible. 5. lu the meane time appoint vnto the ſicke a thione diet 
which can engender good juyce, and cauſe no melancholicke bloud. 6, It you 
cannot auoide it, hut that a groſſe and melancholious humour be gathered 
together in the veinet, you mult euacuate the lam e by turnes, bo. h with ſia ple 
and compound medicines, But theie former Apboriſmes do pertaioc vnto the 
Phyſition: now we wil declare the duty of a Chyrurgian 7 Apply vato the affe- 
Qcd member both betore purging, and in the very time of purgiog, ſuch me · 
dicines as can repell, and drive backe: but when the body is vniuetſally pur- 
ved, then vic digeſtive remedies, but let them be ſuch 2s are of a moderate 
frength and of a gentle nature, 8, Therefore miniſter to the aggricued place 
wyce o Nightthade, or the medicine made of Pompholyges, ot that which 
conſiſteth of . alcites, commonly called Diepe/ma, and other remedies of that 
ſort. 9. But it by the art of Chyrurgery you dare enterpriſe the cute of Cancer, 
you muſt firſt (take the Phyſicions counſell) purge torth the melancholcke 
bumout.and then cut the — 09 tamour cleane oft, and ſuffet a 
ny of to come forth, and ti 
l out of the adioyning parts, W 
and afterward cure the diſe aſe at- 
ter the manner of other 
vicers.

MORBVS GALLICVS, 


CHAD. I. 
Of the dinerſe names of the griefe which I minde to ſpealę of, 
and where it had beginning. 


Aving promiſed to write of all the infirmities in mane 
body, and now ſpying many faults in the firſt print and in 
che ſecond, I will performe my promiſe, and amend the 
I faults eſcaped in all the bookes, for the beneſit of my 
countrey: and being prevented by the Printer, this Booke 
| bl | was left out, wherein is contained a grieuous paine and 
— l trouble, which doth reigne in all the world at this day, in 
great fury and raging manner: in ſo much that it ſpateth done of what de 
or calling ſoeuer they be of, (iftbey ſeeke for it) be they Kings, Lords, ts. 
dies, it leatcheth them, This griefe hath gotten many names, and ſo many as 
come to my memorie [ will rehearſe, and where they were firſt begotten. Firſt, 
the Spaniards borrowed it of the [ndians, and brought it home io ſtead of 
their gold, and afterwards Charles the eight, King of Frante , who wasa man 
of great power, and delighted much in ſhedding of bloud, (paring neither 
man, woman, nor child; in ſo much that be ſpoiled a greatpart of Italy, and 
ſubdued the Dukedome of Millan, with great hurt, ruine and ſpoile to all the 
common wealth of Florence : and at the laſt he came to Reme and Naples 
with bis whole hoaſt, ſpoyliog all as be went with great erueltie: aud for his 
hire, this diſeaſe begao firſt to ſhew it ſelfe plentifully among bis people, aod 
ſpecially b«cauſe his ſouldicrs were much giuen to venerĩe. The Frenchmen 
at that ſiege got the buttons of Naples (as we terme them) which doth much 
annoy them at this day. But the firſt finding of this grieuous ſickueſſe, was 
brought into Spaine , by columbus at his coming home, ſo that allChriſten» 
dome may curſ? the King and Columbus, This grefe at the firſt was ſo 
extreme, cruell and ſo metcileſſe, that it moleſted thoſe which were infected 
therewith, euen the head, eyes, noſe, palate ofthe mouth, akinoe, fleſh, bones, 
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all the inward parts of their bodies. Then Columbay trauelled a- 
gaine,and brought with bim liile gold, but all bis men wete well infected with 
this gricte : inſomuch tharthe Pbyſitions in thoſe dayes did ot know what to 
make ofthe gtiefe, nor bow to helpe the people. So for want of knowledge 
wavy were ſpoyled. After (as I told you before of the fiege of Naples the Spa- 

iards for friendſhip they beate to the Frenchmeo, ſeni io them of their curti.. 
z2ns infected with this griefe, minding to let them haue ſome of their iewels, 
which they brought out of the 1odian countrey. The Frencemen(not knowing 
their kind bearts) fel in loue with them, and( being rauiſhed with their beauty) 
dealt with them io their great coſt and trouble to this day. Now to the varicty 
of the names: Firſt, the ins call it Morbus Gallicus, and ſotne call it Farig* 
lam Gallicam,becauſe it firſt appeared amongſt the Frenchmen at the ſiege be- 
forenamed. The French call it Scabiem, er Morbum Italicum, becaule they had 
the victory, and for that they had this ſicknes. And the y allo call it Scabiem Hiſ 
panicam,becauſe the Spaviards firſt brought it out of the [ndics, The Germany 
call it Mexium;why they ſhould ſo terme it I know not wel, vnleſſe Meninm do 
Genific the privie paris infected with this diſeaſe, Some of them call itallo Sca- 
biem H iſpanicam. lu Spaine they name it Morbum Neapolitanum : the caule [ 
told you before. They of Naples call it alſo Patnyſa paradneptur, hat is, the 
proper name at home in india. Some interpret it /iolenturs morbum, ot thus; a 
reat, foule and vehement diſeaſe. Other ſome call it Pendenlagra, becauſe it 
ſt iofceth the priuic parts both ot men and women: and we in our county 
call it the French diſeaſe. But howſoeuer it be called it $skilleth not, lo that we 
know how to helpe it, which 1 miad to declare hereafter by Gods grace. 


CHAP, II. 


Of the ſigner. | 
BY: firſt I meave to declare the ſignes how you ſhall know thoſe that are 
infected with this gi ie fe, and then the nature of this French diſeaſe; as b 
the effects following n may appeate; and after the cauſe thereof is ſhewed to 
be nothipg elle but ihat contagion,it reſteth that we now ſay ſomewhat of the 
ſignes, whereby you may voderitand and perceiue thoſe which are infected 
with this diſeaſe : and becauſe ſignes do proccede and. are taken either of the 
nature ofthe affe cis, or of the cauſes ot the ſickneſſe, or allo of ſome ſympto- 
mates or conſequents thereof ; and becauſe it chiefly beginneth in the Liucr, 
and cannot be looked into, let vs notlooke tor any ligne as Analogiamorbi: 
for all ſignes that can giue certaine teſtimonie and ſnew thereof, ate contained 
vnder the affects, aud conſcquently of the diſeaſe. Of theſe there be two ſorts, 
ſome ate Symptomates, and ſame be Morbi,or affects of nature, Symptomata be 
thelc,falling of baires,ach ja the head and members, and (mall infection of the 
skin. Thoſe which I call Morbi, be moſt fore and vehement vicers, tumors of 
the ſliins, and other parts of the body, with puftules, &c ; which follow this 
diſeaſe, euen as the ſhadow waiteth vpon the Sunne. But becauſe long gilea- · 
ſes haue their times, to wit, beginning, igcreaſe, ſtate, and declination, and this 
French diſeaſe is one kind of long diſeaſe, great reaſon there is why it ſhould 
Raue bi diſtinct gimes, and according to the diue: ſizie of thoſe times there 
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happeneth diverſe Sympromate. For one kind of ſymptomates happen at the 
2 ofthis dias: another kind to the ſtate or vigour, & c. Aud there» 
fore | will diuide all iymptomates into twodorts, to wit, thoſe that follow and 
properly belong vato this grief, beginning at thoſe which follow the ſame be- 
10g icucterare & confirmed; and theſe next enſuing be ofthe firſt ſort Straight 
wayes after a yong man is infected, he feeleth io himſelſe a tertaine laſſuude 
or weatiaes come vpon all bis members without any outward occaſion, as wal. 
king, ot mouing, &c. which fore ſheweth this cruell dileaſe, and bappeneth vn+ 
to them which are moſt ſtrong and luſty before. There is petceiued allo a lum · 
piſh beauines in the whole body, a dulneſſe, faintoes, lithernes, ot ſlowueſſe to 
moue in all the members, The occaſion ol this, is the infection of the naturall 
ſpirits, which ate the immediate inſttuments of the facultie ſubſtainiag and gi. 
uiog liuclines to the whole body : by whoſe infection, the body wazerh more 
heauie and weariſome then it was betore. Moucouer, there is a certaine paine 
or ach, which wandereth throughout all the body and parts thereof. After this 
laſſitude of the body, the head aketh: and againe by and by it leaucth the head 
and goeth into the ſhoulders, and from tbe one ſhoulder into the other. Out 
of the ſhoulder it fleeteth into the legs, the one of tbem or the other, and in like 
ſart may it be laid of all other members. I he cauſe of this is a certaine vapor 
which begioocth toriſe vp from the Liver. The euill humor of this affect is not 
yet begotten; but by realon of that teruent heat of the liver cauſed by infeQis, 
there is iogendred a certaine (mall yapor,whercot do grow thele wandering or 
flecting pains, Thudly,whea the diſeaſe bath begun, & bath al.tle preuailed, the 
colour of the face is chapged;you ſhall ſee the moſt beautiful, huely,and cleave 
coplciion of the skid, in three or foure dayes ſpace changed ivio a much worſe 
- Courle then before; and what manner of motion this is, l cannot tell. But certes 
their face differeth not a litle from that it was before, the colour is altered, the 
liuely ſpirits in the eyes be changed ihe mouth, lips, and checkes ſometimes are 
changed from their naturall comlines. And marke you this (wbich may much 
further your iudgement and kaowledge thetcin)there is vader the eyes a an- 
coloured or blewifh circle, {ach as appearcth in women when they haue tbeir 
naturall purgation, or before it, Noting and finding theſe things in bim, confi. 
der with your ſelſe whether he paſſeth mealure in drioking, io watching, or 
ſleeping, ot haue vexed bis mind with care;avd if it happen not ihrough one of 
theſe then may you iudge he is taken with this dile ale. Fourthly, there is wont to 
breake out a notable heate inthe palmes of the hands, and the ſoles of the 
fecte, yea euen in the Winter time. This appeareth through vaporous ſpirits, 
taking their beginning of the Liver, which being inteQed, the face allo is afte- 
ed, and the extieme parts or viter moſt members ate ſore diſtempered 
with beate. Fiftly, you may adde adroufineſle, ot a diſpoſition to ſleepe of- 
rentimes ioterrupted : Aud this is cauſed through a turbulent vapour, which 
i increaled through the infeQion and heate. Sixly, you may adde heauine ſſe, 
and (adnefle of the mind: for though pleaſant and mertie nature ſhould 
be infected with this diſeaſe , yet be ſhall ſtraightway be ſad, and giuing to 
peoſiueneſle, and cucn grone therewith, This iofeQioo increafieg, burneth 


the bloud, which ſendeth vp troublous and noyſome yapours into the bead. 
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and ſexe of the mind, Sueothly, the patient ſometime hath a feauer, beeauſe 
the heate which is about the diſtempered p art: but this leldome 5 
The eight i ihe appearance of ſome puttiſied matter, and this is Signum Pe. 
— — # figne to diſcouer the maladie. Therefore as ottentimes as you 
ſee this putriſied matter, yet ſmall io quantity about the priuie place, and 
know no accaſion to haue gone before, you may pronounce it to be the Frech 
diſeaſe, And what is the reaſon ? This cariesor matter cannot happen but of 
two Cauſes : eithet becauſe the corruptton ofthe womans mattrice hath eaten 
and gnawne the fine gkinne of the yard; or clle becauſe the contagion is com. 
municated and imparted vnto the Liver by the naturall ſpirits, and the Liner 
expelleth thoſe infeed ſpitits and ſanious matter vnto the privie parts. Of this 
caries, how it may be knowne whenit coreth of Morbus Galicus, and when 
it is cauſed otherwiſe, I will ſpeake afterwards, In the ninth place ſucceedeih 
Babo, and that not great, as thus; A yong man had to do with a woman, after 
which act there came vpon him a heauineſle of his members, and a (adoeſle of 
the mind, and after two or three dayes there appeareth Bubo parnws , that is to 
fay,a ſmall tumor inthe armeholes or ſhare, which is painefull, not growne to 
any gteatneſſe: this ſignifieth that the diſcale is yet gentle, and in the begia- 
ning, but the cauſe of this is the greatneſle by the purging places of the Liner, 
and therefore the Liver disburdeneih himſelfe by lending the diſeaſe vnto 
them, and bereof cometh Babo. The latter Gone of this diſeaſe at the begin- 
ning is Gonorrhoia Gallica, which bewrayetb vnto vs the nature ot this Fro. 
revs, After the firſt coming ot this diſeale, for the ſpace of fortie yeares, there 
was nor ioyned with it defluuium capillorum: but the nature of this diſeaſe is to 
be chaugeable and divers, for Gonorrhoia Gallice hath not bene ſeene aboue 
thele five and thirtie yeares. Therefore we may looke for new and ſtrange 
Symptomates, I pray God they be light and caſte to be holden, Now how this 
Gallica Gonorrhoia is to be dilcerned trom that which is not Gallica, I will 
hereafter declare , to avoid tediouſneſſe in this place. The cauſe of this Go- 
norrhoia is labefactatio ſpiriteum , weakniog and ſubueiſion of the ſpirits which 
rule the naturall ſaculties or vertues of the teſticles and ſpermaticke veſſels, by 
xcalon whereof the ſtrength of thoſe parts, is diſſolued. ſothat they cannot 
keepe their ſeed but it cõtinually droppeth forth. But cow let vs ſpeake of thoſe 
fignes which are appropriated to the diſeaſe in his progreſſe or confirmation: 
and firſt, ot hard puſtules in the whole body, and tbe ſame grieuous and de- 
formed in the head and beard, ſometime with ſanious matter, ſometime 
without it. And know you, the diſeaſe cannot be aboue the age of five or fixe 
monethes at the moſt when theſe ſymptom tes appeare. And if ihe diſeaſe be- 
giadeth in the Winter, itſhall bring forth the cruſts in the beginning of Som. 
mer if it beginne inthe Spring time, his cruils appeare in Autumme, &c. 


CHAP. III 
Of the cauſet of the breaking ont of Puſiules. 
A ND the chyefe caules ot this breaking out ol puſtules are theſe; Firſt, be· 
cauſe the mattet infected u ient thither trom the Liner. Secondly, becauſe 
the parts infected do not digeſt and expel} (by way of tranſpiration) his excre- 
ments 
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ments, and therefore they rewaine in it ſtill; and grow vnto cruſts, The third 
Ggne of this dilcaſc coohirmed , is callous vicers about the priuy parts, which 
either be callous at the begiacing, ot become callons afterward e and there- 
fore as olten as you ice the caries 1a the priuic parts healed , and that there te- 
waiwe Cali or bardocfle about the place where it was, be you allured that 
this is Gallicus Morbus confirmed, Theretore | wiſh that you remember this, 
when you take in hand the cure; tor thoſe hardneſles be moſt maniſeſt and cer 
taine (ignes of this diſcale confirmed. The fourth 1s banging downe of the v 
vulaʒ; the vavla banging downe in the further part ot the mouth, aud if it do io, 
much moiſture commeth to the mouib, by zcaſon whereof happeneih rancedo 
vꝛcu. a great hoatſeneſſe of the voice. Therefore open their c uth, ben you 
ſhall heare them ſpeake thus hoarſely, and you ſhall pet ceiue the vo lull of 
moiſture, and (if the patient haue no cataithe ay that it is morbaw Galla con · 
firmed. The cauſe of the humectation or moiſtneffe of the vvola, is the oatu- 
rall ipirirsioteed and changed which is carried with th: bloud of the veines, 
throughout the whole bodie, and becauſe it is ſo infected and weakned there · 
tore the function theteot is weake aud feeble inthe ſtomacke, and maketh edil 
digeſtion. Therefore the ſame ſtomacke abounde th wich fleame in the braine, 
and it doth not his function. Theretore io the htaine there is engeodted Mou 
cus, that is, askinned cold moiliare in the veines, by rcalog ol the weakne fie 
of the ſpitus, eogended of flegmaicke bloud, with vocaturall humouis. If 
they be atterward by acceſſe ot heate aduſt, the dileaſe becommetb very grie- - 
uous and rchement. No marucll therefore, it this abundance of moiſt hu- 
mours fall tothe v, and be pieſled downe with moiſture : and it the bloud 
be ſharper, then the Skala breake forth in theskinge , the rootes of the hates 
be conſumed, ſo that they tall. it exulceratctb the mouth, the palate, aad the 
polc ; it periſheth the icalpe of the braine, avd is the occaſion of mary other 
Symptomates, The caule of boarlenes of the voice, is humidity and excrements 
which do ſtopand let the waies of the voice. Fiftly,you may adde the tumours 
ot the glandules in the further part of the mouih; and when you lee this, be 
you out of doubt, that the infetiion of the dilcale is now confirmed. Fot the 
infected matter i now lent voto the head, which iscxpelled by his mn lor 
places, that is, glaodules. And fiukly, adde thereuoto the corruption of the 
palate of the mouth, and of the teeth: and when you ſee ibeſe, looke not to 

any greater fignes at the confirmation of ibis cuill. Is the ſeuenth place I put 
outragious andcontinuall paine, making the patient even to crie out: this 
beginoeth at the (wo add twentieth houre ot the artificial] day, and continueth 
not fully vntill midnight; and thele me ſt oxgucilous and extreme paincs ate 
cCauſed of a very moiſt and mahgne vapour, which rilech vp from the hner, and 
from ihe excremevts be acquued and gatbeied by cul nous iſlunent in eue 
part, & eipecially above ibe periefiion that is, the-rims which couet the boves 
of cuery part, And iothe eight place, I remen.ber corruption of the bores 
in the bead, and ia the armes, betore there appe ate any vlcet. How may you 
know the bones to be corrupted , the kinue reqzaimog whole and ſound, | 
will hereafter ſhew. In the nit th place you may add-rumonrs atber mat ow, 


that is tumours which yeeld atough ſum ie matter. I heſe of forme writers are 
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called Bumbetz or Gt. by a fimilitude tak ẽ of trees. For in Horb. Gale 
tumours do grow like the gumm es which iſſue out of trees, and this bappeneth 
either becauſe the party bhimſelſe 13 Bot well nouriſhed , and beaperb vp vn. 
excrements, or elle becauſe the Liver communicateth and ſender 
vnto it infected matter. We may adde here in the tenth and laſt place, mali 
vicersin all the parts of the body, which vlcerate the whole akinne, head, and 
all parrs, through abundance of offenſiue matter. To conclude, there ſucceed 
this diſeale ſometime their effects. a3 Afihme, which when it is come vpon a 
patient, it declateth him to be paſt cute. Therefore neuer put ſuch a ohe to 
paine by medicines or other meanes,for you ſhall neuer heale kim. Now will 
Ireachyou in procclle of time following, the wayes bow to aſſwage and cure 
all the Sympromates, which although they be very hard and rebellious to re.

Of pur ging of Morbus Gallic, 


H Auing thus fatre proceeded in this matter, we will vow come vnto the 
firſt ſcoge propoled, | meane euꝛcuatioa of the matter preſent is ſubſlan · 
tie, whecewnh is ioyned ferwor , out of the which groweth a bote diſtem- 
per and exerementous matter; firſt therefore natural! , aod that whenſocuer 
you go aboutto cure ibis dic ale: tor the verie Emperickes do that euer at 
the begiamog of theit cute. And becau e the preſent humot may offend ci · 
ther 11 qnantnie, or in qualitie , or in both, you oughi to vic diligent conſi de- 
ration therein. For if they oſtend in quantive opely, firſt we muſt giue him a 
lenitiue medicine, either of Caſſia, or ſirup. Roſ. ſol and after that open a veine, 
that the ebullition ot bloud in the liuer may ſo be tempered & aſſwaged. Se · 
condly, abate and dimidiſn the matter, whichrequireth fitſt to be altered by 
medicines, and afterwards to be expelled. Thirdly tor as much as the diſe ale 
happeneth by contagion, which contagion infefteth the liuet, voto the which as 
their fountaine all the humours haue their tecoutſe, it behoueth reuulſſon 
to be made from the inward parts vnto the outward, as in bloud letting it is. 
I ommit the gteatne ſle of the di.ca/e, which alſo indicatetkh Phlebotomy:burtbe 
three fut onely we take as indications of bloud letting, andihe veine ihat is 
ta he opened is Hepatice, in ibe tight arme, becauſe it is dire voto the parts 
affected. But vndei ſtand that lou time we may not vic this euacuatiou, be- 
caule in ibe beginniog of the diſea le (for the moſt pant) the patie mi is wont 
to haue Bobeses, which Bo ones becauſe they come from the Liver, expelling 
the (uperfluous ot vanaturall matter vato bis emuuctoiy place, if we ſhould 
cut the veine the patient having them vpon him, we might haply thereby 
duet and tutue backe the matter againe vpto the Liuer, to the danger of the 
patient. So that ia this caſe it is determined atongilearued men, thata veine 
ougbt not to be opened, leſt the matter (as I laid before) ſhould be dra une 


agune vnto the Liuet, and the diſeale made more davgerous and painfull. 


CHAP. VIL 
Of the preparation of bumors. 
Frer the patieot bath bene let bloud, as his ſtreugth may permit, the time 
well (cxuethto prepate his bhumoum : and for as much as in the beginning.

1* the cure of this diſeaſe, after evacuation is made, the ſtate at d tempera- 
ture of the inward parts by conuenient meanes altered the bodie prepared 
by the medicines before ſufficiently, and purged, aud afterward confirmed, 
and comforted againe as betore wo haue declared ; if we ſee the diſeaſe con. 
tioueſtill, and not yeeld to all this miniſtration , we ought then to come voto 
that which maketh the true arid certaine alteration ot the ward parts, and 
that of it ſelte hath a knowne vertue, both to alter and reſtore the Liuet to his 
paturall eſtate : and this is the decoction of Ligmm Guaicom, otherwile called 
L. gnum Indicum , and / ig num Sanctum, which medicine was found out by 
chance, and confirmed by great experience to cure this diſeale, the paticot ob. 
ſeruing a very ſleodet diet, and drinking the decoction, in which there is a yer. 


tue to Kteauate, and power to overcome this dileale, 


CHAP, IX. | | 

What ſort of that wood is to be choſen as beſt for this purpoſe, 
No” ſithence it is determined that for this purpoſe to vſe this wood is beft, 
it is neceſlarie to ſhew alſo the manner ot vſing this wood, concerning 
which you ought to oblerue theſe things. Firſt what manner wood, arid what 
maner rind is to be cholen for the beſt. Second!y the preparation : Thirdly the 
way of giuing it. Fourthly the order of dict to be vſed in miniitring it. Firſt 
concerning the election or choiſe of the wood I ſay it is not to be doubted, 
alwayes to chooſe that which is of moſt vertue, and that is Lignum ſanc tum 
which is yellowiſh and fatte, hauing ne blackneſſe ip it: and if we cannot haue 
this, let vs vic Goarcum, whereof there is more plentie, Moreouer, in both 
kinds of this wood the meane fort is beſt : we may haue it of a tree that is old, 
or of a yoog tree, or of atree of middle age, Icall thatthe meane ſort, which 
is not altogether blacke, nor for the greater part white, neither ſlender, nor 
groſſe. I chooſe this middle ſort, becauſe it hath more vnctuoſitie and oyliſh- · 
neſle in itthenthe other which is growne voto age. For itthe ſame vnctuoſitie 
doth mere abound in the yonger wood, it is more inconcoct and excremen, 
tous. Moreouer,we ought to chooſe that wbicb is beſt in teſpect of the diſeaſe, 
to wit, in a confirmed diſeaſe, the moſt vertufull and efficatious , as is Lignum 
ſanctam of middle age: but if the diſeaſe be not lo greatly confirmed, but hght 
and eaſie, we nay ve that which is of a more weaker operation, both in genere 
and ſpecie. Furthermore , regard muſt be had alſo of the patient his age, 
for in an old bodie, the old plant is moſt conuenient: for one that is yong, and 
ſtrong, the middle tort is to be cho en. Fifthly, in chooſisg this wood, we 
muſtconſider of the time of the yeare : for in a cold. ſeaſon, as in the Winter, 
weoughtto vie the botter, ſharper, and bitteret kind, which we may iudge 
by our {enies : inthe Sommer ume, thar which is leſſe ſharpe, and leaſt of all 
bitter, either of an old or yong tree, And the markes whereby we may diſ- 
cerne the beſt from the other , of the wood ofthe old pee, which bath ia 
1 


it great granting 6d blacknes, are thele: it is very bigge, and hath a groſſe and 
thicke riode, which ſo cleaueth vnto the wood, that beneath it cad with a koite 
be ſeparated. For as often as you lee the rinde to come eaſiby fromthe wood, 
it hath bene moiſtued with lalt water, and is of the worlt ſort. la the middle 
ſort of this wood, all thele things appeare in a meane. Beſides this, | would 
with you to tape alittle of this wood, and if in ſo doing you perceive bot a 
ſmell proceed from it, you may be bold to ſay, that it is either very old, ot cle 
corrupt. The third ſigne to chooſe this wood by, is, it ia tapiag it appeareth 
oyliſh, lo that the duſt thereof doth ſomewhat gliſtet. Fourihly, you may taſt 
of chat you haue raped in you mauth, and it it biteth the tongue forthwith, 
and aſtet ward yeeldeth a bitterneſſe, it is good. Fiftly, take and rape it, and if 
there appeateth in the ſubſtance thereof manifeſt pores and ſmall holes aiter 
you haue raped it, andoke luperficies remaincth not equall and ſound, it i of 
the worle ſort ; and if you make your decoction there, it is cleare, and nei · 
ther bitter not ſharpe in taſt. Sixthly, it ought to be choſen very ponderous 
& heauie. Seucathly ſee chat it be luch as hath not the whitiſh colour coclining 
to dimmednelle, neither hauing the veines of the white part blacke, but gree · 
pith,aod of dimme pale colour: for if it be otherwiſe, it is a token ot coi tup · 
tion. The laſt proofe of this wood is, to boile the tapings thereof, and if the 
decoction be thicke, veric bitter, and ſharpe, it is goog. The ſignes of good - 
neſſe in the rinde are theſe : Fuſt, that it be taken of a tree which is old, ot ot 
middle age, for that which commeth of a (mall bougb is naught ; and we 
know when it commeth of a middle age or old tree, tor it hath great peeces, 
and large cauities. Secondly it is required, that therinde be very thicke. Third · 
ly that it be very bard, Fourthly that on the iaſide it leemeth as it were blacke, 
ſprinckled with an afhe colour: and this is the colour of the moſt excellent 
batke, If withall in breaking it appearetb blacke but not hke voro Eben be 
ye {ure it is of the beſt ſort, 


CHAP. X. 
Of the decoflion of Cuaicum. 


"T7 e wood being thus raped, we come to his boyling, which we call deco- 
ction. And Wax, that, we ſhall note that the common iſe is, tor eue · 
I 


rie ounce of raped od, to adde a pound of water. But truth it is, il wedeale 
with a ladde or ſtrippling of tender yeates, ot hote complexion, and that in 
Sommer ſeaſon, we muſt vie for euety ounce of tbe wood, to take one pound 
and a halfe of waicr, But the common cuſtome is ( as 1 laid) for eue: j ounce 
of the ſaid wood, to take one pound of wet. Therefore ia making tbe deco- 
Qion we ate wont to take one pound of the raped wood.and twelue pounds of 
the water, except in the Sommer ſeaſon when the ſitupe cannot be kept : and 
then we take Lignem, EM of water, Ip. j. Alſo in the Wiater time we take of 
the wood raped, ſh. 1.15. of, water eighteene pounds, In the middle ſeaſons or 
times betwirt both theſe one pound of the wood, & twelue pounds of wa'er. 
But you mult take and maceratc or infuſe ths wood twelue houres before, or 


ometimes more, lomętimes leſſe while. Some intule the wood in cold water. 


3 Tu Guaicem is boiled not onely fingle and by it ſelfe, ( as 1 haue ſhewed 
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but T like not that way: for if you marke the difference which is betwerne the 
decoctiou made aſter the infuſion of cold water, and that which is made after 


the wood is infuſed in hote water, you ſhall ind the laſt far more ſharper,more 


bitter, and more thicker, Therefore hardly let it be infuſed in water which 
in made euen ſeethiog bote, Moreoner,I wiſh that you ſtoppe your pot very 
cloſely, and ſet it io a place amongſt Branne,courring it vp euen vnto the mid. 
dle part in the {aid Branne:for by this meanes it long time retainech his beate, 
Beſides this, encompaſſe itreund about with linen clothes, that it may be 
perfectly macerated, aud the decoction haue bis requiſite ſtrength, and to be 
boyled in a ve ſſell offtone, or of earth well glaſed withio; thoſe vellels of 
ꝑlaſſe ↄte beſt of all. And note you furthermore, thit this decotion way be 
made two diuerſe waies, to wit, by drie fire, or in Balnes Marie, which is the 
more excellent way: forthe decoction will be farre better, and worke bettet 
effect, and ſooner Allo chooſe your veſſell having as ſmall a mouth as may be, 
and boile your liquor therein, the top being cloſe ſtopped, and keepe it in boi« 
ling continually : let it boi e till halfe be waſted, as the common vſe is: ſome 
will boile it till three parts be conſumed, to haue it dric more. This is the rule 
for boiling this decoction, which when it is boiled, ſometime is ſuftcred to 
coole before it be ſtrained, and ſome ſtraine it whiles it is yet boiling hot, that 
the wood make not the decoction thicke or groſſe with his ſubſtance, I thinke 
it no matter whether it be cle auſed bote or cold, aud this is the making of this 
firſt decoction. The ſpume or froth thereof muſt be gathered ſor that purpoſe, 
which hereafter I will declare. The ſecond decoction is made in this wiſe ; we 
take the ſame wood ( without macerating it any more) and boile it againe in 
the ſame quantity of water (as cuſtome is) that it boile voto the conſumption 
of the thing part: ſo that of twelue pounds, after boiling there remaine eight, 
But in the ſecond decoction we vſe to increaſe the quantitic of this water: for 
ſometime we adde eighteene pounds of water, ſometime fiftecne, and this we 
are accuſtomed to do when we haue a patient that is giuen to drinke much. 
Secondly, we increaſe the deſis of the watet, if it be in the Sommer ſeaſon, for 
then the patients are compelled to dripke betweene dinner and ſupper. And 
this is to be druoke at dinner and ſupper,or(it need be)at any time of the day, 
Neuertheleſſe ye ſhall vaderftand, ſome Phyſitions do giue the firſt decotion 
euco at dinner and ſupper alſo , and fo they make but one decoction onely: 
but this vſe is but rare, and when they will drie vebemeptly. One thing I muſt 
adde, which is this that in Jeane and weake perſons we vic to prepare this wood 
to be giuen with the broth of Veale, of a chicken, or a bird, ſo that the broth 
be not fat. It is boiled after the manner aforeſaid : and this Lthought neceſſary 
. et you vnderftand; Thus much may tuffice the fimple for making of theſe 
ecoctions. | | 


CA. XI. 
Of making the compound decoflion: of chu wood. 


efore) bu alſo dinerſe otherthings ia boiling are mixed and a 
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ded therewith dinerfly. Firſt I will declare vnto you thoſe decoctions which 
be made of this wood moſt fiogly; afrerwards others, which becauſe they 
haue more things added vato them, 7 compound decoctons of 
this wood, The moſt fimple or ſingle decoction is made of rhe rinde ol the 
wood, and pute water onely. And this fimple decoction the beſt Phyfitions do 
ve,when they will make the decoRion ſtrong. The forme of making it is this. 
We take the ſame quamiity of the wood Guaicum and the fone of water which 
is declared inthe chapter before, aud we adde voto the ſame the barke or rind 
of Guajcum which bath so determinate quantities;for ſomtime we put i. ſom - 
time 3. ſometime 4, ounces vnto one pound of the woad, and tor halfe an 
ounce of the rinde we adde 4 pounds of water:asfor example, admit the quan- 
rity of the wood be t. h. the quantity of the rind, ⁊ ij. the quiouty of water 
Niall de 16 pounds. But when we will have the medicine of great operation Je 
fireogth, we rake of the wood i. pound, of the rinde, vj. & of water, ff;.18, we 
beate the rind into groſſe powder, & afterward fieepit in the water 24 boures, 
then boile we it to the conſumptiou of the 3. part. ia ſuch wile as is (aid of the 
ſimple decoction. Ia certaine places they prepare & make this decoction with 
wine : the forme ot preparing it is this: Ry,Guaici, i. pound porricys eius halſe 
a pound, water h. 18, let thele be infu'edrogerber according to art, afterward 
boile them to the conſumprion of 2,07 3. parts, ſo that 6, pounds onely of the 
decoction do remaine, This done, they adde thereto ot ſtrong white wide, 
which they boile a litle, and then ſtrame it, and vſe it as before, Sometime it 
happeneth (by the weakoes or vice of the patient his ſtomacke) cht the whole 
decocton is calt vp againe : therefore that it may pierce the ſoonet, we adde 
wine thereto, but it the patient can receiue and tetaine it without wine, it were 
the better way. Vet haue we another decothon of this wood which is more 
compounded. which is thut Re.ligns Guaici: ff: corticł ci . aque Ih. 
18. theſe be infu ed according to art, ſbes they boileto the conſumption of 
the 3. parti hen we adde to it cada beneiſit t-, which is much vſed, Camedri> 
os Betonice of each of thele herbs a handfull. Agne they boile it even til che 
one balfe be waſted : ſo that of the whole decoctiou remaineth no more then 
6. pounds. Then we adde thereto againe of wine 3. pints, and after i. walme ot 
2. boyling we cleanſe or firaine it. R. ihe ſame'wood, the lame tind, and the 
{ame water in quantity, infuſe and boile them after the ſame mane:: then adde 
of Roſemary, Fe vicwl!, Sterhady Retonic e, ana. Ni. j. ScinejAnmile, ⁊ j. let theſe 
boyle to the con umption of the halſe pat, ſo thzt there remaine of the liquot 
but 6 pounds, aud theteto adde 3.piats of wine, aſtet the manct᷑ afotei aid. Laſt- 
ly, we make it another way, as thus. Ry. the ſame quantity of the wood and 
719d whereof we ſpake before,and adde ot the rootes of Ina Campans, of the 
roots of Altheaof the dry pots of Irees, ana, 2. j. of Maideobaire, of ae;

CHAP. XII. 
Of the time conuenient to giue thy deco ion. 


B at hat time is this decoctiou to be giuenCertes the moſt meete time is 
che Spring time; for although we tequire ia the working thereof, beate, 
ſweate, avd much digeſtion of cxcrements , yet the heate of Sommer is ioo 
great, the bodies are thereby reſolued avd made faint, Therefore the middle 
Spring,& the beginnipg of Sommer is moſt conuenient. Next yoto the Spr 

is the Autumne; as forthe Sommer and Winter they be ſeaſons vnſit tor tbe 
one for his greatheate, andthe other for bis cxcefle of cold. And if of theſe 
two l muſt needs ehuſe one, yet | would rather chuſe the Winter; tor in the 
Winter ſeaſon we may haue good fires, the chamber may be made cloſe and 
war me Therefore concerning the time remember alwayes the Spring is belt, 
the Autumne next, the Winter next, andthe Sommer woiſt ot all, 


CHAP. XIII. 
Of the place where this decoctios is to be giuen. 


VV. may not conueniently giue this decoction in euery place. Our an- 
ceſtors the Phyſitions tbat lided before the laſt 40. yeares, were wont 
to keepe their patients in darkneſſe, as it were in a dungeon, for the ſpace of 
40. daies, pining them euen voto bones: and they did well, fo etuell, fo fierce, 
and outragious was then this diſeaſe, But now ſithence it is become more 
mecke and tollerable, Phyſitions ought not to deale lo bardly with all, There» 
fore we keepe our patients in a chambet, where is ſomewhat diier ground, not 
opeu vatothe winds,the windowes cloſed in with paper or linnen clothes, the 
dotcs not altogether kept cloſe. | | 
CHAP. XIIII. 
What quantity of the decottion is to be rain nee. 
TY meaſering the quantitie we obſcrue theſerbiags. Firſt, how great the affect 
is ; ſor it it be great and tebellious, then muſt a great quantity of this potion 
be giueo : if the aflect be not great, the quantity thould be leſſe. Voto a child 
we miniſter a ſmaller quantity then to one of full growth, Alſo conſideration 
oughtto be had of the complexion of the patientz if bis temperament be bote, 
a hile quantii if it be cold,a greatquantity is to be giuen. lf the ſtomacke be 
weake,we giue a very ſmall quanrity;it the ſtomack be ets. any gige a great 
quantity. This quantity is giuen (when it is large)by 2.firups,but when it is lis 
by one ſuupe only;our limigs are ftõ 3 iiij.yngo 3. . In a child, from eg 
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perſon, the diſeaſe allo being rebellous, we proceed not aboue 15 and 
quantity we ſeldome vie in any. Moreouet, you muſt obſerve 3 rule, ibat 
is to giue 2 greater quantity alwaycs of the ſirupe in the morning then in the 
euening, becaule in the morning the ſtomack is empty. & ia the vight becauſe 
of ſleepe, ihe force thereot is greater, Agaioethis is to be obſerued, in the 1, & 
2 day we giue Do more, but each day once of the day, which is inthe morning. 
and like wiſe in the end of the diet. But after we giue the ſirupe twiſe a day, to 
wit, motuiog and eucning, at a cettaine houre, without failing or breaking of 
time. 
How many daje: this decoftion is to be recciued. 


He queſtion hath bene to giue the decoction of Guaicem the ſpace of 
totiy dayes, becauſe this Morbus Gallicus is Morbus erronicus,alog di eaſe, 
requiring there forte a long cute. But this time ſetueth when the dileale is in a 
meave berweene confirmed and beginning, Iſit be but M erbos incipiens, we 
ſcarcely prolong the vie of this decoction till the thirtieth dry, or the ſiue and 
twentieth day; but when the diſeaſe is inueterate, we caſt not to giue it in Fe- 
ratro, vntill the 60, day. Whereby ſhall we know certaioly when to leaue the 
vic of this decoctiou? Truly when we fee that all Sympromata be ceafled and 
one, and it they be ceaſled at the ſitteene dayes end, let vs leaue the vie ofthe 
. not, let vs continue it ſtill, vntill the Symtemata be all gone. But if al: 
ter we haue giuen it forty dayes, the Symptomata cealle not, yet leaue not off 
as yet for all that, but continue it ſtill , preſcribiog to the patient vitus nobi- 
lium, and let him till an hundred dayes be expired drioke of the decoction, leſt 
the diſeale returoe,or be confirmed more. And ye ſhall vaderſtand, there be 
two rebellious Symptomates, which if they remaine, you not for any per- 
feR cure. The one tort of theſe be certaive callous and hard ſcarres, we Eogliſh 
men terme them the buttons of Nags, for they be certaine ſcarres like indeed 
vnto buttons, and except the patient kontinue this decoction till theſe be per- 
fectly cured,it is alwayes to be teared that the diſcaſe will againe teturbe. The 
other rebellious Sympromata, is Gonorrhoia Gallica, which if it ceaſſeth not 
tbrough the vie of the decoction or other medicine, of which I will ſpeake 
hereafter, the dileaſe alſo endureth, Therefore ſee that after forty dayes, yet 
they drinke doe of the decoctions.

CHAP. XIX. 
Of Excrements, 


Ne” am I come to that part of my Treatiſe wherein I haue to ſpeake of 
Excrements And concerning this matter, firſt you ſhall voderſtand, there 
be two kinds ot Excrements,which are to be regarded and conſidered of. The 
one is Excrementum ſiccum, that is to ſay, the ordure , whereof l haue ſpoken. 
The other kinde of excremenrs wbercby the body is purged, being of three 
ſorts,is auoided ſometime by vrioc, ſometime by ſweat, ſometime by purging 
medicines, Although (io this caſe) it be not peceſlary that the mattet be pur- 

ed, but that the ioward affected part be altered , yet euacuatioo is good by 
the way of vrine: very good it were indeed, but no Phyſitious haue 
that way, For (be it neuet ſo good) they haue thought it incopucmicnt to lend 
ſach bore matter vnto the reines,elpecially if the patient haue Genorrboia: for 
then afluredly the diſeaſe ſhall be exaſperated, and more hurt then commodi- 
ty will thereupos enſue. To drive forth by ſweat, Phyfitions do their diligence, 
for a large ſweat diflolueth the matter of that diſcale. Some therefore do tur. 
| ther and prouoke this [weatiog after the moſt ſimple and common way, that 
i, by coucriog the patient well with clothes, coucring the patients bead, by 
laying bim in a bore bed,and giuing bim his decoctiou warme to drinłke (the 
bead of the patient beiog covered, 1 doubt whether that will do hui t or uay ) 
can commend it in ſuch patients as haue not the bead very hote and ſweating 
already: allo ſuch as haue puſtulet, and do teare the ſhedding of their baire.O- 
chers take bread hote out ot the ouen, and apply it to the backe and ſides of the 
patient, hat by the moiſt beate thereof.they might the more eaſily ſweat.l like 
not ibis device; tot the breadis intected thereby, & thereſoretbis is not good. 
Some vic to lay a warme bricke ſprinkled with wine or verivice, and wrapped 
vp ia clothes, and this is a good commendable way, obſcruingget this rule for 
the ele thereof, that you omir it in ſuch perſoot as have Rhagaderin ther feet,” 
in ſuch you muſt lay no brick to thei ſeet in any wile, The laſt way of voiding 
cxcrements , is to tepell them by the ſege. * Guaicom pouou 13 wont 
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ſomerime to worke that effect, but ſometime it doth not. The moſt pam o 
Phyſitions do( in th caſe) cõᷣ mend euacuation made with conuenient diſtance 
ot ume by pur getiue medicines : wherefore it very great euacuatos be made 
by we ats let thery euety eight day be purged: if they ſweate not plenteouſly, 
then purge them ottener, euer third or ſourib day, ia the name of God: and 
che pu: gati ons which we in this caſe do vſe, be according tothe bumors which 
do molt abound, as lometime with pils, with Sena, Epithymo,Hermodattylu:and 
ſometime with Ele Ctuaries, as cenfecſio Hamech, Diacatholicon, and ſuch other 
like, as vou may find plenty in the firſt and lecond bookes, if you looke care, 
fully ia chem tor medicines for the purpole which you would haue auoided. 


CHAP. XX. l 
Of Diet to be obſerued in this cure. 


No are we come to ſpeake of the diet tobe vſedgwbile this decoſtion is 
io taking. This diet is ordained alwayes flendet touching the quadtity, 
aud drying: and it conſiſteth in bisket, which we giue vnto the patient firſt and 
betore other things, to the intent the meate taken after it might the leſſe mois 
nen. (aud ſo it helpeth much to the cure of the tumours which belong to this 
diſe ale) and alio becauſe this bisket bread tartieth longer in eating, and yet the 
patients appetite is ſomewhat ſtayed: and it ihe ſtomacke be very weake, per. 
mn bim to cate common breath of the very beſt. His meate muſt be roſted 
aod excellent good; ( bickens,Rabbets, Mutton, Patiiches, and ſuch like. And 
when he doth purge, let his meate be boyled that day; once, twile, ot ibo ile 
the weeks let him haue to bis ſupper bread and great Raiſins, as you like 
his ſtrength. dome do miniſter Corants, which I commend, But whea the ex- 
crements of the body are daily auoided by abundance of ſweat, ſo that we m 
bope the patient ſhall that way be perfectly purged, then | thinke beſt to giue 
no purging medicines; tor nature her ſelfe expeileth them to the skinne, io 
be euacuated that way by ſweate, whoſe worke ſheuld by purgatiue medicines 
partly be hindered. It his lweate be not lufficient, then it is beſt to vie purgiog, 
of what kind you thinke beſt (as be tote) For his ordinary diinke at meales 
and other times, let him vie the ſecond decoctien, whereof let him take as 
much at be will. But do not you beleeue the more they drinke the ſooner th 
ſhall be cured of this diſeaſe, And it they carnot driske the ſocond decoctioa 
we muſt ſuffer them to take ſome ale or beete, but let it not be very fir 

in ary caſe. The time ot che diet being expired, we ought forthwith to ob» 
ferue whether the liver be too hote yea or no it it be fo, then preſcribe a me. 
dicive to qualifie the diſtewper,asthus.Take conſerves of Roſes, ol Borage or 
of Violets, ot ſuch like, whereof you may fiod plenty in out former bookes,

The decoctioa is kept warme in a pot, fetenbervpoa 
the embers or the hote coales, for if itremaineth not luke warme, it waxeth 
ſowre, But obletue that the de coction he mae in a veſſell with a very nar- 
row mouth - and the lame ftoppederaQly wh carke, while it is in boyling. 
Ofthis decoion we giucin maber ot a ſirupe in ibe morning 5 x or ⁊ij in the 
eue ming as much. The ftomacke liketh weil thereof, for it is a pleaſant drinkes 
ſometime we permit the patient to drinke'wine if be haue bene accuſtomed 
to wine, ot elle to common ale at his meare, it he be weake,or elſe not. Their 
diet is common bread ot the beſt, and ficſh bath ſodden and rofted in modes 
rate quantity. No purging medicine is to he guen betore the end thereof, and 
ſo the decoction is duly made: for ot 1wo pound (which, as 1 told you inthe 
end of the laſt Chapters the full-Deps ot the racte) we take daily two ouncæ 
and ſo the whole laſteth twelue-dayes.

Such a clyſter is to be giuen al- 
waics before cliſters teſttaining, bioding and conſoli dating by meanes where - 
of the thing is made prompt and cafie, A clifter conſolidating is made when 
the filthinetſe of the bowels is not purged aad tried out, becauſe that is dead- 
ly: and therefore there needeth no cliſter , but that prognoſtication is ſuffici- 
ent, Re. of the iuyce of Plantaide, Arnogloſſs, and Purſlaine, ana ounces three, 
of Bolearmoniacke, Sangois Draconi, and 4mylum, ana, dtamme one and a 
balfe: or the tallow of a male or female Goate one dtamme, ot one ounce & 
a halte, aud make a cliſter. And becauſe Goates tallow cannot well diſlolue, 
but almoſt 2 it congealeth and hatdeneih together in the bowels of 


the licke, therefore it may be and ought to be diſſoſued with a little oile of 


Roſes, and then it need not be feared for vicers. Alſo oĩotments conſolida - 
ting (a3 is Vnguontum album) ſometime ate made liquide and mixed, md ipe- 
cially when the vlcers be nigh, or in the great guttes. Sometime in the ſtead of 
wyces may cliſters be made of milke verie well for his whey portion, which 
doth reftraine and conſolidate. Oftentimes both in theſe and in teſttainiog

A Sy- 
rupe is good and profitable to digeſt bumours before a purgation, that they 
may the caſter and better obey the purgation Therefore they ate vied ofmany 
Phyſitions to be giuen betore medicines, athough we haue not read that old 
ptactitioners did obſerue it, but they did commute the digeſtion of humouti 
wbolly to aature. Looke the comment, Aphoriſm.g.Lib.z. When any man will 
purge the body, it behouetb to make it lowiog. Truly Hippocrates would 
do thus, ſayivg, that the concoct and digeſt matter ought to be healed and 
moued, and not the crude and raw matter, And Galen ad Glanconem libro pri- 
mo, (peaking of the cure of Tertiana Notha, would got haue Wormewood to 
be giuen till the ſeuenth day. Therefore it doth appeare for a ituib that ſirupes 
ought rather to be giuen for the humourt Jeft after a purgation, then for their 
digeſtion and coction. But many do obſerue aud vie,thathumors being groſſe 
add claminy, and viſcous, may by ſirupes that do attenuate, cut, and diuide, 
bc preparcd and made eaſie to avoidiog and purgiog; they call this digeſting 
of humouts. Cold and clcauing kumours arc prepared with ficupes that be firupe dige- 
bote, cutting and ſcouriag; as to digeſtrheumey matter, ſuch as is ateauer quo · % of rhows 
tidian, and to prepare it to the purging, Ry. the five rootes apertiue , made a, Air 
cleave, and tempered in vineget foure houres,aoa F {5 or 3; ij. ot the tind o 
Origan, Calamint, Hyſope, Betony, and Germander, ana.

(as Meſua doth witoefle) called it Medic nam familia, the medicine of his fa · 
milie or houſhold. Therefore it may not well be giuen to thoſe that haue 
paine in the bowels, becauſe it maketh a flute that would not be vnleſſe that 
cauſed, and therefore I couaſell in ſuch caſes, to take away Agaricke. Fur. 
thermore vote, that Cammomill may aptly and well be put ioto thoſe deco · 
ions, although the vſe of it is rate, and ſeldome ſeene amongſt tions, yet 
it is manifeſt , that the onely decoction of it in the broth of i Chicken ot Ca- 
pon, is excellent profitable againſt all inward griefes, and ſpeciall for thoſe 
which haue the Cholicke and the Frenfie (as many haue proued it, to the 
preſeruation of theit health.) The water of the diſtillation of Cammo mill is 
miniſtred for the ſame putpoſe but yet the decoction thereof is of more and 
better effect then the diſtillation of it. The bittetneſſe of the detcoction may be 
mitigated with Sugar if it be for dilieate perſons. Allo the decoction of a 
Cocke may conuenienutiy be ginen for diſeaſes in the breaft and of Dyſpnaas, 
if medicines pectotall be decoR withut: as, Re of Hylope, of Enola *

an Electuarie made in lozenges or in tables, 


CHAP. VIII. 
Of making Bolus. 
Or vs inEngliſh is called a morſell. Itis a medicioe laxatiue, in forme 
and faſhion it is meanely whole, and it is ſwallowed by little gobbers. It is 
made of diuerſe things, by reaſon of avoiding and purgiog diverſe humouts: 
but the plaineſt and ſimpleſt way of making it, is of Medulla, Caſſia fiſuls, 
new drawue out of a cane or reede, fire drtammes or an ounce, of Sugarſo 
much as lufficeth, and make a bole. But if it be feared that Caſſie will do hurt, 
as if great paiue be in the bowels , whereby times it prouoketh ſwoun- 
ding, as ſome do that haue but weake and 414 to ſuch Caſſia is not 
to be miniſtred, neither by bole dor by cliſters, And for that cauſe the ficke 
perſon muſt be asked how he feeleth himſelfe before ir be miniſtred voto 
him, Truly many authors do thinke, that this hurt which A bring, 
may be taken away , if there be added to it lome graines of Barberies, or du- 
gat roſct : for they are of this mind, that through rheir ftipricitie the belly and 
the bowels arejtrengtbened,, and the paige impedite aod letted, which Caffe 
doth cauſc by his clammineſſe and mollifying ſoftneffe. There be others tha 
do mixc ſome lazatiue with Caſa, that it may quicken the Cownefle of B o. 
peration, & that ii deſcending, may the ſooner flide away & be anoided. Boles

Pilule Aggregation after the de · 
ſcription of Meſua de Agarico, de Rhubarbaro; Stomachice de Hiera ſimfliei, ie 
Hera compeſta which teſpecteth the head; Cocciæ ot c ocehiæ, which are ſo eal · 
led of Granit Cocci, and not of the head, as ſom: think :; Pilule auree Elephan · 
Line, Sine quibus, de Hermodactylis maior & minor, de Serapina, de Sarcolla; 
Truly the toure kinds of pils laſt receited ,, are moſt apprepriate and apreein 
agaioft corrupt and ſtmking humours: of the which vertue allo be Arthetice 
maores c minoret when rheume reigneth, but theſe when choler reigneth in 
the diſeaſes of the ioynts: then alio the pils of Hermedattylis maior and minor 
are dedicated and midiſtred Fils that do onely void pure cholet, and purge it, 
there ate a thouſand to be fouud, but many of them baue more reſpc ct io ibe 
auoidipg of filthie and baſtardly cholet, or that which is greatly mixed with 
rheume as Pilule de Rheubarbaro, de Hiera ſimplici, Aggregatiue , de Agarico, 
Ante-cibum, Imteriales.

CHAP. X 
Of making Apozema. 


AN Apozema is a decoftion of mediciges gently made for the concoQion 
and digeſtion of bumours, or for preparation of them, and ſometime for 


euacuation avdpurging. It may be made diuerſe, and tor diuerie intents and 
purpoſcs: as to make hote and to niake cold, to make moiſt, and to make dric, 
to looſen and open, to reſtraine and biod, to attenuate and make thinne, to 
make grofle and thicke, to menſtruis and vrine. Of medicines parii- 


cular and conuenient, aud ot their rootes, fruites, & ſeedes (and other, as it ſhall 
ſeeme mecte and expedient for your purpoſe.) la effect av ApoZeme doth not 
differ from a firupe, but in boiliog3for firupes are wont to be boyled long, and 
to the perfection, but an Apozema is boyled eaſily and little. Therefore, ſirupet 
may be long kept, and Apozemes may be kept but a few daies. N. of Succery, 
Endiue, ca cute add Adiantum, ana. M. (2. of the rootes of Sorrell, and of Gras 
men, ana 3. G. the foure great cold ſeedes made cleane, ana. g. j. of the three 
cordiall flowers, ana. p. j. make a decoQion of ſh̊ fg. la the ſtraining diffolue fi- 
rupes of Violets, of Syrupus aſetoſus, ot firupes of Lin ons, or alio white Su-

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other humors,the matter and effect whereef muſt be ſought out ofthe bead of 
the ſirupes. Note that in the coofeftion and making of Apozema, for Z.ti of at 
the meſt for Z. in ol the decodion it is ſufficitntto adde.

Allo there be made Apozemes laxative, as there be firupes lazatiue, adding to 
laxative things in that decoction, ot iotuficg them ia it aſter the decoQion is 
made. Looke in the title of ſitupes tor the example, for they be like them 
(this onely excepted as we (aid before ) that an Apozema after the diſſoluing 
oi the Sugar or ſirupe in it, ought pot to be boiled any longer.

Aud isabaine, the vic whereof was common and often am 

old practitionets, but now it is rare and ſeldume, and not at all vied al- 
moſt, except it be in certaine diſeaſes, as in an vniucriall Goute , in the Pal - 
ſey, and in conſuming Feauers. But againſt the Gouce and the Palfey naturall 
b:ines ate conuenieut, in the which, although there be penurie and lacke of 
thuigs yet we may make things artificial, and cunningly picpared,with bot» 
hng together in water, herhes, roots, {ecds,flgures, and allo many mettals, as 
it ſhal} ſ-eme requiſite tor the diſeaſe. But Semicupium, which in Latine is cal. 
led Iwſeſſum, is a pazticulat bath, which is applyed for paines of the Netrefie, 
fot the Cholicke, and tor the Iliacke, Jo that they come not by tcaſon of an 
impoſtume. lt is profitable ag aiaſt diſeaſes of the belly and wombe for it is 
a couucuic nt aide and defence to prouoke mepſtruis , and to amend the di- 
ſte c per of the wombe, Now tolloweth the forme of Semicupium, when we 
would in the Nefreticke dileaſe, haue the pores and pallages of the body en- 
lar ged aud made loft and plaine, and alſo to ceaſſe the paine as thay; N. the 
raotes of hel J. ivy, the lewes of Maluæ, Biſmalus, and Panietaric, the 
floures o Cammo mill and Melilote, the tops of Dill, ana M. i.of Origan, 
Calamint, Betony, and Sothernwood, aua. M. j. leeds of Flaxe and Fennell, 
ana $ ij. of cleave Brann, p. iiij. boile all theſe in a bag in ſufficievt water for a 
Sem cupium. Note allo that one who bath the Nefreſie may enter a bath before 
he hathreceiued a clifter, If the paine ot the C holicke or the Netrefie ſeeme 
to come of much ventoſitie or of a cold humour, which ſeemeth to haue need 
of caleſactien, and attenuation or thinaeſſe, with ĩt ciſion and cutting; make a 
Semicupem thus, R. Orizan, Calamint, tops of Dill and of Cammomill, 
ana N. ij. Fenugreeke, Carawayes, Anniſe and Fenoell, ana. Fij. Laurell ber- 
ries, $ {$. And it there be more licknelles and cauſes wrapped in with the a- 
foreſaid grietes, you may adde too ſuch medicines as be miEcte for your pur» 
pole, at it there he any oced of molliſy mg & making ſoit, the leaues of Mal- 
»e, Biſmau. atietaty, and Violets will worke that effect. If you iudge it ne- 
ceſſary to make inciſion or to open the pores and paſlages of the body, adde 
too oſ the roote of Spinach, Bre ſcus, aud Apium; knit them in a little bagge and 
ſeeth them for a Senneſpium. Likewiſe to provoke menſtruis, make In/eſſus 
or Semicupia, putting in medicines meete and apt to prouoke manſtruis, as 
Mugwort,Sauein, Herebound, Nux Cupreſſi, and lunipet bertics; of all thele

Alo it is goog againſt coplumptions, which cau diſtempers 
and ſtoppinęs of the liucr : morcouer againſt the beginoings of knobbes and 
kernels, to which ( it they be come 01th ) there mutt be applycd mollifica- 
tives, and things that do loolen and vnbinde. Allo there be Epuhemes that be 
made for mavy purpoles of the ftomacke: firſtto ſtrengthen the ſtomacke 
that it receive not the ſup:rfluitics comming from other places, and then the 
Epithemne is made of ſtipticke thiogs. Second!y to correct and amend the di- 
ſtemper ofthe ſtomacke. And thirdly they ſerue to ceaſſe the paines that are 
cauſed by the nature and condition of that grieſe + miniſtring duely to the 
contrary of the matter, as ibe cauſe ſhall require. The making of the firſt ia- 
tent, that the ſtomacke may be deliueted from flowings of bumoursto it, and 
may be preſetued lafely , that it ſhall not ſuffer inflammation , or courſe ot e- 
uill bumours. R. red Roles, p.ij.ot Araogloſſa and Piantaine, ava. M. q the 
tops of Wormewood, M. j. the third part, all the Saundets, ana 3;. ij ted Corall, 
3. ij put all theſe is alittle bag, and make a decoction in (ufhcient quantity

There 
be Epithemes good for the ſtomacke made of oile, as oile ol Roſes, Cammo + 
mill, Wormewood, Maſticke, and Mirtles, Note that in all Epubemes, tor 
what intent iGeuet they be miniſtred , you muſt mite ſomething with them 
that way preſcrue and keepe the eſſence and ſtrength of the member that the 
Epnheme is laied too, as Galen commandeth and teacheth in many places, to 
be obletued and done like wiſe in medicibes taken inwardly. But Epithems

And firſt of the forme of a Cataplaſme for the cute of Oedo- 
ma (which is a batch of flegmaticke matter, or an impoſtume without gricteY 
io the which euill it js necefſary to haue remolltion with di'cuſfion, or ( a8 
they lay) reloluia . loolening and ceaſſing ef paine, as thus: N. the leaues of 
Malue,Biſmalue,and Violets, aua. M. j. or V. f̃. the root of Althea. the roote of 
white Lillies,& the roote of !reos that is, Floute de luce. ana. ⁊ B. ot Ti flowers 
of Cammowill, Melilot and tops of Dill, aaa p. i ſeed of flaxe, and of Fenu- 
greeke, or rather meale of Flaxe ſced, meale of Fenugeeke, and meale of 
Buley, ana. 5 fl. or 3 j. ot you may mealure it by little handfuls; Comia, 3 i. 
Laurell berries, 3. i. Saffron. Q. i or 3 f. ol Duckes greale, Gooſe greale, the 
marrow of Calues ſhankes, ſte ſh huttet, oile ot Lillies, and oile of lreos, aba. as 
much as lufficeth; make a Cataplalma. In this plaiſter are contained three 
intents and purpoles: that is, mollifying, difloluing, and ceafling of paine, as 
may be kaowne by the matter contained in it, The quantity of mollificativer 
ought to be moſt, it there be greateſt oeede of mollityiog, aad the quantity of 
diſloluers ought to be moſt, if there need to be great diſſoluing, and lo bke» 
wile of ccafſiag of paine. Therefore in the beginning of Oedema, as allo in the 
begingiog of euery abſceſſion or courſe of ill humourt, you muſt commire to. 
ether with mollificatives ſome repercuſiiuc remedie,wherewith the member 
may be comforted. lu the beginning of the augmentivg, take molt temolli- 
tives, & feweſt diſcuſſiues. lu the beginning of the augmenting & ſtate of tbe 
dilcale, take of both alike much. lo the decligation, take and apply onely dil. 
ſolgers and looſeners, lu the making of this preſent plaiſter, you mult put ivto 
it oo ſtipticke ihing: but it you do put is any, pot it in ar the beginning of the 
flowing of the bumour. But what medicines they be that haue ſtipticke vertue, 
and wbich do comfort the member, and ulſo which do mollfic, and diflolue, 
you muſt ſeeke them ia the tables of authors, 28 Arnaldus and Sauanarola, bd 
luchlike. Alſo there bc plaifters made without oyle or greace, as is that come 
mon thipg of crummes ot bread ſteeped in cowes wilke, anda little ſodden 
rogether with whites of egges, oftentimes mixed with a lutle Saffron, as ten 
or twelue chiues.

Emplaiſtcrs tor the liuet, tor the allayiog ot cuery diſtemper of it, to looſen the 
obſttuctious thereof, and to ſtrengthen it allo, as in this example following.

nels, ſpecially in the liuet, in the ipleene, and in the ſtomacke. The vertue of 


oyntments tor other purpoles and tut other members, belonꝑiog to ſutgery, 
the forme and making whereof is to be ſought out ofthe Antidotaries, The 
forme ot anoyntment to mitigate the paine of the ſtomacke cauſed of cold,or 
by the preſence of ſome ſuch like ſubſtance, is in this manner R. oiles of Ma- 


ſucke, dpike and Wormwood,ana 5. G. Cloucs,Xylo Aloes, Maces, & calm 
aro- 
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crematicus, ana. O. j. alia moſchata, 3. j. or $4". ifhe be rich, becaufe ofthe 
dearenelle theteot, or new Ware as much as lofficeth, make an ointment for 
the ſtomacke, and a Scutwm with cotton, and with bands, as it oughtto be, and 
lay ĩt vpon the ſtomack after the annointing. But to ceaſſe the paine in the ſto- 
macke coming of a hote cauſe ; as oi flowiug of choler, which often chancerh 
in teauers, vie this ointwent. N. oile of Roſes, 2. j oyle of Mirtles, ot elle of Alind. 
Quiaces, J (3, white Sanders & red, ava, Q ij. or G. new waxe waſhed in Es- 
due watet, ot in Roſe water as much as ufficeth, and make an ointment forthe 
ſtowacke. And make a Scatam of cotton, and apply it to the ſtomacke aſter 
the annointing. In oiniments we do exceed or paſte the quantity of 8. j tis 
allo to be noted, that ſome do waſh oiles with the wyce or the water of diſtilla- 
tion of cold herbs in a hote cauſe, or in hote iuyces in a cold cauſe ot dilcale. 
Motcouer note, tbat many do thinke, that there ſhould be no ointment not ce· 
rate applied to the ſtomacke without Galiogale , neither to the heart without 
Mace or Saffron, neither to the braine without Spice Arabica, nor to the liuet 
without 5podium,orSaunders,or Wormewood, or other ſuch like things, thin- 
king verily the nature of the member to be preſerued with reftraipers, but 
yet not alwayes iu the forenamed medicices, For the law and method is to be 
kept in all cauſes of cootrariety , which ſliould be broken in medicines, it Ga. 
lngale were added to the aforeſaid medicine, becaule Galingals is hote, For 
truly the nature of the ſtomacke is ſtrengthened ſufficiemly by the commiriog 
together of ſtipticke things which are put into the aforeſaid ontment, becaule 
truly they be temperate in heate, as it appearcth by their nature. Now followeth 
an ointment very profitable for bardoeſſe and knots of the luer or ſpleene, Varaentwn, 
here with thole two members are molt in danger, ia this ferme, R. the roots 
of Althæa, and the rootes of white Lillies, ana. 2:1, leaues of Malue,Bilmalae, 
and Violets, ana. M. j. ofthe flowers of Cammomill, Mclilot, and the tops of 
Dill, ana. M. (4. meale of Fenugreeke,of flaxe (eed,ava, 2,j gum. imo i, cal. 
led Serapn, F.j. Bdefliumthat is loft and whitiſh, 3. G. Tui pentine, g. ij Gum 
of pine trees 3 G. Storax liqui da, Z. ij. ot Z iij. the marrow of Calues or Harty 
ſhadkes, if you can get it, Hennes gteaſe, and Duckes greaſe, oyle of ſweete 
Almonds, and of Ircos, ana. ⁊ j B. or ana. as much as ſufficeth. Diſſolue tbe 
Gummes with wine and a little r1neger, andto the aforeſaid oiles,adde to new 
ware as much as ſufficeth; then afterward take the ſaid greaſes, and powders, 
or meales, or herbes, firſt ſodden and braicd, and mite them all together, aud 
make an ointment. In this laid ointment there be more things that do mollifie 
then there be that diſlolue, becauie the mattet of (cirrhous knobs doth chiefly 
require the ſame, It you will miniſter the aforeſaid ointment for the bardocfle 
ofthe liver, you may adde to it of the branches of Wormewood, of Roſes, of 
Squinance,or of Spicknardto preſetue the ſtrength and nature ot the member, 
If you will miniſter u tothe Spleene , you may mine with it (ome Tamari/cas 
barke, the roote of Capess, or ſuch like : if you miniſter to the hardneſle of 


the ſtomacke, adde to Wormeweod,red Roſcs,Calanut aromations, Mint and 
Galiagalc. 
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CHAP, XXIIII. 
Of making a Liniment.

lame intent, altet this faſhion N. ted Roſes, p. j. S flowers of water Lillies and 
Violets, ana p. i Betopy, and Melilote, ana. p. S. put all betweene two fige lin- 
nen clothes, ( if the patient be rich) or beteene two courſe lionen clothes if 
he be poore ; and make a Font ale well ſewed (as it ought to be) forthefore. 
head and the temples; ifyou will prouoke ſleepe, adde to the toreſaid Frontal 
the leaues of Lettuce, or ne white Poppy, or of Mandragoras in the places & 
times that you may haue it, but there is but ſmall ſtore of theſe cold thingy, 
At all times you may put in the ſeedes of white Poppy, or the barkes ofthe 
heades of white Poppy, or Lettuce ſeedes,or Henbane ſecede, as in example.

To the former Frontale Melilot and Dil feed is added 
to comfort the braine, that it be not hurt with cold thivgs, In the diſea e called 
Cephalalgia coming of a cold cauſe make Frontalia ot hote heibes & flowers, 
as Sage, Roſemary, Cammomil, Betony, Briony, Mchlote & ſuch like. Fronta- 
ba, before they be layed to the forchead,are wort to baue ſome hqour powred 
vpon them, or to be aired with ſome vapour; as in example. R. the waters of 
Roſes, Berony,and Balme, ana. 3 j. of vineger ⁊̃ {{. commire them, and of the 
aforeſaid waters, power a little portion vpon a burning tyle, or ſome ſuch 
like thing, & hold the aforelaid Frontale ouet the fleame & ſmoake of the (aid 
waters. The forchead is oftentimes avnointed with many ozatments ſeruin 
for the ſame vſe and purpoſe that Frontalia do ſerue for, as in a hote cauſe, Yu- 
guerntum Popwleon , Rubea trechiſcata diſſolued in water, is very meete for this 
put pole, & yet is leldome in vſe with them at Paris, Many Phy ſitions in the old 
time, in cold cauic did annoiat with Mythrydatum and Aurea Alexandrina, & 
fuch like.

Of making Cucufa, and Semicucnfa. 

Vc vx a is more fot the cure of the euill called Cepbalalgie , which is a 

paine of the heade coming of cold; and many times alſo to ſtop rheuwe, 
ain example: N. Sampſucus.that is, Marioram, Rolemary, Stæchados both of 
Araby, and yellow, ans. p. j. of red Roſes, p j drie Citron bai kes, gtaines of 
Alkermes, ana g. iij. Maces, long Pipper, Quibibes and Cloues, aus. 3. fl. 
Make a powder,& make a cuceſfa betweene two fine linnen clothes with a little - 
cotten baſted betweene, ot with flaxe, or ſcarlet ſcraped, and giue it according 
to the meaſure. And if the paine lyeth moſt in the forepart of the head , put 
molt of the powders of ſpices in that place : like wile if it be in the binder pare, 
do ſo allo,and it the Cephalalgia be ia all parts of the head,theo commixe | aria 
equally, But it is called Semicacufe , when we prouide but for one part of the 
bead. If we will toppe rheumes, then we niixe with it ſtipticke things, or we 
make a Cucufs onely of Ripticke things, either cold or hote asthe caule re- 
quireth, Therefore we make a Cuceſa with muliam burned, ot not burned, Mir- 
ties, Cypteſſe ours & Sandaracha(commontly called vernice) viz.yelow Oker, 
the barke of Frankinſence, and ſuch other like ſtipticke things. 


CHAP. XXVII. 
Of making S tus. 

Vfit u, (is Engliſh a perfumiag) is made of drie thingy, to ſtop diſtillations 
Abc fall from the brainc into the lower parts, and it is made of refirate 
ning medicines, asghus for example. N. red Roles. p. j.Maſticke, B. vernice, 
that is yellow Oker. 3. j. mixe them, and make apertuming for the head; or 
thus; N. miu. p j. ted Rolcs,p.fi of rernice and Olibenum,ana. 3 fl. commixe 
them and make a perfume tor the head. Note that when the diſtillation fal- 
leth to the lung:, and thereof cometh ſpitle, then take po pertume by he 
mouth, becaule it ſhortencth the breath, and letteih the ſpitting, and maketh 
the humours gtoſſe and chicke : but you muſt perſume the coueting of the 
head, or elle pertume lome wooll, and apply it to the head. 


CHAP, XXVIH, 

muking Colyrium, 

Olyriil is a medicine that is miniſtred in a liquide formeto heale the eyes. 
Ce becauſe there be diuerſe euils inthe eyes, the Collyries are 
made of diuerſe faſhions; for you muſt vſe one kind in the begiooiog of Of 
thalmia, aud another in ihe ſtate of it, 2nd another in the dechnation thereof ,as

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io the beginning you muſt make it of cold and ſtipticke repereuſſtues, as the 
whites of egges, the ſappe of Quince ſeed, and P/ylinmy, and other things of 
like vertue: miniſter them alone, ot elſe let them be firſt diſſolued with cooue. 
pient waters, and aſterward applied, as in this example following. R. the 
white of one egge, and ſtirte it with Roſewatet, or Plantive water, or with 
water of Balme, or with all theſe waters, make a Collytie, and put into the eye 
that is pained, Or thus R. the ſappe of Quince ſeed drawne out with Plantaine 
water, or Roſe water, 3. j. and mixe them with the white of an egge, and ſtrre 
it a long time with a ſpatter, and make a Collyrivm, But if there be no paine not 
tedneſſe in the eyes, but a certaine vocleannefle which ought to be dried vp, 
then it is good to make Collyties of Tutty prepared, and of Aloes waſſied, aud 
of Lepis Caliminaris, and other ſuch like things, which ought to be taken with 
ſome covuevict liquor, except it rather liketh you better to put into the eye the 
powders of them: for ſo they drie vp and wipe away the filchiacflethe cleanet. 


CHAP. XXIX. 
Of making Naſale or Errhinum. 

N As AT & Errhinum be medicines which be caſt into the noſe for many 

cauſes and intents, as to ſtop bleeding at the noſe , to proucke incefings, 
to caoſe child-birth , ot to briog forth the Secundiae which is retaioed within 
after the birth, and furthermore it purgeth the braine. It may be made mary 
wayes, 2s in dric powders, which muſt be ſuuffed or blowne vp into the noſe; 
or it may be made liquide, and then you muſt annomt the noſtrils within; or 
you may make it whole,and bard, and then it muſt be put vp into the noſe. N. 
the haires that be in the Hates belly. p.{\ the ſaw dſt, or moſineſſe of Willow, 
p. ſd. Bolearmoniack,& Sanguis Draconis powdred, ana. 3 j. cut the haires very 
ſmall, and mixe them all together, and blow them vp iuio the noſe. or diſlolue 
them all with ſome ſtipticke water, or with the iuyce of ſome heatbe, or with 
the white of an egge, and adde to them allo (if you pleaſe) Balayſtia , or with 
rinds of Pomegrauates, or Acatia, all powdred , and with a linnen cloath make 
2 Naſale, and dip it inthe aforeſaid medicines, and put it mto the noſe. Specs 
ſings are prouoked by dtie powders, ſoufted or blowne ioto the noſe, which be 
ſharpe and biting, as be theſe, Pepper, Pellitoty, Stauelacre, aud roote of floure 
de luce powdred, You may commire the ſaid things with ſome liquor : an- 
noint che noſtrils, or take cloath of filke wound yp togeiber, and dippe it in 
the afotclaid liquor, and put it into one noſtrill, ot into both. 


CHAP. XXX. 
Of making Apophlegmatiſmus. 
PoPHLEGMATISMYS na medicine which cauſeth one to vomite 
Ar fleame : it prouokethrhcume out ofthe braine into the mouib, andit 
is good to purge the braine, Maſticke is commonly vled in this eaſe, which 
being loog bolden inthe mouth and chewed, it briogeth forih ibume and 
fame. Alſo Sage leaues bolder in the mouth do likewiſe purge rhumie by 


the mouth, Alſo make Mol of Pellitotie, pepper, Staueſacre roote, of bow, 
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and Pana, and hold them in the mouth. Furthermore take gargariſmes 
of the ſame medicines. Alſo thete are ointments made of the lame things, 
wherewith the toofe of the mouth muſt be annointed, for they by-realon of 
their heate and tartueſle, do draw fleame and theumes into the mouth. 


CHAP, XXXI, 
Of making deſtullations reftoratize. 


Dez: !LLATIONS be made to ſuſtaine ſtrength and might, when the 
licke is lo weake that he cannot digeſt any bard couriſhment, Diſtillati - 
ous are of a mixed kinde, that is to ſay, they ate partly foode and partly medi 
cines They ate made for many iatents and purpoſes: for ſome be made to 
reftraine,as inthe fluxe of the belly; lome to alter or change, at when they are 
miniſtted for feauert to tefrigerate, ot in cold diſcaſes to make bote: and ſome 
do refift poyſon and malignant humours, as io peſtilent feauers, And they are 
made a:tcr this manner.

TAE PREFACE, 


- E baue found by experience, that Noble men in times 
FRM] paſt which haue become famous inthe practiſe and 
8 5 8 exerciſe of Phyſicke and Chirurgerie, haue beſtowed 


chiefe care and great diligence to ſtore vp for their 
| ” fe (4s treaſuret) certain: peculiar remedies for 
euery hard maladie both to increaſe and preſerne the wort hineſſe 
and renowneaneſſe of their good name, by the preſperous ſucceſſe 
of their labowrs. The which remedies,althengh euery of them pro. 
wided to be made at heme, and tooke t hem for ſecrets; yet notwit h- 
ſtanding in ſpace of time and number of yeares eit her by death or in. 
treaty,or for mony,or through change, or other manifold means they 
haue bene made knowne and publiſhed. Whereupon others the rather 
minding the publicke vtilitie of men, thought good to gather togethr 
Berſed compoſitions of medicines then euery where khnowne and 
endeauoured themſelnes to transferre out of the moſt famous au- 
thors , the be(t and moſt receipts into their bookes of Phyſicke. And 
by theſe meanes truly did Scribonius Largus, Actuarius, Ni- 
colaus Myrepſus, and Nicolaus Præpoſitus, make their 
worhet. By thu induſtrie it could not but come to paſſe, that 
out of diuerſe Authors many receipts not much unlike, were taken 
tending to one end, 4s ſirupes of like effect and many medicines of 
Aloe, wor fewer of Scammony or Colocynthide, or Turpetho, 
all which differ ovely in way of compoſition , or for the warietie of 
certaine (amples . And ſoftning and ſcouring Electuariet alſo there 
be many, whoſe chiefeſt force is of Rrugo, and which differ by a 
ſole change of other ſimpler , as is gramed to euery authors indge- 
ment , So then many things haus bene heaped together , the mo 
part whereof haus bene to no wſe. It were much better in enery kind, 
to chooſe aut the beſt, the other vnproſit able and unneceſſary ont- 
ted. But enen in this beaping together of remedies , many diſeaſe! 
dl; remauc 
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remaine void of all belpe, for the which no fit remedies were innen- 
ted: for that diligent care which many haue io gather together exery 
where medicines ( after a ſort an imitator and folower of prailicke) 
without choſe or method had, doth apply neither fit remedies , nor 
medicines to the diſcaſes , nor to the ſenſible priefe ieyned to the 
ſickneſſe, or to their cauſes , neither doth ſet downe the kinds of re- 
medics according to the diuerſitie of diſeaſes: neither at any time 
weyeth what euery compoſition bath , eit her profitable or tonowſe, 
weither pleaſant or vn{auory; but receiueth and alleweth for the moſt 
part ſuch receipts , as haue bene vſed of unlearned men, commonly 
without regard of in1gemeut. And many of thoſe likewiſe diuerſe 
haue peruerted and depraned,enery man according to bu iudgement, 
ſo that now there remagueth ſcantly any certaine kinde or trade of 
compoſition for Apothecaries , and that part of Pbyſiche ¶ as it ts not 
ratified and eſtabliſhed ) which 1s moſt neceſſary for the cure of diſ- 
eaſes : and whereas many haue iudged wellof the reformation of that 
part, I haue done mine endeauour, that the compoſition of medicines 
might beſet downe in writing according to Art, as the {imples bane 
bene iu the bookes before, And whatſoener of them were profitable 
and caſie for practiſe, might keepe their old forme: and what ſoeuer 

were amiſſe, by upright iudgement *** be brought to better per- 
feTion, ſothat nothing were either redounding or wanting neceſſary 
to take away the diſeaſes affettion, incident thereto, and cauſe there- 
of. Therefore I do not take out all the compoſitions vſugilin old vri- 
ters, but the beſt onely: and oftentimes I put too new, to fil my worke 
with all kind of medicines and I cut off many , which cont arned um- 
der thoſe, make a confuſed beape : 1 baue kept their common namer, 
but yet not with the ſame ſimples and doſet euery where: for as much 
as eert aine in matty things were to be changed, to make the receipts 
more fit and pleaſant for the cure of the malady. And at length , to 

de the Apothecarl#s pleaſure, I haue ſorted and (et in one place 
the ſiruper,jn another the ElefInaries in another the poti- 
tions and what ſoeuer elſe in their proper place, ont of 
which they may be eaſily taken ag aine, and o- 
pled to the praltiſe and vſe of curmy.

ma barbarous titles and names do appatanily argue, that firupes and 

!uleps, and many other as well fimple as compound medicines, wete the 
wueotioos of the Alabians. But many yeares betore them, the old Grzcians 
had of the ſame matter, and forthe lame vſe, their t (that is, deco. 
Qions,of water and hetbcs) in ſtead of firupes , which becauſe they were fitly 
applyed, as well to prepare the body as humouts to purgiog , were of then 
termed Propotiſmata ,-as it you would lay, potions before purging, becauſe 
that according to the ditect order of cuting, they make a way for purging 
medicines. So Galen in Mulſo, that is, wipe and hony lodden together , and 
Oxymelite, that is, hoy, vineger, and water boiled together, doch incoct 
Origanum, Hylope, Penitoyall, and Calamint, to the preparing of the body 
to be purged. And it he be an Author of credite , Archigenes, Antonius, Muſa, 
and many other ancient Phyſitions did make ſuch like (weete potions for ſicke 
folke, ot the iuyce of Cicory, Dill, Flowerdeluce, and Celidony, and ſuch like 
herbes, tempeted togethet with wine and hony by decoction for diuetſe diſ- 
eaſcs of the Liucr and other paris affected. And Dirſcorides did boile the roots, 
leaucs,and tops of plants, and did ſtraine the liquor boiled, and then mimiſtred it 
cither alone or clic ſweetned with Mulſo or bony, or that they might be kept, 
did decoct is to the thickneſſe of hony. So that theſe three, Apozema, Syru pu 


/ and Ialepu, differ onely in the manner of conduure, that is, making them 


pleaſaot to the taſte, For in 4pozemate, becauſe that vpon occaſion ſuddenly + 
and out ot hand, forthe moft part, it is ordained to be diſſeuered into three 
ot foure parts, to bring it to a ſeaſonable ſweerneIE&'irſhall be ſufficient if be 
take the third part of Sugar or hony, or ſomewhat more then the third part 
of Sugar,in reipeQ of the ſtrained decoction and purified wyce.Bat the firups, 
to the intent they may be longer kept, require a perlect coction, and there* 
fore it is meete to haue ſo much, or very little leſſe Sugar or bony , 25 there 
is of the ſtrained decoction or purified iuyce. But becauſe the lulep is more 
thinne, penetratiog , and pleaſant then the two before, it ſhall be (ufficiest 
enough il it haue the fixt part of Sugar, or in ſtead thereof the like quantity of 
2 conuenient ſuupe, ſo that there be ſome what mote then the two parts ofthe 
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Sug, in reſpect of the deco tion prepared, or diſtilled waters, To all the 
potions made ofdecoRtions and the iuyce of plants, and fraites, Sugar and 
bony be mingled, not onely for their preſeruation, or for their fweetnefle and 
pleaſamoeſlc in taſte and ſauour, buralſotor the proper force of hoay aod 
Sugar, which they impart vnto theſe decoctions. For ſih theſe two be al. 
moſt daily v ed, and familiar voto ys, not onely for ſauce, but al:o as meates, 
both waycs the potions to which theſe ſhall be miogled, do quicken and 
ſtirte vp the naturall ſtrength aſtonied, or dulled, and laoguiſhing in ſick. 
nelle, and do comfort the vaturall heate, which alone doth concoRt and 
mitigate diſeaſes; and by extenuating groſſe matter, ſcouring ſlimie, and 
making a tiddance of obſtruction, they cauſe eaſie purgations, And theſe 
taculties come tothe decoctions or potions by reaſon ofthe Sugar and hoay, 
which decoctions notwithſtanding of themlelues do much auaile to diuerlo 
vics, the commodities whereof will declare in delc ribing each of them, 
by ob(cruiog that ordet which both the trade of compounding doth require, 
and the method of curing doth preſcribe. For ſeeing the fimple is by nature 
before the compound, and the right order of miniltnng medicines well. bea- 
rcth by order one thing to be compounded and vicd before another, he be · 
ginneth firſt with thole that are more ſimple medicinet, & of ſuch as by dire 
order of curing are vicd beſore others; minding to oblerue the ſame order 
in all this booke , beginning with Sirwpes acidas ſimplex, the ſharpe fimple fi- 
rupe. Fer in this place we ſpeake not of 4pczemate and luleps, but onely of 
ſuch as ate kept a long time of Apothecarics : and further , Apo mata agree» 
ing to the di eaſes of euery part, haue bene handled before, And al 
Condita, commonly called Conſerues, and of ctbes and fruites certaice well 
ſeaſoned iuyces, called of the Grarcians YmjWensra, be more fimple then 
frupes, and therefore might ſeeme the rather to be ſpoken of betore ; yet 
becauſe for the moſt pait they be ordained after purgatiooe, to the keeping 
or getting of the ſtrength of the parts , therefore my minde was to deterre 
them to another place, the method of curiog ſo requiring. Now firupes were 
inuented to haue in a readineſle ſo oft as occaſfion cbanceth , becaule that 
berbes, aud other rootes, and fruites be not alwayes ready at hand, and ſome- 
time when they be at haad, neceſſitie ſo vrgeth, that there is no * to 
make of tbem Apex emata and luleps. Ia the firlt place the compoſition of 
ſirupes is ſet dowue, which ate ſit to prepate humout for purgiog : then af 
ter, ſuch as be meete to purge the temnants ot the parti and to keepe ot pre» 
ſerue their ſtrength. And this generally of ſitupes. Particularly the ſharp ſimple 
ſitupe was not to be made onely of vineger and Sugar, as other ſharpe ſirupes 
be, but alſo of water,to mitigate the ſtrength and ſharpneſle of vineger. Hecd 
muſt be taken that is ſtead of white vineger , diſtilled be not put iu, which 
being moſt ſharpe doth pierce and pinch the other parts to no ſmall annoy- 
ance of the tectiuer. Heedelikewile maſt be taken that no more quaotit

The ſharpe compound lire>e is not here deſcribed, left I ſhou!d burthen 
the Apothecat ies with vaine loſſe; for by putung too a portion of firupes to 
rootes, it will be a compound ſeruing for the lame vſe. This was the purpoſe 
of the author, to propound the beſt compoſitions of all other to euety chiefe 
kind of diſcale, and caule that nothing ſhould be wanting ot remedic, But to 
take together a vaine and frivolous heape of medicines trom all places, after 
the taſhionof thoſe which do fill papers vaconfiderately , with voknowne and 
voapproued remedies, I thought it tos great a burthen for Apothecaties, and 
a wotke not plaine, but full of confuſion tor ſtudeots,

Syrupe of Limons, de Herts tale Citri or of the ſharpneſſe of Citrons, of 
tart Pomgranates, de Aurantys, ot of Oranges, of vntipe grapes, of the iuyce 
of Sortel, of the iuyce of Batbeties, and of Ribes, and all other tart or fharpe 
firupes, be made of iuyces, which eithet by ſetling or by ſtreinipg be made 
more cleare and pure. And to the iuyces is added like quantity of Sugar 
or ſomewhat leſſe without mixture of any water ; becaule the ſharpe tart · 
neſle of the ſirupe is nothing noiſome,, but pleaſant and comtortable to the 
heart: and it ſhould be dilated likewi'e with leſſe Sugar (as in Iule ps) if the 
iuyces could be long preſerued. There be ſome which putijſie the iuyces by ſet · 
ting, ot by ſetliog them in the heate of the Sun, and fining them with the fo- 
ming whites of egges, or elle onely by wringing them out lightly, as in wine 
coming of the grapes, beſore they be preſſed, called in Latine vinæm pratopum: 
and then with fined Sugar, that is boiled with the like quantitie of water, and 
after clarified, and at the laſt concocted to a lulep, mixing by litle and litle the 
one with the other, they ſticre them with a ſpatter votill bey come together, 
and become as one, or they boile it a litile wub Sugar throughly and well ſod, 
or elle with the beſt Sugar, ſuch as the Maderanum is, they boile it ſo long, 10+ 
til the Sugar be melted and diſſolued altogether. And thereof the ſuupe of the 
luyce of Limons, of Citrons, the ſharpe Goole ſuupe, andthe rolat lulep be-

nates,the ſirupe de Aurancysthe ſiiupe of Om hacio. that is,voripe grapes, the 
ſitupe of the iuyce of Sorrell. Bur peculiarly the firupe of ſharpe Citrons doth 
quench the beate of an Ague, and reſtraineth the corruption and malady 
thereof. The ſirupe ot Pomegranates doth corroborate the ſtomacke and the 
chicte entrailes of a man, at the ſpleene, the liuer, the Jungs,&c. it reſtraineth 
romniog, & mitigateth ſ wounding. The ſirupe de Aurancys doth more com- 
fort the heart, & is more plealant. The ſitupe deGmphacio doth more quench 
thirſt, The ſitupe of the iuyce of Sorrell doth allay choler,& open obſtruction. 
The ſirupe of Ribes is more ſweet in taſt, and more aſttingent. The way or or · 
der of making them all is alike, for in the iuyce of euety one of them purged, 
a little leſle Sugar muſt be diſſolued, and thele two put in a tinne vellell, muſt 
be (ct ou the fire, and boyled by lirle and litle to a ſitupe.

Aceti mulls, We haue leſſe vſe of Oxymel, that is, ſweete vineger, then the ancient Phy. 
fitions had, who then had not invented the ſharpe ſirupe, which (the powder 
of clcanfing onely excepted, wherein hony excelleth Sugat) bath other ver- 
tues not much inferiour to )xywmel, and beſides other effects, is very good as 
oainſt agues. But ſweet vineger which euery where is in vie in Apothecaries 
ſhops,is very voſauory,whether it be ſull of the too much groſſeneſle, coming 
of oucricetbiog thereof, or of the too much ſnatpneſie which is not ſo much 

walificd and dulied with the mixture ot our hony as of Sugar, For although 
you delay and diſſolue that thicke Oxymel with ſweet water, or ſome let de- 
coftion , yet you ſhall never make it ſo pleatant to diinke as the ſovre ſirupe. 

| That which is made by many. more thioner for preſcnt occaſion, and is called 

Cat exymel, Oxymel Galeni, is more piercing into every part, and more pleaſant, For 
whereas {or the little boyling it doth not thicken, but the thickneſſe of the 
water is thetein teta ned. which the thickneſſe otthe vineger doth further, and 
all the filthinefle of the hony partly by skumming, partly by clarifying is taken 
away: therefore it becometh moſt thinne and moſt cleare, — it baue 
bene made with white vineger, aud white hony; and with the little ſharpneſſe 
of vincger, it becometh nothing vnpleaſant to the taſter: but it is found by ex- 
perience, that by roo much vſe, and too great adraught thereof, the ſtomacke 
15 annoyed,cbiefly in thoſe, whole mouth ofthe ſtomacke is by oatare feeling 
and ſenſible. Wherefore there is no lafe vie thereof in agues, whether you 

Noteofthe make it ſowrer or tweeter, Chooſe good hony which is betwixt thicke and 
beſt hony. thia, moſt ſweet and fharpe in taſte, and therewith making a ſweet taſte, and 
biting the tongue, as it were, wich puilingz in colour pale, or ſomewhat red 

and cleare, molt fragrant and new, and which taken out and handled, for his 

clammie bumour, is not diſſeuered or pulled into parts ; beauie in weight 

or ponderous, Whereforethat which is inthe boitome of the veſſell is better 

then that wbich (wimmeth aboue, aud it doth caſt vp litle skum in boyling. 
But in our daies thete hach bene brought the white and ſweeteſt hony, and are. 

maticke indeed, moſt liquide and ffuent, and making a white and bard cruſt vp« 

on it, out of Luſitania, or Portugall, and Gedano to ant werpe, hony as good as 

either the Atticke or Siculum. But they counter feit that hony (as many other 

things elle) and forge another in ſtead thereof, by often waſhing aud whitingʒ 

which deceit of theirs you may eaſily find out by the vnſweetueſle of imelling 

and vnſauotinte ſſe of taſtiag, Then uext, this both in goodneſle, and io colour, is 

the Nerbonenſe hony; and in thoſe regions allo out countrey hony, that which 

cometh out of the combes freely, and is commonly called Virgine bcoy, is 

beſt. The worſt hony by boiling is made better, and the vie of the xummed 

is alwayes fitter, except by long abidiog in the ſtomacke it ſwell it, and become 

vehement hoze,and augment cholet. Hoy is good for children that haue ne

Whereas the ſirupe of Cichory, of the deſcription of Nicolaus Florentinar, 
or Gultelmus Placentinas is oft in vſe, & both their firupes doth conliſt of a cẽ- 
fuſed heap of fimples,as wel cold as hote without order, & of Reubarbe,that it 
is hard to tell to what vie they may be applyed: not without good reaſon, the 
deſcription is here changed & framed to thoſe cads which be here expteſſed in 
the title, :o the which neithet of the other can be applied forthe hot roots, If ir 
be deſired to be ſom what tart or ſharp,there may be mixed to it the third patt 
of Acetoſus ſiru pu, ot Oxyſaceharis; ot if it muſt be ſomewhat botter, or mote 
pierciog, as agaiaſt many diſcaſcs heaped together, ſo much or halle ſo much 
ofthe ſirupe of roots:ifreubarb muſt be at any time put to it, it rather ſeemeth 
meet to be put in thereto, at the time of vſing then making thereof, bec: uſe 
the vertue of Reubarbe to ſpurge, both by boiling & long keeping , vaniſherh 
away; and this ſirupe made rather for preparation then purgation, and there is 
more ſtrength of roborating in Reubarbe, then that well doth agree to a pre- 
paratiue potion. But neither in the time of miniſtriog can Reubarbs commo- 
diouſly be intermixed, v. the groſnes of the firope hindenog the operatis of 
purgiag, either by making it very litle or elle none at all; & for the lame thick. 
veſſe the ſirupe it ſelfe is not ſo effectuall for thoſe purpoſes), for which it was 
deſcribed , as il it were diſſolued and made more ſweete, with ſome conucnie 
ent decoQion: therefore they worke not for any commodity of the ſicke, but 
only of lofle,which to euety pound of the ſirupe do employ . j. ot Reubarbe, 
and do not onely double and triple, but alſo mixe by mealure foure or ſize 
times ſo much, contrary to the credite of all books, which for every pound do

the Liver andother parts mult be opened, ot you haue occaſion to coole, and 
moderat y roboxate, as in the beginoing ot vebement & peſtilent agyes;which 
of thele I pray you can this ſirupe do or bring to paſle , which firſt by much 
and long beating and hard ſtraining is made thicker, and then atter by it {clfe 
boiled to the conſumption ot the 3. part, and alter concocted with Sugar to 
the groſſenelle of a firupe, by cuaporation hath almoſt loſt all the vettue, ay 
much almoit becommed as meete Sugar ? it is far otherwile in the decoction 
and iuyce of fruits, eſpecially ſharpe,as the juyce of Oranges, Citrons, Limong, 
Pomegranates, and ſuch like; for they ſhed their whole force vpon firupes, 
whereas , neither by pteſſing their tenuitie, neithet by concoction, they lee ſe 
their facultie, as we haue noted in other places aboue.

firupe of all other for his manifold and diuetſe vie,is of moſt operatioa , poly. 
chreſt u. i very good for the dileaſes of all parts,elpecially of the breaſt, the liner 
the ſpleene, the kidneyes,and all diſeaſes ofthe wombe io all ages and natures, 
Aud the prerogatiue allo thereof is ſuch, that it doth make ſoluble wboſocuer 
vleth it any ſpace ; and it doth not only prepare humours, but alſo purge them 
when they be preparcd,& eſpecially groſſe flame and cholour, as certaine new 
Phyſitions and we allo haue oblerued ia practiſe oftentimes : the which effect 
likewiſe the decoction omnium Adiantorum , but eſpecially the white bath, al. 
though conttariwiſe Dieſtor. teacheth that it hindeth. But they which do min- 
gle either Raiſius or Liquorice with Adiants into the ſirupe, do reſtraine the 
large and ample WM thereof for diuetſe vſes, to ſome peculiar eſte ct, and b 
mixture dull the fotce thereof in exteauating & ſcouriug. They ſhould thete- 
fore more fitly make this ſirupe of the lole decoction of Adiantinorum, 
which might be teletued as a common matter for euery kinde of griefeʒ& thẽ 
they might apply it as need required to the diſeaſes of this or that part. As for 
example, to the hreaſt affected, with Raiſins and Liquorice decocted; for the 
buer, with the decoctiõ of Agrymeny or Cichory; for the ſplanee, 1ſpleny aut Ta- 
mariſciʒ for the kidnies, ſuch thiogs as prouoke vrine, and breake the ſtore.

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Sefaminum & Seſamum and ?otronins', grounding won thaeuſtome vſ ed 
ia the Latine tongue tor an eloquent ad pleaſant oration and compofition of- 
wo ds, toſay, all his ſayings and doings are af it were ſpniakled with Poppy and 
Se/amum, Fot both the liquor of Poppy, called in Greeke ou andthe myce 
wrung oot of the leaues and heads, termed in Greek Meconium, conliſt tot ot 
an vynitot me, but of manitold ſubſtance, one watery and very cold, another airy 
tempetate, the third hote, bittet, and ſweet ſmelling. The firſt s more apparent 
in greene and tender Poppies , the two laſt in dry. As for the Opium or rather 
Meconium which is brought to vie , it is altogether counterterr, and through a 
lectet quality is noyſome, & therefore-in no caſe to be vicd, though it be never 
lo a1blicially cotrected. For whereas Opium is by great labour in litle quantity

11. Galbanum & Ammoniacum muſt be liquefied and ſtirred io vineger:thẽ the 
Pitch muſt be ſtrained and putthereto : after that the Ware, forthwith Colophe. 
nia and the Turpentine, alittle while after the Maſticke and the Mytthe. The 
Emplaiſter being decocted muſt be put io cold water, and being ſtrained out, 
muſt be wrought with powder of Saffron, annointing your band with oyle.

Mplaſtram de Ianna is matuellous eflectuall in wounds and greene vicers, 

it paciſieth an inflammation, it detergeth, agglutinateth and jncarnatcth, 
and allo cicatrizeth, R. ſuccerum At. Plantaginis & Betonice, ana, th. j. Cera, 
Pick, Reſine, Terebinthinæ, ana 5. f.Let three of the ſimples be concocted in 
the iuyces, ſtirriog them eaſily to the conſumption of the iuyces, then take 
them off the fire, and put thereto Terebinthhina.

Ea plaſtrum Gratia Dei conſiſteth almoſt of the ſame ſimylet, & ſerueth to 
the ſame vſe. R. Terebinthinæ. IB. S. Reſinæ Ih j. Cere albæ, 3 uij Maſtiches, 
. Betonicæ, Verbene, Pimpinellæ, recent ium, ana. M. j. Bruiſe the hethes, & boile 
m in white wine votill they conſume. Then ſtraine out the liquor, in which 
concott the Ware, Roſin and Maſticke, to an apt conſiſtence of an Emplai« 
ſtet, and when they ate taken off the fire, miogle with them the Turpentine.
